to  enable  such  committee  to  be  prepared  to  submit  their  report  at  the  opening  of  such 
annual  meeting  of  the  Board,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Treasurer  and  oi 
the  Diocesan  Treasurers  to  prepare  and  forward  their  reports  to  the  Chairman  of  said 
Finance  Committee,  at  University  Place,  at  least^ten  days  before  the  annual  meeting. 
In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  committee,  from  absence  or  other  cause,  the  same  may  be 
temporarily  filled  by  the  Chancellor."

The  Vice-Chancellor  read   his  Annual  Report. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  (he  University  of  the  South  : 

Gentlemen  : — As  required  by  the  Statutes,  1  have  the  honor  to  submit  ibis  as 
my  report  upon  the  general  condition  of  the  University  since  your  last  meeting. 

It  i-  with  deep  sorrow  that  I  have  to  report  to  your  body  the  death  of  Professor 
Robert  Dabney,  after  a  brief  illness  Dr  Dabney  was  connected  with  this  institu- 
tion from  the  'late  of  its  organization,  in  September,  lS68.  In  1S70  he  was  elected 
to  the  chair  of  Metaphysics  and  English  Literature,  which  he  filled  successfully  until 
his  death,  on  the  1st  of  April,  1870. 

I  submit  herewith  a  resolution  ol  the  Hebdomadal  Board  recommending  that 
his  salary  be  continued  to  his  family  until  June  30th,  winch  will  require  your  sane 
tion,  if  approved.  It  i-  proper  to  add  that  the  Professors  and  Officer-,  have  divided 
among  themselves  the  duties  of  his  chair,  and  have  performed  them  to  the  close  of  the 
term. 

I  have  the  pleasure  of  congratulating  your  honorable  body  on  the  return  of  your 
Commissioner,  the  Bishop  ol  Tennessee,  from  his  most  successful  mission  to  Eng- 
land. The  general  fruits  of  his  earnest  and  prolonged  labors  are  already  known  to 
you,  and  will  no  doubt  be  more  fully  detailed.  They  will  constitute  an  era  in  die 
history  of  the  progress  of  this  University. 

I  reported,  two  years  ago,  that  the  Commissioners  of  Buildings  and  Land-  would 
make  a  rcpon  ol  pr.'perlv  purchased  and  consumed.  I  have  been  unable  to  get  the 
statement  made.  I~t.il!  think  it  important,  it  anv  rate,  for  all  future  j  11  ha^e>.  It 
seems  to  me  not  proper  that  thousands  of  dollars  should  be  expended  in  purchases, 
and  no  accountability  imposed  tor  the  proper  application  of  the  properly.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  there  has  been  an  honest  administration  ^l  it;  but  it  should  be  made  to 
appear  by  annua;  or  semi  annual  statements. 

I  have  again  to  report  a  serious  falling  off  in  the  number  of  students.  This 
diminished  attendance  can  be  ascribed  to  no  cause  except  the  continued  j  ressure  oi 
narrowed  means. 

I  he  condition  ol  the  I  niversily,  as  to  good  order  and  instruction,  is  very  good.

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The  report  of  the  health  officer,  which  is  herewith  submitted,  contains  matter  of 
much  interest. 

Attention  is  again .  respectfully  called  to  the  subject  of  building  a  hotel.  Mr. 
Stewart,  the  proprietor  of  the  Phelan  house,  thinks  he  can  interest  capitalists  if  a 
liberal  lease  be  granted. 

The  Hebdomadal  Board   recommend — 

ist.  That  the  Professor  of  Theology,  if  such  professorship  be  instituted  and 
filled,  be  assigned  to  instruction  in  a  part  of  the  duties  of  the  vacant  chair  of  Meta- 
physics and  English  Literature;  the  remainder  of  its  duties  to  be  performed  by  the 
Professors;    the  distribution  of  duties  to  be  made   by  the  Hebdomadal  Board. 

2nd.  That  it  be  urged  upon  the  Board  of  Trustees  that  some  resident  authority 
be  vested  with  power  to  act  in  unforeseen  cases,  requiring  the  exertion  of  functions 
now  exercised  only  by  the    Board  of  Trustees. 

3rd.  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  be  requested  to  make  all  legislation  affecting 
the  organization,  discipline  or  management  of  the  University,  or  the  Grammar  school, 
operative  only  at  the  beginning  of  the  following  Lent  term,  unless  otherwise  expressly 
directed.  Changes  made  whilst  the  school  is  in  full  operation  can  rarely  be  carried 
into  effect  without  some  degree  of  injurious  friction. 

4th.  That  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  be  called  to  their  resolution, 
requiring  the  text  of  the  several  degrees  conferred  on  graduates  to  be  in  Latin  (ex 
cept  the  degree  of  Civil  Engineer),  and  that  they  be  asked  to  make  provision  foi 
a  suitable  form,  and  to  appropriate  the   necessary  funds  for  printing,  &c. 

5th  That  an  appropriation  of  fifty  dollars  be  asked  to  pay  for  books,  &c,  for 
prizes  for  the  Grammar  school.  The  prizes  were  promised  before  it  was  known 
that  the  gentleman  who  usually  gave  them  could  not  bestow  them  this  year;  and 
they  have  therefore  been  ordered  ;  and  this  appropriation  is  asked  to  cover  the  ex- 
pense.

Medical  Department,  University  of  the  South, 
Seii'tznee,    Tenn,  July    r,  iSjb. 

To  'the  Honorable  the  Board  of   Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  : 

GENTLEMEN: — As  Health  Officer  of  the  University  of  the  South,  I  have  the 
honor  to  submit  the  following  report  upon  the  health  of  the  students  of  the  Univer- 
sity for  the  past  scholastic  year.  <* 

While,  through  the  mercy  of  God,  I  am  spared  the  pain  of  reporting  any  deaths 
among  the  students,  it  is  my  sorrowful  duty  to  announce  to  your  honorable  body  the 
removal  from  our  ranks  by  death  of  Professor  Robert  Dabney,  LL.  1).,  of  the  chair 
of  Metaphysics  and  English  Literature.  His  death  occurred  011  the  i-t  of  April  last, 
at  7  A.  M.,  alter  a  week's  illness  with  broncho-pneumonia.  His  devoted  attention  to 
his  two  sons,  who   had    passed  through  the  same  disease,  just  previous    to   his  seizure, 
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left   him,  through   exhaustion  and    loss  of  rest,  ill    prepared   to  meet  so  formidable  an 

attack.  The  stimulant  and  supporting  plan  of  treatment  was  adopted  in  the  case, 
such  as  had  proved  most  beneficial  in  my  previous  practice,  and  good  hopes  of  his 
recovery  were  entertained  up  to  the  evening  of  the  30th.  On  that  evening  a  crisis  in 
the  disease  occurred,  and  the  case  changed  for  the  worse.  I  sat  up  with  the  patient 
during  that  night,  administering  and  watching  the  effect  of  each  dose  of  medicine, 
and  visited  him  up  to  eleven  o'clock  the  next  day.  At  that  hour,  to  my  great  regret, 
1  had  to  succumb  to  the  pain  and  nausea  of  a  violent  sick  headache  and  give  up  the 
case.  Dr.  Anderson  at  this  time  kindly  assumed  my  duties.  Since  the  crisis  of  the 
evening  previous  there  had,  how  ever,  keen  no  improvement  in  the  symptoms — the 
patient  visibly  sinking.  Dr.  Anderson  sat  up  with  him  during  the  following  night, 
and  was  with  him  until  he  died,  at  7  A.   M.  the  next  morning. 

In  the  death  of  this  accomplished  gentleman  the  University  has  sustained  an  ir- 
reparable loss.

The    diseases   which    have   appeared,  dnA   the    number  of  cases   ^>i    each,  will    be 
id  detailed  in  the  following  exhibit : 
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It  will  be  seen  by  the  above  table  that  the  cases  recorded  for  the  year  amount  to 
one  hundred  and  nineteen.  Fifty-one  oi  these  occurred  during  the  period  from  July 
1st  to  December  l8th,  1875.  The  remaining  sixty-eight  occurred  between  March 
iSth  and  July  1st,  1 S 7 6 .  The  large  majority  of  these  cases  were  so  light  as  to  keep 
the  patients  from  duty  only  fur  one  or  two  day-,  and  had  it  not  been  for  a  rule 
obliging  them  to  send  for  me,  they  would  probably  never  have  deemed  it  necessary  to 
seek  medical  advice. 

<  me  hundred  and  ten  ol  the  one  hundred  and  nineteen  eases  fall  under  the  heads 
of  DiarrJiuo,  Tonsilitis,  Bronchitis,  Intermittent  Fever,  Ephemeral  Fever,  all  of 
which  diseases  usually  run  a  mild  course  at  this  locality.  In  no  one  of  the  one  hun- 
dred and  ten  cases  above  cited  was  there  a  serious  symptom.  Among  the  remaining 
nine  cases  were  some  that  may  be  noticed  as  severe. 

ddie  case  of  Gastritis,  occurring  in  August,  1S75,  ran  a  very  severe  course,  and 
caused  at  one  period  serious  apprehensions.  Great  and  persistent  irritability  <.A  the 
stomach,  with  very  high  fever,  were  the  prominent  symptoms  of  the  case,  lis  termi- 
nation was  favorable. 

Of  the  three  cases  of  Pneumonia  occurring  among  the  students,  two  were  light, 
and  one  very  severe.  In  the  two  light  cases  scarcely  any  medicine  was  given.  The 
cases  were  simply  watched  and  nourished  through  their  very  favorable  courses,  both 
terminated  on  the  sixth  clay  without  having  exhibited  an  unpleasant  symptom. 

The  third  case  was  so  critical,  and  the  patient  so  delicate,  that  it  was  deemed  ad- 
visable to  summon  his  parents  to  his  bedside.  Happily,  before  their  arrival,  a  favor- 
able change  occurred,  and  the  case  ran  on  to  a  speedy  termination. 

'1  he  case  of   Dysentery  was  severe,  but  yielded  to  treatment. 

In  the  Surgical  Department  there  has  been  one  case  of  fracture  of  the  Radius 
near  die  wrist,  and  one  case  of  fracture  of  the  third  Metacarpal  bone  of  the  right 
hand.  both  of  these  were  discharge!  cured.  There  have  alsp  been  under  treat- 
ment one  case  of  Prolapsus  Am.  one  pistol  shot  wound  of  the  thigh,  ?nd  several 
cuts,  contusions,  bruises,  strains,  eve  ,  too  simple  to  mention. 

I  luring  the  past  term,  two  cases  of  Fve  disease,  of  a  serious  nature,  fell  under 
observation.  So  serious  were  the.se  cases  considered,  that,  through  my  advice,  the  pa- 
tients uiihdrew  from  the  University.  One  oi  these  was  a  case  in  which  the  patient, 
through  previous  accident,  had  lost  one  eye,  and  his  attention  to  his  books  threatened 
to  imolve  the  remaining  eve  in  a  sympathetic  inflammation.  The  other  was  a  serious 
case  of  Retinitis,  and  the  patient  was  advised  to  withdraw  at  once  and  place  himself 
under  the  care  of  a    specialist. 

Attention  is  respectfully  drawn  to  the  fact  that  there  are  two  ponds,  one  near 
Trend ctt  Hall,  and  the  other  near  Otev  Hall,  which  should  be  drained  These 
ponds  .ire  seldom  ever  dry,  and  may  become  centres  of  disease.  In  either  case,  the 
ditching  necessary  could  be  done  by  one  man  in  two  days.  The  whole  work  could 
be  executed  for  less  than  ten  dollars.  It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  these  ponds 
should  he  drained  after  the  first  frost.

The  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands  read  his  report: 
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The  Commissioner  of   Buildings  and  Lands  respectfully  reports — 

That    several    additional    leases   have    been   made  of  lots  for  building  purposes 
since   the    last   meeting  of  the    Board,  and    the  revenue  derived    from   thai    iouro 
steadily  increasing. 

The  repairs  upon  our  school  and  other  buildings  have  been  made  from  time  to 
time  .i-  far  .1-  seemed  necessarv,  n  detailed  statement  of  which  1-  herewith  furnished. 
The  expenditures  on  this  account,  for  work  done  and  materials,  during  'he  current 
year,  was  within  the  amount  appropriated  fur  the  purpose  Amounts  due  and  unpaid 
in  former  vears  are  however  included  in  the  aggregate  of  disbursements,  which  swells 
the  amount  slightly  beyond  the  amouni  estimated  for.  The  Chapel,  and  probably 
Otey  and  Tremlett  Halls,  may  require  the  renewal  of  a  portion  of  the  roof  during  the 
ensuing  year,  otherwise  the  buddings  are  in  a  fair  condition  ol   repair. 

As  an  additional  safeguard  against  fire,  I  recommend  the  construction  of  two 
large  cisterns  in  the  Chapel  yard.  The  placing  of  barrels  of  water  near  the  buildings 
probably  saved  (hem  at  one   period  during  the  last   year. 

The  hoarding  house  and  dormitory  attached,  known  as  1'owhatan,  were  vacant 
at  the  date  of  the  last  report.  (  >n  the  l-t  of  fanuary  last  I  leased  the  dwelling-house 
to  Prof.  1..  K.  Smith,  with  the  approval  ol  the  Vice-Chancellor,  at  an  annual  rent  of 
$200,  for  three  years,  with  the  provision  that  General  Smith  might  expend  the  accru- 
ing rent  in  such  necessary  alteration-  and  repair-  as  might  be  necessary  to  prepare  it 
for  the  occupation  of  his  family,  not  exceeding  the  rental  of  eighteen  month-.  The 
house  has  been  judiciously  repaired,  the  ground-  improved,  and  additional  value  givui 
to  the  properly  much  beyond  the  amount  of  expense  incurred.  The  dormitory  at- 
tached to  tin-  building,  being  no  longer  required  for  that  purpose,  was  leased  to  Prof. 
Harrison  on  the  nth  of  April  last,  at  an  annual  rent  ol  <2co.  In  order  to  tit  the 
buildmg  for  the  occupation  of  a  family,  removing  partitions  and  enlarging  rooms,  &c, 
he  was  permitted  to  expend  the  rent  in  advance,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  eighteen 
month-'  rent,  lor  these  purposes,  under  the  supervision  of  the  proper  University  author- 
ities. The  dormitory,  by  change-  and  improvements,  ha-  been  made  into  a  comfort- 
able collage  residence,  suitable  for  the  occupation  ><(  a  professor,  and  enhanced  in 
value.  Thus  disposed  of,  the  Powhatan  premises  will  bring  in,  alter  the  middle  ui 
another  year,  a  rental  of  $400  per  year. 

The  cottage  known  as  the  Caldwell  Cottage  i-  leased  at  the  same  rent  as  last 
year,  $2oO,  with  the  privilege  to  the  tenant  of  -pending  fifty  dollars  of  the  rent  111 
putting  up  a  chimney,  <.Yc. 

The  building  known  as  Otey  Hall  is  in  the  occupation  of  Col.  T.  F.  Sevier,  the 
Proctor  and  acting  Master  of  the  Grammar  School.  A  rental  ^\  $400  per  year  has 
been  hitherto  charged  for  it,  in  consequence  ol  its  including  a  dormitory  of  eight 
room-.  I  would  recommend  a  reduction  ol  the  rent  ol  the  whole  premises  to  sav 
$300  per  year,  with  the  condition  that  the  lessee  -hall  keep  the  same  in  ordinary  re- 
pair. 

The  small  building  at  depot,  transferred  by  Dr.  Abernethv,  1-  leased  bom  Au- 
gust I,  conditionally,  at  $60  per  year.  The  Bennett  House  was  sold  for  the  sum  of 
5250,  and  pan  payment   made.      It  will   probabh    have  to  be   resold,  in   const  . 

ol   failure  of  the  purchaser  to  comply  with  the  term-  ol   -ale. 

These   comprise  all   the   building-   belonging  to  the  University  which  are  leased. 
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The   present   rental  of  these   buildings  amounts  to  $1,450   per  annum,  which  is  a  fair 
return  for  the  amount  invested  in  them  by  the  University. 

The  Treasurer's  office,  which  was  purchased  last  year  at  a  very  reasonable  price, 
has  been  completed  and  made  suitable  fur  the  use  of  the  Treasurer.  A  suitable  office 
has  also  been  furnished  in  the  same  budding  for  the  use  of  the  Commissioner  of  Build* 
imrs  and  Lands,  who  has  never  been  hitherto  provided  with  any  office  or  furniture 
otherwise  than  at  his  own  expense.  The  expense  of  fitting  up  the  Treasurer's  office 
was  not  estimated  for  in  the  appropriations  made,  but  is  included  in  the  account  of 
disbursements. 

The  repair  of  the  streets  has  necessarily  been  confined  to  a  very  small  expendi- 
ture, the  whole  amount  for  the  year,  inclusive  of  parks  and  public  grounds,  reaching 
only  $84.  The  heavy  rains  during  the  past  Spring  were  very  injurious;  and  it  will 
be  necessary,  before  Winter,  to  give  considerable  attention  to  drainage  and  proper 
grading.  (  >ur  statutes  already  require  that  lessees  of  lots  should  make  suitable  side- 
walks, and  the  keeping  up  of  the  streets  should  be  chargeable  by  assessment  upon  all 
the  leasehold  property,  as  our  lessees  are  almost  completely  exempt  from  any  other 
taxes  or  assessments,  and  have  expressly  stipulated  in  their  leases  to  pay  such  taxes 
and  assessments  as  may  be  made.  A  small  assessment  should  be  made  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

HODGSON    LIBRARY    BUILDING. 

Alter  the  laving  of  the  corner  stone  in  August  last,  the  basement  walls  of  the 
librarv  were  nearly  completed  before  winter.  I  have  made  contracts  with  responsible 
and  skilful  mechanics,  in  Nashville,  for  the  putting  up  of  the  walls  and  furnishing  all 
the  cut  stone  work  for  the  building,  to  be  completed  and  ready  for  the  roof  by  the 
15th  of  November  ensuing.  These  contracts  have  been  approved  by  the  Committee 
on  Erection  of  Buildings,  and  the  pi  ices  are  satisfactory  to  the  architect  who  prepared 
the  plans,  The  contractors  are  at  work  on  the  building,  which  promises  to  be  very 
satisfactory. 

NEW    THEOLOGICAL    HALL. 

By  the  generous  and  thoughtful  liberality  of  Mrs.  Manigault,  our  long  cherished 
desire  of  commencing  the  erection  oi  one  oj  our  permanent  University  buildings  is  now 

in  our  power,  and  as  our  University  was  founded  by  the  church, and  for  all  the  depart- 
ments of  Christian  education,  it  seems  eminently  proper  that  our  first  permanent  col- 
lege building  should  be  the  Theological  Hall.  I  see  nothing  to  prevent  the  imme- 
diate erection  of  this  building,  and.,  if  the  board  so  desire  its  completion,  by  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  board.  My  knowledge  of  the  cost  of  building  at  the  present 
time  enables  me  to  say,  with  reasonable  certainty,  that  the  sum  given  by  Mis.  Mani- 
gault will  put  up  a  stone  building,  sufficient  in  its  accommodation  and  satisfactory  in  ' 
its  external  appearance. 

The  general  stagnation  ol  business  and  cessation  ,,[  improvements,  particularly 
m  our  larger  cities,  makes  it  a  very  advantageous  tune  to  build,  and  I  have  no  doubt 
contracts  could  be  made  now  from  twenty  to  thirty  per  cent,  lower  than  two  or  three 
years  since.  The  competition  for  the  contracts  for  the  Theological  building  ensures 
much  lower  rates  than  could  have  been  otherwise  obtained.  Many  mechanics  are 
now  idle,  or  obtaining  only  occasional  work,  and  as  tiie  means  are  111  hand,  1  think 
it  a  very  favorable  time  to  build. 
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OUR    MINERAL    RESOURCES. 

During  the  last  year  we  have  been  visited  by  the  Hon.  J".  B.  Killebrew,  the  Com- 
missioner of  Agriculture,  Statistics  ami  Mines  of  the  State  of  Tennessee.  In  a  spe- 
cial report  he  describes  our  coal  measures  as  follows,  speaking  <>f  the  Rutledge 
Point   mine,  now   worked    by   II.  II.  Roberts:      ••The   thickness   of  the   coal    at    this 

point  is  about  thirty  inches;  at  one  or  two  places  it  swells  out  to  forty  two  inches. 
There  is  found  nowhere  in  the  State  a  coal  superior  to  this  as  a  grate  coal.  It  is  a 
free  burning  coal,  very  hard  and  cubical.  It  resembles  the  best  Pittsburg  coal.  It  is 
deep  black  and  shiny,  and  shows  a  beautifully  laminated  appearance.  It  will  wea- 
ther almost  as  well  as  a  limestone  rock,  owing  to  it-  freedom  from  iron  pyrites.  For 
transportation  on  railroads  to  distant  markets,  <>r  for  use  in  steam  vessels,  there  is 
none  superior  to  it  anywhere.  It  i-  probably  a  good  gas  coal.  It  leaves  as  a  residuum 
a  white  ash." 

The  explorations  in  other  quarters  have  not  as  yet  proved  successful  in  develop- 
ing tlii-  vein  nearer  to  the  railroad,  although  it  is  believed  to  exist.  The  Rutledge 
Point  mine  is  being  worked  by  Mr.  Roberts  upon  a  royalty  upon  the  amount  of  the 
production.  The  entire  supply  of  coal  for  home  consumption  now  comes  from  the 
local  mines,  and  some  coal  has  been  exported.  It  will  doubtless  be  an  increasing 
source  ol   revenue  to  the  University. 

LAW    MAI  1  F.Ks. 

The  chancery  suit  with  Estelbs  heir-,  seeking,  on  their  part,  to  set  aside  the 
decree  m  partition  made  in  l86l,  still  remains  undisposed  of.  I  have  endeavored  to 
obtain  a  hearing  in  the  case,  but  the  disqualification  of  the  present  Chancellor  and 
the  judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  have  prevented.  Our  counsel  inform*  me  that  they 
hope  to  obtain  a  hearing  before  some  other  judge  during  the  present  year. 

The  suit  in  ejectment  brought  by  W.  F.  Fan-  against  Dean  Statum,  one  of  our 
lessees,  was  brought  on  for  trial  in  November  last.  I  was  in  attendance,  aiding  our 
counsel,  and  fully  prepared  to  try  the  case.  The  trial  proceeded,  and  we  should  pro- 
bably have  obtained  a  verdict  in  our  favor  if  the  plaintifl  had.  not  taken  r  non-suit. 
The  court  subsequently  reinstated  the  case,  and  continued  it.  I  again  attended  the 
March  term  of  the  court,  when  it  was  continued,  and  have  been  in  atten  lam  e  at  the 
present  term,  urging  a  trial.  The  plaintiff,  however,  obtained  a  continuance,  with  a 
stipulation  that  it  should  be  set  for  trial  on  the  first  day  of  next  term,  and  lie  then  dis- 
posed of.      I  have  no  doubt  of   obtaining   judgment   in  our  favor. 

The  suit  in  ejectment,  instituted  by  us  against  Hill  Ox  Leneg,  was  tried,  ami 
judgment  given  in  our  favor,  and  writ  oi    possession  granted. 

I  respectfully  urge  the  procuring  from  the  Legislature  the  passage  ^(  the  bill 
heretofore  introduced,  but  not  perfected  into  a  law  for  the  protection  of  Colleges  and 
universities,  prohibiting  the  sale  of  all  spirituous  liquor-  within  tour  miles  of  such 
institutions.      I  have  no  doubt  that  with  proper  etiort  -uch  legislation  can  !  >e  obtained. 

In  1873,  Mr.  J.  W.  Have-  having  erected  two  professors  residences,  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  Executive  Committee,  stipulated  that  lie  would  transfer  the  property  to 
the  University  at  cost  price  upon  bond  and  mortgage  on  the  property,  pavable  in  ten 
years  at  ten  per  cent,  interest,  payable  semi-annually,  as  soon  as  the  Hoard  of  Trustees 
should  meet  'and  authorize  the  purchase  of  the  same.  The  most  desirable  <■>(  the-e 
houses  is  the  one  now  occupied  by    1  >r,  Anderson,  and  is   very   suitable  from   its  loca- 
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tion  for  the  occupation  of  a  professor.  The  cost  was  $3,905.60.  As  the  house  is  now 
liable  at  any  tunc  to  pass  into  other  hands,  it  is  necessary,  if  it  should  now  he  deemed 
desirable,  to  accept  Mr.  Hayes'  proposition,  to  take  some  action  giving  the  requisite 
authority  for  that  purpose.  The  matter  of  the  former  contract  with  Mr.  Hayes,  rela- 
ive  to  the  mill  and  timber  rights,  has  not  been  fully  completed,  and  will  be  made  the 
subject  of  a  special  report. 

I  regret  to  say  that  no  progress  has  been  made  in  the  matter  of  the  erection  of  a 
hotel  of  large  capacity,  The  growing  demand  for  hotel  accommodations  here  offers 
every  inducement  lor  investment  in  such  an  enteprise. 

I  hive  during  the  past  year,  at  the  request  of  the  Vice  Chancellor  and  Hebdoma- 
dal Board,  engaged  in  the  work  of    instruction  in  the  school.

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  presented  his  report  as  General 
Commissioner : 

To  the  Right  Reverend  the  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  the  South. 

As  the  accredited  Commissioner  of  the  University  of  the  South,  bearing  with  me 
a  letter  commendatory  from  the  Episcopal  members  ol  the  Board  k\  Trustees  to  the 
Most  Reverend  the  Archbishops  and  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishops  ol  the  Church 
of  England,  I  sailed  from  New  York  on  the  17th  of  July.  I  arrived  in  England  on 
the  27th. 

I  proceeded  to  London,  and  had  a  most  cordial  reception  from  the  Commissary 
of  the^University  of  the  South,  the  Rev.  F.  VV.  Tremlett,  I).  C.  L. 

My  first  duty  was  the  presentation  of  my  letter  of  commendation  to  his  (dace, 
the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury.  This  I  was  unable  to  do  until  Friday,  October  1-:, 
in  consequence  of  the  Archbishop's  absence  from  England. 

Dr  Tremlett  accompanied  me  on  every  visit  to  the  Archbishop  at  his  country  sea!. 
Aldington  Park.  His  Grace  accorded  us  a  very  heart}-  welcome,  and  without  hesi- 
{<  ition  wrote  as  follows  .

I  remember  the  great  interest  in  this  matter  winch  was  excited  amongsl  English 
Churchmen  in  [868.  My  predecessor,  Archbishop  Longley,  was  zealous  in  his  en- 
deavours to  promote  the  scheme,  and  the  Bishops  of  England  generalh  assisted  him. 
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The  account  given  by  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee  of  the  success  which  has  attended  the 
efforts  hitherto  made  is  most  encouraging,  and  I  cannot  doubt  that  the  great  need  of 
adding  a  Theological  School  to  the  arrangements  for  general  education  in  the  South- 
ern States  will  commend  itself  to  Churchmen  in  England,  who  will  he  glad  of  an 
opportunity  of  assisting  their  Translantic  brethren  in  so  good  a  work.  I  beg  to  com- 
mend the  scheme  to  the  sympathy  of  the  member-,  of  our  church.

Furnished  with  this  endorsement,  I  addressed  the  following  letter  to  each  of  the 
Bishops  of  the  Church  of  England  : 

"My  Lord  Bishop: 

I  am  charged  by  the  Episcopal  members  of  the  board  bf  Trustees  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South  to  present  to  your  Lordship  a  communication  addressed  by  them 
to  the  Most  Reverend  the  Archbishops  and  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishops  of  the 
Church  of  England. 

I  have  presented  the  original  letter  to  His  ('.race  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury, 
who  ha-  endorsed  the  appeal  ^i  the  Southern  Bishops  for  aid  in  establishing  a  Theo- 
logical Department  in  the  University  of  the  South,  and  I  have  forwarded  to  your 
address  a  fac  simile  copy  of  the  communication. 

I  feel  that  this  appeal  to  our  English  brethren  can  only  be  intensified  by  the  fact 
that  a  training  college  for  the  clergy  is  the  one  overwhelmingly  great  need  of  the 
Southern  States  of  America,  and  that  our  ovvn  church  people  are  still  so  impoverished 
as  to  be  utterly  unable  to  rabe  the  necessary  funds. 

I  have  requested  the  Rev.  Dr.  Tremlett,  Commissary  of  the  University  of  the 
South,  to  forward  to  your  Lordship  a  letter  which  I  have  addressed  to  him,  and  which 
he  has  had  printed. 

1  need  not  say,  my  dear  Lord  Bbhop,  how  very  thankful  T  -hall  be  if  you  can 
rind  it  in  your  heart  to  give  me  any  encouragement  in  a  mi-»ion,  which  personally  is 
a  painful  one,  but  which,  in  view  ol  the  va-t  interests  involved,  is  one  I  could  not 
decline.

In  the  year  1867  it  became  known  to  English  Churchmen  that  their  American 
brethren  in  the  impoverished  Southern  State-  desired  to  renew  the  work  ^['  found- 
ing a  Church  University  for  the   united    dioceses   of   Tennessee,  Alabama,  Louisiana. 
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Mississippi,  Georgia,  North  and  South  Carolinas,  Arkansas,  Florida  and  Texas — a 
region  extending  from  the  far  borders  of  New  Mexico  to  the  shores  of  the  Atlantic, 
and  from  latitude  360  30'  to  the  waters  of  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  embracing  an  area  of 
900,000  square  miles,  and  a  population  of  8,000,000  souls. 

It  will  he  remembered  by  those  who  took  an  interest  in  the  matter  at  that  period, 
that  in  the  hope  of  invigorating  and,  in  dependence  on  the  Divine  blessing,  of  giving 
greater  expansion  to  the  Church's  ministrations,  it  had  been  determined  as  far  back 
as  the  year  1858  to  found  a  University,  in  which,  after  the  best  models  of  England, 
the  youth  of  those  States  should  receive  a  liberal,  and  at  the  same  time  a  distinctly 
Church,  education. 

Accordingly  a  noble  site  (Sewanee)  was  procured  in  a  favoured  and  central  locality 
in  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee;  a  large  capital  in  bonds  and  subscriptions  was  pro- 
mised, and  a  charter  of  incorporation  was  granted  by  the  Legislature,  when  the  civil 
war  broke  out  and  made  shipwreck  of  the  whole  enterprise.  The  buildings,  which 
had  been  begun,  were  burnt  to  the  ground.  From  the  financial  rum  which  ensued 
during  the  progress  oi~  the  war,  the  subscribers  were  unable  to  fulfill  their  engage- 
ments, and  the  Church  in  those  Dioceses,  impoverished  to  a  degree  almost  without 
parallel  in  modern  history,  was  unable  to  do  more  than  offer  the  scantiest  assistance 
towards  reviving  the  University. 

In  this  strait,  the  Archbishops  and  Bishops  of  the  Mother  Church  at  home  offered 
their  fraternal  and  well  timed  assistance — a  tribute  of  friendship  as  gratefully  accepted 
as  it  was  heartily  tendered.  Followed  by  other  Churchmen,  this  action  of  the  bish- 
ops resulted  in  a  .subscription  list  sufficient  to  enable  the  able  and  indefatigable 
Bishop  of  Tennessee,  as  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University,  to  erect  temporary 
wooden  buildings,  and,  with  the  aid  of  an  able  board  and  Staff,  to  start  the  Univer- 
sity into  life  again — with  what  result,  the   following  letter  from  the  bishop  will  show: 

'  To  the  Rev.  Dr.    Tremlett,  Commissary  of  the  University  of  the  South, 

and  Vicar  of  St.  Peter's,  Belsize  Park: 

My  Dear  Commissary:  —  T  am  sure  that  English  churchmen,  who  in  1S6S  so 
kindly  assisted  us  in  reviving  our  University,  will  be  glad  to  hear  the  result  ol  their 
fraternal  and  timely  aid;  and  I  shall  feel  obliged  if  you  will  be  the  means  of  con- 
veying to  them,  on  behalf  of  myself  and  the  Bishops  of  the  Southern  States,  our 
renewed  acknowledgment  and   thanks. 

With  the  offerings  so  generously  contributed  we  were  enabled  to  erect  and  fit  up 
temporary  wooden  buildings  for  students.  The  beginning  was  small.  We  had  but 
nine  students  and  three  instructors;  but  the  work  •  has  grown  steadily  and  greatly. 
We  have  now  about  three  hundred  students  and  eighteen  professors  and  tutors. 
Without  waiting  for  permanent  structures,  which  we  had  not  the  means  to  raise,  we 
have  devoted  our  energies  to  complete  the  internal  organization  of  the  University,  to 
perfect  its  discipline  and  secure  thorough  instruction.  Never  were  means  more  blest 
m  the  using  than  the  gifts  of  English  churchmen  which  1  was  permitted  to  take  home 
with  me  in  1868.  About  eight  hundred  students  from  the  Southern  DioceStS  have 
entered  the  University  since  its  doors  were  opened.  Its  chairs  have  been  filled  by 
able  professors,  and  its  students  have  shown  commendable  scholarship. 

but  we  need  expansion  in  all  directions;  we  need  permanent  buildings;  we 
need  consolidation.  The  University  is  without  a  single  endowment.  Hundreds  of 
youths  would  gladly  seek  its  benefits  if  we  could  accommodate  them.      But  especially

do  we  need  the  means  of  establishing  a  Theological  College  in  which  to  train  candi- 
dates fur  the  sacred  mini-try.  Our  hopes  are  deeply  set  at  the  present  time  on  PRO- 
CURING A  PERMANENT  STONK  UUILDING,  AN  ENDOWMENT  AND  SCHOLARSHIP?;  FOR 
Tins  COLLEGE;  but,  humanly  speaking,  we  know  not  where  to  look  fur  the  nece^sarv 
funds.  Our  own  Church  in  the  Southern  .states  is  so  impoverished,  and  will  lie  for  a 
generation  to  come,  and  our  people  are  so  utterly  unable  to  furnish  the  means,  that 
we  must  look,  if  at  all,  to  Christian  friend-,  m  other  parts  of  the  great  Church  Catho- 
lic, praying  the  Great  Giver  of  all  good  gifts  that  lie  would  open  the  hearts  of  those 
who  may  lie  blest  with  the  means  ot  founding  such  a  work  to  -end  us  the  needed 
succour.

After  full  and  thoughtful  consideration  of  the  objects  to  he  attained  bv  my  mis- 
sion, it  was  resolved  to  ask  for  means  to  build  a  Theological  College,  .\\^\.  if  po>sible, 
endow  a  Theological  Professorship. 

Thousands  of  circular  letters  were  sent  out.  They  were  addressed  to  all  the 
Deans,  Archdeacons  and  Clergy  ni  the  Church  of  England,  and.  as  far  as  was  prac- 
ticable, to  the  Laity. 

At  the  same  time  an  effort  was  made  by  a  committee  to  secure  a  hearing  for  me  in 
churches  where  I  mighi  have  an  offertory  tor  the  University.  Since  November  1  have 
preached  one  hundred  and  fifty  five  sermons,  and  delivered  n  great  number  of  ad- 
dresses in  the  furtherance  oi  my  work,  ddie  offertory  ranged  from  two  or  three 
pounds  to  two  hundred  and  fifteen,  the  largest  in  St  Mary  Magdalene's  Paddington, 
of  which  the  Rev.  Richard  Temple  West,  a  D.  C.  L.  o\   the  University  ■■!'  the  South, 
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is  Vicar.  There  was  a  very  liberal  offering  in  Dr.  Tremlett's  Church  of  one  hundred 
and  sixty-two  pounds. 

My  thanks  are  first  of  all  due  to  the  Rev.  F.  W.  Tremlett,  our  Commissary,  for 
his  hearty  sympathy  and  untiring  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  University.  To  1  >r.  Richard 
Temple  Vest  I  feel  most  grateful  for  his  generous  sympathy  and  cordial  co-operation. 
To  the  Rev.  ].  Augustus  Atkinson  I  am  indebted  for  a  vast  amount  of  labour  cheer- 
fully undertaken  and  carried  through  with  an  earnestness  that  is  characteristic  of  the 
man.  The  funds  raised  through  the  offertory  and  by  individual  subscription  cannot 
yet  be  known.  Ten  thousand  dollars  has  keen  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer, 
and  T  think  five  thousand  more  will  be  forthcoming. 

The  generous  gift  of  Mrs.  Henry  Heyward  Manigault  "f  twenty-five  thousand 
dollar-  for  a  Theological  Mall  crowned  my  mission  with  success. 

Mrs.  Manigault  wishes  the  hall  to  be  named  St.  Luke's,  and  to  be  considered  as 
a  memorial  of  her  father,  the  late  Lewis  Morns,  of  Monisania,  New  York.  She  has 
also  provided  for  the  endowment  of  a  scholarship  by  the  gift  of  five  thousand  dollar-. 

1  sincerely  hope  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  will  make  a  proper  recognition  of 
this  most  generous  gift,  and  establish  an  additional  scholarship  as  a  memorial  of  her 
husband,  the  late  Henry  Heyward  Manigault,  of  South  Carolina.  I  further  suggest 
that  the  scholarship  be  called  the  St.  Andrew's  scholarship  (Mr.  Manigault  having 
entered  upon  his  rest  on  the  Least  of  St.  Andrew,,  and  th  it  the  nomination  to  the 
scholarship  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina. 

The  committee  organized  in  London  to  help  me  in  my  work  held  its  last  meet- 
ing in  the  latter  part  of  June.  The  Lord  Bishop  of  London  presided.  I  was  too 
unwell  to  attend  the  meeting,  but  the  Secretary  forwarded  to  me  the  following  com- 
munication. 

"The  members  of  the  committee  organized  to  assist  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee  in 
support  of  the  interests  of  the  University  of  the  South  beg,  at  this,  their  last  meeting 
during  the  Bishop's  stay  in  England,  to  congratulate  his  Lordship  and  the  Bishops  .if

Before  leaving  England,  another  committee  was  organized  to  carry  on  the  work. 
What  will  result,  it  is  impossible  to  say. 

I  ought  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  Mrs.  Georgiana  Andrew-  I 'at  more 
for  very  excellent  articles  written  by  her,  calling  attention  of  English  Churchmen  tu 
our  work.  The  first  article  was  published  in  the  July  number  of  the  St.  lames  Maga- 
zine; a  second  article  is  to  appear  in  the  August  number  of  the  Churchman's  Maga- 
zine, and  a  third  in  the  Dublin  University  Magazine. 

With  this  report,  I  beg  to  tender  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  my  resignation  of  the 
office  of  Commissioner,  feeling  that  the  duties  I  owe  my  Diocese  will  henceforth 
require  me  to  give  all  my  time  and  labor  to  the  promotion  of  Diocesan  work.

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present  expansion  :  but  in  this  work  God  is  on  our  side;  we  are  co-workers  with  God. 
( )nly  let  us  be  true  to  the  principles  of  our  foundation,  and  work  together  in  harmony 
and  love,  and  we  may  leave  results  to  God.  "  From  its  calm  height  faith  looks 
down  on  the  rolling  mists  and  troubled  waves  below,  its  foot  upon  the  rock,  its  eye 
upon  the  Cross,  its  hand  upon  God.-'

i.  Resolved,  That  an  Executive  Committee,  to  consist  of  one  Bishop,  two  Clergy- 
men and  two  Laymen,  he  elected  annually  by  the  Hoard  of  Trustees,  with  power  to 
suspend  or  alter  any  action  of  the  Hoard  regarding  the  administration  ol  the  affairs  of 
the  University  whenever  any  emergency  may  arise  requiring  >uch  action  on  their 
part;  and  said  committee  shall  report  fully  then  proceedings  to  the  Board  at  their 
next  meeting  thereafter. 

2.  Resolved,  That  all  legislation  affecting  the  organization,  discipline  and  manage- 
ment of  the  University  and  Grammar  School  shall  take  effect  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Lent  term  next  ensuing,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Hoard  or  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

3.  Resolved,  That  a  Professor  in  the  School  of  Theology  be  elected,  who  shall 
also  be  assigned  to  duty  as  acting  Professor  of  Metaphysics.

The 
report  was  adopted. 

The  Finance  Committee  presented  the  following  report: 

The  Committee  on  Finance  beg  leave  to  report 

Thai  that  thev  have  carefully  examined  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  his  accounts 
for  expenses,  lor  buildings  and  improvements,  for  streets  and  parks,  for  die  construc- 
tion of  the  Hodgson  Library  building,  and  for  the  expenditures  charged  t.>  the  Com- 
missioner's fund,  and  find  the  vouchers  for  the  various  items  composing  the^e  accounts 
accurate  and    satisfactory.      All    these  accounts  are  made  up  to  the  first  of    fulv,  1S76. 

The  total  amount  received  by  the  Treasurer  for  the  last  fiscal  year  was  $39,092.16. 
Of  this  sum  52.400  was  paid  in  to  the  credit  of  the  Hodgson  Library  fund,  and 
$8,431.^0  came  from  England,  and  is  called  by  the  Treasurer  the  Commissioner's  tund, 
making  an  aggregate  of  $10,831.50.  These  being  special  funds,  and  not  applicable 
to  general  purposes,  must  be  deducted  from  the  gross  income,  and  leaves  $28,260.66. 
Of  this  la>t  amount  we  derived  from  church  and  individual  offerings,  rents,  tuition,  med- 
ical and  matriculation  fees,  coupon  notes  and  endowment  notes, $21, 1 19  68,  winch  may 
be  considered  as  the  sum  derived  from  regular  sources  of  income.  Deduct  this  front 
$2S,2(">o.66.  we  have  left  $7,140.98.  Of  this  amount  we  have  borrowed  5;v500,  for 
which  we  have  outstanding  our  lulls  payable.  The  remainder,  £3,640.98,  has  been 
realized  on  a  -ale  of  a   scholarship  and  from  claims  due  from  sundry  persons. 

In  making  this  analysis  of  our  total  receipt-,  the  object  of  the  committee  is  to 
show  on  what  we  have  to  relv  a-  a  basis  .it  future  expenditures.  The  -alary  account 
t^r  the  last  year  was  $19,552.78  :  current  expenses.  $1,317.31  ;  buildings  and  improve- 
ment- 51.14040;  -tree's  and  parks,  $83.69;  which  make- an  aggregate  of  $22,094  iS. 
Thus  it  will  l>e  seen  that  our  regular  income  last  year  was  $21,119.78,  and  our  ordi- 
nary expenses  522,094.18,  leaving  a  deficiency  of  $874.20.  It  is  obvious  that  tins 
state  of  things  cannot  long  continue  without  involving  the  Board  in  inextricable  em- 
barrassment. The  necessity  is  upon  us  to  adopt  a  policy,  and  that  without  delay, 
which  will  either  increase  the  income  or  diminish  the  outlay,  so  as  to  secure  a  healthy 
action  in  the  management  of  our  institution. 

By  ]  roper  united  and  zealous  effort,  the  Church  and  individual  offerings  may  be 
increased.  The  rent-  will  probably  remain  about  the  same.  The  amount  of  tuition 
fee-  depends  entirely  upon  the  patronage  we  may  receive,  which,  of  course,  will 
increase  or  dimmish  just  in  proportion  as  the  University  is  managed  to  conciliate 
public  fa\or  and  to  meet  the  public  wants.      While  the  Treasurer  takes  a  most  gloomy 
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view  (if  our  coupon  notes  and  our  endowment  notes,  your  Committee  cannot  suppose 
that  the  meagre  income  from  these  sources  during  the  past  year  will  grow  less  during 
the  current  vear,  and  possiblv  it  may  greatly  increase.  Here,  however,  is  our  onlv 
reliance  for  resources;  and,  knowing  its  variableness,  it  is  manifest  that  the  only  safe 
course  open  to  us  lor  the  future  is  to  reduce  expenditures.  But  how  or  where  thi 
reform   -hall   he  made  will   become  the  duty  of  other  committees  to  device  and  point 

out. 

A  resolution  of  the  Board,  at  its  last  session,  required  the  Treasurer  to  ke<  p  ep; 
rate  the  iru-t  (and-.  It  appears  from  the  accounts  the  monies  received  on  account 
of  the  Hodgson  Library  have  been  so  kept,  and  there  now  -land-  to  the  credit  of 
this  (uw\,  in  the  Fourth  National  bank  of  Nashville,  $2,783  36,  which  is  the  exact 
amount  oj  this  fund  unexpended  on  the  first  dayof  [uly.  Bui  for  the  Commissioner's 
fund,  which  will  he  called  and  known  hereafter  as  the  Theological  bund,  received 
from  Fngland.no  separate  account  has  as  yet  been  kept:  $8,431  50  was  received 
before  the  first  day  of  July.  There  has  keen  charged  to  this  fund,  in  the  nature  of 
expenses  and  commissions,  Sr.SS4.26,  which  reduces  that  sum  to  S6.S07.24.

and  the  extremely  small  mortality  that  has  occurred  during  his  medical  charge  oj  the 
University.  And  they  further  congratulate  the  Board  ol  Trustees  and  Faculty  of  the 
University  in  the  possession  ol  such  an  able  and  efficient  officer.  And  although  Se- 
wanee  is  notorious  lor  its  healthful  and  salubrious  climate  generally,  it  is  pleading  to 
your  committee  and  the  friends  of  the  University  to  note  that  this  last  report,  com- 
pared to  those  of  foimer  years,  indicates  even  a  belter  state  ol  general  health  than 
usual.

greater  comfort  and  healthfulness  of  the  locality,  that  he  he  specially  empowered,

Lands  to  do  all  the  draining  necessary,  and  to  have  all  local  causes  of'siekness,  01 
nuisances,  of  whatsoever  kind,  removed  or  abated,  whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Health  Officer,  occasion  requires.

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CHANCELLOR'S  ADDRESS. 


Brethren  ami  Friends  of  the  Board  of    Trustees: 

We  greet  you  on  behalf  of  the  officers  and  students  of  this  University,  rejoicing 
to  see  that  your  watchful  care  has  brought  you  once  more  to  look  into  its  condition 
and  consult  for  its  best  interests.  And  let  me  congratulate  you,  or,  more  properly 
speaking,  let  us  unitedly  give  thanks  to  our  Heavenly  Father,  that,  amid  the  v  ici  —  i - 
tudes  of  the  past  year,  we  are  permitted  to  come  together  with  our  number  unbroken 
by  the  ham!  of  death,  nay,  with  the  privilege  of  welcoming  one  more-  to  •  i:r  list  of 
Bishops,  and  of  rejoicing  at  the  return  and  the  gratifying  success  ol  one  of  our 
Board,f  to  whom  no  labor  seems  too  great  foi  the  advancement  ol   our  cause. 

But,  whilst  thus  grateful  for  the  kind  Providence  which  has  upheld  m  in  being, 
we  faithfully  note  the  absence  of  one  ol  our  professional  corps,  who,  th  nigh  I  ill  ' 
life  and  hope  and  usefulness  at  our  last  meeting  together,  now  lies  among  the  few 
that  as  yet  inhabit  our  mountain  "City  of  the  Dead.'1 

Professor  Dabney  was  a  man  gified  by  nature  with  a  superior  intellect  and  aw 
uncommon  loveliness  of  spirit.  To  these  natural  advantages  were  added  the  highest 
culture  winch  one  ol  our  first  universities  could  bestow,  and  the  -till  higher  graces 
which  religion  alone  can  impart.  The  greatness  which  distinguished  him  in  the  lec- 
ture room  was  equalled  only  by  the  unaffected  simplicity  with  which  he  moved  in  his 
family  and  among  the  friends  to  whom  he  was  hardly  less  dear.  Few  men  have  pos- 
sessed a  more  refined  taste  or  a  keener  appreciation  ol  what  was  worthy  to  be  admired 
in  the  wide  field  ol  English  literature.  And  fewer  still  have  been  more  successful 
in  arresting  the  attention  of  their  pupils,  and  ol  infusing  into  them  the  same  love 
of  the  .e-thetic  which  fired  hi--  own  nature.  We  can  appreciate,  Gentlemen  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  what  voit  suffer  in  the  loss  of  so  able  and  faithful  an  instructor. 
But  r,v,  his  immediate  associates,  miss  him  far  more,  in  our  evening  walk-,  in  our 
social  gatherings,  and  in  the  closer  intimacy  ol  the  fireside  circle.  Suddenly  has  he 
passed  from  amongst  us,  and  resignedly  have  we  committed  his  bodv  to  the  grave; 
but  no  lapse  ol  time  can  shut  out  the  remembrance  ol  him  from  our  heart-.  Truly 
does  the  great  moralist  of  poetry  say, 

But  other  themes  and  other  duties  belong  to  the  present  hour.  As  custodians 
and  directors  of  an  institution  established  for  the  education  of  the>e  youths  and  the 
many  who  are  to  succeed  them,  it  beh  >oves  us,  in  view  of  the  numerous  evil  tenden- 
cies of  the  age,  to  "discern  the  signs  of  the  times,"  and  to  enquire,  in  the  words  <•;" 
one  of  old,  "Watchman,  what  o(  the  night?*1  As  a  people,  we  are  in  the  midst  ol 
many  evils,  and  evils  the  more  dangerous  because  hidden  under  a  mas-  of  supera- 
bounding  prosperity. 

Our  jails,  for  example,  and  workhouses  and  penitentiaries,  filled  to  overtl  v\  ng ; 
murder,  robberv,  and   a  reckless  disregard  of  human   life   pervading  the  iowei  classes 
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of  society;  suicide  an  every  day  occurrence;  divorce  granted  at  the  mere  request  of 
either  party;  polygamy  winked  at  in  a  community  of  hundreds  of  thousands;  a 
growing  desecration  of  the  Lord's  day;  intemperance  sweeping  over  the  land  like  a 
flood;  and  on  every  side  a  fearful  increase  of  crime,  with  a  hare  probability  of 
punishment. 

An  alarming  tendency  among  the  more  learned,  and  especially  the  educators  of 
the  >\.\\\  to  give  to  education  a  purelv  ■  u'i>  character, and  thus  to  sanction  the  shut- 
ting out  Iron)  the  school  room  the  voice  of  prayer  as  well  as  the  reading  of  God's 
Word. 

Among  our  men  of  science  an  obsequious  following  of  a  foreign  infidelity,  by 
indulging  in  bold  assumptions,  putting  a  ••  Monad"  or  a  "  Protoplasm"  in  the  place  of 
the  Creator;  and  talking  gravely  about  a  "-tone  age,"  a  "bronze  age,"  and  an 
'•iron  age,"  unmindful  of  the  wickedness  and  the  want-  of  the  age  in  which  they 
live,  the  only  age  in  which  a  sin  pardoning  God  can  forgive  their  blasphemies. 

A  growing  number  of  women  laving  a-ide  the  occupation-  of  their  honest  mo- 
ther-, with  masculine  boldness  meddling  in  'due  politics  of  the  day,  and  seeking  noto- 
rielv  in  offices  ami  profession-  which  tin.-  proprieties  of  social  life  have  ever  confined 
to  the  ruder  sex. 

Among  the  youth  of  our  land,  to  a  growing  and  alarming  extent,  a  want  i>[  re- 
spect for  those  in  civil  authority,  as  well  as  for  the  ministers  of  God,  an  irreverence 
for  holy  plate-,  and  a  light  and  trilling  manner  in  speaking  of  the  Word  of  God  and 
the  mysteries  of  our  Holy  Faith.  1  low  few  of  our  youths  are  taught  to  obey  that 
precept  ol  Solomon,  "  R/St'  up  at  /'  ':  ir\  '',.•,/  and  honor  the  face  of  the  old  man"' 
Far  preferable,  in  the  judgment  of  such  precocious  youths,  is  a  spirit  of  indepen- 
dence, and  a  reputation  for  being  a  thinker  and  a  reasoner,  rather  than  an  unques- 
tioning believer  m  what  God  ha-  revealed. 

Again  i-  there  to  be  seen  in  nnhappv  feature  in  the  religion  of  the  country.  Not 
but  what  the  go-pel  is  widelv  disseminated,  and  "great  the  company  that  publish 
it,"  but  that  religion  itself   is  getting  to    be  regarded    as   a    mere   matter  of  sensational 


exercise,  rather  than  the  keeping  of  the  c 
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church  and  ministry  and  sacraments,  i  "royal  road''  to  salvation,  much  shorter  than 
"doing  justly,  loving  mercy,  and  walking  humbly  with  God" — a  something  which 
professes  to  perfect  in  an  hour  a  work  which  our  pious  forefather-  thought  could  best 
be  accomplished  by  a  systematic  training  begun  at  the  mother's  knee,  and  followed  up 
by  the  catechism  x\v\  sacraments  of  the  church. 

Now,  in  all  this,  i-  there  not  evidently  a  worm  in  the  bud  of  our  nation'-  future, 
eating  at  the  heart  of  private  and  social  life,  sapping  the  foundation-  of  public  virtue, 
endangering  the  existence  of  government,  and  reducing  the  service  of  God  to  a  mere 
matter  of  heated  impulse  and  individual  experience? 

Now  all  tin-  array  oi  present  and  threatened  evil  to  our  country,  the  younger 
part  of  those  who  hear  me  will  set  down  a-  nothing  more  than  the  croaking  ot  a  cvni- 
cal  and  unsympathizing  old  age.  Not  -o,  brethren.  Your  speaker  is  well  aware  of 
the  tendency  in  old  person-  to  complain  ot  the  present  time,  and  to  compare  it  un- 
favorably with  their  younger  day-.  Gladlv  would  he,  if  he  could,  see  nothing  but 
brightness  in  the  sky  oi  his  country's  tuture.  But  honesty  and  true  patriotism  forbid 
him  either  to  hide  or  to  gild  the  clouds  and  shadows  that  obscure  it. 

What  then,  amid  these  downward  tendencies  and  fatal    practice-,  doe-   it  become 
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us  as  Patriots  and  Christians  and  Churchmen  and  Educators  to  do!  On  every  side 
we  see  other  Christian  bodies  invoking  every  aid  within  their  reach,  and  exerting 
every  power  at  their  command  to  push  forward  their  respective  enterprises. 

Infidelity,  too,  dropping  the  rustv  weapons  with  which  it  had  so  long  and  openly 
fought  against  the  Truth,  has  taken  up  a  new  position,  and  engaged  in  a  more  in- 
sidious warfare.  Entering  into  an  unholy  compact  with  Natural  Science,  it  is  labor- 
ing to  bring  the  works  of  the  Creator  in  contradiction  of  Mis  Written  Word,  to 
prove  that  the  world  has  made  itself;  that  man  who,  as  we  are  taught  to  believe,  was 
"made  in  the  image  of  God,"  and  hut  "a  little  lower  only  than  the  angels,"  has,  hv 
a  sell  acting  power,  sprung  from  an  oyster,  and,  by  a  process  "I  "natural  selection." 
has  made  himself  what  he  i-.  Nay,  further,  the  infidel  >pint  of  thi-  day  would  fain 
make  us  believe  that  the  gospels  are  but  ingenious  fables,  Christ  himself  a  myth,  and 
p raver  but  wasted  breath,  even  if  there  be  a  Cod  to  pray  to. 

Year  by  year,  almost  day  by  day,  Rome  is  pouring  her  thousands  upon  our  shores. 
For  as  these  Jesuitical  swarms  successively  settle  in  our  midst,  they  help  to  bolster  her 
arrogant  claim  to  universal  dominion  —  dominion  that  is  creeping  into  our  school-;, 
and  keeps  a  greedy  eye  upon  the  ballot  box.  With  a  sagacity  in  hill  keeping  with 
her  artfully  devised  system,  she  spread*  her  carefully  woven  net  to  catch  our  young ol 
both  sexes.  Under  the  influence  oi  her  training,  a  training  which  crushes  out  all  in- 
dependence ol  thought,  as  well  as  liberty  oi  conscience,  need  we  wonder  when  the 
children,  whom  we  blindly  entrust  to  her  teaching,  come  back  to  their  homes  either 
sceptics  on  the  one  hand,  or  unreasoning  bigots  on  the  other  And  yet,  in  the  face  of 
all  this  danger,  how  many  parents,  alas!    are  deaf  to  the  voice  of  warning. 

What  our  people  need  in  this  day  ol  multitudinous  sects  and  unscriptural  teach- 
ings is  a  religion  that  holds  to  the  primitive  creeds  of  the  church,  that  respects  an- 
tiquity, that  reverences  tradition  next  to  the  Written  Word,  that  accepts  the  Rites  and 
Sacraments  of  the  church,  as  divinely  appointed  means  of  grace,  that  proclaims  a 
crucified  Christ  from  every  pulpit,  and  teaches  her  children  to  pray  in  words  hallowed 
by  the  use  of    centuries  ol    saints  and  martyrs. 

Next  to  a  Gospel  untainted  by  either  modern  or  mednvvel  error,  and  a  Church 
endued  with  authority  to  act  in  God's  name,  we  need  schools,  Christian  school-,  in 
which  the  Decalogue  shall  be  the  companion  of  the  spelling  book  and  the  multiplica- 
tion table.  We  have  reached  a  time  when  more  sober  minds  are  willing  to  admit 
that  there  can  be  no  education  of  the  young,  in  the  true  sense  of  that  term,  unless 
there  be  a  side-by-side  inculcation  oi  Divine  and  human  knowledge.  Men  see  in  the 
popular  systems  of  the  day  a  something  wanting,  if  not  radically  wrong.  And  ihev 
are  compelled  to  acknowledge  that  along  with  the  many  and  daily  increasing  facili- 
ties lor  obtaining  a  mere  secular  education,  there  has  come  a  proportionate  increase 
of  scepticism  in  the  higher  classes,  and  oi  vice,  in  its  more  brutal  forms,  among  the 
illiterate. 

Need  I  advert  here  to  the  many  and,  God-given  advantages  which  are  put  into 
our  hands  for  the  faithful  training  oi  our  sons  and  daughters?  See  the  unspeakable 
benefit  oi  our  Prayer  Book.  In  its  daily  use,  the  most  important  truths  .  .1  religion 
are  brought  successively  before  the  young  at  then"  most  impressible  age.  It  ;- 
impossible  for  a  youth  ol  an  ingenuous  nature  to  attend  with  regularity  on  the  services 
of  our  Church,  and  remain  in  ignorance  of  his  condition  as  a  lost  and  straved  sheep 
from  the  fold  oi    God,  oi  the  Saviour  who  died  for  his  sins  and  oi  the  onlv  wav  to  (or- 
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giveness  and  the  assurance  of  a  better  and  unending  life.  Of  no  other  system  can  it 
be  so  truly  said  that  the  Church  and  the  school  are  always  to  be  found  under  the 
same  roof.  Thus  instructed  at  the  same  altar,  and  in  the  sympathy  of  a  common  and 
elevating  worship,  may  it  not  reasonably  be  expected  that  these  holy  and  united  influ- 
ences will  give  a  happy  coloring  to  the  character  and  lives  of  the  young? 

With  such  opportunities,  and  -inch  adaptedness  to  all  the  purposes  of  education, 
it  may  be  well  to  ask,  is  the  Church  fulfilling  her  duty  to  either  her  -<>n-  or  her  daugh- 
ters? Is  she  not  falling  below  the  measure  of  her  responsibility,  a-  well  as  the  com- 
mendable exertions  of  other  religious  bodies? 

brethren,  we  have  a  rich  inheritance  in  our  possession,  not  in  silver  or  in  gold, 
but  in  a  Creed  extracted  out  of  the  very  heart  of  God's  Word;  in  a  discipline  which 
corrects  and  guides,  but  does  not  enslave,  and  in  a  worship  that  grows  in  sanctity 
and  blessing,  as  generation  after  generation  clothe-  it  in  the  livery  of  age.  If  we 
believe  then,  that  "  to  -whom  much  has  been  given,  of  thou  will  much  be  rctjiiiredj\ 
what  more  solemn  note  of  warning  can  we  receive  than  isto  he  found  in  those  words? 
What  further  incentive  could  we  ask  to  spur  us  forward  in  the  work  which  is  before 
us?  Thus  far  a  gracious  Lord  has  helped  us  beyond  our  highest  expectations,  but  the 
child  is  yet  in  its  swaddling  clothes.  It  is  for  you  and  a  generous  public  to  help  it 
on  to  the  stature  of  manhood.  It  will  be  but  a  few  years  before  sonic  of  our  older 
universities  will  celebrate  the  hundredth  anniversary  of  their  existence.  Not  eight 
years  have  passed  away  since  our  dours  were  thrown  open  to  welcome  the  iir-t  pupil. 
And  yet,  "  what  has  Cod  wrought"'  in  our  behalf?  See  the  favor  with  which  an 
enlightened  public  is  looking  upon  us — a  favor  that  increases  in  proportion  as  our 
paternal  discipline,  and  thorough  leaching,  m\A  social  influence,  and  health  giving 
atmosphere,  become  known;  a  favor  which  would  soon  crowd  our  halls  to  overflow- 
ing, were  it  not  for  the  pecuniary  pressure  ol  the  times.  See  it  in  the  large  number 
already  matriculated,  in  the  yearly  increase  of  our  graduate-,  in  many  diplomas  annu- 
ally given.  See  it  in  the  orderly  and  gentlemanly  deportment  oi  our  students.  See 
it  in  the  success  just  obtained  by  our  worthy  Commissioner  in  hi-  appeal  to. air  friends 
abroad,  and  especially  in  the  gift  from  a  most  excellent  lady,  which  will  soon  lead  to 
the  establishment  of  our  much  needed  Theological  Degartment.  See  it  in  the  rising 
walls  of  a  beautiful  and  enduring  building  designed  for  our  Library.  And  -ee  it  in 
the  addition  of  two  more  Episcopal  [urisdictions  to  our  original  number,  pledged  to 
our  interests,  and  awaiting  only  for  a  brighter  day  to  enable  them  to  commit  many 
<if  their  sons  to  our  nursing  care.  And,  without  as.suming  a  prophetic  vision,  but 
trusting  only  to  the  goodness  of  our  cause,  [see  down  the  vista  o!  coining  years  a 
succession  of  benefactors,  emulous  of  the  fame  of  having  laid  even  uiie  stone  in  our 
building,  and  coveting  the  high  distinction  of  having  their  names  inscribed  on  our 
"  Roll  of  Honor,"  or  engraven  on  our  walls. 

Let  me,  then,  Gentlemen  of  the  Trustees,  congratulate  you,  and  thank  God,  ^n 
my  own  behalf,  that  w  e  are  honored  with  the  guardian.ship  of  this  University,  although 
it  is  but  in  the  day-dawn  of  its  existence.  A  long  and  bright  and  prosperous  shining 
is  yet  to  mark  its  progress.  We  who  have  witnessed  the  laying  ol  the  foundation 
-tone  may  not  live  to  see  laid  the  "cap  stone"  of  its  prosperity.  Bui  having  ■■  done 
what  we  could"  to  make  it  a  blessing  to  our  people,  we  may  hopefully  resign  our 
charge  to  those  who  will  succeed  us,  content  with  the  honor  of  having  been,  for  the 
time,  co-workers  with  God.

TREASURER'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Chairman  of  th  '  Finance  Committee : 

\  have  the  honor  to  again  present  my  animal  report  to  your  honorable  bod\  in 
regard  to  the  financial  (..million  of  the  University  for  the  past  year.  With  this  report 
I  transmit  a  balance  sheet  of  the  Ledger,  and  Account  Current  and  Schedules  of  va- 
rious items  ol    receipt  and  expenditure. 

I  commenced  the  financial  year — July  I,  I Sj 5  —  with  $578.85  in  hand,  and  a  verv 
small  amount  in  bank.  1  have  received  from  Advent  offerings  $1,326  84 — nearlv  a 
hundred  dollars  more  than  the  year  previous.  There  is  no  reason  why  this  vearlv 
offering  should  not  amount  to  at  least  two  thousand  dollars  every  year,  with  the  small- 
est attention.  It  should  he  considered  regularly  as  the  endowment  of  a  chair — or  say 
the  Chaplaincy.  If  the  clergy  had  a  definite  object  in  view  of  that  kind,  they  would 
probably  take  more  interest  in  it. 

1  have  received  from  rents  $2,232.59,  which  is  not  quite  so  much  as  received  last 
year,  but  I  have  received  in  addition  since  July   ist,  5501.95. 

The  coupon  notes  have  fallen  off  verv  much,  I  have  only  received  from  that 
source  5565.  A  considerable  number  of  the  persons  who  gave  those  notes  have  be- 
come impoverished  or  bankrupt,  and  decline  to  paw  I  am  sorry  to  say  also  that  the 
interest  on  the  endowment  notes  is  not  generally  paid,  owing  perhaps  to  the  stringenev 
of  the  times,  and  in  some  cases  to  the  utter  inability  to  pay.  I  have  only  received 
from  that  source  5757.63,  and  paid  out  for  interest  $1,426.28. 

1  have  received  from  tuition,  medical  fees  and  matriculation,  $16,610.25 — a  fail- 
ing off  from  hist  year  of  $1,653.67.  From  the  sale  i'\  scholarships  I  have  received 
only  5:275  The  agents  appointed  for  that  purpose  have  not  reported  the  sale  of  a 
single  schi  ilarship. 

I  have  received  from  the  Rev.  Telfair  Hodgson  52.400  for  the  Library  building, 
ami  have  paid  out  on  account  of  the  same  $959,89,  leaving  a  balance  in  hand  of  that 
fund  of  $2,785.36. 

1  have  paid  the  claim  of  Col.  G.  W.  Race,  for  S1S7.95,  as  ordered  by  the  Board, 
and  also  to  Col    Marks  $50 — attorney'-  fees  in  old  claims. 

You  will  perceive  that  the  payments  for  expense  account  ($1,317.31)  1-  less  tl  11 
half  the  vear  previous,  and  for  buddings  and  improvements  about  two  thousand  dol- 
lars less. 

The  salaries  amount  to  $19,552.78,  against  $22,644.17  last  year.  In  accordance 
with  the  precedent  established  in  the  case  of  Professor  Craig,  and  at  the  unanimous 
request  of  the  Hebdomadal  board,  I  have  paid  Mrs.  Dabney  two  month's  salary  n 
account  of  the  late  Professor  Robert  Dabney ,  and  respectfully  recommend  that  she  he 
paid  the  remaining  month  of  the  quarter  ending  July  1st,  as  the  classes  ,'{  the  late 
professor  have  been  carried  on  by  the  other  members  oi    the  faculty. 
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I  have  received  on  account  of  old  debts,  from  various  persons,  $1,798.23,  and 
have  paid  sundry  persons  $4,454.87,  to  whom  we  were  indebted.  I.  have  redeemed 
$132.50  of  Scrip,  leaving  only  a  small  balance  outstanding. 

Bishop  Quintard's  mission  to  England  ha>  been  eminently  successful.  I  have  re- 
ceived through  Rev.  Dr.  Tremlett,  up  to  July  i>t,  $8,431.50,  and  since  then  82,554.53 
additional,  making  $10,986.03.  I  have  paid  oui  on  that  account  $1,884.24  for  ex- 
penses, commissions,  &c  The  Bishop  also  succeeded  in  getting  a  donation  from  Mrs. 
C.  M.  Manigault  of  525,000 — to  build  a  Memorial  Theological  Hall  —  fourteen 
thousand  dollars  of  which  is  in  St.  Louis,  Vandalia  and  Terra  Haute  fiiM  mortgage 
bonds,  and  now  held  by  Mr.  Henry  Meigs,  111  New  York,  subject  to  my  order.  Since 
July  1st  I  have  received  S490,  the  semi  annual  interest  on  the  bonds,  and  also  53000, 
being  part  of  the  additional  $10,000  donated  by  Mrs.  Manigault  to  be  paid  within 
two  years.      Since  the  1st  of   July  I   have  also   paid  a  draft  of  8444. 7S  from    England. 

Agreeably  to  the  resolution  of  the  Board,  the  mortgage  for  810,000  in  New  York 
has  been  extended  for  two  years  from  October  I,  1875. 

After  occupying  the  office  of  Treasurer  for  seven  year--,  circumstances  require 
that  I  should  devote  my  time  to  my  private  interests,  1  therefore  desire  through  you  to 
tender  herewith  my  resignation  to  the  board  of  Trustees,  to  take  effect  as  soon  as  my 
successor  can  be  elected. 

With  earnest  prayers  for  the  success  ol  the  University  in  all  its  departments,  I

St.  Augustine's  Chapel,  11  o'clock  A.  M. 

The  Ante-Communion  Service  was  said  by  the  Rt.  Rev, 
Thos.  U.  Dudley,  D.  D.,  Assistant  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  the 
Bishop  of  Alabama  reading  the  Gospel. 

The  Chancellor  delivered  his  Annual    Address. 

The  Bishop  of  Alabama  said  the  Communion  Service  to  the 
end  of  the  Prayer  of  Humble  Access.  The  Bishop  of 
Texas  consecrated,  and  was  assisted  by  the  other  Bishops  pres- 
ent in  the  distribution  of  the  elements.  The  Rt.  Rev.  the 
Bishop  of  Mississippi  pronounced  the  benediction. 

4  o'clock  P.  M. 

The  Board  met,  the  Bishop  of  Texas  in   the  Chair. 

On    motion    of  the     Bishop  of  Alabama,    the    Rt.    Rev.    the 
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Assistant    Bishop  of  Kentucky    was    invited    to  a    seat    in    tin- 
Board. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  read  his  Annual  Report: 

Annual   Report  of  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

To  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  of  the   University  of  the  South  : 

The  attendance  upon  the  classes  of  the  lT Diversity  is  slightly  greater 
than  it  was  at  the  corresponding  period  last  year,  and  tin-  indications  are 
that  the  next  Register  will  show  an  increase  in  the  number  of  students  over 
that  of  last  year  There  have  been  no  marked  disorders  for  the  past  year  , 
and  the  condition  of  the  I  "in  v<  rsit.y,  in  its  teaching,  especially,  may  safelv 
lie  pronounced  satisfactory.  1  regret  to  say,  Lowever,  that  while  there  are 
more  pupils,  there  is  less  income.  This  results  from  the  fact  that  we  have  a 
greater  number  of  non-paying  pupils,  or  pupils  who  pay  onlj   partially. 

Tlu;  forms  ol  Diplomas  for  the  several  degrees,  which  you  ordered  last 
year,  have  been  forwarded  to  New  Y<irk  to  be  executed  on  parchment,  as 
directed,  provided  funds  can  be  appropriated  tor  this  purpose — about  $175. 

The  resolution  in  reference  to  reduction  in  cost  of  uniforms  has  received 
the  attention  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  and  the  price  somewhat  reduced. 
The  Committee  charged  with  this  inquiry  considers  the  prices  entirely  satis- 
factory 

Pursuant  to  your  direction.-.  I  have  corresponded  with  the  Headquarters 
<>f  the  U.  S.  Army,  to  procure,  if  possible,  the  services  of  an  officer  of  the 
army  as  drill  master,  without  satisfactory  results  The  conditions  involved 
are  such  as,  in  all  likelihood,  will  prevent  us  from  securing  here  the  services 
of  such  an  officer — desirable  as  they  might  be  in  many  respects. 

In  reference  to  your  resolution  confining  the  duties  of  the  Proctor  to 
those  of  Proctor  and  Teacher  of  the  School  of  Commerce  and  Trade.  I  beg  to 
report,  that  at  the  request  of  the  Master  of  the  Grammar  School,  and  out  oi 
regard  to  the  evident  interests  of  that  School,  I  assigned  two  classes — one  in 
Physical  Geography  and  one  in  History — to  Col.  Sevier,  at  the  beginning  o' 
this  term.  These  classes  occupied  about  an  hour  a  day  of  his  time.  The 
evident  necessity  of  t lie  case  must,  plead  tor  this  departure  from  your  resolu- 
tion, it  it  be  a  departure,  since  the  subjects  thus  assigned  are  appropriate  to 
pupils  in  the  course  of  Commerce  and  Trade 

The  gentlemen  upon  whom  degrees  were  conferred  at  your  last  meeting 
were  notified  by  me  as  directed,  although  it  was  impracticable  to  have 
diplomas  executed  tor  each  recipient.  I  have  received  answers  from  two,  one 
of   which  is  herewith  transmitted. 

CUAMMA  K  SCHOOLS 

The  Hebdomadal  Board  has  passed  a  resolution  in  reference  to  the  Oram 
mar  Schools,  which  1  append  ; 
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Resolved,  That  the  Vice  Chancellor  include  in  his  report  a  clause,  calling" 
Lhe  attention  of  the  Board  of  trustees  to  the  necessity  of  an  increased  teach- 
ing- force  in  the  Grammar  Schools,  as  represented  in  the  report  of  the  Master. 

I  have  above  referred  to  the  satisfactory  condition  of  the  University, 
especially  as  to  teaching.  In  the  Grammar  Schools  the  teachers  have  been 
too  few  to  produce  the  best  results.  It  is  impossible  to  do  the  full  work  of 
this  valuable  adjunct  to  the  University  without  additional  teachers.  Mr. 
Seabrook  having  resigned  the  position  of  Tutor,  Mr  C.  A.  Greene  was 
appointed  to  fill  his  place  at  the  beginning  of  this  year.  He  lias  also  had 
charge  of  the  drill — so  that  even  this  one  assistant  to  the  Master  of  the 
Grammar  School  has  other  duties  beside  his  teaching.  1  can  only  add  that 
it  will  be  a  matter  of  the  deepest  regret  to  all  interested  if  additional  force 
is  not  thrown  into  the  Grammar  School.  The  salaries  assigned  by  your 
Board  last  summer  will  not  secure  experienced   teachers. 

I  transmit  a  special  report,  made  by  the  Master  of  the  Grammar  School 
at  my  request. 

ELOCUTION . 

Under  the  provision  of  the  Board,  made  at  its  last  session,  this  very 
necessary  branch  of  English  education  has  been  added  to  the  curriculum, 
with  the  best  results,  under  the  direction  of  Prof.  J.  M.  Lowry,  A    M. 

SCHOOL    DKBTS. 

I  think  it  necessary,  to  the  future  welfare  of  the  University,  that  some 
decided  steps  should  be  taken  by  your  Board  to  arrest  the  evil  of  crediting 
students,  which  seems  to  be  growing  up  at  the  village  of  Sewanee.  It  would 
be  unjust  to  enter  complaint  against  all  the  merchants  of  the  village;  in 
fact,  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  in  most  cases  my  mere  request,  or  their  own 
regard  for  the  interests  of  the  School,  has  been  sufficient  to  check  the  prac_ 
lice  of  crediting  the  younger  class  of  boys.  In  exposition  of  the  evils  which 
result  from  this  bad  practice,  I  quote  as  follows  from  Bishop  Ravenscroft,  who 
speaks  of  it  as  "  an  evil  which  attends  all  seminaries  of  learning,  and  forms 
one  of  the  greatest  obstacles  to  their  real  usefulness,  and  one  of  the  most 
fruitful  nurseries  of  vice.  As  such  it  ought  to  be  met  and  resisted  by  tin- 
whole  power  of  the  community,  and  by  the  arm  of  the  law  inflicting  severe 
pecuniary  penalty,  independent  of  the  loss  of  the  debt  contracted  ;  even 
imprisonment  of  the  person  giving  credit  to  a  student  at  any  college,  or  other 
public  seminary  of  learning.  Some  such  provision,  it  appears  to  me.  is  essen- 
tial to  the  public  usefulness  of  such  institutions,  and  if  enforced  witli  due 
vigilance  by  the  Professors,  in  whose  name  and  by  whose  instance  the  prose 
cution  should  be  carried  on,  would  go  far  to  counteract  this  increasing  mis 
chief.  And  when  it  is  considered  that  the  practice  of  giving  credit  to  minors, 
under  such  circumstances,  is  a  stab  at  the  very  vitals  of  society,  hardly  any 
penalty  can  be  considered  too  severe." 

I  respectfully  suggest  that  parties  who  have  leases  be  notified  that  con- 
duct so  adverse  to  the  interests  of  the  University  will  be  regarded  as  invali 
dating  their  leases,  under  that  clause  of  the  lease  which  requires  them  to 
abstain  from  all  business  injurious  t<>  the  University. 
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PRIZE  HOOKS. 

I  respectfully  ask  for  the  usual  allowance  of  $50,  to  cover  cost,  of  books 
already  ordered  for  prizes  to  the  various  classes  of  the  Grammar  Schools. 

PROFESSOK  M'CKADY. 

A  series  of  twenty  lectures  is  being  delivered  by  Prof.  McCrady,  for 
which  we  are,  in  a  great  measure,  indebted  to  the  Rev.  D.  <i.  Haskins,  the 
Commissioner  of  the  University.  The  distinction  which  the  lecturer  has 
acquired  in  his  specialty— Z  >ology  —is  well  known  to  the  scientific  world,  in 
which  he  is  distinguished  as  the  pupil  and  successor  of  Agassiz.  Prof. 
McCrady  has  lately  resigned  the  chair  of  Zoology  in  Harvard  University. 

PERMANENT  BUILDINGS. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Lands  and  Buildings  will  detail  the 
progress  made  in  the  completion  of  the  Hodgson  Library,  and  in  the  erection 
of  St.  Lukes  Theological  Hall. 

FREE  PUPILS  PROM    PARISHES. 

1  beg  leave  to  recall  to  your  attention  the  recommendation  of  the  Heb- 
domadal Board,  contained  in  my  last  Annua!  Report,  to  allow  every  Parish 
which  contributes  a  certain  amount  of  annual  offering  to  send  one  pupil  free 
of  tuition. 

The  report  of  the  Health  Oflicer  is  unusually  interesting,  as  showing  the 
successful  use  of  a  prophylactic  in  certain  eruptive  diseases. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  read    the  report  of  the  Health  Officer, 
and  of  the  Head  Master  of  the  Grammar  Schools. 

The  ( 'ommissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands  read  his  Annual 
Report  : 

Report  of  Commissioner  of  Buildings   and  Lands. 

The  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and    Lands  respectfully  reports — 
That  the  buildings  are  irenerally    in    good  condition.     The  Chapel  may 
require  a  renewal  of  a  portion  of  the  roof  before  wiuter. 

The  Forensic  Hall,  erected  in  1S74,  has  been  recently  completed  by  finish 
ing  off  the  entire  interior  with  pine  ceiling.  This  Hall  now  answers  every 
purpose  as  a  public  lecture  room  of  large  capacity,  for  the  exhibitions  of  tin- 
literary  societies,  for  the  classes  in  Elocution,  and  as  a  temporary  Armory 
It  is  in  daily  use  for  the  classes  in  Elocution.  The  roof  of  Tremlet  Hall  has 
been  partially  renewed  The  lease  of  this  building  will  expire  at  the  close 
of  the  present  year  Should  it  not  be  required  as  a  boarding  hall  lor  the 
students  of  the  Theological  Department,  lor  which  its  location  makes  it  very 
suitable,  it  would  be  very  desirable  to  convert  it  into  a  hotel,  or  summer 
boarding  house,  for  visitors  The  completion  of  the  plan  by  the  addition  of 
a  wing  on  the  south  side,  and    some   changes    in    the  interior,  would  make  it

very  convenient  and  suitable  for  such  a  purpose.  Possibly  an  arrangement 
might  be  made  with  some  party  to  take  a  long  lease  and  make  these  improve 
ments,  to  be  repaid  in  the  rental.  It,  has  been  found  necessary  to  build  a  new 
kitchen  to  the  residence  occupied   by  General  Smith 

The  cistern  authorized  to  be  built  has    been    constructed   at  the  cost  Inn 
ited.     It  is  of  large  capacity,  and  will    be   of  very  great  value  in  case  of  tire 
occurring  among  the  school-buildings,  and  for  other  purposes.    Our  buildings 
are  all  covered  by  insurance  except    Forensic  Hall,    for  which  a  policy  will  be 
soon  obtained. 

The  amount  actually  expended  for  repairs  during  the  past  year  has  been 
very  small.  The  accounts  under  that  head  have  been  mainly  for  necessary 
improvements,  and  accounts  previously  incurred. 

Less  work  has  been  done  on  the  streets  and  parks  than  was  requisite,  on 
account  of  the  limited  means  at  our  command.  I  renew  the  suggestion  made 
in  a  former  report,  that  either  in  the  form  of  a  general  assessment,  or  a 
special  highway  tax,  a  fund  should  be  provided  to  k-ep  up  and  repair  our 
streets,  provide  proper  drainage,  and  carry  on  a  systematic  improvement  ol 
our  avenues. 

In  this  connection  1  would  also  call  attention  to  the  necessity  of  coming 
to  some  decision  in  reference  to  the  nature  and  availability  of  our  municipal 
powers.  The  Charter  of  the  University  expressly  grams  the  "  right  to  estab 
lish  such  police  and  municipal  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  pres 
ervation  of  order  and  the  iiiforcemeut  of  the  By-Laws  '  of  the  University,  the 
'•  same  to  be  consistent  with  the  Laws  and  Constitutions  of  the  United  States 
and  of  this  State,"  (Tennessee).  The  Chancery  Courts,  un  ler  the  delegated 
power  given  by  the  Legislature  to  "  alter,  amend,  and  revise  the  Charters  of 
corporations  created  by  said  Courts,  or  by  Act  of  the  Legislature."  have  defined 
and  specified  our  municipal  powers. 

1  am  gratified  in  being  able  to  state,  that  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of 
this  State,  approved  March  20,  1877,  (a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  submitted) 
the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  is  prohibited,  under  heavy  penalties,  within 
four  miles  of  any  incorporated  institution  of  learning  (except  in  incorporated 
towns  )  Since  its  passage,  a  very  marked  improvement  has  taken  place  in 
the  community  surrounding  us. 

HODGSON    LIBRARY    BUILDING. 

This  very  handsome  structure  is  now  well  advanced  towards  completion. 
I  expect  to  have  it  ready  for  the  transfer  of  the  books  before  winter.  1  am 
prepared  to  say  that  the  cost  of  the  building  will  not  exceed  the  estimate  o* 
the  architect,  and  will  come  within  the  amount  donated  by  Mr.  Hodgson  for 
its  construction. 

sT.   LUKE'S  MEMORIAL  HALL. 

Shortly  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Board,  in  August  last,  the  Commit- 
tee selected  the  site  of  the  proposed  St.  Luke's  Memorial  Hall.  By  the 
direction  of  the  Committee  I  entered  into  correspondence  with  Mr.  II.  A. 
Hollv,  Architect,  of  New  York,  who  had   furnished   the   plans  of   the  Library 
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Building  gratuitously.  The  sketch  furnished  by  him  was  approved,  and  In- 
was  employed  to  prepare  the  necessary  plans.  On  the  18th  day  of  October 
the  corner-stone  whs  laid,  with  appropriate  ceremonies,  by  the  Rt.  liev  VV 
M.Green,  D.  I)..  Chancellor  of  the  University,  assisted  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  C.  T. 
Quintard  (to  whose  efforts  we  are  indebted  tor  this  noble  memorial),  in  the 
presence  of  a  large  gathering  of  people,  assembled  from  the  surrounding 
country.  Notice  whs  given  tor  the  letting  oi  contracts,  as  soon  as  the  plans 
could  be  ready  The  contracts  for  the  walls  and  cut-stone  work  were 
awarded,  and  executed  on  very  favorable  terms,  and  wilhin  the  estimate  of 
the  architect  The  work  is  progressing  satisfactorily,  and  the  building  will 
undoubtedly  be  ready  for  occupation  by  the  opening  of  the  next  March  term. 
Great  caution  lias  been  exercised  in  the  making  of  the  contracts,  and  we  have 
every  reason  to  believe  that  this  building,  like  the  Hodgson  Library,  will  In- 
completed for  the  amount   of  the  estimates. 

The  foundations  in  all  cases  rest  upon  the  solid  rock,  and  the  construe, 
lion  is  of  the  most  (.olid  and  enduring  character.  <>ur  building-stone,  <puar 
ried  within  a  mile  of  the  building,  is  excellent  in  quality  and  beautiful  in 
color,  and  the  building  already  gives  promise  of  being  all  that  we  could  desire 
in  architectural  effect  and  suitableness  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  is.  des- 
tined. 

The  fact  thar  these  buildings,  so  elegant  in  design  and  substantial  in 
character,  have  been  erected  at  such  a  comparatively  small  cost.  will,  we 
trust,  lead  to  other  like  memorial  gifts  tor  the  development  of  the  other 
Departments  of  our  University.  1  am  sure  that  nowhere  can  such  buildings 
be  erected  at  such  limited  expenditure. 

OT'K   MINERAL   HESOIKCES. 

Our  coal  interests  have  been  somewhat  developed  during  the  past  year 
The  lease  to  Mr.  Roberts  expired  shortly  before  his  death. 

A  new  lease  was  executed  with  VV.  A.  Gibson  and  S.  G.  Jones,  for  five 
years,  for  a  new  opening  near  tin-  old  workings  This  enterprise  has  been 
entirely  successful.  Much  better  machinery  and  fixtures  have  been  employed. 
and  the  mine  is  giving  a  much  larger  yield.  The  opinion  advanced  in  hisolli- 
cial  report,  by  the  Hon.  •).  B.  Killebrew,  the  State  Commissioner  of  Agricul- 
ture Statistics  and  Minns,  that  '"there  is  found  nowhere  in  the  State  a  coni 
superior  to  this  as  a.  grate  coal"  has  been  confirmed  by  all  who  have  made  use 
of  it  :  and  a  demand  for  this  coal  is  growing  up  abroad,  and  it  will  soon  add 
materially  to  our  revenue 

Another  lease,  of  an  experimental  character,  has  been  made,  with  a  view 
of  developing  the  same  vein  of  coal  nearer  to  the  railroad,  to  parties  who  ar> 
now  engaged  in  testing  that  territory 

In  order  to  protect  our  valuable  timber,  an  arrangement  has  beeu  maw 
for  placing  the  cutting  of  all  wood  on  the  domain  in  the  control  of  a  forester 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Commissioner,  who  is  responsible  that  tie- 
stum  page  shall  In-  regularly  paid  into  the  Treasury,  and  that  no  timber  be 
cut  without  authority.

1  regret  that  I  am  unable  to  report  any  progress  in  the  matter  of  a  hotel. 
The  Committee  agreed  upon  the  terms  of  a  lease,  which  they  hoped  to  have 
had  carried  out  ;  out  it  has  not  been  effected.  Places  far  inferior  in  their 
advantages  are  reported  to  be  thronged  this  summer,  and  there  is  every  reason 
to  believe  that  a  first-class  hotel  of  large  capacity  would  be  filled  every  season 
by  health  seekers  and    patrons  of  the  School. 

At  the  request  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  1  have,  as  heretofore,  given  some 
time  to  instruction  in  the  School.

Report  of  the   Sanitary  Committee. 

Your  Committee  find  great  cause  for  congratulation  in  the  admirable  and 
well-considered  report  of  the  Health  Officer  of  the  University. 

The  cases  were  tew  in  number,  and  most  of  them  so  light  "  thai  a  pin 
sician  would  not  have  been  summoned  had  no1  the  rules  ol  discipline 
demanded  it." 
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The  experience  of  the  past  year  so  exactly  coincides  with  that  of  former 
years,  that  the  conviction  is  forced  upon  u>  that  our  domain, so  far  as  health 
fulness  is  concerned,  leaves  nothing  to  be  desired. 

Your  Committee  can,  with  confidence,  recommend  parents  and  guardians, 
whether  North  or  South,  to  send  their  sons  and  wards  to  this  mountain 
region,  with  the  assurance  that  they  will  find  here  everything  which  will 
promote  physical  health  and  development.

The  Bishop  of  Alabama    presented    the   report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Organization. 

Report  of  Committee   on   Organization. 

The  Committee  on  Organization  beg  leave  to  report,  in  regard  to  the 
matters  referred  to  them,  as  follows,  viz.  : 

1st.  The  communication  from  the  Commissioner  of  the  University  :  Your 
Committee  find  that  it  proposes  many  and  important  changes  to  l>e  made  in 
the  Constitution  and  Statutes  of  the  University,  and  recommend  that  it  be 
laid  by  for  future  consideration. 

2d.  The  suggestions  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  in  regard  to  additional  free 
pupils  from  Parishes  donating  to  the  University  a  specified  sum  of  money  : 
Your  Committee  agree  in  thinking  that  sufficient  provision  is  made  for  non- 
paying  pupils  by  arrangements  already  existing. 

3d.  In  regard  to  the  action  taken  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Board  on  the  subject  of  the  "  drill  :  "  Your  Committee  find  the  following 
Rule  to  have  been  adopted  and  put  into  operation,  and  so  far  as  they  know, 
to  be  the  Rule  practically  existing  at  the  present  time.  viz.  :  '*  That  the 
Executive  Committee  consent  to  the  enforcement  of  the  military  drill  among 
the  students  of  the  University,  except  the  gownsmen — said  drill  to  be  oblig- 
atory upon  the  University  students  not  more  than  three  times  a  week  ;  pro- 
vided, that  the  whole  police  'discipline  and  government  shall  be  proctorial, 
and  the  military  discipline  of  the  Institution  shall  be  confined  to  the  drill 
exclusively."' 

This  action  of  the  Executive  Committee  was,  of  course,  ad  interim';  and 
it  is  for  this  Board  to  consider  whether,  for  the  ensuing  year,  they  will  con- 
tinue in  force  the  existing  regulation,  or  in  any  way  modify  it. 

Your  Committee,  in  view  of  the  unusual  absence  of  complaint,  and  oi 
the  unusual  order  which    lias    prevailed   during   the  year  jusi  closed,  recom- 
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mend  that  this  Board  renew  the  resolution  of  the  Executive  Committee,  ami 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  bearing  upon  this  subject,  appended 
to  this  report. 

GRAMMAR   SCHOOLS. 

Your  Committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  report  of  the  Vice. 
Chancellor,  and  the  report  of  the  Master  of  the  Grammar  Schools.  They 
both  urge  upon  the  Board  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  <>f  teachers. 

More  particularly  and  definitely,  the  Master  of  the  Schools  declares  :  "  My 
belief  is,  after  close  inspection  and  intimate  experience,  that  this  work  "  (the 
work  of  instruction  in  the  Grammar  Schools)  "  cannot  In- carried  on  with  less 
force  than  a  Study  Master  and  three  Tutors  to  assist  the  Head  Master,  all 
of  whose  time  shall  be  devoted  to  the  Grammar  Schools." 

In  view  of  our  financial  condition,  as  presented  in  the  report  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  and  of  the  consequent  apparent  impossibility  of  employing  the 
number  of  additional  teachers  asked  for,  your  Committee  entertained  the  hope 
that  they  might  bring  in  the  aid  of  the  University  Professors  in  teaching  the 
higher  forms  of  the  Grammar  Schools.  With  this  view  they  sought  and 
obtained  a  report  from  each  of  the  Professors,  setting  forth  the  amount  of 
time  employed  in  recitations  and  preparation  for  the  School  and  Lecture 
Room.  Upon  carefully  examining  these  reports,  your  Committee  is  entirely 
satisfied  that  the  Professors  are  now  working  as  hard  as  men  can  be  expected 
to  do,  or  properly  asked  to  do. 

What,  then,  can  be  dime  '.'  If  we  reduce  the  number  of  pupils,  so  as  to 
bring  the  work  of  instruction  within  the  grasp  of  our  present  force  of  teach 
ers,  we  shall  commit  a  suicidal  act — we,  shall  let  out  our  life-blood. 

If,  again,  we  shall  attempt  to  carry  on  the  work  of  instruction  with  an 
inadequate  force  of  teachers,  we  cannot  honestly  present  our  School  to  public- 
patronage. 

We  cannot  abolish  the  University  classes,  and  reduce  our  Institution  to 
the  condition  of  a  High  School,  for  we  shall  undo  the  work  of  years.  Any 
future  restoration  would  be  well  nigh,  if   not    utterly,  impossible. 

As  to  any  diminution  of  the  salaries  now  paid  to  our  Professors, 
your  Committee  have  hardly  thought  of  considering,  tor  they  are  even  now  at 
a  minimum  standard.  Such  instruction  as  we  should  give  cannot  be  had 
without  some  degree  of  adequate  remuneration. 

In  view,  then,  of  all  the  above  considerations,  and  further,  of  the  fact 
that  the  income  from  the  Grammar  Schools  is  more  than  adequate  to  supply 
their  present  needs,  your  Committee  cannot  but  recommend  that  the  additional 
number  of  teachers  asked  for  be  supplied, 

It  is  suggested  that  your  Committee  shall  report  such  an  organization  of 
the  Grammar  Schools  as  shall  adjust  the  cost  of  their  maintenance  to  the  sched- 
ule of  appropriations  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Finance  Four  Com- 
mittee regret  that  they  see  no  mode  by  which  they  can  honorably  and  justly 
do  what  is  suggested.  They  have  thought  it  better  to  propose  a  proper  and 
sufficient  plan  of  organization,  and  then,  if  possible,  provide  for  its  main 
tenance. 
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It  would  properly  belong  to  the  Committee  on  Whys  and  Means  to  pre. 
pare  a  scheme  for  securing  the  funds  necessary  to  the  proper  organization  oi 
the  University  and  Grammar  Schools. 

Hut  as  it  seems  to  be  expected  that  your  present  Committee  should  give 
the  matter  in  hand  some  consideration,  they  submit,  that,  in  their  judgment, 
the  only  feasible  plan  for  raising  the  necessary  means  for  our  present  need, 
is,  to  give  up  tor  the  present  all  expectation  of  creating  a  permanent  Endow- 
ment. Such  an  Endowment  cannot  be  reasonably  looked  for  in  the  present 
financial  condition  of  our  people.  When  it  comes  to  us  in  God's  good  Prov- 
idence, and  in  answer  to  our  efforts  and  prayers,  it  will  come  through  the 
munificence  of  a  very  few,  and  not  through  any  system  of  small  collections- 
howsoever  extended.  It  remains,  therefore,  that  we  bend  all  our  energies  to 
this  one  end — the  collection  of  funds  by  agencies  and  the  Advent  Offertory 
We  must  tell  our  friends  honestly  our  condition — that  we  art-  trying  to  do  a 
great  and  good  work  tor  God  and  His  church,  and  that  they  must  help  us  to 
Hand    until  we  can  gather  strength  to  walk. 

Nor  should  we  yield  to  discouragement  We  are  only  called  upon  to 
do  what  up  to  this  time  we  have  uniformly  done.  Hitherto  God  has  mar- 
velously  helped  us.  We  started  without  means  We  have  lived  by  daily 
bread  in  answer  to  daily  prayer.  The  work  to  be  done  by  us  is  worthy  oi 
much  devotion  and  self-sacrifice.  Lei  us  ourselves  set  the  example  In  our 
several  spheres  let  us  work  and  wait  in  hope.  The  same  Beneficent  Provi- 
deuce  that  called  this,  our  work,  into  being,  will,  through  our  faith  and 
devotion,  carry  it  on  to  its  full  consummation. 

Your  Committee  recommend  the   adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  • 

Re-soloed,  1.  That  the  action  of  the  Executive  Committee  (appointed  by 
this  Board  at  its  last  annual  meeting),  in  regard  to  the  military  drill,  is  hereby 
renewed,  and  shall,  until  otherwise  ordered,  be  the  law  for  the  government 
of  the  University  and  Grammar  Schools. 

2  That  a  Study  Master  and  three  Tutors  be  employed  to  assist  the 
Master  in  the  instruction  of  the  Grammar  Schools. 

3.  That  a  special  effort,  through  agents  and  the  Advent  Offerings,  be 
made  to  meet  the  deficit  for  the  ensuing  year.

The  Bishop  of  Alabama  reported,  from  the  Committee' of 
the  Whole,  two  resolutions  (which  appear  in  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Organization),  in  relation  to  the  office  of  Vice- 
Chancellor,  which,  on  his  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Organizat  ion. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Whittle,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Chancellor,  together  with  the  Bishops  of  Texas  and 
Tennessee,  are  requested  to  renew  the  correspondence  with  the  Diocese  of 
Kentucky,  inviting  that  Diocese  to  unite  with  us  in  conducting  the  University 

of  the  South 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Whittle,  the  following  preamble  and  reso- 
lutions were  unanimously  adopted  : 

Whereas,  W.  B  Grimes,  Esq.,  Lay  Trustee  from  Texas,  in  order  to  pay 
off  the  debt  now  due  by  the  University,  amounting  to  about  $2.~),000,  much 
of  winch  debt  has  accrued  in  consequence  of  the  general  depression  of  all 
business  affairs,  and  the  reduced  income  from  pupil-  for  the  last  four  years, 
has  offered  to  give  one  tenth  of  the  same,  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the 
debts  of  the  University,  in  consideration  of  which  the  University  is  to  receive 
one  pupil  from  Texas  tret-  of  all  University  charges  ;  provided,  the  other 
Dioceses  composing  the  University  unite  in  the  plan,  and  thus  raise  the 
$25,000  required  to  pay  the  debt.     Therefore, 

Resolved,  I.  That  the  thanks  of  this  Board  are  hereby  tendered  to  .Mr. 
Grimes  for  his  generous  offer  and  valuable  suggestion, and  this  Board  believes 
that  t he  plan  suggested  is  entirely  feasible,  and  the  very  best  way  that  can 
be  resorted  to  to  relieve  the  University  from  the  embarrassment  under  which 
it  is  laboring,  and  which  must  retard  and   hinder  its  operations. 

2.  That  the  Secretary  furnish  each  Bishop  in  connection  with  the  Uni- 
versity a  copy  of  this  preamble  and  these  resolutions  as  soon  as  may 
be,  in  order  that  the  Bishops  may  bring  the  matter  betore  their  respective 
Dioceses,  and  take  such  steps  as  they  may  think  best  to  raise  the  amounts 
which  should  be  contributed  by  their  respective  Dioceses. 

o.  That  when  this  Board  adjourn,  it  adjourn  to  meet  in  Boston  during 
the  session  of  the  (feueral  Convention,  in  October,  at  a  day  and  place  to  be 
fixed  by  the  Chancellor. 

3.  That  at  the  proposed  meeting  in  Boston  the  Bishops  are  respectfully 
requested  to  be  prepared  to  report  to  the  Board  what  amount  each  may  be 
ready  to  pledge  from  his  Diocese. 

4.  That  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Trustees  are  urged  to  confer  with  their 
respective  Bishops,  and  aid  them  in  carrying  out  these  resolutions. 
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The  Bishop  of  Alabama  reported  from  the  Committee  on 
Organization,  recommending  passage  of  the  preamble  and  res- 
olutions following,  which,  on  his  motion,  were  adopted,  Mr. 
Whittle,  of  Georgia,  and  Mr.  Thompson,  of  Tennessee,  voting 
in  the  negative  : 

Whereas,  The  University  of  the  South  was  established  by  its  honored 
and  revered  founders,  not  only  to  be  an  Institution  of  learning,  but  also  of 
religion  and  piety  ;  and  whereas,  by  its  Constitution  it  is  most  intimateh 
bound  up  with  the  Parishes  and  Dioceses  of  the  South  ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  1.  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  it's  acting  and  responsible 
Head,  and  the  Officer  of  its  Discipline,  the  Vice-Chancellor,  should  be,  if 
practicable,  a  Clerk  in  Holy  Orders.     And  be  it  further 

Resolved,  2.  That  for  the  best  interests  of  the  University  in  its  present  stage 
of  development,  with  its  Theological  Department  about  to  be  established,  such 
a  Clerical  Head  should  be  secured  as  soon  as  may  be;  and  that,  to  this  end. 
the  Vice-Chancellor  be  informed  of  this  preamble  and  these  resolutions,  in 
order  that  he  may  have  lull  time  to  make  provision  for  himself,  and  in  such 
way  as  shall  least  affect  the  University  by  any  sudden  change — and  all.  if 
possible,  within  the  twelve  months  next  ensuing. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  presented  the  report  of  the  Special 
Committee  on  Commencement  Exercises,  which  was  adopted, 
and  two  hundred  copies  ordered  to  be  printed. 

On  motion,  the  Board  took  recess  to  8  o'clock  P.  M. 

8  o'clock  P.  M. 
The  Hon.  Mr.  Thompson    presented    the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Buildings  and  Lands,  with  resolutions  accompanying, 
all  of  which  were  adopted  : 

Report  of  Committee   on    Buildings  and   Lands. 

The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands  beg  leave  to  report — 
That  in  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  we   find    but    few  points  which 
require  any  comment  by  your  Committee. 

The  Commissioner  informs  the  Board  that  an  arrangement  has  been 
made  for  placing  the  cutting  of  all  wood  on  the  domain  in  the  control 
of  a  forester.  What  this  arrangement  is,  the  Commissioner  does  not  state  ; 
therefore,  your  Committee  feel  it  their  duty  to  report  to  this  Board  that  in 
their  opinion  no  policy  which  contemplates  or  sanctions  the  cutting  down  and 
laying  waste  our  forest  trees  should  be  approved,  and  that  any  forester,  or 
other  person,  who  should  go  beyond  the  cutting  down  of  dead  trees,  and  the 
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cutting  up  of  the  logs  on  the  ground,  should  be  immediately  deprived  of  hi> 
contract.  To  keep  any  one  authorized  to  cut  timber  in  our  woods  within 
these  limits,  the  Commissioner  should  exercise  the  greatest  vigilance. 

The  Commissioner  informs  us  in  his  report  that  contracts  have  beeD  lei 
out,  and  that  he  will  be  abb-  to  complete  the  Hodgson  Library  building  and 
St.  Luke's  Memorial  Hall  with  the  funds  provided  for  their  erection.  The 
Committee  are  gratified  at  this  assurance,  and  cannot  refrain  from  expressing 
Their  anxiety  that  his  anticipations  may  be  fully  realized. 

The  memorial  of  Gen.  E.  Kirby  Smith  has  been  referred  to  your  Commit- 
tee. He  asks  that  two  years  rent  may  be  allowed  him  to  reimburse  his  out- 
lay in  repairs  made  on  the  Powhatan  building.  It  seems  he  has  expended 
$^77  80  in  repairs.  His  rent  is  $2<n  per  annum.  Your  Committee  recom 
mend  that  he  be  allowed  rent  to  the  amount  of  his  expenditure. 

Prof.  C  Harrison  has  expended  in  the  repairs  of  the  cottage  he  occupies, 
$:>.>">  90,  and  he  a^ks  that  lie  also  be  allowed  two  years  rent  to  reimburse 
him.  His  rent  is  $21)0  per  annum,  and  your  Committee  append  a  resolution 
allowing  him  as  much  rent  as  will  cover  his  outlay. 

The  memorial  of  J  S.  Green  wa>  also  referred  to  this  Committee  for 
examination  and  report.  It  appears  that  Mr.  J.  S.  Green  is  a  lessee  in  the 
Depot  Village  of  Sewanee,  under  a  lease  executed  January  1st,  187b\  He 
alleges  that  he  took  his  lease,  erected  his  business  house,  and  bought  his 
stock  of  goods,  relying  upon  the  Fifth  Regulation  under  the  general  head, 
"  Leases  of  Domain,"  and  which  is  in  these  words:  "  That  all  store-houses 
and  work-shops,  of  every  description,  shall  be  confined  to  that  locality." 
And  he  complains  that  his  profits  in  his  business  are  greatly  impaired  by  the 
sale  of  articles  of  the  same  kind  as  he  offers  in  the  market,  by  E.  W.  Johns  & 
Co.,  on  a  lease  or  lot  which  lies  between  the  village  and  the  University  build- 
ing- ;  and  he  asks  this  B:>ard  to  arrest  This  sale,  which  operates  to  his  injury 
and  prejudice.  It  further  appears  that  E  W.  Johns  &  Co.  conduct  their  busi- 
ness on  the  lease  of  Col.  VV.  S.  Lovell,  which  was  executed  December  1st. 
1870,  and  which  contains  the  provision  that  he  takes  it  subject  to  all  The 
conditions  and  regulations  of  The  Board,  established  in  the  year  1*70.  But 
it  further  appears  that  on  the  10th  day  of  January,  1S70,  Gen.  J.  Gorgas, 
acting  for  the  Executive  Committee,  addressed  the  Commissioner  of  Build- 
ings and  Lands  a  letter,  and  directed  him  "  to  make  a  lease  to  Mr.  Caldwell 
of  the  second  lot  from  the  corner,  opposite  Judge  Phelan's,  to  date  January 
1st.  Mr.  C.  is  to  open  a  book  store,  chiefly  for  text  books,  and  a  drug  store 
to  supply  medicines  to  the  University  He  is  also  to  have  a  reading  room 
and  to  keep  current  periodicals  and  such  other  things  as  pertain  to  the  drug 
and  book  business."  The  lot  here  indicated  and  The  Lovell  lot  are  one  and 
the  same.  It  further  appears  that  Col.  Lovell  became  the  transferree  of  the 
Caldwell  privilege,  and  he  has  kept  a  book  and  drug  business  <n\  this  lot 
from  the  year  1*70  up  to  this  Time  This  privilege  was  granted  before  The 
adoption  of  the  regulation  by  the  Board  confining  all  store  Imu^s  to  the 
Depot  Village  until  otherwise  ordered,  and  cannot  now.  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Committee,  be  called  iu  question.     K    VV.   John*-   >V    Co.  have  t lie  clear  right 
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at  their  present  stand,  without  interfering  in  any  wav  with  the  rights  of 
Mr.  J  S.  Green,  or  any  other  merchant  in  the  Depot  Village,  to  keep  a  book 
and  drug  store,  and  to  offer  and  sell  such  other  things  as  pertain  to  the  dru^ 
and  book  business,  on  the  lot  where  they  are,  subject  to  certain  limitations 
mentioned  hereafter.  But  this  being  a  privilege,  is  therefore  an  exception 
to  a  general  rule,  and  consequently  should  be  construed  strictly.  And  your 
Committee  hope  that  E.  W.  Johns  &  Co.  will  confine  themselves  in  their  'nisi 
ness  to  the  sale  of  those  articles  which  clearly  fall  within  the  limits  of  their 
privilege,  and  thus  avoid  all  ground  or  pretext,  for  complaint  or  ill-feeling. 
This  Board  is  powerless  to  furnish  citizens  with  remedies  for  the  violations 
of  the  rights  of  one  citizen  by  another,  who  may  happen  to  live  <>n  our 
domain.  Your  Committee  further  state,  that  by  agreement  at  time  of  lease 
to  Caldwell,  now  Johns  &  Co.,  the  University  reserved  certain  privileges  as 
to  fixing  prices,  and  in  some  other  respects,  for  its  own  protection. 

Resolved,  1.  That  cutting  wood  in  our  forests  should  be  confined  to  the 
dead  and  fallen  trees,  and  the  trimming  of  dead   tops  or  branches. 

2.  That  Cfen.  E.  Kirby  Smith  be  allowed  $377  80  out  of  the  rent  which 
may  be  due  by  him,  to  reimburse  him  tor  expenditures  in  repairs  of  the 
Powhatan  building. 

3  That  Prof.  C.  Harrison  be  allowed  .$35.")  90  out  of  the  first  rent  due  by 
him.  to  repay  him  the  sum  expended  in  repairs  of  the  cottage  lie  occupies. 

The  Board  took  up  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Organi- 
zation, the  resolutions  aecompanying  which  were  adopted.  (See 
page  22.) 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Pickett  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Propositions  and  Grievances,  with  recommendation  that 
the  matter  of  the  petition  of  Mr.  Aiken  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
missioner of  Buildings  and  Lands  with  power  to  act,  which, 
on  motion,  was  so  ordered. 

The  Assistant  Bishop  of  North  Carolina  presented  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Salaries.  The  schedule  recommended  in 
same  was,  on  motion,  adopted. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Texas,   it  was 

Resolved,  That  a  School  of  Biology  and  the  Relations  of  Religion 
and  Science  be  added  to  the  Schools  of  the  University. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Porter,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  Prof.  John  McCrady  be  elected  Professor  of  Biology  and 
the  Relations  of  lieligion  and  Science,  in  the  University  of  the  South 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Thompson,  it  was 

Resolved.  That  the  salary  of  Prof.  McCrady  be  fixed  at  eighteen  hundred 
dollars  for  five  months' teaching  and   lecturing  to  the  students  of  the  ITni- 

versit  v 

On  motion  the  Board  adjourned  to  9  o'clock  A.  M.  to-morrow.

Statute  1  In  rase  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Chancellor,  the  Board  ot 
Trustees  shall  elect,  by  ballot,  one  of  the  Bishops  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the 
Board,  to  that  office,  and  this  election  shall  always  be  by  Orders.  Should 
the  Chancellor  be  absent  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  senior  Bishop 
present  shall  perform  his  duties:  That  in  case  ot  doubt  arising  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  duties  of  Vice-Chancel  lor,  or  oi  anyone  of  the  Professors, 
such  Officer  shall  be  entitled,  if  he  see  fit,  to  apply  for  counsel  and  instruc- 
tion to  the  Chancellor 
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On  motion  of  the   Bishop  of  Alabama,  it   was 

Resolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Organization  to  inquire 
what,  if  any,  change  is  necessary  to  render  more  definite  and  effective  the 
administration  of  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

The  Bishop  of  Texas  presented  the  report  of  the  Special 
Committee,  consisting  of  the  Bishops  of  Texas  and  Tennessee, 
and  the  Assistant  Bishop  of  North  Carolina,  in  the  matter  of 
communication  with  Rev.  Mr.  Haskins,  the  following  resolu- 
tion accompanying  which  was  adopted  : 

lie  voiced,  That  the  Rev.  D.  Gh  Haskins  he  allowed  eighteen  hundred 
dollars  out  of  any  funds  he  may  raise  for  the  University,  as  compensation 
for  liis  services  as  General  Commissioner  for  the  ensuing  year. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Honorary  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Civil  Law  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby  conferred  upon  the  Rev.  A.  Theodore  U'irgman,  M.  A.,  ( 'antab.. 
Rector  of  St.  Mary's  Church,  Port  Elizabeth,  Souih  Africa. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Porter  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Board  and  Boarding  Houses,  the  resolutions  accompanying 
which  were,  on  motion,  adopted  : 

Report   of  Committee   on   Board  and    Boarding   Houses. 

The  Committee  on  Board  and  Boarding  Houses  beg  leave  respectfully  to 

report  — 

That  in  consequence  of  the  serious  illness  of  the  Chairman  who  had  this 
duty  in  charge,  your  Committee  have  not  had  the  time  to  devote  to  the  sub 
ject  all  the  attention  which  possibly  it   may  demand. 

No  complaints  have  reached  us  from  any  quarter  to  which  we  would 
now  advise  attention,  while  we  respectfully  ur^'  upon  the  proper  authorities 
the  strict  observance  of  the  3d  Section  of  the  13th  Statute,  page  18. 

We  find  that  there  are  twenty  six  boarding  houses:  nine  .if  these  are 
licensed  ;  seven  are  houses  of  the  different  officials  of  the  University  ;  five 
where  only  sons  or  nephews  stay  ;  two  where,  in  one  case,  there  are  nine  boys, 
and  another,  seven,  without  license,  and  three  where  there  are  but  two 
boys  in  each  house  —  one  of  them  being  a  son.  The  numbers  in 
these  boarding  houses  range  from  one  boy  to  twenty  two.  A  request 
was  made  by  the  proprietors  of  the  different  boarding  houses  to  the 
Hebdomadal  Board  that  they  would  grant  no  more  licenses  as  many  of  them 
had  come  here  at   expense   to   themselves,  ami   a   multiplication   of  boarding 
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houses  would  render  it  more  difficult  tor  those  now  here  to  meet  their 
expenses  The  matter  has  been  held  in  abeyance,  and  has  now  been  brought 
before  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  ami  referred  to  t  his  Committee.  If  our  Com- 
mittee express  their  regret  that  any  one  should  lose  by  their  enterprise  in 
connection  with  this  I  ni versit y.  but  they  would  express  their  conviction 
(however  valuable  is  the  presence  and  influence  of  those  who  have  engaged 
m  this  department),  that  it  is  strictly  a  business  transaction,  and  that  the 
parlies  must  depend  not  upon  the  authorities  of  the  University,  but  upon 
their  own  energy,  for  making  their  houses  attractive  to  the  students,  and 
thus  profitable.  The  University  has  given  up  the  profit  which  would  accrue 
to  it  had  it  adopter]  the  system  of  Commons,  and  lias  chosen  rather 
the  system  of  boarding  and  lodging  houses,  in  order  that  the  family  idea  and 
influence  may  be  retained.  Such  houses,  by  order,  comfort,  care  and  kind  - 
uess,  are  made  homes  to  students,  and  will  doubtless  attract,  the  atten- 
tion of  friends.  We  think  more  reliance  must  be  put  upon  the  houses 
themselves  than  upon  the  influence  of  the  authorities  of  the  Universitv  to 
iuak<-  the  effort  in  each  case  a  financial  success.  We  think  the  more  of  these 
homes  of  a  first  class  character  we  have,  the  more  attractive  will  be  the  Uni- 
versity,and  by  drawing  larger  numbers  to  it.it  will  in  some  measure  recover 
the  loss  which  it  makes  in  giving  up  the  control  of  the  subject.  We  recom- 
mend, therefore,  that  the  Vice  ( 'hancellor  be  directed  to  issue  licenses  to  Mrs. 
Dunbar  and  Mrs  Caruthers,  in  accordance  with  their  request,  they  having 
been  fully  indorsed  and  commended  to  this  Committee.  Your  Committee- 
deem  it  of  great  importance  that  not  more  than  sixteen  boys,  at  most,  shall 
be  at  any  one  boarding  house,  since  they  are  not  constructed  in  general  for 
such  purposes,  and  tail  in  this  particular  to  accomplish  the  end  had  in  adopt- 
ing this  system,  while  the  advantages  of  buildings  properly  constructed  for 
a  number  of  students  are  likewise  lost.  But  with  regard  to  the  price  charged 
for  board,  we  think  that  is  a  matter  which  should  be  left  entirely  to  the  par 
ties  themselves  ;  and  in  this  connect  ion,  your  Committee  would  press  their 
views  that  the  system  required  by  Statute  19,  Section  3,  page  16,  is  unusual 
m  Universities,  and  is  very  cumbersome;  it  involves  the  University  in 
responsibility  ;  it  makes  the  Treasurer's  work  more  intricate,  and  has  been 
from  time  to  time  a  most  fruitful  source  id'  discontent.  The  proposition  we 
are  about  to  make  has  come  from  one  of  the  most  prominent  members  o\  the 
Faculty,  and  is  represented  by  him  to  be  in  accord  with  the  wishes  of  the 
keepers  of  the  boarding  houses.  We  have  been  prevented  from  hav- 
ing a  full  c  uisuitation  with  them,  but  recommend  that  Section  3  of  Statute 
l'.»  be  repealed,  and  that  hereafter  the  students  be  responsible  to  their 
landlords  and  landladies  themselves — so  that  parties  keeping  boarders  can 
and  must  make  arrangements  with  the  parents  and  guardians  themselves. 
and  look  to  them  for  their  pay.  thus  absolving  the  University  of  all  respon 
sibility  and  trouble,  in  this  matter  We  cannot  too  emphatically  express  uui 
opinion  that  the  time  must  come  when  the  boys  of  the  Grammar  Scb  ■  - 
and  the  students  of  the  University  must  be  separated  .  and  if  it  cannot  be 
done  immediately  by  geographical  division,  n  might  be  done  by  granting 
different  licenses— certain  parties  allowed  to   take  onlv  the  Grammar  School 
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boys,  and  others  the  students.  We  would  urge  that  this  matter  be  kept 
before  the  Faculty  of  the  University,  and  that,  the  division  be  effected  as 
soon  as  practicable,  this  mixture  of  the  two  classes  having  been  a  lruitful 
cause  of  trouble  in  the  past. 

Your  Committee  offer  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  1.  That  Statute  No.  19,  See.  '2.  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows :  "  The  number  of  students  at  any  one  boarding  house  shall  not  exceed 
sixteen.  Hates  of  hoard  shall  be  regulated,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  and  the  Hebdomadal    Hoard." 

2.  That  ii  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice  Chancellor  to  assign  students  to 
the  several  hoarding  houses,  except  in  cases  where  parents  or  guardians  may 
choose  to  make  their  own  arrangements. 

3.  That  Section  3  of  Statute  P.t  is  hereby  repealed. 

4.  That  the  parents  and  e-uardians  of  students  will  make  their  own 
arrangements  for  their  children's  hoard  and  washing  ;  they  will  pay  their 
dues  direct  to  th'j  boarding-house  keepers,  and  the  University  will  not  be 
responsible  to  said  parties  for  the  same 

o.  That  the  Vice  Chancellor  is  hereby  directed  to  grant  licenses  to  Mrs. 
Caruthers  and  Mrs.  Dunbar.

2.  That  this  resolution  he  communicated  to  the  Alumni  Association  o\ 
the  University  of  the  South  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Chancellor. 

The  Bishop  of  Alabama,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Organization,  reported  the  recommendation  embodied  in  the 
following  resolution,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted  : 

Resolved.  Thai  in  view  nf  all  the  duties  to  winch  the  Vice-Chancellor  is 
assigned  bv  the  Statutes  and  Resolutions  of  the  University,  and  of  the  autli 
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ority  thereby  vested  in  him — giving  him  '"control  overall  its  departments," 
(Statute  11,  Section  1),  n<>  specific  action  presents  itself  to  this  Board  where 
by,  in  accordance  with  existing  S'atutes  and  Resolutions,  the  administration 
of  the  Vice-Chancellor  could  be  rendered  more  definite  and  effective.  Thai 
the  near  approach  of  the  time  of  adjournment,  and  the  absence  of  many 
members  of  the  Board,  render  it  inexpedient,  if  not  quite  impossible,  to  enter 
upon  any  extended  review  of  the  established  regulations  with  the  view  of 
making  more  definite  and  effective  the  authority  <>t  The  Vice-Chancellor. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  of  Texas  and  the  Rev  Dr.  Porter  b<-  requested 
to  notify  Prof.  McCrady  of  his  election  as  Professor  of  the  School  of  Biology 
and  the  Relations  of  Religion  and  Science,  and  to  communicate  to  him  the 
high  appreciation  in  which  thin  Board  holds  Ids  services,  and  the  great  satis- 
faction they  have  had  in  hearing  his  lectures. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  McNeal,   it  was 

Resolved,  1.  That  Mr.  VV.  B.  Miller,  Treasurer  of  the  University  of  the 
South  for  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee,  and  special  depository  of  the  funds  raised 
in  Tennessee  by  Rev.  Messrs.  DuBose  and  Van  Hoose,  lie  directed  to  invest 
said  funds  in  United  States  registered  bonds,  made  payable  to  the.  order  of  the 
Chancellor  of  flu;  University  of  the  South,  to  be  held  in  accordance  with  tie 
original  terms  of  the  subscriptions  to  said  fund. 

2.  That  after  making  said  investment,  the  securities  be  delivered  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  University  of  the  South  upon  his  executing  proper  receipt. 
specifying  the  character  of  the  fund,  and  for  what  purposes  said  securities 
are  held. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Texas, 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev  Mr.  Van  Hoose  he  elected  Acting  Proctor  for  one 
year,  with  a  salary  of  five  hundred  dollars;  and  also  Commissioner  >f  the 
University,  with  pay  through  commissions  of  ten  per  cent  upon  collections 
up  to  seven  hundred  dollars  additional,  exclusive  of  expenses. 

On  motion  of  the  same, 

Resolved,  That  instruction  pertaining  to  the  School  of  Commerce  and 
Trade  be  assigned  to  the  Head  Master   and  Tutors  of  the  Crammar  Schools. 

The  Board  proceeded  to  elect,  by  ballot,  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee, to  serve  during  the  twelve  months  next  ensuing.  The 
Bishop  of  Tennessee,    Rev.    Drs.  Banister   and  Williams,  Hou. 
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Jacob  Thompson    and    Mr.  A.  T.    McNeal,  were  duly  elected, 
which  election  was,  on  motion,  declared  unanimous. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Thompson,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Chancellor,  together  with  the  Bishops  of  Texas,  Ala 
bania  and  Tennessee,  be  appointed  a  Committee  to  select  a  suitable  Preacher 
of  the  next  Commencement  Sermon,  and  an  Orator  to  deliver  the  next  Com 
mencement  Address. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  DeRosset,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  Mr.  J.   \V.  Lowry  be  elected  Instructor  in  Elocution. 

Rev.  Dr.  Porter   presented    report    in    the    matter  of  Hyatt. 
McBurncv  &  Co.     The    Board  declined    to  take   action   in  the 

matter,  and  the  Committee  was  discharged. 

The  Board  took  recess  to   5  o'clock  P.  M.

The  Board  met,  the  Chancellor  presiding. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  DeRosset,  it  was 

Resolced,  That  after  reading  the  minutes  the  Board  proceed  u>  tin 
Chapel  for  closing  religious  services,  after  which  the  Hoard  will  stan< 
adjourned,  to  meet  in  the  city  of  Boston  according  to  a  previous  resolution 
adopted  on  the  sixth  day  of  the  session.

After  tendering  our  usual  ami  cordial  welcome,  allow  me  ro  congratulate 
you,  and  all  the  well-wishers  of  our  University,  hot  only  on  the  successful 
administration  of  our  now  closing  term,  but  on  the  measure  of  advancement 
which  has  marked  this,  the  ninth  year,  only,  of  our  educational  existence 
No  previous  period  has  been  distinguished  by  more  attention  to  study,  more 
ready  submission  to  authority,  or  a  more  united  effort  in  sustaining  the  char 
acter  of  our  Institution 

But,  in  addition  to  these  signs  of  successful  progress,  we  have  onlv  t* • 
look  around  and  see  a  pledg< — not  in  marble,  it  is  true  ;  but  in  stone,  endur 
ing  stone,  our  own  Sewanee  stone — a  pledge  of  the  future  architectural  pro- 
portion and  completeness  of  the  grand  design  of  our  Founders.  In  the 
nearly  finished  condition  of  our  tasteful  "  Library,"  ami  in  the  rising  walls 
of  our  more  pretentious  "  Theological  Hall/1  we  throw  the  gauntlet  down  to 
all  foreboders  of  our  future  bad  fortune.  (>r,  in  speak  more  ' 'hristianlv,  «v 
trust  that  in  these  stony  buddings  we  see  the  pledge  of  a  harvest  that  is  to 
yield  its  fruits,  in  an  ever-increasing  measure,  to  generations  far  beyond  the 
present.  Our  gratitude  is  richly  due  to  our  lit.  Rev  Brother  and  Commis 
sioner*  tor  his  instrumentality  in  obtaining  for  us  That  Nursery  of  our  future 
Clergy.  But  more  especially  do  we  owe  our  thanks  to  that  noble  Daughter 
of  the  South,!  to  whose  filial  piety  we  are  indebted  for  the  means  of  it- 
accomplishment.  May  they  both  find  their  reward  in  seeing  come  forth 
from  its  halls  a  "  great  company  of  Preachers/'  imbued  with  the  spirit  of  the 
Apostle:}:  after  whom  it  is   named. 

Permit  me  now  to  fill  up  the  few  moments  allotted  for  this  Addn  ss  ■ 
once  more  calling  your  attention  to  the  educational  character  of  our  day.  and 
the  responsibility  which  it  devolves  upon  us  as  the  appointed  (-iuardians  ol 
the  sons,  and  the  sons'  sons,  of  this  Institution. 

In  thus  endeavoring  to  interest  you  in  this  hackneyed  theme.  1  am  w<-: 
aware  that  I  may  be  going  over  ground  that  I  have  trod  before  .  or.  a:  U*st 
giving  you  views  which  have  been  far  better   expressed  by  others       h    - 

*  Bishop  Quintanl.        t  Mrs.  i:.  VI.   Manicault.         t  St.  Luke 
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the  other  day  that  I  read  of  the  President  of  a  certain  Institution,  who,  when 
about  to  prepare  an  Address   for   an    occasion   like  the    present,  asked  one  of 

his  expected  hearers.  "  What  would  be  his  most  useful  and  interesting  sub 
ject?"  and  received  for  answer — "  Pray,  talk  about  anything  you  please,  if 
it  is  only  riot  Education."  As  the  story  goes,  the  worthy  President,  never- 
theless, spoke  one  good  hour  on  that,  to  most  persons,  the  dryest  of  all  sub- 
jects. Undeterred  by  any  such  ungracious  hint,  I  will  now  return,  to  poini 
out  one  or  more  of  the  dangers  to  which  tin-  sacred  cause  of  Education  is 
exposed  amongst  us,  ;in«]  inquire   how  best  they  may  be    met  and  overcome 

In  looking  around  on  tie-  religious  and  educational  condition  of  our 
<  ountry.it  is  difficult  to  suppress  that  anxious  cry ,  '  0,  quid  agist  "  with 
which  a  Heathen  poet  apostrophized  the  ship  -if  state  when  threatened  with 
political  shipwreck.  For,  to  what  a  pass  has  our  country  already  come'.' 
Whither  is  she  tending  '.'      And  in  what  is  her  downward  course  to  end  1 

When  the  great  Apostle  of  Christianity  was  proclaiming  <'hrist  in  the 
streets  oi  Ephesus,  we  are  told  that  his  voice  was  drowned  by  the  clamors 
of  a  multitude  crying,  "Great  is  Diana  of  the  Ephesians."  A  scene  not 
unlike  to  this  may  be  witnessed  in  our  own  day,  and  in  our  own  view. 
Wherever  the  Christian  patriot  lifts  his  voice  to  |  lead  for  Christ  in  our  Schools, 
there  is  heard  on  every  side, "  Great  is  Progress'  "  "  Great  is  human  liberty!'" 
"  Great  are  the  discoveries  of  Science  '  "  "'Away  with  Miracle  and  Mystery  , 
let  every  man  make  his  own  rv^vA  ;  let  education  be  tree,  viz.  :  unshackeled 
by  any  connection  with  the  religi  >us  superstition  of  our  fathers." 

Our  people  have  now  entered  on  the  second  century  of  their  national 
existence.  A  hundred  years  of  what  the  "larger  liberty  "  men  would  call 
"  progress  "  have  brought  us,  indeed,  to  a  high  state  of  civilization,  and  made 
our  Arms  and  Arts  the  wonder,  as  well  as  the  envy  ot  the  old  world  Schools 
and  Colleges  are  everywhere  dotting  our  laud.  The  desolations  of  a  four 
years'  war,  and  the  oppressions  and  exactions  of  the  succeeding  ten,  are  pass 
ing  out  of  view.  The  jarring  elements  of  sectional  strife  are  settling  into 
quietness,  and  returning  peace  and  plenty,  with  outspread  wings,  are  onde 
more  brooding  over  our  land — for  all  which  let  us  give  God  the  glory.  But 
are  these  the  only  evidences  of  a  great  and  happy  people*?  Is  it  enough  for 
us  to  feel  that,  like  our  now  enfranchised  slaves,  we  are  free  to  go  in  and  out 
at  will,  and  that  we  want  not  for  the  necessaries  of  life'.'  Shall  we  suffer 
ourselves,  without  a  struggle,  to  be  infected  with  the  no  mystery,  no  miracle, 
no-Christ  creed  of  our  modern  scientists".'  More  than  this — shall  we  suffer 
our  sons,  the  fruit  of  our  bodies,  the  pride  of  our  names,  the  hope  of  our 
country,  to  pass  through  the  trying  years  of  school-boy  life,  and  the  severer 
ordeal  of  incipient  manhood,  in  utter  ignorance  of  Man's  high  destiny'/  or, 
in  other  words,  of  the  Christ  that  died  for  them,  and  the  eternity  that  is 
before  them  ? 

In  vain  have  the  "apostles  of  modern  science,"  as  their  obsequious  fol 
lowers  delight  to  call  the  sceptics  of  our  day,  tried  to  show  that  the  religion 
of  the  Bible  stands  in  the  way  of  human  advancement  and  of  sound  learn 
in<r,  and  that  it-  few  Historic   notices   are  easily  disproved  by  the  recent  dis 
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coveries  of  the  Geologist  and  the  Archaeologist.  In  all  this  parade  of  wisdom 
— a  "  wisdom  above  what  is  written," — we  see  nothing  more  than  a  change 
of  tactics,  the  renewal  of  an  old  warfare  under  new  forms,  a  shifting  from  a 
metaphysical  to  a  physical  battle  ground.  But  in  vain  do  these  enemies  of 
Divine  truth  thus  endeavor  to  torture  the  Laws  of  Nature  into  witnesses 
against  the  God  who  made  them.  They  have  yet  to  learn  that  iheChiistian 
believer  tears  no  increase  of  knowledge,  no  new  lights  of  science,  no  revela- 
tions that  are  within  the  power  of  the  crucible,  the  pickaxe,  or  tin;  dissecting 
knife,  lie  has  within  him  an  unquestionable  assurance  that,  when  rightly 
interpreted,  there  can  be  no  conflict  whatever  between  the  phenomena  of  the 
natural  world  and  the  brief  mentiouitigs  of  such  matters  in  either  Testa- 
ment. The  true  issue,  however  carefully  covered  up,  is  between  the  Truth 
of  God  on  the  one  side,  and  the  conjectural  theories  of  t lie  Scientist  on  the 
other.  Honest  and  persevering  research  will  ultimately  show  that  the  God 
of  Nature  and  the  God  of  Grace  are  one  and  the  same  Cod,  seen  only  in  dif- 
ferent lights,  or  viewed  from  separate  standpoints— but  always  great  and 
good,  and  consistent  with  Himself.  We  therefore  bid  "God  speed  "  to  every 
honest  investigation  of  the  Scientist.  There  is  no  terror  in  the  looks  of  their 
onesided  Philosophy.  Already  are  they  beginning  to  utter  their  oracles  with 
a  less  confident  rone — for  there  is  no  topic  in  the  whole  range  of  their 
researches  on  which  there  is  not  some  diversity  of  opinion  There  is  scarcely 
a  solitary  point  so  fully  ascertained  by  them  as  to  be  placed  beyond  doubt 
Their  evidences  are  circumstantial  only  Their  highest  achievement  is  to 
arrive  at  probability,  Thus  are  they  unwittingly  furnishing  weapons  to 
repel  their  own  assaults.  The  boomerang  returns,  with  a  more  fatal  aim,  on 
the  hand  that  impels  U 

But  it  is  not  from  this  quarter  we  are  to  look  for  the  most  serious  and 
widespread  injury  t<>  the  people  of  our  land,  and  especially  to  the  young  of 
our  present  and  coming  generations.  The  danger  is  more  within  ourselves. 
It  comes  from  a  growing  spirit  of  irreligion,  born  of  a  private  interpretation 
of  Scripture,  nursed  in  the  hotbed  of  sectarian  divisions,  and  kept  in  utter 
ignorance  of  the  Divine  nature  and  the  authoritative  teaching  of  the  Church. 
It  is  to  these  divisions  among  a  Christian  people,  joined  to  the  infidel  spirit 
of  their  ruiers,  that  we  owe  the  unholy  design  of  putting  asunder  those  two 
coefficients,  Religion  and  Learning,  which  God  ha-  joined  together  for  the 
effectual  training  of  the  young.  It  is  this  unholy  alliance  that  is  making  an 
outcast  of  that  Blessed  Book  which  we  first  learned  to  read  at  our  mother's 
knee — that   volume  which,  we  are  told,  even  "angels  desire  to  look  into." 

In  saying  this.  I  do  not  feel  that  I  am  making  any  exaggerated  charge. 
or  indulging  in  any  unnecessary  alarm.  Look  at  Harvard  University,  the 
oldest,  and.  as  many  think,  the  foremost  in  our  land.  Its  Fathers  and 
Founders,  notwithstanding  their  belie!  in  witchcraft  and  their  mistaken 
notions  of  civil  and  religious  liberty,  took  care  to  order  that  every  student 
should  bo  "plainly  instructed,  and  earnestly  pressed  to  consider  well,  that 
the  main  end  of  his  life  and  studies  is  to  know  (rod  and  Jesus  Christ,  which 
is  eternal  li  e  :  an  I  to  lav      li list    is    die   onlv  foundation  of  all  sound  knowl 
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edge  and  learning."  Alas,  it  is  enough  to  make  those  sturdy  Puritans  turn 
in  their  graves,  to  know  thai  the  Chairs  of  that  venerable  Institution  are 
now  filled  by  believer  and  unbeliever  alike  ;  and  that  in  its  whole  curriculum 
there  is  no  provision  made  for  teaching  the  young  that  "God  was  in  Christ, 
reconciling  the  world  unto  Himself." 

Let  me  now  bring  to  your  attention  a  statement,  made  but  the  other  day 
by  a  most  worthy  and  venerable  friend*  of  our  I "  diversity,  at  the  laving  oi 
yonder  corner-stone.  In  the  course  of  a  few  homely  but  pertinent  remarks, 
he  stated  that  he  had  once  requested  the  authorities  of  one  oi  these  Public 
Schools  to  allow  him  to  in scri be  the  Fifth  Commandment  ("  Honor  thy  lather 
and  thy  mother")  on  the  wall  of  their  school-room,  where  ii  might  he  seen 
by  all  their  pupils,  and  accompanied  Ins  request  with  the  offer  of  one  hundred 
dollars  a  year,  for  five  years,  as  a  premium  to  those  scholar-  who,  in  their 
own  handwriting,  might  make  the  most  successful  cop\  of  the  same.  The 
request  was  refused,  and  upon  the  ground  that  it  would  he  "  teaching  religion 
to  the  children! '"  "Tell  it  not  in  Ciath  ;  publish  it  nor  in  the  streets  of 
Askelon." 

Is  there  here.  then,  no  cause  of  alarm  to  the  true  lover  of  his  countrv  '{ 
Are  we  to  abandon  all  claim  to  be,  a  Christian  people'/  And,  without  a  strug- 
gle, give  up  our  sons  to  be  trained  only  in  the  morality  of  the  heathen,  and 
left  an  easy  prey  to  the  sophistries  of  the  infidel  ? 

But,  while  demanding  this,  let  me  not  be  understood  as  deuying  all  good 
in  our  common  school  system.  Heartily  would  I  rejoice  to  know  that  every 
child  of  my  country  could  read,  as  well  as  speak  intelligently  his  mother 
tongue,  and  know  how  to  keep  his  own  day-book  and  ledger.  But  where  is 
the  reason,  the  justice,  the  consistency  of  withholding  from  our  sons  and 
daughters  the  lessons  of  Christ,  in  a  land  professedly  Christian  '!  Shall  we. 
as  a  people,  bask  in  the  full  light  of  the  (gospel,  and  yet  shut  the  door  of  the 
school-room  in  its  face-'  Can  Heaven's  blessing  be  expected  on  a  land  where 
the  Word  of  God  is  put  on  ' he.  "  index  prohibits  "  of  its  schools  and  colleges? 
Oh,  for  a  Luther,  with  holy  boldness,  to  arouse  a  so-called  Christian  people 
to  a  sense  of  their  danger,  and,  in  tones  of  thunder,  protest  against  an  evil 
which  threatens  consequeuees  far  more  to  be  dreaded  than  the  worst  aboini 
nation  of  what  we  complacently  call  the  "  Dark  Ages  " 

Hut  let  us  hope  that  this  poisoned  cup  may  not  long  be  held  to  our  lips  . 
and  that  the  appointed  Superintendents  of  our  Schools  may  conn-  to  s<-e  that 
there  can  be  no  true  morality  independent  <<f  a  revelation  from  God.  It  is 
no  better  than  the  dream  of  an  idiot  to  suppose  that  any  education  can  be  o! 
real  value  that  is  not  based  on  a  firm  belief  in  a  future  lite,  and  a  judgment 
to  come.  You  can  not  educate  that  mysterious  creature,  Man,  it  you  throw 
away  that  only  key  to  his  mind  and  heart  However  varied  and  numerous 
may  be  the  departments  of  human  thought  through  which  you  may  lead 
him,  they  are  but  darkened  chambers  if  illumined  only  by  the  daylight  ol 
the  understanding.  The  blessed  sunlight  of  tin-  "  knowledge  of  Cod.  as  it 
is  in  Christ,"  must  be  allowed   to  shine   into  them.      In  Him,  and  Him  alone, 

Jabez  \V.  Hayes. 
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are  "  hid  all  the  treasures  of  wisdom  and  knowledge."  Without  Him,  the 
whole  encyclopedia  of  human  learning  would  he  but  little  better  than  the 
-'  wisdom  of  the  serpent."  There  would  still  be  wanting  a  something  that 
can  embrace    all,  exalt    all,  enlighten    all,  and    give  warmth   and    life  to-all. 

Without  this,  the  most  rigid  and  varied  culture  that  can  be  given  will  leave 
man  the  animal  it  finds  him. 

We  plead,  then,  the  cause  of  humanity,  and  of  no  selfish  or  solitary  inter- 
est, when  we  demand  the  Gospel  for  our  children.  For,  without  its  blessings, 
what  is  civilization  but  a  whitened  sepulcher,  a  refined  corruption,  a  keener 
capacity  for  evil  V  And  what  is  unassisted  human  Science,  at  the  best,  more 
than  a  surface-skimming  knowledge  of  the  outer  forms  of  our  outer  world? 
When  stretched  to  its  utmost  capacity,  it  can  take  in  only  glimpses  of  the 
Being,  the  Skill,  and  the  Power  of  an  overruling  Deity.  But.  however  grand 
and  awe-inspiring  that  knowdedge  may  be,  it  comes  not  near  the  heart.  It  may 
have  much  to  say  about  our  "  creation,  preservation,  and  all  the  blessings  of 
this  life,"  but  it  can  tell  US  nothing  of  the  "  Means  of  Grace,  or  the  Hope  of 
Glory."     Most  fitly  has  a  poet  said  : 

".Mere  Learning,  like  the  Lunar  beam,  affords 
Light,  but  not  Heat;  it  leaves  you  undevout, 
Frozen  at  heart,  while  speculation  shines.'' 

But  while  thus  contending  for  tie-  Faith  of  Christ  as  the  true  basis  of  Edu- 
cation, let  it  not  be  supposed  that  we  give  no  weight  to  the  results  of  scien- 
tific investigation.  Far  from  it.  We  are  willing  to  pay  due  reverence  to  the 
candid  researches  of  a  Hugh  Miller,  a  Mivart,  a  Dawson,  and  one*  who  now 
honors  us  with  his  presence  and  instruction.  We  exult  in  a  Science  and  a  Phi- 
losophy that  are  in  accordance  with  Divine  Revelation.  We  hail  every  fresh 
discovery  in  nature  as  a  renewed  tribute  to  a  creating  and  redeeming  God. 
Let  but  the  Sun  of  Righteousness  shine  in  upon  these  gropings  after  truth, 
and  the  mists  and  clouds  will  soon  be  dispelled  ;  and  every  element  of  inferior 
knowledge  will  dispose  itself  around  that  central  Luminary  in  beautiful  and 
harmonious  order.  Just  so  is  it  in  the  training  of  the  youthful  mind  Take 
a  boy  at  the  age  when  he  begins  to  thin/..  Tell  him  to  look  into  himself — to 
study  well  his  duties  and  his  hopes,  and  to  take  the  measure  of  his  affections 
and  of  his  reason.  Having  done  this,  you  have  done  well.  But  how 
little  real  help,  alter  all,  have  you  given  him  to  answer  the  great  purpose  of 
his  existence,  viz.  :  the  serving  of  his  God,  and  the  saving  of  his  soul  '.'  How 
is  he  to  do  right  amid  a  thousand  temptations  without,  and  a  constant  pro- 
pensity to  evil  within  ":  Has  his  unripe  reason  sufficient  power  to  restrain 
him?  "  What  is  reason,"  asks  one,  "  but  a  special  pleader  in  behalf  of  t he 
passions,  and  a  hired  advocate  to  justify  what  a  corrupt  will  is  bent  upon"?  " 
No  ;  a  surer  guide,  a  higher  standard  and  a  purer  motive,  must  be  given  him. 
Take  that  same  boy  to  your  side,  or  into  the  quiet  of  your  study  ;  lay  your 
hand  gently  upon  his  shoulder,  and  with  a  sympathizing  spirit  tell  him  the 
story  of  Bethlehem  and  of  Calvary  ;  set  before  him  the  compassionate  love 
of  Christ  for  just  such  "  little  ones  "  as  he,  and  you  will  accomplish  far  more 

Prof.  John  McCrady. 
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than  can  be  effected  by  the  sternest  voice  of  authority,  or  can  be  learned  from 
the  collective  wisdom  of  a  mere  worldly  Philosophy. 

As  it  was  at  our  Mother's  knee  that  our  childhood  learned  the  Word  of 
God,  so  should  we  look  to  our  Mother,  the  Church,  as  the  best  teacher  of  our 
maturer  age.  At  her  side  we  shall  learn  something  better  than  the  wisdom 
<>f  this  world.  As  guardians  and  guides  of  the  youths  committed  to  our  care. 
the  path  of  duty,  Gentlemen  of  our  Board,  cannot  be  mistaken  ;  neither  can 
our  responsibility  be  overrated.  On  us,  as  well  as  on  His  penitent  Apostle. 
has  come  the  injunction,  "  Feed  my  lambs."  Our  work  is  before  us,  and  is 
growing  on  our  hands — a  work  not  unfitted  to  the  hands  of  Angels,  a  work 
with  no  lower  aim  than  (rod's  glory  and  Man's  eternal  goo 
then,  or  even  to  falter  in  our  enterprise,  would  be  treason  t 
purpose,  as  well  as  want  of  Faith  in  our  Great  Leader. 

It  was  both  the  comfort  and  the  rejoicing  of  a  great  Ap 
prison  and  in  chains,  that  the  "  Word  of  God  is  not  bound." 
Giver  of  that  Word,  we  can  truly  say  there  are  no  bonds  up' 
are  not  afraid  to  teach  the  deepest  mysteries,  as  well  as  the  simplest  truths, 
of  our  Faith.  And  we  dare  tell  our  pupils  that  Christ  has  still  a  Church 
upon  earth,  and  that  it  is  their  duty  aud  their  safety  to  '  hear  the  Church.' 
Let  us  then  thank  God,  that  whilst  our  country's  sons  are  elsewhere  restricted 
to  the  husks  of  a  mere  worldly  knowledge,  we  are  free  to  set  before  them  tin- 
Bread  of  Life. 

Let  us  continue,  then,  to  write  over  every  entrance  to  our  llall>,  Nothing 
without  Christ;  No  Divorce  of  Religion  from  Learning;  God's  Truth  first. 
Man's  Discoveries  afterward.  Then  may  we  hope  that  when  the  Destroying 
Angel  of  Infidelity  shall  be  passing  victoriously  over  our  land,  these  symbols 
of  our  Faith,  like  the  blood  upon  the  door-posts  of  Israel,  shall  forbid  his 
entrance  here;  and  when  the  no-Christ  institutions  of  our  country  shall  have 
run  their  course,  and  found,  too  late,  that  they  have  unconsciously  been 
moulding  their  pupils  into  Free-thinkers,  Free  lovers,  Communists  and  Social- 
ists, the  generations  which  shall  go  forth  from  these  Halls  shall  always  be 
found  on  the  side  of  Law  and  Order,  and  Christian  Education. 

Such  is  our  hope  for  them  now  ;  such  the  confidence  with  which  we 
bless  them,  as  they  leave  us,  from  year  to  year;  and  such  the  assurance  we 
feel,  that  to  their  latest  hour  they  will  have  reason  to  say,  "Cod  BLESS  THE 
University  of  the  South  !  "

The  Committee  appointed  to  wait  on  Gen.  Gorgas  made  the 
following  Report  : 

The  undersigned,  appointed  to  confer  with  (Jen.  Gorgas  on  the  subject  of 
tils  communication  of  this  date,  vacating  the  office  of  Vice-Chancellor,  have 
had  a  conversation  with  him,  tor  a  few  minutes  only,  on  account  of  the  very 
limited  time  allowed  by  the  near  approach  of  the  hour  when  he  was  obliged 
to  leave  by  the  train. 

His  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  the  Board  was  unable  to  deter 
mine  whether  his  communication  was  intended  as  a  resignation  of  the  office 
of  Vice-Chancellor  or  not  His  reply  was  decided,  that  he  did  not  intend  it 
as  a  resignation,  and  that  he  would  not  resign  until  he  could  have  an  oppor- 
tunity of  consulting  with  his  friends.  He  disclaimed  having  any  intention 
to  make  any  claim  for  further  payment  of  salary  beyond  the  close  of  the  past 
fiscal  year,  hut  on  further  inquiry,  he  showed  us  a  paper  which  he  had  just 
prepared,  containing  a  statement  of  the  condition  upon  which  he  was  willing 
to  settle  in  full  a  note  of  $1000.00,  due. by  him  to  the  University  of  the  South. 
This  paper  was  intended  to  be  left  in  the  hands  of  some  friend,  and  we  sup 
pose  will  be  laid  before  this  Board. 

A  member  of  your  Committee  wrote  down  the  following  words  as  they  fell 
from  the  lips  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  :  "1  have  no  intention  whatever  of  hold- 
ing on  to  the  position  of  Vice-Chancellor.  The  Board  terminated  my  connec 
lion  with  the  University  at  the  end  of  the  year."

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of 
the  South,  respectfully  report  to  the  Hoard  : 

That  since  the  adjournment  of   the   Board  in   August  last,  thev  have  been 
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in  constant  communication  with  the  University,  and  have  been  from  time  to 
time  furnished  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  with  information  concerning  matters 
occurring  at  the  Institution.  They  have  preserved  on  file  all  official  coimnu 
nications  received,  for  inspection  and  use  of  the  Board,  if  desired. 

They  have  in  no  ca<e  sought  to  find  an  occasion  for  official  action,  but  have 
rather  avoided  action  in  all  cases,  save  where  pressed  upon  them  for  decision. 
or  where  the  needs  of  the  case  seemed  to  require. 

The  Committee  here  render  report  of  such  matters  only  as  were  officially 
acted  on  by  them  ;  and  also  present,  in  conjunction  with  their  report,  all  offi- 
cial correspondence — in  case  information  upon  any  matter  here  referred  to 
be   needed  by  the  Hoard. 

In  November,  1877,  a  proposition  was  submitted  to  your  Committee  for  the 
establishment  of  a  University  Magazine,  as  shown  by  letters  herewith  sub 
mitted,  with  accompanying  papers,  which  was  declined. 

The  suggestion  o!  the  Treasurer  as  to  the  relations  of  the  Boarding  Houses 
to  the  Treasurer's  office,  submitted  in  his  communication  to  the  Hoard,  was 
adopted  so  tar  as  to  restore  the  old  rule  in  force  before  August  last — the  res 
toration  to  take  effect  at  beginning  of  the  Spring  Term  and  continue  until 
further  orders  of  the  Hoard. 

The  proposition  of  Jones  &  Co..  (here  submitted)  as  to  a  lease  for  mining 
purposes,  made  through  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands,  was  by 
the  Committee  declined. 

A  communication  from  Prof.  Harrison,  through  the  Vice-Chancellor,  as  to 
allowance  for  repairs  on  his  house,  was  received  and  action  on  the  same  de- 
clined by  the  Committee  as  not  within  their  province. 

The  Vice-Chancellor,  in  submitting  the  information  of  the  resignation  of 
.Major  Green,  asked  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  as  to  providing  for  contin 
uance  of  the  drill,  in  filling  the  vacancy,  and  was  advised  that  the  drill  be 
provided  tor  as  heretofore 

A  Report  was  received  from  the  Vice-Chancellor  at  the  termination  of  Trin- 
ity Term,  which  is  herewith  submitted. 

In  the  matter  of  Mrs.  Aiken's  application  for  reduction  of  rent,  the  Com- 
mittee declined  taking  further  action  than  such  as  was  had  on  former  refer- 
ence of  same  matter  to  the  Hoard. 

In  the  matter  of  Maj  >r  Green's  salary — some  question  having  arisen  upon 
his  resignation  as  to  the  amount  due,  between  Major  Green  and  the  Treas- 
urer—  upon  reference  of  the  matter  to  them  by  the  Treasurer,  the  Committee 
approved  his  action  in  the  same. 

Another  matter  was  urgently  pressed  upon  the  attention  of  the  Committee, 
about  which  difficulties  had  arisen,  to- wit :  The  relations  of  the  Grammar 
School  students  reciting  in  University  classes  to  the  Professors  in  chari^  of 
such  classes,  and  the  question  as  to  the  control  of  such  students  in  regard  to 
their  connection  with  such  classes.  Your  Committee  addressed  a  cmimuni 
cation  to  t  he  Vic '(  Mi  uici'lor  on  the  subject,  and  most  probably  the  matter 
will  be  brought  before  the  Hoard. 

In  May.  of  the  present  vear,  the  Committee  addressed  a  Circular  Letter  to 
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the  Bishops,  t<>  be  by  them  forwarded  to  other  Trustees,  on  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  University. 

A  number  of  other  matters  were  submitted  to  the  Committee,   upon  which 
they  took  no  action  —  not    deeming  ir    necessary    before    the   meeting  of    the 
Board  ;  all  such  matters,  with  accompanying  papers,  accompany  this  Report.

VICE-CHANCELLOR'S  REPORT. 

The  following  Report  on  the  general  condition  of  the  University  is  respect- 
fully submitted  : 

The  number  of  students  on  the  Annual  Register  is  somewhat  less  than  it 
was  at  live  corresponding  period  last  year.  The  good  order  ^t'  the  school  has 
been  maintained;  and,  under  the  appointment  hy  your  Board  last  summer, 
the  Proctorial  Department  Las  been  well  organized  in  its  details.  The 
Drill  of  the  Battalion,  winch  was  made  the  law  of  the  University  at,  your 
last  session,  has  been  carried  on  by  the  Rev.  .1.  A.  Van  Moose,  Acting  Proctor. 
and  a  good  degree  of  efficiency  attained.  Through  his  exertions,  new  arms, 
of  a  light  and  beautiful  pattern,  and  equipments  of  the  most  approved  style, 
have  been  obtained  from  the  Governor  of  the  State,  in  exchange  for  those 
heretofore  in  the  hands  of  the  Battalion.  Thank-  are  due  to  Governor  Por 
ter  for  his  kind  and  ready  response  to  our  requests  in  this  transaction — a 
response  which  adds  much  to  the  appearance  and  efficiency  d'  the  Battalion. 

The  good  order  which  has  marked  the  condition  of  the  University  since 
your  last  session  here,  has  heen  accompanied  by  satisfactory  progress  in  the 
various  Academic  Schools.  At  no  former  period  have  the  students  shown  s<> 
great  earnestness  in  the  prosecution  of  their  studies.  The  aggregate  of 
Degrees  and  Diplomas  attained  by  the  young  a:entlemen  are  marked  evi 
dences  of  the  usefulness  of  the  Institution.  The  number  of  .Master's  Degrees 
to  be  conferred  on  Commencement  Day  will  be  four — the  first  of  that  degree — 
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and  they  have  been  well  earned.  The  next  step  will  be  the  institution  ol 
the  Fellowships  provided  for  in  the  Statutes  :  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  the  Board 
will,  before  long,  find  itself  able  to  found  some  oi  these,  in  order  to  prolong 
the  residence  of  its  A 1  umni.

The  Report  of  the  Master  of  the  Grammar  School  shows  the  condition  of 
this  important  adjunct.  The  .Master  has  been  earnest  and  faithful  in  the 
discharge  of  Ins  high  duties  Attention  is  called  to  his  recommendation 
that  a  small  balance  due  Major  E.  A  Greene,  late  tutor,  be  paid  to  him,  a 
statement  of  which  was  rendered  by  the  Master  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  1  hope  it  will  be  allowed. 


Pursuant  to  the  Seventh  Resolut  ion,  titl«  "<  Grammar  School"  of  'Statutes 
and  Resolutions,"  it  is  my  duty  to  report  the  removal  of  Tutor  ('.  B.  Wilmer, 
appointed  by  me  during  the  recess  of  your  Board,  in  the  absence  of  that  com- 
mittee contemplated  in  the  sixth  Resolution,  same  title.  The  accompanying 
paper,  marked  2,  contains  the  "cause  shown"  by  the  Master  for  his  removal. 
The  Hoard  of  Trustees  is  the  ultimate  judge  of  the  validity  of  the  reasons 
alleged  by  the  Master  of  the  Grammar  Schooi  for  his  action.  The  object  of 
the  report  required  to  be  made  is.  doubtless,  that  the  Board  may  be  in  pos- 
session of  the  facts  of  the  transaction,  and  exercise  that  final  action  in  the 
case  which  is  their  prerogative. 

It  will  not  be  out  of  place  on  my  part  to  add,  that  while  I  approved  of  the 
action  of  the  Master,  I  have  a  high  opinion  of  the  scholastic  attainments  of 
the  gentleman  in  question  .  and.  as  my  endorsement  on  paper  2  shows,  1 
was  willing  to  give  Mr.  Wilmer  a  further  opportunity  to  test  his  fitness  for 
the  position  he  had  occupied,  by  continuing  his  services  for  another  term 
The  authority  of  the  Master  of  the  Grammar  School  over  his  charge,  and  his 
responsibility  for  its  conduct,  are  very  complete  under  the  organic  law  as  it 
now  stands:  and  it  did  not  comport  with  my  notions  of  his  responsibilities 
that  I  should  require  him  to  carry  on  his  school  with  assistants  whom  he 
had  tried,  and  who  he  was  convinced  could  not  do  all  the  work  required  of 
them  by  him,  to  his  satisfaction. 

The  Board  will  observe,  that  in  the  absence  of  the  Appointing  Committee, 
to  whom,  under  the  organic  law,  is  c.  m tided  the  power  of  appointment  mi 
interim,  I  acted  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Master,  and  appointed  the 
tutors  recommended   by  him,  reporting  my   action  to  the  Executive  Commit- 
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lee  for  their  information  There  was  no  other  course  to  be  pursued  by  me. 
L  trust,  however,  the  authority  to  make  these  appointments  ad  interim  may 
be  lodged  either  in  the  Committee  contemplated  by  t he  Statutes,  or  in  such 
other  existing  authority  as  may  seem  wist-  to  you.  so  that  the  tenor  of  tin 
Statutes  may  be  complied  with.

REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  OFFICER. 

Medical  Department  University  of  the  South,  ) 

July  1st,  1878.      \" 

To  the  Hon.  the  Board  of  Trustee*  of  the  University  of  the  South  : 

Gentlemen  —  As  Health  Officer  of  the  University,  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  the  following  Report  upon  the  health  of  the  Students  for  the  past 
scholastic  year. 

The  number  of  cases  that  have  occurred  during  the  year,  is  somewhat  be 
low  the  average  ;  and,  with  the  exception  of  two  cases,  have  been  so  light  as 
to  make  them  unworthy  of  any  detailed  notice. 

Under  the  heads  of  Tonsillitis,  Diarrhoea,  Bronchitis  and  Ephemeral  Fever, 
are  embraced  the  great  majority  of  cases  recorded.  Of  these  mild  forms  of 
disease,  the  cases  that  have  fallen  under  observation  have  been  of  the  mildest

The  cases  of  Intermittent    Fever,    Cardiac    Disease,    Chronic  Rheumatism, 
and  Ozena  may  be  considered  as  chronic  diseases  brought  here  in  the  system 
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of  the  patient  ;  and  as  such,  should  not  be  regarded  as  due  to  local  causes.  Ig 
noring  these,  the  number  of  cases  occurring  from  local  causes  will  reach  but 
88.     Of  this  uint) her  only  two  have  been  serious. 

The  two  serious  cases  occurred  in  the  persons  of  J.  M.  Pringle  and  K.  \V 
Johns,  Jr.  These  students  developed  simultaneously,  in  April,  the  former  a 
case  of  Scarier   Fever,  and  the  latter  a  case  of  Diphtheria. 

The.  case  of  Scarlet.  Fever  was  first  seen  on  the  evening  of  April  '28th. 
Temperature  10 1  5  F,  showing  high  (ever;  severe  sore  throat  with  ulcera- 
tion, and  highly  flushed  skin.  Apprehending  an  Eruptive  disease,  a  saline 
cathartic  was  administered,  and  a  gargle  ordered  .containing  Sulphate  of  Sod;. 
and  Carbolic  Acid.  On  the  20th  the  temperture  was  103.75  ~JF..  in  the  morn 
ing,  and  104.5  =  F..  in  the  evening.  On  this  morning  but  little  doubt  remain 
ing  as  to  the  nal  ure  of  the  case.  Sulphite  of  Soda  was  administered  internally  . 
alternating  with  doses  of  the  Free  Chlorine  Mixture.  The  entire  household 
was  also  put  upon  prophylactic  treatment  with  Sulphite  of  Sodium.  On  the 
30th,  the  disease  was  well  marked,  bur  from  this  date  the  fever  steadily  de 
dined  until  the  eighth  day.  at  which  time  the  patient  was  regarded  as  con 
valescent.  No  treatment  save  the  two  medicines  mentioned  was  used,  to 
gether  with  generous  nutrition.  The.  following  table  shows  the  ran  .if  e  <<\ 
temperature  during  the  case  :

No  other  case  of  this  disease  occurred  in  the  house  or  in  the  settlement 

The  case  of  Diphtheria  was  insidious  in  its  approach.  It  was  seen  first  on 
the.  28th  of  April,  ft  then  showed  the  usual  symptoms  of  a  severe  case  of 
ulcerated  sore  throat.  It  was  accompanied  however  with  great  debility.  On 
the  third  day  the  Diphtheritic  membrane  appeared  and  rapidly  spread  until 
the  tonsils  were  covered,  The  temperature  reached  1.04  5CF  but  did  not  at 
any  time  exceed  it.  Gargles  were  used  in  the  first  two  days,  but  as  soon  as 
the  constituional  disease  developed  itself,  reliance  was  placed  upon  the  anti- 
septic treatment  :  and  Sodium  Sulphite  and  the  Free  Chlorine  Mixture  were 
used,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  other  remedies.  No  local  applications  wen-  re 
sorted  to.  Generous  nourishment  was  freely  administered  and  the  disease 
ran  a  speedy  and  favorable  course.     No  other  case  occurred. 

The  past  Lent  term  lias  been  the  healthiest  known  in  the  history  of  the 
University.  Hut  thirty-eight  cases  have  occurred,  and  most  of  these  have 
confined  the  student  to  his  room  but  for  a  day.  The  usual  number  of  bruises 
.-prams.  Arc  .  have  occurred,  but  none  worthy  of  notice

Your  Committee  beg  to  add,  in  closing  this  Report,  that,  whilst  duly 
remembering  the  natural  health  fulness  of  the  situation  of  this  rjuiversity.

exemption  from  disease  and  long  continued  sickness  is  in  part  to  be  attributed 
to  the  medical  skill  and  faithful  care  of  our  Health  Officer,  and  we  do  hon- 
estly and  heartily  recommend  the  Statistical  Report  of  that  officer  as  tie- 
best  guarantee  presented,  in  this  respect,  for  the  favorable  consideration  of 
its  claims  to  the  patronage  of  parents  and  guardians.

Thursday,  August  1st. 
The   Board    assembled   at    nine  o'clock,  the  Chancellor   pre- 
siding. 

The  Minutes  of  yesterday's  session  were  read  and   approved. 

The  Secretary  presented  a  communication  from  Professor 
McCrady,  in  response  to  Resolution  No.  11,  passed  on  the  third 
day  of  the  session,  and  this  fhursday  evening  was  named  as 
the  time,  and  the  Philosophical  Hall  the  place,  for  the  first  of 
the  said  Professor's  lectures  before  the  Board. 

The  Secretary  read  a  communication   from  Professor  Shaller. 

The  Bishop  of  Western  Texas  presented  a  partial  Report  of 
the  Committee  on  Propositions  and  Grievances. 

The  Resolutions  were  adopted. 

PROPOSITIONS  AND  GRIEVANCES. 

The  Committee  on  Propositions  and  Grievances  beg  leave  to  Report  : 

That,  in  the  application  of  Professor  Caskie  Harrison  for  leave  of 
absence  in  consequence  of  the  failure  of  his  ;-jy--s.  the  Committee  recommend 
that  leave  be  granted  tor  such  lime  as  may  be  necessary,  "upon  condition 
that  he  arrange  f<>r  his  classes  in  such  manner  as  shall  best  meet  all  the 
intersts  involved 
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2.  That  he  be  allowed  one  Student-Tutor,  who,  in  return  for  his  work,  shall 
receive  his  tuition  free  of  charge 

Resolved  (14  .  That  the  request  of  Professor  Harrison,  for  leave  of  absence, 
be  granted  upon  the  terms  indicated. 

Resolved,  (15),  That  he  be  allowed  one  student  tutor,  who  shall  have  hi* 
tuition  free  of  charge.

Fhe  Board,  at  half-past  three  o'clock,  resumed  consideration 
►f  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee.  The  resolutions  ap- 
pended to  this  report  were  amended  and  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  Tlii;  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


'Idle  Committee' on  Finance,  beg  leave  to  report  : 

That  they  have  examined  most  thoroughly  and  carefully  the  various  ac- 
counts of  the  Treasurer,  submitted  to  them  with  his  report,  to- wit :  His 
General  Account  with  the  University,  Expense  Account,  Building  and  Im- 
provement Account ,  and  his  Special  Account  with  the  Hodgson  Librarv 
Building  and  Si  Luk.  's  Hall  All  these  accounts  are  made  up  to  July  20th, 
1878. 

They  have,  through  a  sub-committee,  inspected  and  compared  with  the 
statements  every  voucher,  and  tiud  tie m  all  correct,  save  the  last  item  in  St 
Cuke's  Hall  aceoum  for  fV>  paid  M.  Butler,  about  which  there  is  some  doubt, 
and   which  the  Treasurer    proposes  m  investigate  and  correct.     Some  ol 
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other  vouchers  were  informal,  in  lacking  the  certificate  of  the  Commissioner 
or  approval  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  before  payment,  but  were  otherwis< 
correct 

The  single  comment  your  Committee  would  make  upon  these  vouchers  is 
that  in  the  Expense  Account,  the  retail  prices  charged  for  many  articles  pur- 
chased are  rather  extravagant,  and  the  charges  of  the  railroad  at  this  place 
seem  unreasonable  t  i  your  Committee,  when  considered  in  connection  with 
the  aggregate  of  annua!  revenue  for  which  it  is  indebted  directly  or  in 
directly  to  t lej  I Iniversh y. 

Your  Committee  find  some  cause  for  gratification  in  the  increase  of 
revenue,  as  compared  with  last  year,  from  parish  and  individual  offerings, 
and  in  souu-  reduction  of  expenditures  from  the  previous  year  Oil  the  current 
expense  accounts  as  will  hereafter  appear;  but  the  heavy  excess  of  ex- 
penditures over  receipts,  largely  increasing  our  debt,  and  the  amount  of  that 
debt  imperatively  requiring  settlement,  if  the  University  is  to  exist  longer, 
will  not  allow  your  Commit  tee  even  the  opportunity  to  make  one  encouraging 
statement,  so  far  as  the  special  matters  within  their  province  are  concerned 
In  the  minds  afyour  Co  aim  it  tee  there  are  two  propositions  demanding  not 
only  the  earnest  consideration  but  the  immediate  action  of  this  Hoard. 
to- wit  :

We  must   hereafter    live     within  our  means. 
As  appears  by  the  Treasurer's  report  and  accompanying  schedules. 
the  receipts  of  the  University  last  year,  from  all  sources  (ex- 
cept on  account  of  the  Library  an  1  St.  Luke's  Hall)  were.  .    #1 }) .595.71 
The    expenditures    last    year  (includiug  the  special     funds    above

Excess  of  expenditures    over    receipts, &<;.<;:;s  jo 

Your  Committee  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  lengthen  this  report  by  going 
into  all  the  details  of  now  this  excess  occurred,  a-  over  two-thirds  of  it  pro- 
ceeded from  the  action  of  the  Board  itself  in  exceeding  the  estimates  made 
by  the  Finance  Committee  last  year;  and  as  to  the  greater  portion,  perhaps. 
of  the  remainder,  there  could  be  found  no  serious  ground  for  censure  until  a 
more  riir'td  and  definite  system  is  adopted.  For  example,  the  estimate  for 
interest  was  considerably  exceeded,  but  so  long  as  we  have  to  borrow  in 
bank  we  m List  pay  interest,  whatever  the  necessary  amount  may  be.  The 
resultiug  debt  from  the  excess  of  expenses  is,  however,  a  thing  accomplished, 
and  we  must  so  deal  with  it.

The 
item  of  interest  represents  onlv  the  balance  of  interest  for  the  pnsi  year 
against  us  The  amount  actually  paid  was  $2,419  75.  bui  we  <•<, licet,  d 
$22-1  S3  of  interest,  and  the  Treasurer  should  have  stated  this  on  both  sides 
id  the  account 

The  statement  of  assets  and  liabilities,  shows  nominal  assets.  $51  ,075-75 : 
liabilities,  $40,500.99.  Li  the  staiement  of  assets,  however,  are  included  the 
items  of  bonds,  coupon  and  endowment  notes  and  bills  receivable, 
aggregating  altogether  nearly  $39,000,  and  an  item  of  $7,407.  being 
almost  exclusively  old  dues  from  Students  for  many  years  past,  and  while  a 
considerable  portion  of  the  notes  are  believed  to  be  ultimately  good,  this 
Board  cannot  rely  upon  either  of  said  items  as  means  of  present  help  We 
have  cash  on  hand  and  in  bank,  $1,113.40  ;  ^iiu^  from  Students  pa-l  year. 
$5  8<>S  5  1.  and  debts  due   by  others,  as  per  schedule  L,  $1,901  IT. 

Hur.  on  the  other  hand,  w,-  are  due  to  Professors  and  Officers,  Stud.-;  r> 
and  boarding-houses,  in  round  numbers,  near  $3,900;  sundry  others,  creditors 
and  depositors,  some  $2,570  :  to  the  Hodgson  Library  and  St.  Luke's  Ha  I. 
about  $2,175,  (as  appears  from  schedule  B);  mortgage  debt  in  New  York, 
$10,000  ;  bills  payable.  $14,903.80.  of  which  over'  $12,000  is  in  bank,  subject 
to  renewal  at  sixty  .ir  ninety  days  The  remainder,  some  $13,000.  is  due 
from  us  to  special  fund-  of  our  own.  belonging  to  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment. 

It  is  proper  to  state  lnjre,  however,  that  upon  careful  investigation  of  tin 
above  statements,  your  Committee  find  they  do  not  make  a  complete  state 
ment  of  our  assets. 

We  have  called  upon  the  Treasurer  for  a  statement  of  past  due  rents,  and 
find  now  due  and  unpaid  the  sum  of  (as  per  schedule)  $3,934.0?  nearly  al 
of  this  is  considered  perfectly  solvent  and  good. 

We  have  in  Lnited  States  Bonds  $2,200,  proceeds  of  collections  by  Rev 
Mr  Van  Loose  in  Tennessee  last  year  :  also,  balance  of  said  fund  in  hands  <  I 
W.  B  Miller,  Diocesan  Treasurer  of  Tennessee,  yet  uncollected  notes  and 
two  t..wn  lots  in  Jackson  and  Lnion  City 

We  have  also  the  amount  secured  by  Lev.  Mr.  Van  lloose  the    pasi     year— 
ui  cash,  $451  ;  notes,  $2,502,  as  per  his  report   and  statement  filed  hen  wi 
from     which,    however,    is    to    be    deducted    the  allowance  tor  expenses  and 
compensation  for  Rev.  Mr.  Van  Loose,  made  by  the  Board. 

\  balance  of  $410,  on  subscription  list  to   Professor  McCradyV   salary,    also 
remains.     None  of  the  above  items,  amounting    to    some    $9 .000     a:  ;  ear    in 
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said  list,  and  in  this  connection  your  Committee  desire  to  call  attention  to  the 
importance  of  having  kept,  by  the  Treasurer,  in  a  suitable  book  (to  be  used 
for  that  purpose  alone)  a  full  schedule  of  all  bonds,  notes  and  money  obliga- 
tions of  every  description  belonging  to  the  University,  giving  full  descrip- 
tion of  each  ;  having  ample  space  to  each  claim  to  enter  remarks  ;  showing 
in  whose  hands  it  may  he  ;  report  as  to  its  value,  and  entry  of  payments. 

By  so  doing,  the  Board,  <>r  its  Committee,  can  always  examine  these  assets 
in  compact  form,  and  in  much  more  satisfactory  manner  than  they  have 
heretofore  been  enabled  to  do.  and  by  proper  inquiry  and  effort,  perhaps,  in 
another  year,  many  may  he  secured,  and  many  others  charged  to  profit 
and  loss,  thus  relieving  us  of  items  only  calculated  to  mislead  and  confuse  in 
investigation  of  our  financial  condition.      A  resolution  is  appended. 

Your  Committee  also  observe  live  different  accounts  upon  the  Treasurer's 
books  of  funds  subscribed  at  different  times  for  the  Theological  Department, 
They  all  belong  to  that  department,  and  should  be  one  fund,  and  kept  as  one 
account,  at  least,  simplifying  our  book  keeping  to  that  extent.  A  resolution 
is  appended. 

5four  Committee  have  called  the  attention  of  the  Treasurer  to  the  im- 
portance of  greater  diligence  and  promptness  in  the  collection  of  rents.  The 
balance  of  rent  due  is  much  larger  than  it  should  be. 

The  Treasurer  has  received  during  the  past  year,  on  account  of 
Hodgson  Library,  the  sum  of  $2,400,  and  expended  on  the 
same  account,  the  sum  of  $2,098.o2,  which,  with  $1(13.54 
to  debit  of  account  last  year $2,363.06 

Leaving  a  balance  to  credit  of  that  fund $137.94

Your  Committee  find,  however,  from  statement  received  on  request  from 
your  Commissioner  of  Buildings,  that  amounts  due  for  work  done  on  said 
hall,  and  work  contracted  to  be  done,  for  which  the  University  is  bound, 
will,  perhaps,  reach  $3000,  being  about  $1000  in  excess  of  the  fund  pro- 
vided 

It  must  lie  borne  in  mind,  that  in  any  estimate  of  assets,  either  for  pay- 
ment of  debts  or  as  sources  of  revenue  for  expenses  hereafter,  the  amount  oi 
$2,200  in  United  States  Binds  cannot  be  computed,  it  having  been  sub 
scribed  for  permanent  endowment.  So  likewise  as  to  the  funds  raised  the 
past  year  by  Rev.  Mr.  Van  Hoose.  of  which  the  amount  of  $950,  evidenced 
l>v  the  Refers  note,  transferred    tiv  Mrs,  M.  K.. femes,  was    given  for    the   pur 
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pose  of  founding  a  scholarship,  interest  to  be  used  in  adding  to  the  fund  tin 
til  it  reaches  the  sum  of  $4000.  The  remainder  of  said  funds  or  notes, 
procured  by  Mr.  Van  Hoose,  are  tor  permanent  endowment. 

Your  Committee  call  attention  t<»  the  importance  of  instructions  to  the 
Treasurer  as  to  the  management  of  these  securities  and  the  preservation  ol 
their  trust  character  when   collected. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  the  assets  immediately  available  (ex- 
cluding rents)  would  barely  more  than  suffice  to  cover  the  dues  to  Students. 
Professors  and  Officers,  and  to  boarding-houses,  and  small  balance  to  Hodgson 
Library.  We  take  these  assets  from  the  items  of  cash  on  hand  and  in  bank, 
the  dues  from  Students,  and  sundry  claims  due  from  parties  in  the  neighbor 
hood  of  the  University, and  also  include  the  $410  yet  due  on  the  subscription 
list    made  up  in  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  last,  year,  above  referred  to. 

Counting  as  unavailable,  for  the  present,  all  other  items  in 
the  list  of  assets,  the  debt  to  be  provided  for  consists 
of  bills  payable,  and  New    York   mortgage    debt,  say,    ..  $25,00(1 

Sundry   debts  to   various   persons  sav '-2,500 

Balance  due  St.  Luke's  Building  Fund,  say, 3,000 

Making  an  aggregate  of  over  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

It  is  a  problem  of  much  difficulty  to  determine  how  we  shall  provide  to 
bring  expenses  within  income  the  year  before  us,  and  we  cannot  look  to  in 
come  to  pay  any  part  of  this  dele  The  question  for  decision  is,  what  shall 

we  do  wit  h  it  ? 

Your  Committee  are  unable  to  surest  any  measure  of  relief  upon  which 
we  could  rely  with  any  reasonable  certainty,  save  the  issuance  of  bonds  and 
funding  the  debt,  upon  such  term<  and  with  such  time  to  run  as  may  seem 
best  to  the  Hoard,  after  due  consideration  of  the  proposition.  Resolutions  on 
this  subject  are    hereto    appended 

The  mortgage  debt  in  New  York  falls  due  on  the  first  of  October  next,  an 
extension  having  been  obtained  la>t  year  by  the  Treasurer,  and  the  interest 
reduced  from  ten  tonight  percent  Your  Committee  recommend  that  the 
Treasurer  be  empowered  to  get  further  extension,  and  append  a  resolution 
on  the  subject. 

Before  proceeding  to  a  consideration  of  the  important  matter  of  provision 
for  expenses  for  the  ensuing  vear,  your  Committee  call  attention  to  certain 
matters  presented  in  the  Treasurer's  report  requiring  notice. 

The  Treasurer  recommends  that  the  fiscal  year  close,  hereafter,  on  the 
30th  of. Line  instead  of  the  20th  of  -Lily,  and  your  Committee  recommend 
that  the  change  be  made,  and  append  a  resolution  to  that  effect. 

lie  also  calls  attention  to  the  possibilities  of  revenue  from  our  coal  mines 
and  the  importance  of  developing  the  same  This  matter  will,  doubtless,  re 
reive  thorough  consideration  at  the  hands  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings 
and  Lauds   but  your  Committee  cannot   refrain    from  earnest lv    urging   upon 
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the  Board  their  conviction  thai  no  mining  lease;,  whatever,  should  be  granted 
without  the  approval  of  the  Board  of   Trustees. 

Schedule  tv,  presented  with  the  Treasurer's  report,  contains  a  list  of 
beneficiaries,  showing,  nominally  a  loss  to  the  University  of  near  five 
thousand  dollars  the  past  year  in  tuition 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  no  loss  has  accrued  to  the  Institu- 
tion in  that  regard.  These  beneficiaries  as  they  are  informed,  have  been  re- 
ceived with  the  approval  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  and  very  few,  if  any,  of 
the  number  would  have  come  to  the  University  on  other  terms.  For  hoard 
and  other  necessaries,  the  parties  c  mcerned  have,  perhaps,  expended  from 
eight  to  ten  thousand  dollars  among  th-  boarding  houses  and  around  the 
University,  besides  other  advantages  which  are  patent,  when  the  parties  coir 
concerned  are  worthy  and  deserving. 

ViMir  Committee  bring  t<»  the  attention  of  th«  Board,  the  fact  thai  the 
amount  of  University  scrip  outstanding,  as  shown  by  the  Treasurer's  hooks 
and  reported  to  the  Board  in  July,  1876,  was  $75.20.  The  report  of  the 
Treasurer  to  the  last  meeting  showed  the  sum  of  $171  93  of  such  scrip  re 
deemed.  The  present  report  shows  th^  amount  of  $150.55  redeemed  the 
past  year,  making  the  amount  of  $2-17. oM)  over  and  above  the  amount  sup 
posed  to  have  been  outstanding. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  they  be  authorized    to    cancel   the    scrip 

redeemed 

A.  communication  from  Trinity  Parish,  Columbia,  was  received  by  the 
Treasurer,  aud  referred  by  him  to  the  Executive  Committee,  proposing  to 
compromise  a  debt  due  by  them  to  the  University,  by  b-md  amounting  to 
$1000.  They  propose  to  [jay  $200  in  cash,  giving  reasons  for  their  inability 
to  meet  the  whole.  Your  Committee  recommend  the  acceptance  of  the 
proposition,  and  present  a  resolution  on   the  subject. 

Your    Committee   believe   it    important    that  the  coupon  aud  endowment 

notes   due   the    i"niv.-t>ity   should     receive    the    careful    and    discreet    atten- 
tion of  the  Diocesan    treasurers,  and  append  a  resolution  or.  the  subject.

In  making  this  estimate,  your  Committee  have  discarded  all  doubtful 
sources  of  income,  and  rigidly  endeavored  to  present  such  figures  ouly  as 
they  believe  could  be  confidently  relied  on,  and  not  fall  into  the  error  so 
frequent,  heretofore,  of  basing  them  on  either  hop,-  or  faith,  though  we  have 
tull  measure  of  both  as  to  this  University.  We  hope  they  may  be  larger 
and  some,  perhaps  all  oS  the  Committee  believe  ihey  cau  be  made  larger.but 
we  present  the  estimate  as  a  matter  of  business  as  one,  we  believe,  can  be 
relied  on.

WITH  THE  HEBDOMADAL  HOARD. 

Tie' Special  Committee  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Hebdomadal  Board 
and  obtain  a  distinct  statement  of  the  terms  upon  which  they  will  conduct 
the  educational  interests  of  the  University  for  the  ensuing  year,  report  the 
following  statement,  or  Svliabus.as  the  agreement  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board 
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The  Hebdomadal  Board,  in  accepting  the  proposed  responsibility,  bImII 
have  full  charge  and  control  of  the  educational    interests   ol   the    University 

of  the  South,  under  the  organization  and  taws  of  the  same,  including  the 
power  to  raise,  funds  for  the  support  of  the  University,  and  to  associate  with 

themselves  any  person  or  persons  whose  assistance  and    co-operation    may  !>•■ 

desirable  for  its  development,  with  strict    regard  to    the   conservation    of  its 

present  relation  to  the  Church. 

We  accept  the  Tuition,  Matriculation  and  Medical  Fees,  and  out  of  these, 
undertake  to  provide  our  own  support,  subject  to  such  modifications  as  the 
stipulations  respecting  the  power  to   raise  money  may  occasion. 

In  the  Hebdomadal  Board  shall  be  vested  all  the  powers,  whatsoever, 
hitherto  delegated  to  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

The  organization  of  the  Grammar  School  as  well  as  that  ol  the  Under 
Graduate  Department,  shall   be  entrusted  solely   to   the   Hebdomadal    Board, 

as  the  essential  condition  of  economical  management 

The  Hebdomadal  Board  shall  be  relieved  of  the  support  of  the  Theologi- 
cal Professors,  and  also  of  the  Treasurer  and  Commissioner  of  Buildings 
and  Lands. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  from  among  the  members  of   the  Hebdomadal  Board. 

Resolved,  By  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  that  the  Board  of  Trustees,  in  view 
of  the  financial  necessities  of  the  situation,  lie  requested  to  re-organize 
and  constitute  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  and  then  to  let  that  Hebdomadal 
Board  answer  the  question  as  to  the  time  at  which  the  plan,  as  proposed, 
shall  go  into  effect. 

In  the  above  arrangement  agreed  upon  between  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  it  is  not  intended  by  either  party  thereto  that 
the  organic  law  of  the  corporation  shall  be  in  any  respect  overturned.  It  is 
not  intended  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  abdicate  the  authority  and 
supervision  committed  to  them  by  the  Church,  and  its  Charter  ;  but,  it  being 
evident  that   the  Board  are  not  able   to  provide  and  guarantee  the  necessary

stitution, and  to  such  other  resources  as  are  open  to  them  under  the  terms 
of  the  Syllabus,  for  their  remuneration  for  the  ensu'lDg  year,  further 
agreeing  to  take  no  action,  whatever,  affecting  in  anywise  the  organic  law, 
or  affecting  the  interests  of  the  Institution,  without  the  consent  ,,f  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  of  the  Hoard  of  Trustees,  which  they  specially  request 
to  be  continued  for  purposes  of  conference  and  advice  during  the  ensuing 
year. 

It  is  further  agreed  by  the  Hebdomadal  Hoard  that  they  will  afford  in-

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the-  University  of  the  Smith. 

The  undersigned  bee;  to  present  the  following  considerations  : 

1.  There  were  but  two  problems  to  be  solved  in  connection  with  the  finan- 
ces of  the  University ,  viz  :  Some  provision  for  the  funding  of  the  present 
debt,  which  is  done  by  the  issuance  of  bonds,  with  a  dedication  of  the  income 

from  rents  to  meet  interest  and  provide  a  sinking  fund. 

3.  The.  bringing  the  future  expenses  of  the  University  within  its  income, 
which  could  easily  be  done  by  the  agreed  transfer  of  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment from  the  shoulders  of  the  University,  thus  relieving  it  to  the  extent  of 
$3600  .  then  a  consolidation  of  the  offices  of  Treasurer  and  Commissioner  of 
Buildings  ami  Lands,  thus  saving  another  thousand:  leaving  the  office  of 
Vice-Chancellor  vacant,  saving  two  thousand  more-  -making  together  a  total 
saving  of  $G(>00.  This  saving  would  bring  the  expenses  clearly  within  the 
income,  and  the  Universitj'  would  go  on  prospering  and  to  prosper.  W  here 
as,  if  the  changes  which  are  proposed  shall  be  carried  into  effect,  it  will  b. 
regarded  by  the  whole  country  as  an  abandonment  of  the  plan  of  the  1  niver 
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sity,  and  be  considered  — as  to  a  iarge  extent  it  will  b< — a  private  institution. 
severed  from  the  sympathy  and  support  which  has  so  wonderfully  sustained 
it,  in  the  past. 

Tin- bringing  of  the.  expenses  within  the  income,  would  be  as  effectually 
done  by  the  Faculty  consenting  to  content  themselves  with  tin-  revenues  de 

rived  !r the  school  proper,    and  without  the  shock  sure  to  follow  so  great 

h  change  as  turning  over  or  leasing  the  Institution  to  the  teachers  to  make 
what  t  hey  ran   out  oi  it. 

i!  The  damage  to  result  from  this  sudden  upheaval,  in  a  financial  point  ol 
view,  deserves  very  serious  consideration.  Our  hank  indebtedness  (some  ol 
it  due  to-day)  is  requiring  renewal,  and  will,  in  <>ur  judgment,  press  much 
more  heavily  under  the  proposed  order  of  things  ;  and  if  this  debt,  due  to-day, 
and  the  reduction  of  one  third  promised  the  Fourth  National  Bank,  to  which 
we  are  indented  in  the  sum  of  $!),<>()(),  is  not  paid  on  the  loth,  as  pledged, 
there  is  great  danger  that  we  shall  be  sued  to  the  first  court  for  the  whole 
$9,000,  and  our  credit  he  ruined.  .Months  ago  the  Cashier  called  upon  one 
of  the  undersigned,  and  wrote  to  the  Treasurer  a  most  threatening  communi- 
cation on    the   subject   of   our  debt. 

If  then  the  Board  still  deem  it  best  to  make  the  change,  the  scheme  should 
not  he  put  iii  forre  before  the  close  of  the  Trinity  term,  by  which  time  all 
the  parties  to  be  aifecied  by  it  will  have  time  to  adjust  themselves  to  the

Resolved,  (79)  Thar  a  committee,  consisting  of  two  Bishops,  two  Pres- 
byters and  two  Laymen,  he  appointed  to  announce  to  the  Church  the  organ- 
ization of  the  Theological  School  of  the  University  of  the  South,  its  plan  of 
organization,  and  to  make  an  earnest  appeal  to  the   Church  a1  large- to   rally 

to  its  support. 

The  ( 'hair  appointed  as  such  committee  the  Bishops  of  Flo- 
rida and  Arkansas,  the  Rev.  Drs.  Porter  and  Patterson  and 
Messrs.  Thompson  and  Whittle.  On  motion,  the  Chancellor 
wastidded  as  Chairman  of  the  same,  together  with  the  Profes- 
sors in  the  Theological  Department. 

Mr.  McNeal  presented  report  of  Committee  on  Legal  Powers 
of  the  Hoard.  The  resolutions  accompanying  the  same  were 
adopted. 
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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  LEGAL  POWERS 
OF  THE  BOARD. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  : 

The    undersigned,    a   Special    Committee,    heretofore   appointed    by    this 
Board,  and  continued  at  the  last  meeting,  respectfully  report, 

That  they  have  investigated,  with  great  care,  the  whole  subject  of  our 
police  and  municipal  powers  and  our  policy  as  to  leases,  and  see  no  reason 
to  change  in  any  respect  their  report  on  this  subject  made  to  the  last  meet- 
ing. They  have  prepared  a  form  of  lease  as  directed  by  the  Board,  and 
will  furnish  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands  with  a  c©py  of  the 
same  for  his  direction  and  guidauce.  Y<  ur  Committee  consider  this  whole 
subject  a  most  important  one,  ami  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  resolu- 
tions attached  to  this  report,  by  the  Board,  in  relation  thereto. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  hereafter,  in  the  granting  of  leases, 
such  tenants  only  should  be  secured  as  may  be  in  sympathy  with  the  Insti- 
tution and  its  purposes,  so  as  to  have,  as  far  as  possible,  a  homogeneous  and 
faithful  population  upon  the  domain. 

They  recommend  further,  that  in  all  cases  of  transfer  or  sub  letting,  the 
sub-lessee  be  required  to  enter  into  the  new  contract  provided. 

Resolved,  (SO)  That  Rev.  Telfair  Hodgson,  p  d  and  Dr.  .John  B.  Elliott,  in 
conjunction  with  the,  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands,  be  appointed  a 
Committee  ou  Leases,  and  that  no  lease  be  granted  without  the  application 
being  passed  on  by  said  Committee. 

Resolved,  (81)  That  no  mining  leas",  whatever,  be  granted  without  the 
consent  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 

Resolved,  (82)  That  the  Rev  Telfair  Hodgson,  D.D.,  in  addition  to  the  office 
to  which  he  has  been  elected,  is  hereby  appointed  General  Financial  Com- 
missioner <>f  the  University,  and  as  such,  that  he  take  general  direction  of 
all  the  property  and  assets  of  the  University  ;  and  to  aid  him  in  his  duties, 
the  Treasurer  and  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands  are  required  to 
render  ail  such  assistance  as  the  Rev.  Ur.  Hodgson  may  call  tor  from  them 
it  being  understood,  at  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Hodgson  himself,  that  his  salary 
is  to  be  the  use  of  a  house  for  a  residence.

The  Board  met  at  nine  o'clock,  the  Chancellor  presiding.

Resolved,  (86)  That  all  sums  sent  to.  or  heretofore  deposited  with  the 
Treasurer  on  account  of  Students,  not  heretofore  ordered  to  be  paid  over  to 
the  Chairman  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  be  paid  out  by  him  as  directed  by 
the  depositor,  or  returned  to  the  depositor,  with  notice  of  reason  therefor. 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  has  authorized  the  issuance  of  bonds  to  the  amount 
of  ($o0,000)  thirty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  secured  by  mortgage  upon  the 
domain  and  other  real  estate  of  the  University,  and  has  appointed  the-  Rev. 
Dr.  Hodgson,  Hon.  Jacob  Thompson  and  Albert  T.  McNeal,  Esq.,  to  receive 
said  mortgage  and  to  negotiate  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  therefore, 

Resolved,  (87)  That  each,  or  all  of  said  Trustees,  should  they,  or  either  of 
them  desire  so  to  do,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  purchase,  in  their 
own  right,  any  or  all  of  said  bonds,  provided  they  purchase  the  same  at 
their  full  par  value. 

Resolved,  (88)  That  the  Treasurer,  under  the  direction  of  the  Rev.  Dr 
Hodgson,  be,  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  sell  the  Memphis  and  Charleston 
Railroad  bond  belonging  to  this  University,  and  to  invest  the  proceeds  of 
same,  together  with  any  money  for  permanent  fund  which  may  be  in  the 
hands  of  Wiley  B.  Miller,  Km,  ,  in  the  mortgage  bonds  provided  to  he  sold 
by  Messrs.  Hodgson,  Thompson  and  McNeal,  as  Trustees. 

Resolved,  (89)  That  the  General  Commissioner  cause  proper  inquiry  to  lie 
mad-  as  to  the  status  and  value  of  the  lands  belonging  to  this  University,  or  in 
which  this  University  is  interested,  in  Louisiana,  Mississippi  and  elsewhere 
other  than  the  University  domain,  and  should  it    he  thought  best  hv  him  and 
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the  Executive  Committee  that  the  same,  or  any  portion  of  the  same,  be  sold, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Hodgson  proceed  to  sell  the  portion  or  portions  so  determined 
upon  and  selected  for  sale.

Resolved,  (94)  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  hereby  respectfully  suggests  to 
the  Alumni  Association  that  it  immediately  take  steps  to  endow  a  chair  in 
this  University. 

Resolved,  (95)  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  requests  the  Alumni  Association 
to  form  a  Committee,  by  which  communication  may.  from  time  to  time,  be 
had  with  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Resolved.  (96)  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  communicate  these  reso- 
lutions to  the  respective  bodies   named 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Arkansas,  it  was 

Resolved,  (97)  That  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  in  Divinity  be.  and  i-  hereby 
conferred,  c<nt.s,r  honoris,  upon  the  Rev.  Frank  B.  Gilbert,  Rector  of  St. 
John's  Church,  Fort  Smith.  Arkansas 

After  devotions  by  the  Chancellor,  the  Board  adjourned  sine 
die.

Gentlemen  and  Friends  ok  the  Board  of  Trustees 

Another  revolution  of  the  eun  brings  us  once  more  face  to  fare,  and,  I 
trust,  heart  to  heart  also,  for  the  work  that  is  before  us.  Let  it  not  be  set 
down  as  mere  "common  place,"  if  I  say  that  we  arc  glad  to  nee  you. 

Our  closing  year  has  been  marked  by  nothing  either  strange  or  eventful 
To  our  little  community,  isolated  as  we  are  by  our  mountain  height,  there 
comes,  as  to  the  great  world  below  and  around  us,  a  chequered  life  of  joys 
and  regrets.  In  the  completion  of  our  beautiful  and  well  arranged  Library, 
and  in  the  nearly  finished  condition  of  St.  Luke's  Hall,  wo  present  you 
with  a  testimony  of  no  unsubstantial  character,  tha'  our  progress,  if  nor 
commensurate  with  our  desires,  is  still  onward  and  upward.  In  the  steady 
enforcement  of  a  well  devised  discipline  ;  in  a  more  than  uMia!  attention  to 
study  ;  in  a  term  of  twenty  weeks  unbroken  by  disorder  of  any  kind;  in  a 
constantly  increasing  number  of  graduates  in  our  several  schools;  and  ir 
the  fact  that  four  young  men,  after  a  most  rigid  and  extended  examination, 
are  thought  worthy  to  receive  the  Master's  Degree  —  in  all  this  may  he 
seen  a  gratifying  evidence  that  our  labors  are  not  in  vain  ;  nay,  that  our 
success  may  well  be  to  us  a  matter  of  thankfulness  and  rejoicing 

But,  as  there,  are  few  skies  without  a  cloud,  and  no  enterprise,  however 
deserving,  without  its  occasional  discouragements,  so  have  wo.  not  wit  hstand 
ing  our  measure  of  success,  cause  to  lament  the  continued  pressure  of  the 
times,  and  our  consequent  inability  to  till  no  the  measure  of  our  desires  for 
the  advancement  of  our  work  Added  to  this  serious  and  long  felt  check  to 
our  progress,  there  is  now  about  to  be  laid  up  in  us  the  further  trial  of  losing 
from  amongst  us  one*  who  is  justly  endeared  to  us  all  :  and  under  whose 
superintending  and  directing  care  our  University  has,  for  ten  vears,  gone  on 
with  unexpected,  if  not  unequaJed  success  Our  beloved  Vice-Chancellor. 
who  is  soon  to  leave  us.  will  hoar  with  him,  1  am  sure,  the  affection  and 
esteem  of  all  his  associates  and  fellow  laborers  .  and  will  be  followed  bv  the 
Ood-spced  of  everyone  who  has  witnessed  his  untiring  devotion  to  the  in 
terests  of  this   (]  niversity. 

If  now,  from  our  elevated  position,  we  look  down  on  the  world  below,  we 
shall  see  a  like  mosaic  of  good  and  evil,  of  advance  and  'id-line,  in  the  con- 
dition of  our  country.  Buried  as  we  are  m  our  books,  and  "far  from  the 
mad'ning  crowd's  ignoble  strife,''  we  can  smile  who  comp'acencv  on  the 
turmoil  of  a  bustling   world,  and  look  with    both  wonder  and  pity  on  the  in 
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trigues  of  politicians,  and  the  wordy  warfare,  of  contending  factions.  On  the 
one  hand,  we  see  our  people,  once  more  united  among  themselves,  and  at 
peace  with  all  the  world  ;  the  cornucopia  of  earth's  best  blessings  emptying 
itself  on  every  quarter  of  our  land,  and  "filling  every  heart  with  food  and 
gladness;"  we  see  our  exports  far  in  excess  of  what,  we  receive  from  all 
other  nations  of  the  earth;  and  th*e  products  of  our  soil  more  than  sufficient 
for  the  wants  of  our  people  ,  whilst  the  cry  of  starvation  and  death  and  en- 
forced cannabalism  comes  to  us  from  the  crowded  millions  ^i'  the  old  world. 
In  view  of  such  distinguishing  prosperity,  may  we  not  thankfully  take,  to 
ourselves  the  words  of  the  Psalmist  :  "The  Lord  hath  not  dealt  so  with  any 
nation." 

But  what,  on  the  other  hand,  are  we  compelled  to  acknowledge  as  no  un- 
faithful picture  of  the.  moral,  social,  and  political  condition  of  our  people*.' 
Would  it  be  a  contravention  of  cither  truth  or  a  sober  and  thoughtful 
patriotism,  were  I  to  say  that  as  a  people,  we  are  becoming  insensible  to  our 
superabounding  blessings,  uufaithful  to  our  political  trusts,  ready  to  adopt 
any  heresy  of  the  day,  and,  as  a  necessary  consequence,  prepaiing,  at  no 
distant  period,  to  re-enact  the  gigantic  tragedy  ol  the  Decline  and  Fall  of 
a  nation,  once  more  rich  and  powerful  than  our  own'? 

Is  it  asked  in  what  lies  this  unfaithfulness  to  our  best  interests,  and  this 
blindness  to  coming  danger?  See  it  in  the  mad  hurry  of  our  men  of  busi- 
ness; in  an  insane  and  universal  spirit  of  speculation;  and  an  insatiable 
greed  for  riches  in  every  rank  and  occupation  in  life.  See  it  in  the  rapid  in- 
crease of  murder  and  violence,  and  in  defalcations  and  embezzlements  without 
number.  See  it  in  the  alarming  and  wideiy-spreadiug  antagonism  of  labor  and 
capital  ;  in  the  army  of  tramps,  scattered  now  along  our  roadsides,  but 
ready,  at  a  concerted  sigDal.  to  combine  for  the  overthrow  of  law,  the 
destruction  of  vested  rights,  and  the  despoiling  of  everyone  who  dares  either 
to  inherit  wealth  or  enjoy  it  as  the  reward  of  his  own  labors.  See  it  again, 
in  the  corruption  of  the  ballot-box,  in  the  bribery  of  witnesses,  the  trickery 
of  politicians,  and  the  unblushing  libertinism  of  our  nation's  Capital.  See 
it  in  the  "strikes"  that,  but  yesterday,  and  in  the  very  heart  of  our  country, 
not  only  put  a  stop  to  the  factory  and  the  forge,  but  drove  the  honest  la- 
borer from  his  work,  broke  up  the  highways  of  commerce  and  travel,  and 
made  our  people  stand  in  fearful  expectancy  of  that  watchword  of  the  Com 
munist,  "Liberty,  Fraternity  and  Equality,"  which  are  but  milder  terms  for 
Pillage,  Ravishment  and  Death.  See  it  in  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
Rome's  most  ignorant  and  bigoted  followers  yearly  spawned  upon  our  shores. 
See  it  in  the  wily  aits  of  her  Jesuits  to  gain  the  ear  of  our  politicians.  See 
it  in  the  favor  already  shown  to  them  by  timid  legislators.  See  it  (alas  that 
I  am  constrained  to  add!)  in  the  alarming  and  persevering  advances  made 
by  some  of  our  clergy  in  aping  the  sensual  and  superfluous  Pitual  of  an  an 
ti-Catholic  Church,  and  in  their  venturous  approaches  towards  her  unques 
tionable  idolatry.  See  it  again,  in  the  frequent  repudiation  of  lawful  con- 
tracts, in  the  consequent  destruction  of  confidence  in  commercial  life,  and 
the  alarming  growth  of  the  socialistic  spirit  which  lias  its  root  in  the  darkest 
corner  of  the  unrenewed  heart,  which  put  forth  its  buddings  in  the    days    of 
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Watt  Tyler,  and  for  our    warnirjg,  bore  its  ripened  fruit  in  the  blood-washed 
streets  of  Paris. 

Let  us  next  glance  at  the  present  state  of  society,  or,  in  other  words,  the 
prevailing  manners  of  the  day  If  in  any  one  thing  the  social  condition  of  a 
people  may  most  confidently  be  set  down  either  for  good  or  for  evil,  it  is  in  the 
character  of  their  women,  and  in  the  habitual  intercourse  of  the  sexes 
That  intercourse,  when  conducted  with  becoming  purity,  and  a  deferential 
regard  to  the  relations  and  positions  of  each,  is  the  great  sweetener  of  life. 
and  should,  therfore,  be  guarded  with  more  than  vestal  watchfuluess.  But 
it  requires  no  microscopic  eve  r.o  see,  in  some  quarters,  a  degeneratiLg  ten- 
dency in  this  respect.  Without  summoning  before  you  such  finished  ex- 
amples as  what  is  called  the  "'girl  of  the  period,"  or  the  "  boy  of  the  incipi- 
ent mustache,"  let  us  ask  ourselves  if  in  the  fashionable  dances  of  the  day 
there  is  no  temptation  to  evil,  nothing  bordering  on  indecent  freedom  ;  and 
if,  in  the  unrestrained  intercourse  of  the  young,  there  is  not  sometimes  too 
much  of  the  "free  and  easy,"  the  "give  and  take,"  the  provoking  banter,  the 
aggressive  remark  with  sharp  rejoinder — in  a  word,  the  "rough  and  tumble'' 
of  attack  and  repulse — a  game  that  smacks  of  the  camp  as  much  as  of  the 
parlor.  How  much  to  be  preferred  is  that  delicate  refinement  of  manner 
which  is  ever  mindful  of  time  and  place,  and  which,  by  respecting  itself,  ex 
acts  a  like  tribute  from  others;  a  refinement  which  may,  with  truth,  be 
called  "the  outward  and  visible  sign  of  an  inward  and  spiritual  grace,"  de- 
rived from  a  far  higher  source  than  the  lessons  of  a  dancing  master,  the 
elaborate  code  of  a  Chesterfield,  or  the  stately  example  of  a  Sir  Charles 
Grandison.  This  polish  of  heart  reflects  its  brightness  on  every  circle 
which  it  enters  ;  and  like  the  solar  ray.  absorbs  what  is  good  in  others  merely 
to  return  it  in  increased  purity,  and  with  the  refreshing  influence  of  the 
rain  and  the  dew.  It  was  this  refinement  of  soul  that  entitled  our  great  grand 
mothers,  starched  and  formal  though  they  may  have  been,  to  be  addressed  as 
"Lady  A"  or  "Madam  l>."  instead  of  the  familiar,  ambiguous,  and  now  a  days 
title  of  "Mistress  So-and-so."  And  it  was  that  same  high  toned,  self-respect- 
ing spirit  that  in  times  past  won  for  so  many  of  our  fathers  that "fjrand  old 
n ame  of  Gen T L K M an . " 

After  glancing  at  that  picture,  now  look  at  this.  See  a  female  band,  whom 
we  blush  to  acknowledge  as  our  country-women,  traversing  the  land  as  pub 
lie  lecturers  ;  crowding  the  halls  and  lobbies  of  Congress  ;  vociferously  de 
manding  the  right,  of  suffrage;  claiming  equality,  in  every  way,  with  the 
other  sex  ;  mounting  the  political  rostrum,  and  even  usurping  the  pulpit 
for  the  publication  of  their  blasphemies  Not  without  justice  have  these 
disgracers  of  their  sex  been  styled  a  "Shrieking  Sisterhood"— for  they  seem 
to  be  combined  for  the  purpose  of  crying  down  those  well  admitted  distinc 
turns  of  social  life  which,  after  long  years  of  servitude  and  neglect,  have 
given  to  woman  the  right  to  reign  in  the  affections  of  the  ruder  sex,  1>  it  noi 
to  mingle  in  their  politics,  or  to  legislate  for  their  benefit  Where  the  un 
seemly  ambition  of  theses  viragos  is  to  stop  no  one  can  tell  Who  need  be 
surprise!  at,  one  day.  seeing  them  foremost  in  the  innocent  enj  lyment  of 
climbing   a   Maypole,  or    head inir  a  charge  of  cavalry      If  ever  this    unfenti 
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nine  madness  should  meet,  with  the  least    toleration    on    our    Southern    soil, 
farewell,  a  long  farewell  to  the  purity  and  sanctity  of  our  social  life. 

If  we  turn  now  from  this  disgusting  spectacle  to  look,  at  the  religious 
belief  of  the  day,  we  see,  and  not  with<>u  fear,  a  growing  tendency  to 
Atheism,  Rationalism  and  Scepticism  in  their  various  forms.  The  good  old 
Scriptural  belief  in  God  the  Father,  (rod  the  Son,  Cod  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  in 
a  Providence  divinely  directing  this  world  ot  ours  is  now  expected  to  give 
place  to  a  more  modern  and  more  rational  creed.  "  We  believe..1'  say  these  po- 
litical economists  and  would  be  spiritual  reformers,'' we  believe  in  Lucretius,  in 
Jeremy  Bentham,  and  in  .John  Stuart  Mill.  We  bow  to  nothing  but  the 
omnipotence  of  Reason.  We  believe  in  progress  and  civilization.  We  be- 
lieve in  the  will  of  the  majority,  and  that  the  voice  of  the  people  should 
be  the  voice  of  (iod.  We  believe  that  government  was  intenued  for  the 
material  good  "fa  people  only.  We  believe  in  evolution,  in  natural 
selection,  in  a  school  without  a  Bible,  in  a  self  made  world,  and  in  a  universe 
able  to  take  care  of  itself.  But,  above  all  and  before  all,  we  believe,  if  we 
believe  at  all,  in  the  truth  of  our  own  theories."  Alas,  how  vain  is  it  to  ex- 
pect that,  in  this  day  of  spiritual  enlightenment,  any  state,  or  society  can 
long  exist  or  prosper  that  thus  thrusts  the  world's  Governor  from  His  throne 
in  order  to  make  way  for  its  own  puny  inventions.  Is  our  country  to  give 
no  heed  to  the  warning  voice  of  the  past'.'  Are  we  to  repeat  to  Coming  ages 
the  lesson  no  be  learned  from  prostrate  Rome'.'  Whence  came  the  wonderful 
overthrow  of  that  colossal  Empire '.'  Not  from  the  sword  of  Brennus  or  of 
Attila,  but  from  her  own  corruption,  her  wraith,  her  extravagance,  her  civil 
wars,  her  rival  factious,  her  widespread  domain,  and  the  large  admission  of 
foreign  elements  into  her  population.  As  her  rod  of  empire  was  extended,  first 
over  one  people  aud  then  another,  her  adopted  citizens  came  to  outnumber  her 
native-born  sons,  until  the  grandeur  of  her  first  dominion,  compared  by  the 
Prophet  Daniel  to  an  image  whose  "head  and  breasts  were  of  fine  gold  and 
silver,"  terminated,  like  the  feet  oi  that,  same  image,  in  a  debased  mixture  of 
iron  and  clay.  Is  there  here  no  resemblance  to  the  condition  of  our  coun- 
try, and  to  the  times  in  which  we  live  v  God  grant  that  our  statesmen  may 
take  warning  ere  it  be  too  late  ' 

Another  attempted  change  in  the  religious  belief  of  our  people  is  one 
which  reminds  us  somewhat  of  the  Temptation  in  Eden  ;  when,  in  direct 
contradiction  to  the  threatened  death  of  the  offender,  the  serpent  said  to 
our  first  mother,  "Thou  shalt  not  surely  die."  For  tin-  last  three  centuries 
the  creed  of  the  Church  has  been  disfigured  by  an  admixture  of  the  grim 
theology  of  Augustine  and  Calvin.  Now  it  is  being  made  attractive  by  th" 
more  inviting  doctrine  of  Universal  Salvation,  or,  as  it  has  sentimencalij  been 
called,  "Eternal  Hope'  From  tin;  beliel  that  the  door  of  Heaven  is  open 
only  to  a  select  few.  the  minds  oi  many  religionists  are  swinging  round  to 
the  theory  of  No  Hell,  No  Devil,  No  Judgment  Day,  No  Hereafter  Oh,  if  we 
could  onlv  bring  ourselves  to  disbelieve  the  reasonable  and  Scriptural  truths 
taught  us  in  the  nursery,  in  the  catechism  and  in  the  Church,  how  heartily 
would  vve  wish,  for  the  sake  of  these  self-deceivers,  that  their  manufactured 
faith  might  h,  true.      With  regard  to   these   and    other   debated   questions  of 
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the  day,  let  it(be  understood  that  we  would  not  silence  [them  if  we  could. 
A  spirit  of  earnest  inquiry  is  ever  to  be  hailed  as  a  legitimate  and  ready  path, 
way  to  knowledge.  The  sharpest  contention  of  opposing  theories  is  better  than 
mental  stagnation.  The  indolent  lazzarroni,  an  they  bask  in  an  Italian  sun, 
receive  with  unquestioning  faith  the  legends  of  their  priests.  We  glory  in 
a  Reformed,  or  rather  Catholic  Faith,  which  shrinks  from  no  scrutiny,  and 
fears  not  the  probe  of  Reason,  however  deeply  it  may  penetrate.  Let  men 
contend  in  argument,  if  they  will,  over  the  whole  field  of  nature  and  Revela- 
tion. During  the  stormy  strife  a  few  unstable  souls  may  be  "carried  away  by 
some  wind  of  doctrine,"  but  the  many  will  stand  more  firm  in  the  faith  ; 
the  atmosphere  of  doubt  will  be  cleared  of  its  mists,  and  the  bright  shining 
of  Truth  come  in,  as  the  sun  after  the  rain. 

Now,  what  lessons  are  we  to  learn  from  this  array  of  evils  set  before  us? 
[  need  not  recapitulate  them,  nor  exaggerate  the  danger  with  which  they 
threaten  us.  Although  the  cloud  in  our  horizon  may,  at  this  moment,  seem 
no  bigger  than  a  man's  hand,  the  day  may  not  be  distant  when,  with 
gathered  forces,  it  shall  break  upon  the  land,  as  the  rushing  tempest,  sparing 
nothing  in  its  path.  If  our  people  do  not  soon  awake  to  these  daily  increas- 
ing dangers,  a  cry,  like  that  ot  old,  'The  Ark  of  (rod  is  taken  !"  may  arouse 
them,  when  too  late,  to  see  all  law  and  order  trampled  under  the  foot  of  the 
mob,  and  life,  liberty  and  property  lying  at  the  mercy  of  a  viperous  brood  of 
atheists  and  aliens,  whom  we.  have  too  incautiously  welcomed,  and  suicidally 
cherished. 

Now  if  a  remedy  is  *o  be  found  for  these  various  evils,  social,  religious  and 
political,  it  must  be  in  the  general  practice  of  economy  and  frugality — in  an 
increased  interest,  on  the  part  of  the  more  intelligent  and  wealthy,  in  the  wel- 
fare and  improvement  of  the  poor  and  the  ignorant  within  their  reach;  in 
the  exhibition  of  a  becoming  sympathy  in  their  distresses,  and  in  teaching 
them  how  to  help  themselves.  It  must  be  in  a  more  general  and  earnest 
preaching  of  the  Cross,  and  a  more  careful  training  of  the  ynuni;.  The 
good  old  fashion  of  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  in  the  family  must  be 
heard  again  in  every  house.  The  public  catechising  in  the  Church  which 
the  Sunday  School  has  virtually  set  aside,  must  be  restored  to  its  primitive 
rights.  The  Scriptures  must  be  more  generally  studied  and  circulated  ;  and 
the  poor  taught  and  encouraged  to  read  them.  The  educated  and  intelligent 
should  help  to  provide  schools  for  the  instruction  of  the  laboring  classes  ; 
and  by  occassionlly  visiting  these  schools,  show  a  lively  interest  in  their  ad- 
vancement. Thus  the  children  of  the  poor,  though  not  taught  directly  by 
the  mouths  of  their  more  favored  neighbors,  will  learn,  from  such  sympathy 
and  association,  to  lift  themselves  into  a  higher  and  purer  life, 

"  As  the  stained  web,  that  whitens  in  the  sun, 
(Jrows  pure  by  being  purely  shone  upon." 

And,  finally,  wherever  it  can  be  done,  let  such  schools  as  this,  wherein 
Christ  and  his  Church  are  fearlessly  taught,  be  fostered  and  endowed  by  all 
who  truly  love  their  country  and  would  write  their  names  among  the  bene 
factors  of  the  generations  yet  to  come.  Blessed  be  (to,!,  that  among  the 
many  purely  secular  schools  of  the  day.  there  is  even  one  such  as  <>ur  own— 
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a  school  which  dares  to  be  so  singular,  so  behind  the  times  as  to  observe 
daily  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,  a  weekly  Communion,  a  quarterly  Con- 
firmation, a  due  observance  of  holy  days,  and  tri-weekly  instruction  in  the 
Creed  and  the  Sacraments,  and  the  divine  nature  of  the  Church. 

God  grant  that  the  present  small  number  of  such  schools  may  increase  and 
multiply  beyond  our  hope.  But,  if  the  rising  tide  of  Infidelity  is  to  sweep  all 
others  into  its  vortex,  and  the  would-be  reformers  of  our  Creed  succeed  in 
introducing  a  new  and  more  palatable  Gospel,  we  will  glory  in  our  solitary 
eminence,  and  bequeath  to  coming  ages  another  example  of 

"ATHANASIUS    AGAINST   THE    WOULD."

Dr.  Elliott,  at  the  request  of  Dr.  Wilmer,  Chair- 
man of  the  Special  Committee  on  the  subject  of 
William  and  Mary  College,  read  the  following  Re- 
port from  that  committee  :

Mr.  McXeal  presented  and  read  the  Report  of  the 
Trustees  on  the  subject  ol  the  Bonds  ordered  to  be  is- 
sued by  the  Hoard  at  its  meeting  last  year,  as  follows  : 

REPORT. 

To  the  Board  of   Trustees  of  the   University  of  the  South  . 

At   your  last  meeting,  on  the  1  st  of  August.    1878.  the  follow 
ing  action  was  taken  : 

Resolved  (20),  That  the  Treasurer,  under  the  direction  of  the  Rev.  Tel- 
fair Hodgson  and  Messrs/Jacob  Thompson  and  Albert  T.  McXeal,  shall 
cause  to  he  prepared  coupon  bonds  to  the  amount  of  £30,000,  to  become 
due  in  not  le.s>  than  twenty  years;  to  hear  not  more  than  seven  per  cent. 
interest  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually  at  such  place  or  place-,  as  the 
Trustees  hereinafter  named  may  determine,  who  -hall  also  determine  the 
amount  of  each  bond. 

Resolved  (21),  That  to  secure  the  interest  and  principal  of  said  bonds, 
the  Treasurer,  under  the  direction  of  Messrs.  Hodgson,  Thompson,  and 
McNeal,  also   cause  to   he   prepared    .1    proper  mortgage   upon    the   domain 
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and  upon  all  the  real  estate  of  the  University  of  the  South,  including  a 
pledge  of  all  the  rents  derived  from  the  University  domain  from  the  date 
of  the  sale  of  the  bonds,  or  any  of  them,  to  pay  the  interest  and  provide 
a  sinking  fund  to  pay  the  principal  of  all  said  bonds,  as  the  same  may  be- 
come due;  the  mortgage  to  be  signed  by  the  Chancellor  of  the  University 
and  also  by  the  Treasurer,  with  the  seal  of  the  University  attached;  the 
bonds,  by  the  Chancellor  and  Treasurer,  with  the  seal  of  the  University 
attached,  and  to  be  countersigned  by  the  Trustees  named  in  the  mortgage, 
as  usual;    the  coupons  to  be  signed  by  the  Treasurer. 

Resolved,  further  (22),  That  said  Messrs.  Telfair  Hodgson,  Jacob  Thomp- 
son, and  Albert  '1".  McXeal,  are  hereby  appointed  Trustees  of  said  mortgage 
and  bonds,  who  are  hereby  fully  authorized  to  arrange  all  necessary  details 
as  to  both  the  mortgage  and  bonds,  and  to  negotiate  the  sale  of  the  bonds 
in  their  discretion. 

Resolved,  further  (23),  That  said  Trustees  are  directed  to  apply  and  use 
the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds  in  extinguishing  the  debts  of  the 
University,  in  their  discretion,  and  for  no  other  purpose. 

Resolved  (24),  That,  in  case  of  the  disability  of  the  Chancellor,  from 
sickness  or  other  cause,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Charles  T.  Quintard,  now  the  Chair- 
man of  [he  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  be  authorized 
to  sign  --aid  mortgage  and  bonds  in  his  stead. 

Resolved  (2;,),  That,  in  case  the  means  be  not  realized  to  meet  the  mort- 
gage debt  in  New  York  by  the  fist  of  October  next,  or  in  the  event  a  new 
loan  cannot  be  effected  on  more  favorable  terms  (to  negotiate  which  the 
rreasurer  is  hereby  authorized),  the  Treasurer  lie  empowered  to  arrange 
with  our  creditors  for  an  extension  of  time  of  payment,  reserving,  if  pos- 
sible, the  right  to  pay  the  debt  at  the  option  of  the  debtor. 

Under  the  above  resolutions,  the  undersigned  therein  appointed 
as  Trustees,  proceeded  as  soon  as  practicable  after  adjournment 
to  perform  the  duties  imposed  upon  them.  They  carefully  drew 
up  the  mortgage  and  prepared  a  form  of  bond,  which  were  in. 
spected  and  approved  by  each  of  the  three  trustees  appointed  by 
you,  and  the  mortgage  was  duly  executed  and  the  bonds  printed. 

The  undersigned  had  earnestly  hoped,  by  'personal  effort,  in 
West  Tennessee,  and  particularly  in  Memphis,  to  negotiate  a 
considerable  portion  of  the  bonds,  and,  with  such  as  could  be 
negotiated  by  their  co-trustee,  Dr.  Hodgson,  in  New  York,  thus 
successfully  dispose  of  the  whole  loan.  The  financial  depression 
ot  the  country,  conjoined  with  the  aversion  to  investment  in  se- 
curities of  this  character,  would  have  rendered  it  extremely  diftV 
cult  to  sell  the  bonds  under  ordinary  circumstances;  but,  in  the 
peculiar  and  distressing  situation  of  the  Mississippi  Valley  dur- 
ing the   four   mouths  immediately   following  the  meeting  of  the 
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Board  in  August  last,  it  was  practically  impossible  to  accomplish 
any  thing,  as  the  undersigned  soon  ascertained. 

Your  three  Trustees,  though  widely  separated,  kept  up  regular 
and  constant  communication  with  each  other,  and  each  used  all 
facilities  within  their  power  to  carry  out  the  design  of  the  Hoard. 
It  would  only  unnecessarily  cumber  this  report  to  recite  the  de- 
tails of  their  efforts.  We  deem  it  sufficient  to  say  that  they  did 
not  meet  with  success. 

In  the  meantime,  th,e  needs  oi  the  University  were  most  urgent 
and  pressing.  We  had  over  $12,000  tailing  due  to  the  banks 
within  ninety  days  after  our  adjournment  last  August.  Our 
mortgage  debt  of  $10,000  in  New  York  felJ  due  1st  of  October, 
and  our  floating  indebtedness  became  much  more  troublesome 
and  pressing,  upon  the  holders  hearing  of  the  contemplated 
mortgage.  Our  reports  from  the  Treasurer  as  to  the  disposition 
of  the  holders  of  these  debts  and  their  calls  upon  him,  were 
most  urgent,  and  some  action  to  relieve  the  impending  troubles 
seemed  an  absolute  necessity. 

We  received  some  propositions  (through  our  Co-trustee,  Dr. 
Hodgson,)  from  the  New  York  Mortgage  Company  holding  our 
$10,000  mortgage  debt,  for  a  loan  in  New  York,  but  were  still 
desirous  to  leave  no  effort  unattempted  to  carry  out  the  original 
design  of  the  Board,  iiinl.  on  the  7th  of  November,  1879,  a  '"  ' 
jority  of  the  Executive  Committee,  to-wii  :  vour  Trustees  under 
signed,  and  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  together  with  Col.  [ones, 
the  Treasurer,  met  at  the  Maxwell  House,  in  Nashville,  and 
considered  the  situation  of  the  Cniversity  a\)(\  the  ways  and 
means  of  relief.  Dr.  Bannister,  another  member  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  was  communicated  with  and  responded,  giving 
his  views,  though  not  attending  the  meeting 

We  met  in  Nashville,  because  our  large  bank  debt  was  held 
there  Dr.  Hodgson  had  secured  indulgence  upon  our  morl 
gage  debt  in  New  York,  and  the  undersigned  were  enabled  to 
secure  an  extension  of  four  months  on  our  bank  debt  in  Nash- 
ville, upon  pledging  them  payment  within  that  time.  \fter  se 
curing  this  extension,  it  was  determined  to  nuke  a  final  effort  in 
New  York  to  carry  out  the  plan  of  the  board  before  resorting  to 
a  different  pi  m,  and  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee  and  the  Treasurer, 
Col.  Jones,  proceeded  to  New  York  in  November,  to*  -operate 
with  said  Dr.    Hodgson  in  attaining    tins  end.       After  full   consul 
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tation  on  the  subject,  with  their  hands  strengthened  by  a  propo- 
sal of  the  undersigned  to  guarantee  the  taking  of  nearly  one- 
third  of  the  whole  amount  required,  and  the  willingness  of  Dr. 
Hodgson,  their  Co-trustee,  to  take  another  third,  the)'  were  still 
unable  to  find  takers  for  the  remainder. 

Pending  these  efforts  for  negotiation  of  the  bonds,  the  under- 
signed, being  also  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  were 
making  as  close  investigation  as  possible  into  all  the  financial 
concerns  of  the  University,  and  were  in  constant  communication 
with  the  'Treasurer  on  this  subject. 

They  found  the  floating  debt  considerably  larger  than  as  re- 
ported to  the  Board  last  August  by  the  Treasurer,  owing, 
mainly,  to  the  fact  that  there  existed,  strangely  enough,  more 
than  $4,000  of  debts  which  appeared  no  where  on  the  Univer- 
sity Books,  and  which  had  never  been  presented,  in  any  shape, 
to  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  to  the  Finance 
Committee.  Not  being  on  the  books,  the}-  could,  of  course, 
have  had  no  means  of  knowledge  of  such  debts. 

They  also  found  much  difficulty  in  keeping  up  with  the  exact 
financial  status  of  the  University,  from  the  fact  that  the  'Treas- 
urer, notwithstanding  the  action  of  the  board  and  the  protests 
of  the  undersigned,  continued  to  receive  deposits  from  various 
persons,  and  to  keep  miscellaneous  accounts  of  all  sorts  upon 
the  I  niversity  books 

A  discontinuance  of  all  these  accounts  and  a  closing  of  our 
books  was  one  of  the  chief  desiderata  in  the  arrangement  entered 
into  for  the  year  [878-1879;  and  in  an  investigation  o\  this  and 
its  consequences,  so  damaging  to  us  heretofore,  your  Trustees 
and  Executive  Committee  saw,  even  more  plainly  than  was  ap- 
parent to  the  Hoard  in  August  last,  the  absolute  necessity  of  a 
winding  up  of  our  business  and  (losing  our  old  books. 

The  negotiation  of  the  bonds,  as  proposed,  having  failed,  the 
Executive  Committee,  in  view  of  the  necessity  of  the  case,  and 
deeming  it  an  emergency  requiring  and  justifying  their  action, 
authorized  the  acceptance  of  the  proposition  of  the  New  York 
Mortgage  Company.  'This  action  was  taken  by  the  committee 
in  meeting  in  Nashville  on  the  7th  of  November,  though  a  final 
effort  to  earn  out  the  resolutions  ^^(  the  board  was  agreed  to  be 
attempted  before  putting  it  into  effect.  At  this  meeting  a  ma- 
jority of  the  committee  attended      the   Bishop  of    Tennessee  and, 
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the  undersigned — and  Dr.  Bannister,  another  member  of  the 
committee,  gave  his  assent  by  telegraph  to  Sewanee — making 
four  out  of  the  five  members.  After  the  failure  in  New  York, 
this  action  was  approved  and  endorsed  by  correspondence  and 
telegrams  of  the  committee 

Accordingly,  the  proposition  of  the  New  York  Mortgage  Com- 
pany was  accepted,  and  a  loan  of  $25,000  secured  upon  bond 
and  mortgage  duly  executed  therefor.  A  copy  of  said  bond 
and  mortgage  is  here  filed  and  presented  with  this  report.  The 
original  mortgage  and  bonds  printed  under  the  resolutions  of  the 
Board  were  all  cancelled,  and  the  same  were  delivered  to  Dr. 
Hodgson,  Finance  Commissioner  of  the  University,  by  one  of 
the  undersigned,  to  be  presented  to  the  Board  in  August. 

The  undersigned,  acting  as  members  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, rather  than  as  Trustees,  under  the  Board  resolutions, 
conferred  and  co-operated  with  Dr.  Hodgson  in  the  disposition 
of  the  funds  received  from  the  loan,  both  Dr.  Hodgson  and  the 
undersigned  feeling  it  was  a  trust  of  similar  character  and  en- 
deavoring to  conform  to  the  idea  of  the  original  action  of  tin 
Board. 

One  of  the  undersigned,  upon  the  completion  of  the  negotia- 
tions, met  I  )r.  Hodgson,  the  Finance  Commissioner,  at  Sewa- 
nee, and  the  order  and  manner  of  payment  of  debts  was  deter 
mined  and  agreed  upon,  and  the  liquidation  of  all  outstanding 
obligations  of  tlie  University  effected  as  rapidly  as  possible.  A 
full  examination  was  had  of  the  Books  of  the  University:  the 
Treasurer  was  instructed  to  close  the  old  Books  absolutely,  and 
open  new  ones,  where  he  was  to  keep  no  account  whatever  but 
the  University  account ;  and  all  other  steps  were  taken  and  in- 
structions given  necessary  to  pressing  the  collection  of  all  dues 
to  the  University,  and  carrying  out  all  the  objects  contemplated 
in  the  finance  resolutions  of  the  Board  at  last  meeting. 

The  present  status  of  the  University  indebtedness  will  appear 
fully  in  the  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee.

Mr.  McNeal  presented  and  read  the  following 
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REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  : 

Your  Executive  Committee,  elected  at  the  meeting  in  August, 
1878,  respectfully  report: 

That  they  met  at  Sewanee,  Aug.  5th,  10  p.m.,  at  residence  of 
the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  and  organized  by  the  selection  of  the 
Bishop  of  Tennessee  as  Chairman,  and  Albert  T.  McNeal  as 
Secretary.  Present :  The  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  Hon.  Jacob 
Thompson,  and  Albert  T.  McNeal.  Absent:  Rev.  Drs.  VV.  C. 
Williams  and  J.   M.    Bannister. 

Rev.  Dr.  VV.  P.  DuBose  and  Rev.  Dr.  G.  T.  Wilmer  ap- 
peared before  the  committee  and  conferred  with  them  as  to  the 
matters  of  the  Theological  Department. 

The  name  of  the  Rev.  Abraham  Jaeger  was  offered  by  the 
Theological  Faculty  (under  the  agreement  between  said  Faculty 
and  the  Board  of  'Trustees  at  their  late  session)  for  Professor  of 
Hebrew  in  said  Department.  Said  nomination,  by  the  Theolog- 
ical  Faculty,  was  confirmed  by  the  committee,  and  the  Rev.  A. 
faeger  was  duly  appointed  Professor  of  Hebrew  in  said  Depart- 
ment of  die  University  of  the  South  for  the  ensuing  year;  his 
compensation  to  be  the  sum  of  $1,000.  if  so  much  be  realized 
over  and  above  the  sum  of  $3,600  under  the  new  scheme  for 
the  support  of  said  department  as  adopted  at  the  late  session  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees;  the  said  Board  of  'Trustees,  however, 
assuming  no  liability  whatever  therefor.  It  was  also  agreed 
that  Rev.  Mr.  Jaeger  should  be  provided  with  rooms  in  Si. 
Luke's' Hall. 

<  Certain  communications  were  received  by  members  of  the 
committee  from  Rev.  Dr  Porter,  of  South  Carolina,  in  regard 
i«'  a  disputed  question  as  to  an  alleged  balance  due  Gen.  Gorgas 
on  settlement,  which  were  properly  responded  to.  but  were  not 
formally  presented  for  official  action  by  the  committee. 

In  August.  1878,  Dr.  Hodgson  presented  to  the  committee 
the  question,  as  brought  before  him  by  the  Hebdomadal  Boarci, 
of  payment  for  advertising  the  University,  whether  it  should  be 
paid  by  the  Trustees  or  otherwise.  He  was  answered,  after  con- 
terence,  by  letter,  that  no  expenditure,  on  account  of  the  current 
year,  oi  that  character,  was  contemplated  bv  the  Trustees,  and 
the  Hebdomadal  Board  must  pay  for  advertising  ordered  by  them. 

In  November,  1878.  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  through  Mr.  Van 
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Hoose,  presented  the  matter  of  insurance  of  the  guns  borrowed 
from  the  State  of  Tennessee,  urging  that  the  Trustees  should 
assume  for  the  University  the  expense  of  insurance.  The  com- 
mittee (a  majority  being  conferred  with)  declined  this  view,  and 
replied  that,  by  the  arrangement  in  August  last,  the  Trustees 
were  relieved  of  expense  of  that  character. 

Your  committee  were  kept  fully  advised  of  nil  efforts  made 
and  action  taken  in  regard  to.  the  bonds  and  mortgage  contem- 
plated and  provided  for  by  the  Board  at  their  last  meeting. 
The  difficulties  in  the  negotiation  of  the  bonds  and  the  pressing 
necessity  for  relief  to  the  University  from  its  urgent  indebted 
ness,  were  brought  before  them  and  considered.  Your  commit- 
tee refer  to  the  report  oi  two  oi  their  number,  who  were  named 
as  Trustees  of  said  contemplated  bonds  and  mortgage,  for  fuller 
statement  of  details  of  efforts  to  negotiate  the  bonds. 

When  it  became  apparent  that  the  effort  to  negotiate  the 
bonds,  on  account  of  the  distressing  condition  of  the  Missis- 
sippi Valley  from  prevalence  of  yellow  fever,  would  probabl) 
fail,  and  the  necessities  of  the  University  were  so  immediate 
and  urgent,  your  committee  deemed  it  within  their  power  and 
to  be  their  duty  to  make  the  best  arrangement  possible  for  rehe< 
of  the  University,  and  therefore  authorized  and  gave  their  assent 
and  approval  to  the  execution  of  the  bond  and  mortgage  for  $25,- 
000 — a  copy  of  which  is  presented  to  the  Hoard  with  the  report  oi 
two  of  their  number  as  Trustees  named  b\  the  Board  in  their  res- 
olutions authorizing  bonds  and  mortgage  last  August 

The  emergency  and  pressing  character  of  our  debts  was  sue  li 
that  no  other  course  seemed  open,  yet  your  committee  pul  oft" 
final  action  in  the  matter  as  long  as  possible,  by  extending  our 
debts  to  farthest  possible  limits,  and  finally  completed  the  trans- 
action only  after  all  other  resources  had  failed,  as  shown  in  other 
reports  to  this  Board.  The  chairman  of  the  committee,  with  Col. 
Jones,  the  Treasurer,  made  a  spe<  nil  trip  to  New  York,  to  co-op- 
erate with  Or  Hodgson,  before  it  was  finally  determined  to  adopt 
a  different  plan  than  the  one  proposed  by  the  Board 

Upon  the  adoption  and  execution  of  the  same,  however,  the 
secretary  of  the  committee  visited  Sew  a  nee,  on  behalf  of  the 
committee,  in  February,  1879,  an<3  diere.  in  conjunction  with 
i  )r.  Hodgson,  our  Finance  Commissioner,  agreed  upon  and  put 
into  effect  the  mode  of  liquidating   and    paying  off  our  outstand 
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ing  indebtedness  and  keeping  our  books  and  accounts  from  said 
date,  as  will  more  fully  appear  from  reports  of  the  Bond  Trus- 
tees, the  Commissioner  of  Finance,  and  the  Treasurer  to  this 
meeting 

Your  committee  are  fully  satisfied  that  the  emergency  war- 
ranted their  action,  but,  owing  to  its  importance  respectfully  ask 
that  the  Board  will,  by  formal  resolution,  endorse  and  approve 
their  action  in  the  matter  of  said  bond  and  mortgage. 

Your  committee  met  at  the  Peabody  Hotel,  in  Memphis,  April 
i,  1879.  Present:  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  Hon.  1.  Thompson, 
and  A.  T.  McNeal ;  also  I  )r.  Telfair  Hodgson,  Commissioner 
of   Finance,  and  Rev.   Dr.  Harris,  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

The  matter  of  hotel  lease  was  discussed,  hut  no  definite  action 
was  taken. 

The  financial  needs  of  the  University  and  plan  of  new  mort- 
gage was  also  discussed,  to  he  brought  before  the  Board  at  pres- 
ent meeting. 

Instructions  to  the  Treasurer  were  renewed  as  to  the  im- 
portance and  absolute  necessity  of  the  rigid  appropriations  of 
rents  collected  to  our  interest  account,  according  to  our  agree- 
ment, under  the  direction  of   1  )r.   Hodgson. 

In  response  to  an  inquiry  of  I  )r.  Hodgson,  as  to  his  authority 
to  borrow  mone\  to  meet  pressing  liabilities  unprovided  for  by 
the  mortgage,  your  committee  advised  that,  as  to  all  debts  he  was 
unable  to  paw  and  could  not  extend  beyond  the  1st  of  August, 
r 87 9,  he  should  borrow  monev  sufficient  to  pav  at  lowest  rate  of 
interest  possible. 

The  committee  also  gave  special  instructions,  in  writing,  as  to 
the  trespassing  and  cutting  of  timber  on  the  University  lands ; 
and  also  gave  Dr.  Hodgson  permission  to  remove  such  wood 
and  timber  as  might  be  necessary  for  the  construction  of  a  lake 
on  or  near  grounds  leased  b\   him.  ( '.  T.  Ocintxro.

The  Board  met  at  9  o'clock   \.  m. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Williams  appeared  and  took  his  seat. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Patterson  presented  the  following: 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  beg  to  report  thai 
both  the  manuscript  and  published  Proceedings  of  the  last  meet 
ing  of  this   Board   have  been  examined,  and   that   no   unfinished 

business  has  been  found. 

The  Chancellor  read  a  letter  received  from  Bishop 
Lyman,  transmitting  a  gold  medal  to  be  bestowed  in 
the  Department  of  Elocution. 

Dr.  Williams  moved  that  a  committee  of  three 
be  appointed  by  the  Chair  to  devise  a  plan  bar  the 
bestowal  of  the  Lyman  Medal,  and  to  be  charged 
with  the  presentation  ol   the  medal  for  this  year. 

The  motion  was  adopted,  and  the  Chair  appointed 
the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kramer,  and 
Mr.   Allies,  upon  the  committee. 
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The  Chancellor  read  a  letter  from  Mrs.  M.  P. 
Southworth,  of  Colorado,  with  regard  to  certain 
specimens  of  wood  presented  to  the  University. 
The  Chancellor  was  requested  to  return  the  thanks 
of  the  Hoard. 

Mr.  Miles  offered  the  following: 

Resolved  (8),  That,  to  secure  a  larger  repre  ;entation  and  better 
attendance  on  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Conventions  of  the 
several  Dioceses,  in  connection  with  the  University  of  the  South, 
are  requested  to  elect  one  <  lergyman  and  two  laymen  Alternate 
Trustees,  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Board  in  place  of  such  of 
the  regular  Trustees  as  shall  not  be  able  to  attend.  That  su<  h 
Alternates,  when  attending  the  meetings  of  the  Hoard,  shall  have 
the  >ame  rights  and  powers  as  the  regular  Trustees  :  proi'ided,  that 
no  Diocese  shall  be  represented  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  by  more  than  one  clerical  and  two  lav  Trustees. 

Resolved  (()),  That  this  resolution  be  communicated,  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board,  to  the  Conventions  of  the  several  Dio- 
ceses. 

The  resolutions  were  relerred  to  the  Committee 
on  Constitution  and  Statutes. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Williams,  the-  Bishop 
ol  Tennessee  was  added  to  the  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution and  Statutes. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Williams,  the  Hoard 
adjourned  to  meet  to-morrow  morning  at  ql/2 
o'clock. 


FOURTH  DAY, 

Wednesday,  August  6,  1879. 

1  he    Board   met   at   the  appointed   hour,  and  wai 
opened  as  usual. 
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The  Minutes  of  the  preceding  day  were  read  and 
approved. 

Upon  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Western  Texas, 
Dr.  Du  Bose  was  granted  leave  to  present  a  paper 
[See  page  88  Vol.  II.  Records],  on  the  part  of  the 
Hebdomadal  Board,  requesting  permission  to  with- 
draw so  much  of  their  report  as  related  to  public 
worship  and  religious  services,  which  request  was 
granted  by  the  Board. 

The  Bishop  of  Texas  presented  the  Report  of 
the  Committee  on  Organization,  as  follows  : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  ORGANIZATION. 
lo  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South : 

The  Committee  on  Organization  respectfully  report  that  the 
arrangement  agreed  upon  at  your  last  annual  meeting  between 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Hebdomadal  Board  having  ter- 
minated, the  following  scheme  of  organization  of  the  Univer- 
sity is  presented,  to  continue  for  three  years  from  the  beginning 
of  Trinity  Term,  1879. 

Your  Committee  are  pursuaded  that  the  primary  object  should 
be  to  preserve  the  teaching  force  of  the  Academic  Department 
unimpaired,  and,  in  doing  this,  not  to  go  beyond  its  receipts. 
This  is  the  problem  to  be  solved,  and  to  its  solution  the  Commit- 
tee have  given  their  most  earnest  and  anxious  consideration. 
They  have  heard,  with  deep  interest,  the  very  able  and  elabor- 
ate report  made  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board, 
and  desire  here  to  express  their  appreciation  of  the  active  and 
untiring  efforts  made  by  that  Board  to  meet  the  heavy  responsi- 
bilities it  assumed,  and  of  the  pecuniary  sacrifices  these  respon- 
sibilities involved.  They  have  endeavored  to  ascertain  the 
views  of  those  prominently  connected  thus  with  the  administra- 
tion of  the  University  for  the  past  year.  And  their  object  has 
been,  from  these  sources  of  information  and  by  the  light  of  our 
costly  experience,  to  present  such  a  scheme  as  will  enable  us  to 
carry  on  most  successfully,  under  our  present  embarrassed  con- 
dition, the  great  work  committed  to  our  charge. 
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Academic  Department. 

To  this  end,  the  following  officers  of  the  Academic  Depart- 
ment are  regarded  as  indispensable,  viz  : 

First,  a  Professor  of  Ancient  Languages;  second,  a  Professor 
of  Mathematics;  third,  a  Professor  of  Physics  and  Civil  Engin- 
eering; fourth,  a  Professor  of  Chemistry;  fifth,  Instructor  in 
Modern  Languages;  Master  of  the  Grammar  School,  with  two 
assistants;  and  a  Teacher  of  Elocution,  to  perform  such  other 
work  in  the  Grammar  School  as  may  be  assigned  him  by  the 
Vice-Chancellor  and  Master;  aha  a  Proctor  and  Drill  Master. 

Support. 

To  provide  for  these  (except  the  last  two,  for  whom  other  pro- 
vision will  be  made),  the  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  sal 
aries  of  the  Professors  should  be  $1,800.00  per  annum,  if  that 
amount  can  be  secured  from  tuition  and  other  fees.  Of  In- 
structor in  Modern  Languages,  $1,000.00;  Master  of  Grammar 
School,  $1,000.00;  First  Assistant,  $600.00;  Second  Assistant, 
$400  00  ;  Tea<  her  of  Elocution,  $600.00. 

If  the  tuition  and  fees  should  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  sala- 
ries named,  they  shall  be  scaled  pro  rata,  according  to  receipts. 

The  Hebdomadal  Hoard,  if  it  desires  to  do  so,  shall  be  author- 
ized, as  per  last  year's  arrangement,  to  take  charge  of  the  collec- 
tion and  disbursement  of  tuition  and  fees,  including  the  academic 
expense  account,  which  is  estimated  at  $1,000.00,  and  to  be  paid 
out  of  receipts  of  Academic  Department. 

In  carrying  out  this  scheme,  the  committee  deem  it  indispen- 
sable to  our  success  that  the  expenses  shall  not  exceed  actual  re- 
ceipts— in  other  words,  that  no  additional   indebtedness  .shall    be 

incurred. 

The<  ilogical  Department. 

For  the  support  of  the  other  chairs  of  the  University,  embraced, 
in  whole  or  part,  in  the  Theological  Department,  viz.  :    First.  Pro- 
fessor of  Ethics  and  Evidences  of  Christianity ;  second,  Professor 
of  Systematic  Divinity;   third.  Instructor  in  Old  Testament  Fan 
guage  and  Interpretation. 

Y<>ur  committee  see  no  alternative  as  to  part  deficiency 
in  payment  of  salaries,  in  their  future  support,  but  to  rely  on  the 
Dioceses  or  Church  at  large,  according  to  the  arrangement  pro- 
posed bv  the  Theological  Faculty  last  year. 
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And  your  committee  can  but  cherish  the  hope  that  the  propo- 
sition so  generously  made  in  August,  1878,  will  he  more  and 
more  liberally  responded  to  by  our  people  in  time  to  come. 

Vice-chancellor. 

lu  order  to  give  increased  efficiency  to  the  administration  of 
University  affairs,  concentrating  authority  and  responsibility 
alike,  your  committee  deem  it  important  that  a  Vice-Chancellor 
should  be  elected  by  the  Hoard  at  its  present  meeting,  to  have 
control  of  the  finances  of  the  University,  and  of  the  domain, 
including  leases,  &c,  embracing  all  the  functions  heretofore 
discharged  by  the  Treasurer  and  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and 
Lands;  and  to  be  entrusted,  also,  with  the  discipline  of  the  Uni- 
versity, under  the  following  restrictions,  viz: 

A  Consulting  Commission  of  the  members  of  the  Hebdomadal 
Board  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  act  with  the 
Vice-Chancellor  in  the  settlement  of  all  questions  of  discipline 
involving  suspension  or  dismissal.  And,  it  may  be  added,  that 
to  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  this  Commission  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees may  confidently  look  for  such  modifications  of  the  present 
system  of  discipline,  especially  as  to  the  demerit  system  that  has 
prevailed,  a  military  importation  utterly  foreign  to  the  genius  and 
spirit  of  a  Church  University  like  ours,  as  their  enlightened  judg- 
ment and  experience  may  suggest.  The  Vice-Chancellor  shall 
also  he  authorized  to  require  from  the  Proctor,  in  addition  to  the 
functions  of  that  office,  the  performance  of  such  work,  in  con- 
nection with  the  finances,  domain,  with  leases,  and  other  mat- 
ters, as  the  Vice-Chancellor  may  deem  proper.  The  salary  of 
the  Proctor  to  be  fixed  at  $1,000.00.  and  to  be  derived  from 
I  Diversity  sources. 

it  is  manifest  that  this  arrangement  will  supersede  the  neces- 
sity of  tilling  the  offices  of  Treasurer  and  Commissioner  of 
Buildings  and  Lands,  and  that,  in  the  event  of  its  adoption, 
these  offices  will  become  vacant.  The  dispensing  therewith,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  committee,  results  from  the  imperious 
necessities  of  the  University,  and  they  cannot  make  such  a 
recommendation  without  a  feeling  of  deep  regret  at  the  thought 
of  parting  from  such  earnest  and  faithful  servants  of  the  Univer 
sitv,  and  of  bearing  testimony  to  their  devotion  and  worth. 
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Cnivi  rsity  Commission. 

Your  committee  further  recommend  that  there  shall  be  elected 
annually,  by  the  Trustees,  a  University  Commission,  to  consist  of 
the  Vice-Chancellor,  as  Chairman,  ex-officio,  and  of  not  more  than 
six  Professors.  And  that  this  Commission  should  have  control  of 
the  educational  interests  of  the  University,  as  provided  by  the 
constitution  and  statutes,  and  be  directly  responsible  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  their  acts,  making  an  annual  report  of  the 
same,  with  sueh  suggestions  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

The  Commission,  in  their  judgment,  should  also  be  invested 
with  the  following  additional  powers,  viz.  :  First,  the  authority 
to  advance  the  patronage  of  the  University  ;  second,  to  inau- 
gurate or  aid  in  carrying  out  plans  of  endowment;  third,  to  se- 
cure the  co-operation  of  Preparatory  Schools;  fourth,  to  fill  va- 
cancies in  professorships,  and  in  the  Departments  of  Modern 
Languages,  and  of  Old  Testament  Language  and  Interpreta- 
tion, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Hoard  of  Trustees:  fifth,  to 
organize  Faculties. 

Grammar   School. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  it  will  be  best  to  confide  the 
election  of  Assistants  and  Teacher  of  Elocution  to  the  Vice-Chan- 
<  ellor  and  Master,  and  to  provide  that  the  Assistants  in  the  Gram- 
mar School  may  be  removed  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  his  own 
motion,  or  upon  the  representation  of  the  Master,  for  cause 
shown,  the  reasons  for  sue  h  removals  to  be  reported  to  the  Trus- 
tees at  their  annual  meeting  next  ensuing. 

And  of  such  importance  does  your  committee  esteem  Elocu- 
tion, in  all  its  branches,  that  they  would  strongly  advise  that  all 
the  students  in  every  department  shall,  if  possible,  have  the  ben- 
efit of    such  instruction. 

The  committee  cannot  (lose  this  report  without  calling  atten- 
tion to  Church  training,  and  religious  instruction  in  the  I  niver- 
sity  and  Grammar  School,  as  was  given,  in  past  years,  bv  reso- 
lution of  this  board.  We  will  be  recreant  to  our  most  sacred 
trust  il   such  teaching  is  negle<  ted.  either  in  school  or  on  Sunday. 

To  revive  the  good  work  done  herein  during  the  past,  we  are 
unanimously  of  opinion  that  the  Bishops  present  should  be  re- 
quested to  revise  the  course  of  study  and  instruction  formerly 
prescribed,  and  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  requested  to  enforce 
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the  same;  and  also,  as  far  as  possible,  secure  and  maintain  a 
proper  observance  of  the  Lord's  Day  by  the  students. 

The  organization  of  the  Theological  School  marked  a  new  era 
in  our  history,  and  we  cherish  the  hope  that  another  era  may  be 
marked  by  the  more  sedulous  attention  given  to  the  religious 
nurture  and  spiritual  welfare  of  all  the  youth  committed  to  our 
charge. 

To  carry  out  the  matters  urged  in  this  report,  the  committee  pro- 
pose the  following  resolutions,  and  recommend  their  adoption:* 

Resolved  (10),  That  the  following  officers  be  elected  to  serve  for  three 
years,  viz:  First,  a  Professor  of  Ancient  Languages ;  second,  a  Professor 
of  Mathematics  ;  third,  a  Professor  of  Biology  and  Relations  of  Religion 
and  Science,  Acti.ig  Professor  of  Physics  and  Civil  Engineering — an< 
also  of  Rhetoric  and  English  Literature;  fourth,  a  Professor  of  Chem 
istry,  and  Acting  Professor  of  Geology  and  .Mineralogy  ;  fifth,  a  Professo 
of  Ethics  and  Evidences  of  Christianity;  sixth,  a  Professor  of  Systematic 
Divinity,  Acting  Professor  of  Metaphysics,  and  of  Political  Science  an< 
History;  seventh,  a  Professor  of  Old  Testament  Language  and  Interpreta- 
tion; eighth,  Acting  Professor  of  Modern  Languages.  The  Master  of  the 
Grammar  School  shall  he  appointed  by  the  University  Commission. 

Resolved  (ii),  That  a  Vice-Chancellor  he  elected  for  three  year-,  to  take 
charge  of  the  general  business  affairs  of  the  University,  including  control 
of  the  finances,  and  the  domain  and  leases  (embracing  all  the  functions  of 
Treasurer  and  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands),  and  of  discipline, 
with  the  restriction  recommended  in  this  report. 

Resolved  (12),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  Master  of  tin-  Grammar 
School  shall  appoint  two  As.-istants  for  the  Grammar"  School  and  a 
Teacher  of  Elocution,  who  -hall  perform  such  other  work  .1-  i-  recom- 
mended in  this  report:  each  assistant  to  he  provided  with  a  certificate  as 
required  by  the  6th  resolution  of  [875  in  relation  to  the  Grammar  School. 
Instruction  in  Book-keeping  shall  also  he  provided  for. 

Resolved  (13),  That  the  salaries  of  Professors  (other  than  those  in  the 
Theological  Department  who  are  otherwise  provided  for)  should  he  Si.- 
800.00;  Acting  Professor  of  Modern  Languages,  Si. 200. 00:  Master  of 
Grammar  School,  Si, 000. 00;  First  Assistant,  S600.00;  Second  Assistant, 
S400.00;  Teacher  of  Elocution,  Sooo.oo.  All  receipts  for  tuition  and 
fees  shall  he  applied  to  the  payment  <>f  the  above  salaries  and  the  current 
expenses  of  the  Academic  Department,  and  if  i>"!  sufficient  for  the  full 
payment,  the  said  salaries  -hall  he  scaled  pro  rata  according  to  the  re- 
ceipts. 

Resolved  (14).  That  the  Hebdomadal  board  be  authorized  to  collect  and 
disburse  tuition  and  fee-. 

Resolved  (15),  That    a  Special  Commission  of   two   members  of  the    Heb-

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domadal  Hoard  shall  be  elected  by  the  Hoard  of  Trustees,  to  act  with  the 
Vice-Chancellor  in  cases  of  suspension  or  dismissal. 

Resolved  (16),  That  a  Proctor,  Drill-master,  and  Registrar  shall  he  ap- 
pointed by  the  University  Commission,  whose  compensation  shall  he  fixed 
as  agreed  upon,  and  such  compensation  shall  be  included  in  the  Academic 
Department. 

Resolved  (17),  That  a  University  Commission,  consisting  of  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor, as  Chairman  ex-officio,  and  not  more  than  six  Professors,  shall  he 
elected  annually,  under  the  conditions,  and  with  the  powers  named  in  this 
report. 

Resolved  (18),  That  any  assistants  in  the  Grammar  School  may  he  removed 
by  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  his  own  motion,  or  upon  representation  of  the 
Master,  for  cause  shown  ;  and  that  the  reasons  for  any  removal  shall  he- 
reported  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  their  annual  meeting  next  ensuing. 

Resolved  (19),  That  the  Bishops  present  he  requested  to  revise  the  course 
of  religious  studies  heretofore  prescribed  for  the  University  and  Grammar 
School,  and  to  devise  a  plan  for  more  thorough  Church  teaching,  begin- 
ning with  the  Catechism,  and  for  the  establishment  of  Sunday  Schools. 

Resolved  (20),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  he  especially  requested  to  en- 
force such  course  of  religious  study  and  Church  training  as  may  he  pre- 
scribed. 

Resolved  (21),  That  all  statutes  and  standing  resolutions,  or  portions 
thereof,  conflicting  with  the  report  and  these  resolutions,  be  and  are  hereby

FIFTH  DAY. 

Thursday,  August  7th. 
The  Board  met  and  was  opened  as  usual. 
The  Committee  on  the  death  of  the   late    Bishop 
of  Louisiana  made  the  following  report : 

Among  the  long-to-be-remembered  events  of  the  year  that  lias 
passed   since  our   last  meeting,    there   is   none   that   has   affected, 
more  seriously  both   the  Church    and    this   University   than   the 
death  of  the   Rt.    Rev.   Joseph    V.    1>.    Wilmer,  Bishop  of  Louis- 
iana, and  for  twelve  years  a  member  of  this  Hoard. 

The  limits  very  properly  assigned  notices  like  this  forbid  your 
committee  from  giving  indulgence  to  the  feelings  awakened  at 
the  recollection  of  that  good  and  highly  gifted  man.  We  trust 
that  what  we  feel  constrained  to  say  will  not  be  mistaken  for 
either  a  mere  compliance  with  custom  or  for  the  language  of  ful- 
some eulogy. 

In  the  marked  and  mixed  char  u  ter  of  that  truly  godly  Bishop. 
there  was  united  the  simple  and  confiding  nature  of  the  child  with 
all  the  noble  qualities  of  the  man.  While  apparently  unconscious 
of  his  powers,  the  most  persuasive  eloquence  was  flowing  from 
his  lips;  and,  though  using  no  arts  to  draw  men  after  him,  the 
eye,  as  well  as  the  heart,  ot  all  who  knew  him  delighted  to  wel. 
come  his  coming.  His  countenance  beamed  with  a  benevolence 
that  justly  expressed  the  overflowing  kindness  of  his  heart. 

Amid  a  crafty  and  selfish  world,  he  moved  as  one  who  neither 
saw  nor  felt  its  contamination.  Without  guile  himself,  he  was 
loth  to  suspect  it  in  others;  And  therefore  did  not  escape  the 
grasping   and   overreaching  cupidity  of  those  who    ''he   in    wan 
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to  deceive."  He  might  truly  have  been  called  "The  man  of 
the  melting  heart  and  of  the  open  hand."  Money,  that  chief- 
god  of  the  world's  idolatry,  was  despised  by  him,  except  as  a 
means  of  living  and  of  doing  good.  To  such  a  life  there  came 
a  fitting  death.  Having  made  it  his  constant  study,  as  well  as 
pleasure,  to  give  no  pain  to  others,  it  seemed  fit  that  a  sudden 
and  painless  end  should  close  an  existence  marked  by  an  un- 
varying love  and  good  will  to  all.    - 

Meet  and  right,  therefore',  was  it,  in  the  sight  of  both  men  and 
angels,  that  the  unexpected,  but  not  unprovided  for,  call  to  "  come 
up  higher"  should  take  the  place  of  the  usual  pains  of  a  linger- 
ing death-bed. 

While  sympathizing  with  his  bereaved  family  and  Diocese, 
your  committee  feel  that  this  University  and  our  whole  Southern 
Church  has  sustained,  in  his  death,  a  loss  which  time  only  can 
repair.  May  we  find  in  his  successor  a  hearty  co-operator  in 
the  good  work  in  which  he  once  united  with  us!

SANITARY  REPORT: 
Your  Committee  on  Sanitary  Measures,  to  which  was  referred 
the  Report  of  the  Health  Officer,  takes  great  pleasure  in  making 
the  following  report,  and  would  say  that  some  pains  have  been 
taken  to  gather  statistics  from  authorities  other  than  the  Health 
Officer's  Report.  The  report  shows  that  we  have  been  blessed 
by  Almighty  God  with  usual  good  health  throughout  the  year; 
but  four  cases  assuming  a  type  that  was  at  all  dangerous  :  of 
these,  one  was  catarrhal  fever,  one  remittent  fever,  one  capil- 
lary bronchitis,  and  one  coloritis,  and  all  resulted  favorably. 
This  prevalence  of  good  health  may  be  expected  to  continue  in 
any  region  in  this  latitude,  when  the  altitude  above  the  sea  is 
2,000  feet,  the  average  yearly  rainfall  45  inches,  and  the  climate 
marked  by  neither  extreme  heat  or  cold,  as  shown  by  the  follow- 
ing table  : 

Winter  Min.  Ther.,  50. 

Summer  Max.  Ther.,  871,0. 

Average  Summer  Temp..  740. 
No  sudden  changes  of  temperature  occur.  \n  this  locality. 
epidemics  may  be  said  to  be  unknown.  Pneumonia  and  diph 
theria — but  few  cases  of  which  ever  occur — are  of  light  nature. 
and  yield  readily  to  treatment  bilious  fevers  never  occur,  un- 
less contracted  in  malarial  districts  and  developed  by  the  moun- 
tain climate,  and  of  these  the  symptoms  are  of  trivial  character. 
Whooping  cough,  scarlet  fever,  etc.,  rarely  or  never  prove  dan 
gerous  here.  Of  the  74  minor  cases  reported  by  the  Health 
Officer,  your  committee  beg  to  say  that  probably  not  one  was 
due  to  any  permanent  local  cause. 

The  committee  suggests  that  no  change  be  made  in  the  pres- 
ent admirable  sanitary  system. 

In    conclusion,    the    committee    feels    that   the   thanks   of   this 
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Board    are  due    the    Health    Officer  for  the    faithful    manner   in 
which  he  has  discharged  his  duties.

FINANCE  REPORT: 

The  Committee  on  Finance  respectfully  report  that  the)'  have 
carefully  examined  the  matters  and  reports  submitted  to  them, 
and  have  considered  the  financial  affairs  and  needs  of  the  Uni- 
versity in  connection  therewith.  Under  the  action  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  at  last  meeting,  three  distinct  financial  departments 
were  (Tea ted  : 

i.  The  Theological  Department,  dependent  tor  its  support  upon 
the  voluntary  contributions  of  the  Dioceses. 

2.  The  Academic  or  Educational  Department,  dependent  upon 
the  tuition  fees  or  patronage. 

3.  The  University,  as  a  corporation,  dependent  upon  its  rents, 
donations,  or  collections  from  old  assets. 

In  the  Theological  Department  the  receipts  were  $3,330.29, 
of  which  $705.00  was  from  the  North,  and  $1,103.75  sub- 
scribed by  individuals,  leaving  only  $1,521.44  as  the  amount 
contributed  b\  the  parishes.  By  later  receipts  the  gross  amount 
t;>  date  of  August  1  st  appears  to  be  $3,466  35.  Of  this,  $120.00 
was  appropriated  to  running  expenses — the  remainder  to  salaries. 
The  amount  estimated  as  needed  for  this  department  was  $5, 000. 00. 
The  work,  of  the  department  has  been  faithfully  performed,  and 
the  sacrifice  has  been  that  of  the  workers.  Your  committee  be- 
lieve the  Dioceses  should,  by  absolute  undertaking  and  obliga- 
tion, secure-  and  provide  for  the  sustenance  of  this  department 
(until  sufficiently  endowed),  as  contemplated  by  the  plan  of  last 
year,  and  suggest,  in  case  the  same  plan  be  continued,  that  a 
committee  of  this  Board  be  appointed,  to  act  in  conjunction 
with  the  Theological  Faculty,  for  the  securing  of  this  end.  A 
resolution  is  appended. 

In  the  Academic  Department  the  fees  of  the  past  year  aggre 
gated  the  sum  of  $10,820.00,  of  which  there  has  been  collected 
the  sum  of  $  10.  6^4.  73. 
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The  amount  necessary  to  meet  the  salaries  of  the  Professors 
and  the  Master  and  Teachers  of  the  Grammar  School,  Proctor, 
and  other  officers,  with  necessary  current  expenses,  was,  as  shown 
by  report  of  the  Chairman,  $13,400.00;  from  which  deducting 
actual  receipts,  $10,694.73,  leaves  a  deficit  of  $2,705.27.  This 
deficit  has  been  borne  and  lost  by  Academic  Organization.  It 
has  been  a  part  of  their  sacrifice  for  the  University  for  the  past 
year. 

In  the  Department  of  the  Corporation  the  matter  of  collection 
of  rents  and  all  assets  has  been  vigorously  pressed  during  the 
past  year,  and  we  have  not  only  funded  nearly  the  whole  of  our 
indebtedness  now  unpaid,  but  have  very  considerably  reduced 
our  indebtedness.  The  actual  reduction  does  not  correspond 
with  the  apparent  one. 

By  reference  to  the  report  of  this  committee  at  last  meeting,  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  total  of  unpaid  and  outstanding  indebted- 
ness, to  be  provided  for  by  the  issuance  of  bonds  (excluding 
dues  to  special  funds  of  our  own),  was  $30,000.00,  it  being  then 
estimated  that  immediate!}'  available  assets  could  be  relied  on  to 
pay  the  remainder  of  the  outstanding  debts,  the  report  showing 
over  $4,000  00  thus  to  be  provided  tor,  making  over  $34,000.00 
of  debt. 

But,  since  the  adjournment  of  the  Board  last  year,  it  has  been 
developed,  from  time  to  time,  during  last  fall  and  winter,  that 
there  was  an  outstanding  floating  indebtedness  which  did  not 
appear  in  any  shape  upon  the  University  Books,  nor  in  the  re- 
ports of  the  Treasurer.  These  claims  aggregated  over  four 
thousand  dollars  The  sum  of  $577.79  was  also  paid  out  to 
Professors  and  officers,  being  amount  of  salaries  due  from  lulv 
20,  1878,  the  termination  of  the  fiscal  year,  to  August  1,  1878, 
the  time  when  the  scheme  for  the  year  1 878-1 879  went  into 
effect. 

Hence  it  appears  that  our  actual  indebtedness,  due  creditors 
other  than  ourselves  for  specified  funds,  hist  August,  was  over 
$38,000.00.      Now  it  is  fully  $7,000.00  les*,. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  $3,300.00  of  the  re- 
ceipts were  from  sale  of  two  United  State-  bonds  and  the  Bond 
of  the  Memphis  and  Charleston  Railroad,  the  proceeds  of  which 
wrere  expected  to  be  invested  in  the  bonds  contemplated  to  be  is- 
sued by  the  Board  at  last  meeting.      This  was  considered  as  a  se- 
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cure  investment  for  said  funds,  but  the  negotiation  having  failed, 
as  soon  as  it  is  possible  to  do  so,  the  Board  should  provide  for  the 
replacement  of  said  funds. 

Your  committee,  in  view  of  the  fullness  of  statement  of  the 
report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Finance  already  presented  to  the 
Board,  and  the  various  schedules  accompanying  it,  have  not 
deemed  it  necessary  to  tabulate,  as  heretofore,  the  receipts  and 
expenditures,  assets  and  liabilities,  as  it  would  be  mere  repeti 
tion  of  what  lias  been  already  presented,  and  hence  will  only 
present  such  suggestions  as  occur  to  them  to  be  important,  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Board,  in  connection  with  said  sched- 
ules or  statements  in  the  report  of  the  Finance  Commissioner. 

The  estimated  expenditure  for  the  Department  of  the  Corpor- 
ation for  the  ensuing  year,  as  rendered  in  the  Report  of  the 
Commissioner,  is  $4,350.00.  This  covers  interest  on  our  debt, 
insurance,  taxes,  estimated  repairs,  and  $1,000.00  for  salaries. 
This  includes  no  salary  for  Vice-Chancellor.  On  the  other 
hand,  we  have,  as  sources  of  income,  our  back  rents,  as  per  said 
report,  $3,276.  10,  and  the  rents  for  the  ensuing  year  estimated  at 
$2,065.00,  estimated  royalty  from  wood  and  coal,  $229  00,  and 
such  amounts  as  may  be  realized  by  collection  from  our  large- 
mass  of  personal  assets,  from  which  latter  item  about  $3,600.00 
in  actual  collections  were  realized  last  year.  This  amount  makes 
up  a  part  of  the  aggregate  of  $8,359-15  shown  in  report  and 
statements  of  Finance  Commissioner  now  before  the  Board,  011 
pages  41  and  44  of  his  report.  The  remainder  of  said  sum  of 
$8,359.1.5  is  made  up  of  $1,000.00  represented  by  the  cancelled 
note  of  Cen.  Gorgas  and  rents  and  royalty. 

It  can  be  safely  assumed  that  we  can  rely  on  sufficient  income 
from  the  above  sources  t<>  meet  the  estimate  of  expense  for  the 
present  year,  but,  with  the  annual  culling  and  reduction  of  these 
assets,  the  difficulty  becomes  greater  in  further  collections,  and 
should  the  present  state  of  affairs  continue,  we  could  not  make 
similar  calculations  for  any  future  year. 

These  collections,  however,  must  also  be  relied  on  to  meet  and 
liquidate  our  small  balance  of  floating  indebtedness  represented 
by  the  two  items  of  $450  8i  and  $1,395.30  in  the  Commission- 
er's statement  o(  our  liabilities.  The  first  item  is  made  up 
almost   entirely*  of  small   balances  due  on  the   books   to   students 
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and  others,  some  of  many  years'  standing,  which  have  never 
been  called  for,  and  even  the  present  habitation  of  the  parties 
not  known  to  the  Treasurer,  and  we  have  been  in  no  condition 
to  justify  activity  in  hunting  them  up.  In  the  second  item  is 
included  $138.25  for  Louisiana  taxes,  which  is  covered  in  the 
estimate  of  expenditures,  above  made;  $500.00  due  G.  R.  Fair 
banks;  $200.00  due  L.  Fillet;  an  account  of  Mallory  &  Co.  of 
$254.94  for  printing;  an  account  of  H.  Holly  for  $275.00,  and 
five  small  items  to  various  parties,  aggregating  $27.20. 

The  account  of  Mr.  Holly  is  a  claim  for  balance  due  him  for 
furnishing  plans  and  specifications  for  St.  Luke's  Hall.  He  has 
already  been  paid  $600.00.  The  architect  furnished  no  superin- 
tendence whatever,  and  his  charge,  as  understood  by  your  com 
mittee  is  for  furnishing  plans  and  specifications.  Your  commit- 
tee decidedly  believe  that  the  architect  has  already  been  amply 
paid,  and  should  not  insist  upon  additional  compensation  ;  and, 
with  this  expression  of  opinion,  recommend  the  reference  of  the 
whole  matter  to  the  Vice-Chancellor.      Resolution  is  appended. 

Your  committee  have  had  before  them  the  reports  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  and  of  the  Trustees  of  Bonds  and  Mortgage 
appointed  at  last  meeting.  They  are  satisfied  that  the  action  of 
the  Executive  Committee  was  necessary  and  wise,  and  approve 
it.  In  view  of  its  importance,  the}'  concur  in  the  suggestion  in 
the  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  that  the  Board  of  Trus 
tees  should  formally  endorse  and  satisfy  the  same,  and  append  a 
resolution  to  that  effect. 

In  regard  to  the  claim  of  Gen.  Gorgas,  for  balance  of  salary 
for  1 877-1878,  your  committee  are  of  opinion  that,  by  the  settle 
ment  made  in  August  last,  all  matters  of  account  between  (Jen. 
Gorgas  and  the  University  were  finally  closed  and  settled.  It  is 
much  to  be  regretted  that  any  misunderstanding  should  have 
arisen  in  regard  to  this  matter  :  and.  in  view  of  the  long  conne< 
lion  of  Gen.  Gorgas  with  the  University,  your  committee  have 
deputed  one  oi  their  number  to  write  to  Gen.  Gorgas  in  regard 
thereto,  m  the  event  their  report  lie  adopted  by  the  board. 

In  regard  to  the  matter  of  the  completion  of  St.  Luke's  Hall, 
and  the  communication  from  Mrs.  Manigault,  requesting  definite 
information  from  tins  board  as  to  the  amount  requisite  therefor. 
your  committee  append   a  resolution  instructing   the  estimates  to. 
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be  furnished.  They  also  append  a  resolution  providing  for  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  of  this  Board  to  write  Mrs.  Mani- 
gault  on  behalf  of  this  Board  as  to  the  expenditure  and  manage- 
ment of  the  funds  provided  by  her  for  the  building  of  the  Hall. 
This  is  done  in  order  that  she  may  have  no  misapprehension  or 
anxiety  as  to  the  compliance  with  her  purpose  by  the  Board,  and 
that  no  part  of  her  generous  donation  has  been  diverted  there- 
from. On  the  contrary,  the  sum  expended  to  this  date  upon  St. 
Luke's  Hall,  including  obligations  of  the  University  on  account 
thereof,  is  more  than  four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000.00)  in  ex- 
cess of  the  amount  received  from  Mrs.  Manigault. 

Your  committee  append  a  resolution  as  to  the  printing  of  the 
Journals  of  Proceedings  of  this  meeting,  in  response  to  the  sug- 
gestions of  the  Commissioner. 

A  resolution  is  appended  as  to  the  assets  of  the  University  in 
the  hands  of  the  Diocesan  Treasurers. 

A  resolution  is  appended  as  to  our  lands  in  Louisiana. 

A  resolution  is  appended  as  to  the  subject  of  freight  charges 
on  railroads,  in  response  to  our  Commissioners  report. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  destruction  of  the  mutilated 
bonds  presented  with  the  Commissioner's  report,  and  append  a 
resolution  on  the  subject. 

Your  committee  are  still  much  impressed  with  the  importance 
ot  the  suggestions  contained  in  their  report  of  last  year  in  regard 
to  our  old  assets,  and,  in  fact,  all  obligations  now  due,  or  which 
may  be  hereafter  due  the  University,  and  the  necessity  of  a  spe- 
cific description  and  account  of  them  in  book  form.  Said  sug- 
gestions are  011  page  28  of  the  Journal  of  last  year,  and  also  on 
page  31,  resolution  No  iS.  The  book  has  been  procured,  and 
the  obligations  entered  as  suggested,  but  your  committee  are 
sure  that  there  are,  and  have  been  for  years,  inaccuracies  in  the 
aggregates  annually  presented  of  them  in  our  financial  schedules, 
and  their  exact  present  status  can  only  be  ascertained,  and  accu- 
racy and  consistency  preserved  in  our  financial  statements,  by  a 
careful  inquiry  into  all  ot'  these  <  laims  and  keeping  a  regular  ac- 
count on  said  book,  showing  all  <  redits  and  settlements.  If  all 
obligations  due  are  so  entered,  any  committee  of  this  board 
could    abvavs    more    easilv    verify    the    correctness    of    financial 
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statements,  and  the  Financial  Department  of  the  University 
would  receive  great  benefit,  as  well  as  save  labor  thereby. 

Your  committee  append  a  resolution  continuing  the  authority 
last  year  given  to  Dr.  Hodgson  in  regard  to  collection  and  com- 
promise of  claims  due  the  University. 

They  also  recommend  that,  in  all  cases  where  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor has  reason  to  believe  the  claims  in  the  hands  of  any  Dio- 
cesan Treasurer  have  been  neglected,  or  are  not  receiving  such 
attention  as  could  be  given  to  them  here,  then  he  be  authorized 
to  call  for  their  return  to  the  University,  and  that  the  said  Dio- 
cesan Treasurers  be  requested  to  forward  them  to  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  upon  his  call  for  them. 

In  any  event,  if  they  be  not  returned,  the  Vice-Chancellor 
should  call  upon  the  several  Treasurers,  or  any  other  parties 
having  assets  of  the  University  in  hand,  for  a  specific  report  of 
the.  same,  giving  the  present  condition  of  each  ;  so  that  the  book 
above  referred  to  may  be  completed,  and  show  the  true  and  ex- 
act condition  of  our  assets,  and  may  be  kept  in  said  condition 
hereafter. 

In  regard  to  the  communication  of  Mr.  Van  Hoose  referred 
to  us,  your  committee  are  satisfied  that  the  obligation  of  Mr. 
Van  Hoose  to  the  donors  was  fully  performed  upon  his  delivery 
of  the  subscription  lists  and  papers  in  his  hands  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  that  no  possible  responsibility  for  the  management 
of  the  funds  rests  upon  him.  As  before  stated  in  this  report,  these 
funds  were  intended  to  be  invested  in  the  issue  of  bonds  ordered 
last  August,  the  negotiation  of  which  failed,  and  will  be  securely 
provided  for  along  with  other  funds  of  a  similar  character  in  the 
plan  for  bonds  and  mortgage  hereinafter  recommended. 

Mr.  Van  Hoose,  however,  presented  his  communication  upon 
the  ground  that  he  had  made  representations  for  the  Trustees,  to 
which,  and  the  obligations  thereof,  he  should  call  their  attention, 
and  his  communication  will  be  a  part  of  the  record. 

As  a  fact  in  the  personal  knowledge  of  some  of  the  members 
of  your  committee,  subscribers  of  the  larger  portion  of  the  fund 
to  which  he  refers  are  aware  of  the  disposition  made  of  the 
fund,  and  of  the  way  contemplated  to  secure  it.  and  assent 
thereto;  and  your  committee  trust  that  the  fund  will  lie  provided

for  by  the    Board  at  an  early  day,  so  as  to  remove  any  cause  of 
criticism  upon  the  part  of  any  party  interested  therein. 

In  determining  the  policy  we  should  adopt,  so  as  to  faithfully 
carry  out,  administer,  and  secure  the  various  trusts  committed  to 
us  as  Trustees  of  this  University,  not  only  the  chief  and  most 
important  trust  of  preserving  and  building  up  the  institution  it- 
self, but  also  the  special  trusts  designated  by  individual  con- 
tribution thereto,  which,  though  subsidiary  and  of  minor  im- 
portance, are  vet  recognized  as  equally  sacred,  your  committee, 
after  full  consideration,  believe  it  necessary  to  authorize  a  new 
mortgage,  as  suggested  in  the  report  of  the  Commissioner. 
Debts  and  mortgages  are  painful  expressions  to  be  used  in  con- 
nection with  the  University  of  the  South,  but  it  must  be  remem- 
bered that  almost  in  its  beginning  it  raised  $ro,ooo.oo  on  bond 
and  mortgage;  and,  in  furthering  its  vigorous  development,  being 
without  endowment,  it  increased  its  debt  until  the  mortgage  of 
last  year  became  necessary,  the  extraordinary  finan<  ial  depress 
ion  of  the  past  eight  years,  being,  perhaps,  in  part,  an  explana- 
tion of  the  disappointment  of  drafts  upon  hope  and  faith.  This 
latter  mortgage  of  $25,000.00  did  not,  however,  provide  for  all 
our  debts  to  creditors  other  than  the  special  funds  of  our  own, 
to  which  we  are  indebted,  nor  does  it  provide  for  said  special 
funds.  It  is  desirable  that  this  provision  should  be  made,  pend- 
ing the  relief  which  we  have  a  right  to  expect  should  soon  come 
from  the  Churchmen  of  the  Dioceses  interested  in  this  institu- 
tion— a  relief  that  should  entirely  cancel  our  obligations,  and  en- 
dow, permanently  and  securely,  this,  the  heritage  of  our  Church 
and  our  people,  the  nursery  of  their  Christian  manhood.  Your 
committee  believe  that  the  circumstances  and  the  necessities  of 
this  present  time  present  to  each  individual  member  of  this  Board 
of  Trustees  (to  the  thirteen  Bishops  hr<t  in  responsibility  as  in 
place,  and  next  to  each  clerical  and  lav  member  hereof)  a  per 
sonal  and  special  appeal  as  an  individual,  to  devote  whatever  of 
his  personal  influence  and  energy  he  may  be  enabled,  through 
self-denial,  to  do  to  the  relief  of  this  University  from  its  em- 
barrassments and  its  permanent  establishment  upon  endow 
ment

Your  committee  recommend  the  authorization  of  mortgage 
and  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $50,000.00.  for  the  purposes  above 
set  forth. 

Your  committee  deem  it  proper  to  state,  in  regard  to  the  item 
of  $14,730.27,  purporting  to  represent  Theological  Endowment 
funds  due  to  ourselves,  that  it.  in  fact,  does  not  correctly  repre- 
sent the  Theological  Endowment  Fund,  or  the  actual  amount  of 
funds  due  ourselves.  There  has  been  considerable  confusion 
about  this  matter,  which  can  only  be  rectified  by  careful  exam- 
ination of  the  books,  after  which  full  statement  can  be  made. 
In  this  amount  is  included  $2,300.00  from  United  States  bonds, 
which  was  a  fund  for  Permanent  Endowment  of  Professorships 
in  the  Academic  Department.  A  considerable  part  of  it  was 
funds  for  theological  education  and  general  purposes  of  that 
department,  but  not  for  endowment.  As  to  all  such  funds,  the 
University  owes,  in  truth,  no  obligation,  having  long  since  more 
than  paid  them  in  sustaining  the  Theological  Department  upon 
University  funds. 

But  there  were  other  funds  subscribed  for  special  purposes, 
which  are  not  included  at  all  in  said  aggregate  of  $14,730.27. 

Your  committee  are  not  now  prepared  to  tabulate  the  exact 
amount  and  character  of  these  funds,  hoping  to  have  such  state- 
ments of  the  same  at  the  next  meeting  as  will  justify  an  exact 
report. 

The  late  Commissioner  of  Finance  has  never  had  his  attention 
called  to  an  investigation  of  this  matter,  nor  has  the  Board  found 
need  or  called  for  such  statement,  as  we  believe,  from  the  late 
Treasurer;  but  it  is  better  we  should  have  the  whole  matter  tab- 
ulated, so  as  to  treat  properly  the  issue  as  to  these  special  funds  ; 
and  the  Finance  Committee,  upon   the  adoption  of  tins   report. 
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can  have  such  investigation  made,  and  the  matter  presented  at 
next  meeting.  This  will  not  affect  at  all  the  matter  of  the  bonds 
and  mortgage,  as  the  excess  of  bonds  over  our  indebtedness  t<; 
outside  creditors  can  be  appropriated  to  this  indebtedness  to 
ourselves,  and  held,  as  the  Board  may  order,  for  that  purpose, 
and  the  Board,  at  next  meeting,  can  specially  assign  where  they 
belong. 

The  committee  will    present,    in   a  supplemented    report,    the 
plan  of  bonds  and  mortgage.

Fairbanks,  and  that  he  would  make  his  ac- 
knowledgments to  the  Board  in  person. 

The  Bishop  of  Texas  offered  the  following  : 

The  Committee  on  Organization  beg  leave  to  report  and 
recommend  the  following  resolutions  for  adoption  : 

Resolved  (47),  That  this  Board  approves  the  recommendations  of 
the  Chairman  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board  on  the  subject  of  1  )egrees. 

Resolved  (48),  That  such  recommendations  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes,  to  report  for  the  action 
of  this  Board  such  alterations  in  the  statutes  as  will  make  them 
comply  with  said  recommendations.

Gentlkmkn  : — -1  desire  to  return  mv  sincere  a<  knowledgments 
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for  the  very  kind  manner  in  which  you  have  expressed  your  ap- 
preciation of  my  poor  services  to  the  University. 

After  so  intimate  a  connection,  in  various  capacities,  with  its 
affairs,  during  a  period  of  twenty-two  years,  it  cannot  but  evoke 
a  feeling  of  sadness  in  taking  leave  of  these  official  relations 
which  I  have  so  long  held  with  the  University,  the  duties  of 
which  have  been  always  to  me  a  labor  ol    love. 

Imbued,  at  the  outset,  with  the  enthusiastic  and  hopeful  feel- 
ings with  which  the  founders  of  the  University  were  inspired, 
sharing,  in  a  large  degree,  with  them  in  the  work  of  laying  its 
foundations,  in  interesting  the  public  mind  in  the  project,  in  the 
preparation  of  its  constitution  and  statutes,  and  other  preliminary 
work,  1  never  lost  faith  in  its  future,  even  in  the  dark  hours  of 
civil  strife.  At  the  dawn  of  peace,  my  heart  turned  to  the  pos- 
sibility of  a  renewal  of  this  great  enterprise,  and  associated  with 
others,  and  foremost  of  these  the  present  bishop  of  Tennessee, 
to  whom  this  grand  scheme  seemed  too  great  a  thing  to  be  aban- 
doned, I  made  my  home  on  this  mountain,  and  have,  for  over 
twelve  years,  given  my  best  thoughts  and  energies  in  a  loyal  de- 
votion to  its  interests,  however  faulty  and  imperfect  these  efforts 
may  have  been. 

The  bright  anticipation  of  success  which  illumined  our  path 
shortly  after  the  inauguration  of  the  schools  of  the  University 
have  become  overshadowed,  and  year  by  year  disappointments 
have  followed  disappointments.  finan<  lal  pressure  <^\  the  severest 
kind,  pestilence  of  unprecedented  extent,  and  other  causes  have 
continued  to  throw  a  cloud  of  depression  over  our  work. 

Retrenchment  has  become  a  stem  necessity,  and  a  strong 
effort  to  preserve  its  organization  has  become  imperative 

Such  clouds  have  overtaken,  at  one  or  more  periods  of  their 
existence,  all  of  the  older  colleges  in  our  land.  Some  have  per- 
ished, but  many  have  survived  to  enter  upon  a  career  of  greater 
strength,  expansion,  and  usefulness.  If  we  are  true  to  our- 
selves, to  our  Church,  and  to  our  country,  this  institution  will 
be  preserved,  and  the  great  plans  of  its  founders  be  accom- 
plished: it  not  in  our  day,  in  the  da\  of  our  descendants.  It 
may  be  our  work  to  preserve,  and  theirs  to  enlarge  and  com- 
plete. I  cannot  believe  that  m  institution  winch  has.  with  so 
little,    att. imed    to   so    much —which    has    dr-udv    matriculated    a. 
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thousand  youths  111  these  years  of  disaster — which  has  received 
so  many  signal  instances  of  providential  aid— is  to  perish,  if 
those  to  whom  it  is  intrusted  shall  faithfully  execute  then  trust. 

It  is  hardly  ne<  essary  to  assure  you  that  my  interest  in  the 
University  will  continue  unabated,  and  its  prosperity  will  ever 
be  an  object  dear  to  my  heart.

ceses are  rarely  represented  by  a  full  number  of  Trustees,  some 
of  them  often  without  any  representation  at  all,  and  that  they 
be  respectfully  requested  to  take  such  action  as  will  provide  at 
each  meeting  a  full  representation  from  every  Diocese. 

The  substitute  prevailed,  and  was  adopted  by  the 
Board.

The  Board  reassembled  at  4  p.m.,  the  Bishop  of 
Texas  in  the  Chair. 

Mr.  McNeal  offered  the  following  : 

The  Committee  on  Finance  submit  the  following  supplemental 
report : 

The  action  of  the  Board  in  regard  to  contemplated  bonds  and 
mortgage,  taken  since  the  presentation  of  their  former  report, 
renders  it  unnecessary  for  this  committee  to  present  any  thing 
further  on  this  subject. 

In  regard  to  the  claims  of  C  S  Judd  and  J.  P.  Morton  & 
Co  ,  submitted  to  them,  your  committee  deem  the  matter  of 
their  investigation  as  entirely  within  the  discretion  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  and  are  not  prepared  to  make  any  recommendation 
thereon. 

In  regard  to  the  subject  of  endowment  submitted  to  them, 
your  committee  feel  unable,  at  this  time,  to  formulate  any  defin- 
ite scheme  or  plan.  They  thoroughly  appreciate  the  importance 
of  the  subject,  and  the  earnest  suggestions  of  the  Hebdomadal 
Board,  and  would  gladly  respond  to  their  request  to  inaugurate 
such  a  plan  if  they  could  do  so  and  see  their  way  to  its  success- 
ful working. 

The  passage  of  resolutions  merely  would  be  a  poor  response 
to  the  earnest  presentation  of  this  subject  by  the  Faculty,  feeling 
as  warmly  the  importance  of  the  subject  as  they  do — a  feeling 
fully  shared  by  this  Board. 
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We  can  only  pledge  ourselves  to  do  whatever  we  may  or  can 
do  in  furtherance  thereof,  and  to  inaugurate  such  plan  as  soon 
as  we  can  sec  our  way  to  putting  it  into  effect;  and,  further,  to 
request  our  Executive  Committee  to  represent  the  Board  of 
Trustees  in  this  matter,  and  co-operate  with  and  aid  the  Univer- 
sity Commission  in  any  efforts  they  may  be  enabled  to  undertake 
in  this  behalf. 

Resolved  (54),  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  to 
represent  this  Board  as  a  Committee  on  Endowment,  to  confer 
and  co-operate  with  the  University  Commission,  as  above  recom- 
mended.

Judge  Farrar  made  the  following  report  from 
Special  Committee  : 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees,  ete.  : 

The  undersigned  were  appointed  a  committee  to  superintend 
the  destruction  of  the  bonds  which  had  been  previously  issued 
under  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  their  annual 
session  A.  D.   1878-9. 

The  bonds  were  found  in  the  possession  of  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor,  Rev.  Dr.  Hodgson  ;  were  carefully  counted  by  each 
member  of  your  committee,  which  count  was  verified  by  the 
Vice-Chancellor  and  Maj  Fairbanks,  and  were  found  to  consist 
of  ten  (10)  bonds  for  $1,000  (one  thousand  dollars)  each,  with 
coupons  attached;  twenty  (20)  bonds  for  five  hundred  dollars 
($500)  each,  with  coupons  attached;  and  ninety-nine  (99) 
bonds  for  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  each,  with  coupons  at- 
tached; making,  in  aggregate,  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine 
bonds,  representing,  in  amount,  thirty  thousand  dollars,  less  one 
hundred  dollars.  All  these  bonds  were  burned  and  entirely  de- 
stroyed in  the  presence  of  your  committee  and  the  two  gentlemen 
named 

One  other  bond  for  one  hundred  dollars  ($100),  with  coupons 
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attached,  was  exhibited  to  us  by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  which  had 
been  cancelled  so  effectually  as  to  be  no  longer  a  binding  obliga- 
tion. This  bond,  the  Vice-Chancellor  informed  us,  was  kept  as 
a  specimen,  to  be  preserved  among  the  archives.

Col.  Thompson  presented  the  following  report: 

BUILDINGS  AND  LANDS. 

To  the  Committee  of  Buildings  and  Lands  have  been  referred 
the  Report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands,  the  ap- 
plication of  Prof.  E.  Kirby  Smith  to  purchase  Powhatan  Cot- 
tage and  Gibson  Cottage;  also  a  resolution  of  this  Board  setting 
forth  the  inability  of  this  Board  to  make  needed  repairs  on  the 
above  cottages,  Tremlet  Hall,  Sharkey  Cottage,  and,  perhaps, 
other  buildings,  and  calling  on  the  committee  to  consider  and 
report  on  the  expediency  of  authorizing  their  sale  ;  also  a  reso- 
lution instructing  the  committee  to  devise  some  plan  for  leasing 
lots  for  the  erection  of  a  Hotel,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees. 

These  several  matters  have  been  duly  examined  and  consid- 
ered by  the  committee,  and  they  beg  leave  to  report — 

1  st.  That,  in  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings 
and  Lands,  they  find  nothing  which,  in  their  opinion,  requires 
this  Board  to  take  any  special  action.  Its  mam  purpose  and  ob- 
ject seem  to  be  to  give  us  full  information  of  the  condition  of 
University  property.  The  estimate  he  makes  for  repairs  on 
University  buildings  deserves  consideration.  The  Commis- 
sioner submits  an  estimate  for  these  repairs,  including  what  is 
necessary  for  the  fencing  for  park  and  chapel  grounds  and  the 
several  cottages,  as  costing  $325.80.  He  goes  into  detail,  and 
itemizes  each  cottage  and  building  needing  repairs;  and  he 
allows    $T22  05    for    fencing    in    the    park    inclosing    Si.     Luke^ 
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Hall — the  heaviest  item  in  the  whole.  But  as  this  whole  sub- 
ject has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and 
as  he  has  submitted  no  estimate,  your  committee  refrain  from 
introducing  any  resolution  making  the  appropriation  designated. 
An  estimate  is  also  submitted  for  completing  St.  Luke's  Hall, 
but  this  matter  has  already  been  referred  to  the  Vice-Chancellor, 
and  no  farther  action  is  necessary.  As  to  insurance  on  St.  Luke's 
Hall  and  the  building  at  the  depot,  it  is  certainly  desirable  it  should 
be  effected,  but  the  doing  it  depends  upon  the  terms  and  the  state 
of  our  finances,  and  the  committee  are  not  now  prepared  to  di 
rect  the  same  to  be  done. 

But  as  to  the  sale  of  Powhatan,  Gibson,  and  Sharkey  Cot- 
tages, your  committee  recommend  that  if  purchasers  can  be 
found  for  these  or  any  other  buildings  or  grounds  on  the  L-ni- 
versity  Domain,  that  it  is  our  true  policy  to  dispose  of  them, 
provided  these  buildings  are  not  needed  for  University  pur- 
poses, and  provided  the  ultimate  title  shall  revert  to  the  Trus- 
tees, in  conformity  to  the  established  and  settled  policy  of  this 
Board  from  the  beginning.  But  this  matter  must  be  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  with  full  power  to  act  in  the 
premises,  and  the  same  must  be  done  in  relation  to. a  lease  of 
the  necessary  grounds  for  the  erection  of  a  Hotel  and  the  priv- 
ileges to  be  granted  the  same.  To  this  end,  and  to  carry  out 
this  policy,  your  committee  submits  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved  (55),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  order  and  pay  for  any  necessary  repairs  to  the 
University  buildings  and  chapel  fencing,  and  to  sell  any  of  the 
buildings  or  cottages  not  needed  for  University  purposes  at  such 
prices  and  on  such  terms  as  he  may  deem  just  and  proper,  hav- 
ing due  'regard  to  the  conditions  of  leases,  as  set  forth  in  our 
past  action  and  the  reports  of  the  committee  on  our  legal  pow- 
ers over  this  domain. 

Resolved  (56),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  empowered  and  au- 
thorized to  lease  any  ground  deemed  necessary  for  the  erection  of 
a  Hotel,  and  to  grant  the  lessee  such  privileges  as  may  be  thought 
proper  for  the  success  of  the  enterprise  and  not  injurious  to  the 
good  government  of  the  University.  I     ['homps<»\.

1.  Any  Bachelor  of  Science  or  Bachelor  of  Arts  shall  he 
recommended  for  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Science  who  shall 
have  devoted  to  preparation  therefor  a  period  of  time  deemed 
sufficient  by  the  Scientific  Faculty,  and  who  shall  have,  during 
that  time,  followed  a  plan  of  study  approved  by  the  same  Fac- 
ulty ;  and  who  finally,  by  examination  at  the  close  of  that  term, 
shall  prove  himself  possessed  of  appropriate  general  and  special 
knowledge  of  Physical  Science. 

2.  The  general  knowledge  required  shall  be  sound  informa- 
tion as  to  the  history,  aims,  methods,  and  principal  results  of  all 
the  Physical  Sciences. 

3.  The  special  knowledge  required  shall  be  of  one  branch  of 
science  selected  by  the  applicant  as  his  specialty.  In  this  spec- 
ialty the  applicant  must  have  accomplished  an  original  research, 
the  results  of  which  shall  be  presented  in  the  form  of  an  inaug- 
ural dissertation  ;  and  this  dissertation  should  be  of  sufficient 
value  to  be  deemed  by  the  Scientific  Faculty  worthy  of  publica 
tion.

Resolved, further  (22),  Thai  said  Messrs.  Telfair  Hodgson,  Jacob  Thomp- 
son, and  Albert  T.  McNeal,  are  hereby  appointed  Trustees  of  aid  mortgage 
and  bonds,  who  are  hereby  fully  authorized  to  arrange  all  necessary  details 
as  to  both  the  mortgage  and  bonds,  and  to  negotiate  the  >ale  of  the  bonds 
in   t  heir  discretion. 

Resolved,  further  (25),  Thai  said  Trustees  are  directed  to  apply  and  use 
the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds  in  extinguishing  the  debts  of  the 
University,   in   their  discretion,  and   for  no  other  purpose. 

Resolved  (24),  That,  in  case  of  the  disability  of  the  Chancellor,  from 
sickness  or  other  cause,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Charles  T.  Quintard,  now  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  be  authorized 
to  sign  said  mortgage  and  bonds  in  his  stead. 

Resoh'ed  (25),  1  hat,  in  case  the  means  be  not  realized  to  meet  the  mort- 
gage debt  in  New  York  by  the  list  of  October  next,  or  in  the  event  a  new 
loan  cannot  be  effected  on  more  favorable  terms  (to  negotiate  which  the 
Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized),  the  Treasurer  be  empowered  to  arrange 
with  our  creditors  for  an  extension  of  time  of  payment,  reserving,  if  pos- 
sible,  the  right  to  pay  the  debt  at  the  option  of  the  debtor. 

Under  the  above  resolutions,  the  undersigned  therein  appointed 
as  Trustees,  proceeded  as  soon  as  practicable  alter  adjournment 
to  perform  the  duties  imposed  upon  them.  They  carefully  drew 
Up  the  mortgage  and  prepared  a  form  of  bond,  which  were  in. 
spected  and  approved  by  each  of  the  three  trustees  appointed  l>v 
you,  and  the  mortgage  was  duly  executed  and  the  bonds  pruned. 

The  undersigned  had  earnestly  hoped,  by  personal  effort,  in 
West  Tennessee,  and  particularly  in  Memphis,  to  negotiate  a 
considerable  portion  of  the  bonds,  and,  with  such  as  could  be 
negotiated  by  their  co-trustee,  Dr.  Hodgson,  in  New  York,  thus 
successfully  dispose  of  the  whole  loan.  The  financial  depn 
oi  the  country,  conjoined  with  the  aversion  to  investment  in  se- 
(  unties  (d  tins  character,  would  have  rendered  it  extremely  diffi" 
cult  to  sell  the  bonds  under  ordinary  circumstances;  but.  in  the 
peculiar  and  distressing  situation  o\  the  Mississippi  Valley  dur- 
ing the  tour   months  immediatelj    following  the  meeting  o(  the 
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Board  in  August  last,  it  was  practically  impossible  to  accomplish 
any  thing,  as  the  undersigned  soon  ascertained. 

Your  three  Trustees,  though  widely  separated,  kept  up  regular 
and  constant  communication  with  each  other,  and  each  used  all 
facilities  within  their  power  to  carry  out  the  design  of  the  Board. 
It  would  only  unnecessarily  cumber  this  report  to  recite  the  de- 
tails of  their  efforts.  We  deem  it  sufficient  to  say  that  they  did 
not  meet  with  success. 

In  the  meantime,  the  needs  of  the  University  were  most  urgent 
and  pressing.  We  had  over  $12,000  falling  due  to  the  banks 
within  ninety  days  after  oar  adjournment  last  August.  Our 
mortgage  debt  of  $10,000  in  New  York  fell  due  1st  of  October, 
and  our  floating  indebtedness  became  much  more  troublesome 
and  pressing,  upon  the  holders  hearing  of  the  contemplated 
mortgage.  Our  reports  from  the  Treasurer  as  to  the  disposition 
of  the  holders  of  these  debts  and  their  calls  upon  him,  were 
most  urgent,  and  some  action  to  relieve  the  impending  troubles 
seemed  an  absolute  necessity. 

We  received  some  propositions  (through  our  Co-trustee,  Dr. 
Hodgson,)  from  the  New  York  Mortgage  Company  holding  our 
$10,000  mortgage  debt,  for  a  loan  in  New  York,  but  were  still 
desirous  to  leave  no  effort  imattempted  to  carry  out  the  original 
design  of  the  Board,  and,  on  the  7th  of  November.  1879,  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Executive  Committee,  to-wit:  your  Trustees  under- 
signed, and  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  together  with  Col.  Jones, 
the  Treasurer,  met  at  the  Maxwell  House,  in  Nashville,  and 
considered  the  situation  of  the  University  and  the  ways  and 
means  of  relief.  Dr.  Bannister,  another  member  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  was  communicated  with  and  responded,  giving 
his  views,  though  not  attending  the  meeting. 

We  met  in  Nashville,  because  our  large  bank  debt  was  held 
there  Dr.  Hodgson  had  sec  aired  indulgence  upon  our  mort- 
gage debt  in  New  York,  and  the  undersigned  were  enabled  to 
secure  an  extension  of  four  months  on  our  bank  debt  in  Nash- 
ville, upon  pledging  them  payment  within  that  time.  After  se- 
curing this  extension,  it  was  determined  to  make  a  final  effort  m 
New  York  to  carry  out  the  plan  of  the  Hoard  before  resorting  to 
a  different  plan,  and  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee  and  the  Treasurer, 
Col.  Jones,  proceeded  to  New  York  in  November,  to  co-operate 
with  said  Dr.   Hodgson  in  attaining  this  end.      After  full  consul- 
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tation  on  the  subject,  with  their  hands  strengthened  by  a  propo 
sal  oi   the  undersigned  to  guarantee  the  taking  of  nearl) 
third  of  the  whole  amount  required,  and  the  willingness  oi   \h. 
Hodgson,  their  Co-trustee,  to  take  another  third,  they  were  still 
unable  to  find  takei s  foi  the  remainder. 

Pending  these  efforts  for  negotiation  of  the  bonds,  the  under- 
signed, being  also  members  oi  the  Executive  Committee,  were 
making  as  (lose  investigation  as  possible  into  all  the  financial 
concerns  oi  the  University,  and  were  in  constant  communication 
with  the  Treasurer  on  this  subje<  t. 

They  found  the  floating  debl  considerably  larger  than  as  re- 
ported to  the  Board  last  August  by  the  Treasurer,  owing, 
mainly,  to  the  fa<  t  thai  there  existed,  strangely  enough,  more 
than  $4,000  of  debts  which  appeared  no  where  on  the  Univer- 
sity Hooks,  and  which  had  never  been  presented,  in  any  shape, 
to  the  attention  of  the  Hoard  of  Trustees,  or  to  the  Finance 
Committee.  Mot  being  on  the  books,  they  could,  of  course. 
have  had  uu  means  oi    knowledge  of   such  debts. 

They  also  found  much  diffi<  ulty  in  keeping  up  with  the  exact 
financial  status  of  the  University,  from  the  fact  that  the  Treas- 
urer, notwithstanding  the  action  of  the  Board  and  the  protests 
of  the  undersigned,  continued  to  receive  deposits  from  various 
persons,  and  to  keep  miscellaneous  accounts  of  all  sorts  upon 
the  University  Books 

A  discontinuance  of  all  these  accounts  and  a  closing  of  our 
books  was  one  oi  the  chief  desiderata  in  the  arrangement  entered 
into  for  the  year  [878  1S70:  and  in  an  investigation  of  this  and 
its  consequences,  so  damaging  to  us  heretofore,  your  Trustees 
and  Executive  Committee  saw.  even  more  plainly  than  was  ap- 
parent to  the  Hoard  in  August  last,  the  absolute  necessity  oi  a 
w  Hiding  up  oi    our  business  and  <  losing  our  old  books 

The  negotiation  of  the  bonds,  as  proposed,  having  failed,  the 
Executive  Committee,  in  view  of  the  necessity  of  the  case,  and 
deeming  it  an  emergency  requiring  and  justifying  their  action, 
authorized  the  acceptance  of  the  proposition  of  the  New  York 
Mortgage  Company.  This  action  was  taken  by  the  committee 
in  meeting  m  Nashville  on  the  ;th  of  November,  though  a  final 
effort  n>  i  ain  oui  the  resolutions  of  the  Board  was  agreed  to  be 
attempted  before  putting  it  into  effect.  At  this  meeting  a  ma 
jority  of  the  committee  attended     the  Bishop  of    fennessee  and 


< 
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the  undersigned — and  Dr.  Bannister,  another  member  of  the 
committee,  gave  his  assent  by  telegraph  to  Sewanee— making 
four  out  of  the  five  members.  After  the  failure  in  New  York, 
this  action  was  approved  and  endorsed  by  correspondence  and 
telegrams  of  the  committee. 

Accordingly,  the  proposition  of  the  New  York  Mortgage  Com- 
pany was  accepted,  and  a  loan  of  $25,000  secured  upon  bond 
and  mortgage  duly  executed  therefor.  A  copy  of  said  bond 
and  mortgage  is  here  filed  and  presented  with  this  report.  The 
original  mortgage  and  bonds  printed  under  the  resolutions  of  the 
Board  were  all  cancelled,  and  the  same  were  delivered  to  Dr. 
Hodgson,  Finance  Commissioner  of  the  University,  by  one  of 
the  undersigned,  to  be  presented  to  the  Board  in  August. 

The  undersigned,  acting  as  members  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, rather  than  as  Trustees,  under  the  Board  resolutions, 
conferred  and  co-operated  with  Dr.  Hodgson  in  the  disposition 
of  the  funds  received  from  the  loan,  both  Dr.  Hodgson  and  the 
undersigned  feeling  it  was  a  trust  of  similar  character  and  en- 
deavoring to  conform  to  the  idea  of  the  original  action  of  the 
Board. 

One  of  the  undersigned,  upon  the  completion  of  the  negotia- 
tions, met  Dr.  Hodgson,  the  Finance  Commissioner,  at  Sewa- 
nee, and  the  order  and  manner  ol  payment  of  debts  was  deter- 
mined and  agreed  upon,  and  the  liquidation  of  all  outstanding 
obligations  of  the  University  effected  as  rapidly  as  possible.  A 
full  examination  was  had  of  the  Books  of  the  University;  the 
Treasurer  was  instructed  to  close  the  old  Books  absolutely,  and 
open  new  ones,  where  he  was  to  keep  no  account  whatever  but 
the  University  account ;  and  all  other  steps  were  taken  and  in- 
structions given  necessary  to  pressing  the  collection  of  all  dues 
to  the  University,  and  carrying  out  all  the  objects  contemplated 
in  the  finance  resolutions  of  the  Board  at  last  meeting. 

The  present  status  of  the  University  indebtedness  will  appear 
fully  in  the  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee.

Mr.  McNeal  presented  and  read  the  following 
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REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 
7o  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South 

Your  Executive  Committee,  elected  al  the  meeting  in  August, 
1878,  respectfully  report  : 

That  they  met  at  Sewanee,  Aug.  5th.  10  p.m.,  at  residence  ol 
the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  and  organized  by  the  selection  of  the 
Bishop  of  Tennessee  as  Chairman,  and  Albert  T.  McNeal  as 
Secretary.  Present:  The  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  Hon.  Jacob 
Thompson,  and  Albert  T.  McNeal.  Absent:  Rev.  Drs.  W.  C. 
Williams  and  f.   M.   Bannister. 

Rev.  Dr.  W.  P.  DuBose  and  Rev.  Dr.  G.  T.  Wilmer  ap- 
peared  before  the  committee  and  conferred  with  them  as  to  the 
matters  of  the  Theological  Department. 

The  name  of  die  Rev.  Abraham  Jaeger  was  offered  by  the 
Theological  Faculty  (under  the  agreement  between  said  Faculty 
and  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  their  late  session)  for  Professor  of 
Hebrew  in  said  Department.  Said  nomination,  by  the  Theolog 
ical  Faculty,  was  confirmed  by  the  committee,  and  the  Rev.  A. 
Jaeger  was  duly  appointed  Professor  of  Hebrew  in  said  Depart 
ment  of  the  University  of  the  South  for  the  ensuing  year;  his 
compensation  to  be  the  sum  of  $1,000,  if  so  much  be  realized 
over  and  above  the  sum  of  $3,600  under  the  new  scheme  for 
the  support  of  said  department  as  adopted  at  the  late  session  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees;  the  said  Hoard  of  Trustees,  however, 
assuming  no  liability  whatever  therefor.  It  was  also  agreed 
that  Rev.  Mr.  Jaeger  should  be  provided  with  room-  in  St. 
Luke's  Hall. 

Certain  communications  were  received  by  members  of  the 
committee  from  Rev.  Dr  Porter,  of  South  Carolina,  in  regard 
to  a  disputed  question  as  to  an  alleged  balance  due  den.  dorgas 
on  settlement,  which  were  properly  responded  to,  but  were  not 
formally  presented  for  official  action  bv  the  committee. 

In  August.  [878,  Dr.  Hodgson  presented  to  the  committee 
the  question,  as  brought  before  him  bv  the  Hebdomadal  Board, 
of  payment  for  advertising  the  University,  whether  it  should  be 
paid  by  the  'Trustees  or  otherwise.  He  wis  answered,  after  con 
ference,  by  letter,  that  no  expenditure,  on  account  of  the  current 
year,  of  that  character,  was  contemplated  b\  the  Trustees,  and 
the  Hebdomadal  Hoard  must  paj  foi  advertising  ordered  by  them. 

In  November,  1S78,  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  through  Mr.  Van 
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Hoose,  presented  the  matter  of  insurance  of  the  guns  borrowed 
from  the  State  of  Tennessee,  urging  that  the  Trustees  should 
assume  for  the  University  the  expense  of  insurance.  The  com- 
mittee (a  majority  being  conferred  with)  declined  this  view,  and 
replied  that,  by  the  arrangement  in  August  last,  the  Trustees 
were  relieved  of  expense  of  that  character. 

Your  committee  were  kept  fully  advised  of  all  efforts  made 
and  action  taken  in  regard  to  the  bonds  and  mortgage  contem- 
plated and  provided  for  by  the  Board  at  their  last  meeting. 
The  difficulties  in  the  negotiation  of  the  bonds  and  the  pressing 
necessity  for  relief  to  the  University  from  its  urgent  indebted- 
ness, were  brought  before  them  and  considered.  Your  commit- 
tee refer  to  the  report  of  two  of  their  number,  who  were  named 
as  Trustees  of  said  contemplated  bonds  and  mortgage,  for  fuller 
statement  of  details  of  efforts  to  negotiate  the  bonds. 

When  it  became  apparent  that  the  effort  to  negotiate  the 
bonds,  on  account  of  the  distressing  condition  of  the  Missis- 
sippi Valley  from  prevalence  of  yellow  fever,  would  probably 
fail,  and  the  necessities  of  the  University  were  so  immediate 
and  urgent,  your  committee  deemed  it  within  their  power  and 
to  be  their  duty  to  make  the  best  arrangement  possible  for  relief 
of  the  University,  and  therefore  authorized  and  gave  their  assent 
and  approval  to  the  execution  of  the  bond  and  mortgage  for  $25,- 
000 — a  copy  of  which  is  presented  to  the  Board  with  the  report  of 
two  of  their  number  as  Trustees  named  by  the  Board  in  their  res- 
olutions authorizing  bonds  and  mortgage  last  August. 

The  emergency  and  pressing  character  of  our  debts  was  such 
that  no  other  course  seemed  open,  yet  your  committee  put  off 
final  action  in  the  matter  as  long  as  possible,  by  extending  our 
debts  to  farthest  possible  limits,  and  finally  completed  the  trans- 
action only  after  all  other  resources  had  failed,  as  shown  in  other 
reports  to  this  Board.  The  chairman  of  the  committee,  with  Col. 
Jones,  the  Treasurer,  made  a  special  trip  to  New  York,  to  co-op- 
erate with  Dr.  Hodgson,  before  it  was  finally  determined  to  adopt 
a  different  plan  than  the  one  proposed  by  the  Board 

Upon  the  adoption  and  execution  of  the  same,  however,  the 
secretary  of  the  committee  visited  Sewanee,  on  behalf  of  the 
committee,  in  February,  1879,  and  there,  in  conjunction  with 
Dr.  Hodgson,  our  Finance  Commissioner,  agreed  upon  and  put 
into  effect  the  mode  of  liquidating  and  paying  off  our  outstand- 
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ing  indebtedness  and  keeping  our  hooks  and  accounts  from  said 
date,  as  will  more  fully  appear  from  reports  of  the  Bond  Trus 
tees,  the  Commissioner  of  Finance,  and  the  Treasurer  to  this 
meeting. 

Your  committee  are  full)'  satisfied  thai  the  emergen*  \  war 
ranted  their  action,  hut,  owing  to  its  importance  respectfully  ask 
that  the  Hoard  will,  by  formal  resolution,  endorse  and  approve 
their  action  in  the  matter  of  said  bond  and  mortgage. 

Your  committee  met  at  the  1'eabody  Hotel,  in  Memphis,  April 
i,  1879.  Present:  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  Hon.  I  Thompson, 
and  A.  T.  McNeal;  also  l)r.  Telfair  Hodgson,  Commissioner 
of  Finance,  and  Rev.   Dr.  Harris,  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

The  matter  of  hotel  lease  was  discussed,  hut  no  definite  action 
was  taken. 

The  financial  needs  of  the  University  and  plan  of  new  mort- 
gage was  also  discussed,  to  he  brought  before  the  Board  at  pres 
ent  meeting. 

Instructions   to   the   Treasurer    were   renewed    as   to   the   im- 
portance and  absolute  necessity  of  the  rigid   appropriations  of 
rents  collected   to  our  interest  account,  according   to  our  agree 
ment,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Hodgson. 

In  response  to  an  inquiry  of  Dr.  Hodgson,  as  to  his  authority 
to  borrow  money  to  meet  pressing  liabilities  unprovided  for  by 
the  mortgage,  your  committee  advised  that,  as  to  all  debts  he  was 
unable  to  pay,  and  could  not  extend  beyond  the  1st  of  August, 
1879,  'ie  should  borrow  money  sufficient  to  pay  at  lowest  ran-  of 
interest  possible. 

The  committee  also  gave  special  instructions,  in  writing,  as  to 
the  trespassing  and  cutting  of  timber  on  the  University  lands; 
and  also  gave  Dr.  Hodgson  permission  to  remove  such  wood 
and  timber  as  might  be  necessary  for  the  construction  oi  a  lake 
on  or  near  grounds  leased  by  him.  C.  T.  QuiNTARD.

On  motion  of  Dr.  DeRosset,  the  Board  adjourned 
to  meet  the  next  day  at  9  o'clock  a.m. 


THIRD  DAY. 

Tuesday,  August  5,  1879. 

The  Board  met  at  9  o'clock  a.  m. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Williams  appeared  and  took  his  seat. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Patterson  presented  the  following : 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  beg  to  report  that 
both  the  manuscript  and  published  Proceedings  of  the  last  meet- 
ing of  this  Board  have  been  examined,  and  that  no  unfinished 
business  has  been  found. 

The  Chancellor  read  a  letter  received  from  Bishop 
Lyman,  transmitting  a  gold  medal  to  be  bestowed  in 
the  Department  of  Elocution. 

Dr.  Williams  moved  that  a  committee  of  three 
be  appointed  by  the  Chair  to  devise  a  plan  for  the 
bestowal  of  the  Lyman  Medal,  and  to  be  charged 
with  the  presentation  of  the  medal  for  this  year. 

The  motion  was  adopted,  and  the  Chair  appointed 
the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kramer,  and 
Mr.  Miles,  upon  the  committee. 
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The  Chancellor  read  a  letter  from  Mrs.  M.  P. 
Southworth,  of  Colorado,  with  regard  to  certain 
specimens  of  wood  presented  to  the  University. 
The  Chancellor  was  requested  to  return  the  thanks 
of  the  Board. 

Mr.  Miles  offered  the  following  : 

Resolved  (8),  That,  to  secure  a  larger  representation  and  better 
attendance  on  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Conventions  of  the 
several  Dioceses,  in  connection  with  the  University  of  the  South, 
are  requested  to  elect  one  clergyman  and  two  laymen  Alternate 
Trustees,  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Board  in  place  of  such  of 
the  regular  Trustees  as  shall  not  be  able  to  attend.  That  such 
Alternates,  when  attending  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  shall  have 
the  same  rights  and  powers  as  the  regular  Trustees  ;  provided,  that 
no  Diocese  shall  be  represented  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  by  more  than  one  clerical  and  two  lay  Trustees. 

Resolved  (9),  That  this  resolution  be  communicated,  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board,  to  the  Conventions  of  the  several  Dio- 
ceses. 

The  resolutions  were  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Constitution  and  Statutes. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Williams,  the  Bishop 
of  Tennessee  was  added  to  the  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution and  Statutes. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Williams,  the  Board 
adjourned  to  meet  to-morrow  morning  at  9^ 
o'clock. 


FOURTH  DAI 


Wednesday,  August  6,  1879. 

The   Board  met  at  the  appointed  hour,  and  was 
opened  as  usual. 
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The  Minutes  of  the  preceding  day  were  read  and 
approved. 

Upon  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Western  Texas, 
Dr.  Du  Bose  was  granted  leave  to  present  a  paper 
[See  page  88  Vol.  II.  Records],  on  the  part  of  the 
Hebdomadal  Board,  requesting  permission  to  with- 
draw so  much  of  their  report  as  related  to  public 
worship  and  religious  services,  which  request  was 
granted  by  the  Board. 

The  Bishop  of  Texas  presented  the  Report  of 
the  Committee  on  Organization,  as  follows  : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  ORGANIZATION. 
lb  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  : 

The  Committee  on  Organization  respectfully  report  that  the 
arrangement  agreed  upon  at  your  last  annual  meeting  between 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Hebdomadal  Board  having  ter- 
minated, the  following  scheme  of  organization  of  the  Univer- 
sity is  presented,  to  continue  for  three  years  from  the  beginning 
of  Trinity  Term,  1879. 

Your  Committee  are  pursuaded  that  the  p'rhnary  object  should 
be  to  preserve  the  teaching  force  of  the  Academic  Department 
unimpaired,  and,  in  doing  this,  not  to  go  beyond  its  receipts. 
This  is  the  problem  to  be  solved,  and  to  its  solution  the  Commit- 
tee have  given  their  most  earnest  and  anxious  consideration. 
They  have  heard,  with  deep  interest,  the  very  able  and  elabor- 
ate report  made  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board, 
and  desire  here  to  express  their  appreciation  of  the  active  and 
untiring  efforts  made  by  that  Board  to  meet  the  heavy  responsi- 
bilities it  assumed,  and  of  the  pecuniary  sacrifices  these  respon- 
sibilities involved.  They  have  endeavored  to  ascertain  the 
views  of  those  prominently  connected  thus  with  the  administra- 
tion of  the  University  for  the  past  year.  And  their  object  has 
been,  from  these  sources  of  information  and  by  the  light  of  our 
costly  experience,  to  present  such  a  scheme  as  will  enable  us  to 
carry  on  most  successfully,  under  our  present  embarrassed  con- 
dition, the  great  work  committed  to  our  charge. 
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Academic  DepartmeiMT. 

To  this  end,  the  following  officers  of  the  Academic  Depart- 
ment are  regarded  as  indispensable,  viz  : 

First,  a  Professor  of  Ancient  Languages ;  second,  a  Professor 
of  Mathematics ;  third,  a  Professor  of  Physics  and  Civil  Engin- 
eering;  fourth,  a  Professor  of  Chemistry;  fifth,  Instructor  in 
Modern  Languages ;  Master  of  the  Grammar  School,  with  two 
assistants;  and  a  Teacher  of  Elocution,  to  perform  such  other 
work  in  the  Grammar  School  as  may  be  assigned  him  by  the 
Vice-Chancellor  and  Master ;  also  a  Proctor  and  Drill  Master. 

Support. 

To  provide  for  these  (except  the  last  two,  for  whom  other  pro- 
vision will  be  made),  the  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  sal- 
aries of  the  Professors  should  be  $1,800.00  per  annum,  if  that 
amount  can  be  secured  from  tuition  and  other  fees.  Of  In- 
structor in  Modern  Languages,  $1,000.00;  Master  of  Grammar 
School,  $1,000.00;  First  Assistant,  $600.00;  Second  Assistant, 
$400  00;  Teacher  of  Elocution,  $600.00. 

If  the  tuition  and  fees  should  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  sala- 
ries named,  they  shall  be  scaled  pro  rata,  according  to  receipts. 

The  Hebdomadal  Board,  if  it  desires  to  do  so,  shall  be  author- 
ized, as  per  last  year's  arrangement,  to  take  charge  of  the  collec- 
tion and  disbursement  of  tuition  and  fees,  including  the  academic 
expense  account,  which  is  estimated  at  $1,000.00,  and  to  be  paid 
out  of  receipts  of  Academic  Department. 

In  carrying  out  this  scheme,  the  committee  deem  it  indispen- 
sable to  our  success  that  the  expenses  shall  not  exceed  actual  re- 
ceipts— in  other  words,  that  no  additional  indebtedness  shall  be 

incurred. 

Theological  Department. 

For  the  support  of  the  other  chairs  of  the  University,  embraced, 
in  whole  or  part,  in  the  Theological  Department,  viz.  :  First,  Pro- 
fessor of  Ethics  and  Evidences  of  Christianity  ;  second,  Professor 
of  Systematic  Divinity;  third,  Instructor  in  Old  Testament  Lan- 
guage and  Interpretation. 

Your  committee  see  no  alternative  as  to  part  deficiency 
in  payment  of  salaries,  in  their  future  support,  but  to  rely  on  the 
Dioceses  or  Church  at  large,  according  to  the  arrangement  pro- 
posed by  the  Theological  Faculty  last  year. 
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And  your  committee  can  but  cherish  the  hope  that  the  propo- 
sition so  generously  made  in  August,  1878,  will  be  more  and 
more  liberally  responded  to  by  our  people  in  time  to  come. 

V I C  E-C  HANCEL  LO  R . 

In  order  to  give  increased  efficiency  to  the  administration  of 
University  affairs,  concentrating  authority  and  responsibility 
alike,  your  committee  deem  it  important  that  a  Vice-Chancellor 
should  be  elected  by  the  Board  at  its  present  meeting,  to  have 
control  of  the  finances  of  the  University,  and  of  the  domain, 
including  leases,  &c,  embracing  all  the  functions  heretofore 
discharged  by  the  Treasurer  and  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and 
Lands ;  and  to  be  entrusted,  also,  with  the  discipline  of  the  Uni- 
versity, under  the  following  restrictions,  viz  : 

A  Consulting  Commission  of  the  members  of  the  Hebdomadal 
Board  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  act  with  the 
Vice-Chancellor  in  the  settlement  of  all  questions  of  discipline 
involving  suspension  or  dismissal.  And,  it  may  be  added,  that 
to  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  this  Commission  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees may  confidently  look  for  such  modifications  of  the  present 
system  of  discipline,  especially  as  to  the  demerit  system  that  has 
prevailed,  a  military  importation  utterly  foreign  to  the  genius  and 
spirit  of  a  Church  University  like  ours,  as  their  enlightened  judg- 
ment and  experience  may  suggest.  The  Vice-Chancellor  shall 
also  be  authorized  to  require  from  the  Proctor,  in  addition  to  the 
functions  of  that  office,  the  performance  of  such  work,  in  con- 
nection with  the  finances,  domain,  with  leases,  and  other  mat- 
ters, as-  the  Vice-Chancellor  may  deem  proper.  The  salary  of 
the  Proctor  to  be  fixed  at  $1,000.00,  and  to  be  derived  from 
University  sources. 

It  is  manifest  that  this  arrangement  will  supersede  the  neces- 
sity of  filling  the  offices  of  Treasurer  and  Commissioner  of 
Buildings  and  Lands,  and  that,  in  the  event  of  its  adoption, 
these  offices  will  become  vacant.  The  dispensing  therewith,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  committee,  results  from  the  imperious 
necessities  of  the  University,  and  they  cannot  make  such  a 
recommendation  without  a  feeling  of  deep  regret  at  the  thought 
of  parting  from  such  earnest  and  faithful  servants  of  the  Univer 
sity,  and  of  bearing  testimony  to  their  devotion  and  worth. 
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University  Commission. 

Your  committee  further  recommend  that  there  shall  be  elected 
annually,  by  the  Trustees,  a  University  Commission,  to  consist  of 
the  Vice-Chancellor,  as  Chairman,  ex-officio,  and  of  not  more  than 
six  Professors.  And  that  this  Commission  should  have  control  of 
the  educational  interests  of  the  University,  as  provided  by  the 
constitution  and  statutes,  and  be  directly  responsible  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  their  acts,  making  an  annual  report  of  the 
same,  with  such  suggestions  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

The  Commission,  in  their  judgment,  should  also  be  invested 
with  the  following  additional  powers,  viz.  :  First,  the  authority 
to  advance  the  patronage  of  the  University ;  second,  to  inau- 
gurate or  aid  in  carrying  out  plans  of  endowment ;  third,  to  se- 
cure the  co-operation  of  Preparatory  Schools ;  fourth,  to  fill  va- 
cancies in  professorships,  and  in  the  Departments  of  Modern 
Languages,  and  of  Old  Testament  Language  and  Interpreta- 
tion, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees;  fifth,  to 
organize  Faculties. 

Grammar  School. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  it  will  be  best  to  confide  the 
election  of  Assistants  and  Teacher  of  Elocution  to  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor and  Master,  and  to  provide  that  the  Assistants  in  the  Gram- 
mar School  may  be  removed  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  his  own 
motion,  or  upon  the  representation  of  the  Master,  for  cause 
shown,  the  reasons  for  such  removals  to  be  reported  to  the  Trus- 
tees at  their  annual  meeting  next  ensuing. 

And  of  such  importance  does  your  committee  esteem  Elocu- 
tion, in  all  its  branches,  that  they  would  strongly  advise  that  all 
the  students  in  every  department  shall,  if  possible,  have  the  ben- 
efit of  such  instruction. 

The  committee  cannot  close  this  report  without  calling  atten- 
tion to  Church  training,  and  religious  instruction  in  the  Univer- 
sity and  Grammar  School,  as  was  given,  in  past  years,  by  reso- 
lution of  this  Board.  We  will  be  recreant  to  our  most  sacred 
trust  if  such  teaching  is  neglected,  either  in  school  or  on  Sunday. 

To  revive  the  good  work  done  herein  during  the  past,  we  are 
unanimously  of  opinion  that  the  Bishops  present  should  be  re- 
quested to  revise  the  course  of  study  and  instruction  formerly 
prescribed,  and  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  requested  to  enforce 
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the  same  ;  and  also,  as  far  as  possible,  secure  and  maintain  a 
proper  observance  of  the  Lord's  Day  by  the  students. 

The  organization  of  the  Theological  School  marked  a  new  era 
in  our  history,  and  we  cherish  the  hope  that  another  era  may  be 
marked  by  the  more  sedulous  attention  given  to  the  religious 
nurture  and  spiritual  welfare  of  all  the  youth  committed  to  our 
charge. 

To  carry  out  the  matters  urged  in  this  report,  the  committee  pro- 
pose the  following  resolutions,  and  recommend  their  adoption  :* 

Resolved  (io),  That  the  following  officers  be  elected  to  serve  for  three 
years,  viz:  First,  a  Professor  of  Ancient  Languages:  second,  a  Professor 
of  Mathematics;  third,  a  Professor  of  Biology  and  Relations  of  Religion 
and  Science,  Acting  Professor  of  Physics  and  Civil  Engineering — and 
also  of  Rhetoric  and  English  Literature  ;  fourth,  a  Professor  of  Chem- 
istry, and  Acting  Professor  of  Geology  and  Mineralogy  ;  fifth,  a  Professor 
of  Ethics  and  Evidences  of  Christianity  ;  sixth,  a  Professor  of  Systematic 
Divinity,  Acting  Professor  of  Metaphysics,  and  of  Political  Science  and 
History;  seventh,  a  Professor  of  Old  Testament  Language  and  Interpreta- 
tion ;  eighth,  Acting  Professor  of  Modern  Languages.  The  Master  of  the 
Grammar  School  shall  be  appointed  by  the  University  Commission. 

Resolved  (n),  That  a  Vice-Chancellor  be  elected  for  three  years,  to  take 
charge  of  the  general  business  affairs  of  the  University,  including  control 
of  the  finances,  and  the  domain  and  leases  (embracing  all  the  functions  of 
Treasurer  and  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands),  and  of  discipline, 
with  the  restriction  recommended  in  this  report. 

Resolved  (12),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  Master  of  the  Grammar 
School  shall  appoint  two  Assistants  for  the  Grammar  School  and  a 
Teacher  of  Elocution,  who  shall  perform  such  other  work  as  is  recom- 
mended in  this  report  ;  each  assistant  to  be  provided  with  a  certificate  as 
required  by  the  6th  resolution  of  1875  'n  '"elation  to  the  Grammar  School. 
Instruction  in  Book-keeping  shall  also  be  provided  for. 

Resolved  (13),  That  the  salaries  of  Professors  (other  than  those  in  the 
Theological  Department  who  are  otherwise  provided  for)  should  be  $1,- 
800.00;  Acting  Professor  of  Modern  Languages,  Si, 200. 00;  Master  of 
Grammar  School,  $1,000.00;  First  Assistant,  $600.00;  Second  Assistant, 
$400.00;  Teacher  of  Elocution,  $600.00.  All  receipts  for  tuition  and 
fees  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  above  salaries  and  the  current 
expenses  of  the  Academic  Department,  and  if  not  sufficient  for  the  full 
payment,  the  said  salaries  shall  be  scaled  pro  rata  according  to  the  re- 
ceipts. 

Resolved  (14),  That  the  Hebdomadal  Board  be  authorized  to  collect  and 
disburse  tuition  and  fees. 

Resolved  (15),  That   a  Special  Commission  of  two  members  of  the   Heb- 


These  Resolutions  are  here  printed  as  finally  amended. 
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domadal  Board  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  act  with  the 
Vice-Chancellor  in  cases  of  suspension  or  dismissal. 

Resolved  (16),  That  a  Proctor,  Drill-master,  and  Registrar  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  University  Commission,  whose  compensation  shall  be  fixed 
as  agreed  upon,  and  such  compensation  shall  be  included  in  the  Academic 
Department. 

Resolved  (17).  That  a  University  Commission,  consisting  of  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor, as  Chairman  ex-officio,  and  not  more  than  six  Professors,  shall  be 
elected  annually,  under  the  conditions,  and  with  the  powers  named  in  this 
report. 

Resolved  (18),  That  any  assistants  in  the  Grammar  School  may  be  removed 
by  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  his  own  motion,  or  upon  representation  of  the 
Master,  for  cause  shown  ;  and  that  the  reasons  for  any  removal  shall  be 
reported  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  their  annual  meeting  next  ensuing. 

Resolved  (19),  That  the  Bishops  present  be  requested  to  revise  the  course 
of  religious  studies  heretofore  prescribed  for  the  University  and  Grammar 
School,  and  to  devise  a  plan  for  more  thorough  Church  teaching,  begin- 
ning with  the  Catechism,  and  for  the  establishment  of  Sunday  Schools. 

Resolved  (20),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  especially  requested  to  en- 
force such  course  of  religious  study  and  Church  training  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed. 

Resolved  (21),  That  all  statutes  and  standing  resolutions,  or  portions 
thereof,  conflicting  with  the  report  and  these  resolutions,  be  and  are  hereby 
suspended.

Resolved  (22),  That  the  preamble  and  resolution  adopted  at  the 
meeting  of  this  Board  in  1877,  declaring  that,  in  the  opinion  of 
this  Board,  the  responsible  head  of  the  University  and  officer 
of  its  discipline,  the  Vice-Chancellor,  should  be,  if  practicable, 
a  clerk  in  Holy  Orders,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  recinded. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Organization. 
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The  Rev.  Dr.  Patterson  offered  the  following  : 

Resolved  (23),  That  no  person  shall  be  employed  as  a  Professor, 
Teacher,  or  Tutor  in  this  University  until  he  subscribe  the  fol- 
lowing declaration:  "1  do  believe  the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the 
Old  and  New  Testament  to  be  the  Word  of  God,  and  to  contain 
all  things  necessary  to  salvation  ;  and  I  do  solemnly  engage  to 
conform  to  the  doctrines,  discipline,  and  worship  of  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States." 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Organization. 

Mr.  McNeal  read  a  communication  from  E.  Kirby 
Smith,  relating  to  the  property  known  as  Powhatan 
Hall,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Build- 
ings and  Lands. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kramer,  the  Board 
adjourned  to  meet  again  at  4  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon. 


The  Board  met  at  4  p.m.,  the  Bishop  of  Texas  in 
the  chair. 

Upon  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  the 
motion  to  refer  the  resolution  offered  by  the  Bishop 
of  South  Carolina  to  rescind  the  resolution  of  1877, 
expressing  the  opinion  that  the  Vice- Chancellor 
should  be  a  clerk  in  Holy  Orders,  was  reconsid- 
ered. The  question  then  being  upon  the  resolu- 
tion of  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  to  rescind,  it 
was  carried. 

The  Board  proceeded  to  the  election  of  the 
officers  provided  for  by  the  action  of  the  Board  on 
the  subject  ol  organization  at  the  morning  session.

Vice-Chancellor. 

Caskie  Harrison,  M.A.,  was  elected  Professor  of 
Ancient  Languages. 
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E.  Kirby  Smith  was  elected  Professor  of  Mathe- 
matics. 

John  McCrady  was  elected  Professor  of  Biology 
and  Relations  of  Religion  to  Science. 

John  B.  Elliott,  M.D.,  was  elected  Professor  of 
Chemistry  and  Acting  Professor  of  Mineralogy  and 
Geology. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  P.  Du  Bose,  S.T.D.,  was  elected 
Professor  of  Ethics  and  Evidences  of  Christianity. 

The  Rev.  Geo.  T.  Wilmer,  D.D.,  was  elected 
Professor  of  Systematic  Divinity,  and  Acting  Pro- 
fessor of  Metaphysics. 

Abraham  Jaeger  was  elected  Professor  of  Old 
Testament  Languages  and  Interpretation. 

The  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  C.  M.  Beck- 
with,  declining  a  re-election  to  the  position  of  Mas- 
ter of  the  Grammar  School. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  McNeal,  the  election  of  Mas- 
ter of  the  Grammar  School  and  Proctor  was  post- 
poned until  the  next  day. 

Judge  Farrar  read  a  report  from  the  Committee 
on  Salaries,  recorded  on  page  102,  Vol.  II.,  of  the 
Records. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Pickett  appeared  and  took  his  seat. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Patterson  moved  the  following  : 

Resolved  (24),  That  this  Board  has  heard^with  regret,  that  Mr. 
C.  M.  Beckvvith  is  compelled  to  decline  any  further  service  in  this 
University. 

Resolved  (25),  That  the  thanks  of  this  Board  are  hereby  given 
to  Mr.  Beckwith  for  his  services,  and  also  for  the  interest  he  has 
always  taken  in  the  University. 

Resolved  (26),  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  be  requested 
to  communicate  the  above  resolutions  to  Mr.  Beckvvith. 

Adopted  unanimously. 
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The  Secretary  read  a  communication  from  the 
Rev.  J.  A.  Van  Hoose,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance. 

The  Board  adjourned  to  meet  at  9  o'clock  a.m. 
the  next  day. 


FIFTH  DA  y. 


Thursday,  August   7th. 
The  Board  met  and  was  opened  as  usual. 
The  Committee  on  the  death  of  the  late   Bishop 
of  Louisiana  made  the  following  report : 

Among  the  long-to-be-remembered  events  of  the  year  that  has 
passed  since  our  last  meeting,  there  is  none  that  has  affected 
more  seriously  both  the  Church  and  this  University  -than  the 
death  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Joseph  P.  B.  Wilmer,  Bishop  of  Louis- 
iana, and  for  twelve  years  a  member  of  this  Board. 

The  limits  very  properly  assigned  notices  like  this  forbid  your 
committee  from  giving  indulgence  to  the  feelings  awakened  at 
the  recollection  of  that  good  and  highly  gifted  man.  We  trust 
that  what  we  feel  constrained  to  say  will  not  be  mistaken  for 
either  a  mere  compliance  with  custom  or  for  the  language  of  ful- 
some eulogy. 

In  the  marked  and  mixed  character  of  that  truly  godly  Bishop, 
there  was  united  the  simple  and  confiding  nature  of  the  child  with 
all  the  noble  qualities  of  the  man.  While  apparently  unconscious 
of  his  powers,  the  most  persuasive  eloquence  was  flowing  from 
his  lips;  and,  though  using  no  arts  to  draw  men  after  him,  the 
eye,  as  well  as  the  heart,  of  all  who  knew  him  delighted  to  wel- 
come his  coming.  His  countenance  beamed  with  a  benevolence 
that  justly  expressed  the  overflowing  kindness  of  his  heart. 

Amid  a  crafty  and  selfish  world,  he  moved  as  one  who  neither 
saw  nor  felt  its  contamination.  Without  guile  himself,  he  was 
loth  to  suspect  it  in  others ;  and  therefore  did  not  escape  the 
grasping  and  overreaching  cupidity  of  those  who   "lie  in   wait 
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to  deceive."  He  might  truly  have  been  called  -'The  man  of 
the  melting  heart  and  of  the  open  hand."  Money,  that  chief- 
god  of  the  world's  idolatry,  was  despised  by  him,  except  as  a 
means  of  living  and  of  doing  good.  To  such  a  life  there  came 
a  fitting  death.  Having  made  it  his  constant  study,  as  well  as 
pleasure,  to  give  no  pain  to  others,  it  seemed  fit  that  a  sudden 
and  painless  end  should  close  an  existence  marked  by  an  un- 
varying love  and  good  will  to  all. 

Meet  and  right,  therefore,  was  it,  in  the  sight  of  both  men  and 
angels,  that  the  unexpected,  but  not  unprovided  for,  call  to  "  come 
up  higher  "  should  take  the  place  of  the  usual  pains  of  a  linger- 
ing death-bed. 

While  sympathizing  with  his  bereaved  family  and  Diocese, 
your  committee  feel  that  this  University  and  our  whole  Southern 
Church  has  sustained,  in  his  death,  a  loss  which  time  only  can 
repair.  May  we  find  in  his  successor  a  hearty  co-operator  in 
the  good  work  in  which  he  once  united  with  us!

Whereas,  Hie  modifications  in  the  Organization  of  the  Uni- 
versity, made  necessary  by  its  present  financial  condition,  have 
devolved  the  duties  of  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands 
on  the  Vice-Chancellor,  thereby  severing  the  official  connections 
of  Map  George  R.  Fairbanks  with  this  Board  of  Trustees; 

And  whereas,  Maj  Fairbanks  has  been  connected  with  this 
Board  from  the  first  foundation  of  the  University  in  1857  ; 
therefore. 

Resolved  (27),  That  this  Board  of  Trustees,  recognizing  the 
deep  and  earnest  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  University,  and 
his  faithful  attention  to  his  duties  in  connection  therewith, 
which  Maj.  Fairbanks  has  always  exhibited,  sincerely  deplore 
the  loss  of  so  faithful  an  officer. 

Resolved  (28),  That  a  committee,  consisting  of  one  Bishop,  one 
Presbyter,  and  one  Layman,  be  appointed  to  inform  Maj.  Fair- 
banks of  the  action  of  this  Board,  to  urge  his  continued  interest 
in  the  welfare  of  the  University,  and  to  convey  to  him  its  assur- 
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ances  of  the  high  and  very  sincere  respect  entertained  for  him 
by  the  members  of  this  Board  of  Trustees. 

Resolved  (29),  That  the  committee  appointed  on  the  foregoing 
resolution  request  Maj.  Fairbanks  to  accept  the  office  of  Libra- 
rian of  the  University. 

Adopted,  and  the  Chair  appointed  the  Bishop  of 
South  Carolina,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Pickett,  and  Col. 
Jacob  Thompson,  the  committee  to  wait  on  Maj. 
Fairbanks. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  presented  the  follow- 
ing communication  from  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hodgson  : 

The  University  of  the  South,  ) 
Sewanee,  Tenn.,  Aug.  7,  1879.  I 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  .- 
Gentlemen  : — Yours  of  the  7th  inst.,  notifying  me  of  my  elec- 
tion to  the  office  of  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University  of  the 
South,  has  been  received  and  contents  noted.  In  reply  I  would 
say  that  I  fully  appreciate  the  honor  you  have  bestowed  upon 
me,  and  accept  it  with  the  hope  and  prayer  to  God  that  I  may 
be  able,  in  it,  to  be  of  some  service  to  the  great  work  that  the 
Church  of  His  Dear  Son  has  undertaken  in  the  University  of 
the  South.

The  committee  appointed  to  suggest  a  plan  for  conferring  the 
Lyman  Medal  to  the  best  speaker,  respectfully  report  the  follow- 
ing : 

I.  The  Instructor  in  Elocution  shall  annually,  at  least  one 
month  before  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  select  the 
six  best  speakers  to  compete  for  said  medal,  provided  that  no 
one  shall  be  eligible  who  has  once  received  it. 

II.  The  persons  selected  as  above  shall  deliver  addresses  at  a 
public  exhibition  to  be  given  during  commencement  week.  The 
Chancellor  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three  of  this  Board  to 
award  said  medal. 

III.  Said  committee  shall  report  their  decision  in  writing  to 
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the  Chancellor,  and  he,  or  some  one  appointed  by  him  for  that 
purpose,  shall,  on  Commencement  Day,  bestow  said  medal  on 
the  successful  competitor.

On  motion,  the  Board  took  a  recess  till  4  o'clock 
p.m.,  to  attend  the  commencement  exercises. 


The  Board  met  at  4  o'clock  p.m.,  the  Bishop  of 
Texas  in  the  Chair. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Organization 
offered  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Organization  report  the  following  resolu- 
tions, and  recommend  their  adoption  : 

Resolved  (30),  That  a  committee  be  appointed,  with  power  to 
act  and  take  preparatory  steps  toward  the  establishment  of  a 
Law  School,  and  that  the  said  committee  consist  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  Dr.  J.  B.  Elliott,  Col.  Thompson,  and  Capt.  McNeal. 

Resolved  (31),  That  the  same  committee,  with  like  power,  shall 
take  charge  of  the  matter  of  the  proposed  Medical  School  here, 
provided  that  in  neither  case  shall  any  expense  or  liability  be  in- 
curred on  the  part  of  the  University. 

Resolved  (32),  That,  in  the  matter  of  the  resolution  of  Rev. 
Dr.  Patterson,  referred  to  your  committee,  it  is  inexpedient  to 
take  any  action. 

Resolved  (33),  That  the  Board  elect  a  Dean  of  the  Theological 
School,  who  may  also  fill  the  Chair  of  Ecclesiastical  History. 

Alex.  Gregg,  Chairman. 
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The  Bishop  of  Western  Texas  nominated  the  Rev. 
Telfair  Hodgson,  D.D.,  lor  the  office  of  Dean  of  the 
Theological  Faculty,  and  he  was  duly  elected  by 
ballot. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  was  granted  leave  of 
absence  after  12  o'clock  m.  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Gordon  offered  the  following 

SANITARY  REPORT: 

Your  Committee  on  Sanitary  Measures,  to  which  was  referred 
the  Report  of  the  Health  Officer,  takes  great  pleasure  in  making 
the  following  report,  and  would  say  that  some  pains  have  been 
taken  to  gather  statistics  from  authorities  other  than  the  Health 
Officer's  Report.  The  report  shows  that  we  have  been  blessed 
by  Almighty  God  with  usual  good  health  throughout  the  year  ; 
but  four  cases  assuming  a  type  that  was  at  all  dangerous  ;  of 
these,  one  was  catarrhal  fever,  one  remittent  fever,  one  capil- 
lary bronchitis,  and  one  coloritis,  and  all  resulted  favorably. 
This  prevalence  of  good  health  may  be  expected  to  continue  in 
any  region  in  this  latitude,  when  the  altitude  above  the  sea  is 
2,000  feet,  the  average  yearly  rainfall  45  inches,  and  the  climate 
marked  by  neither  extreme  heat  or  cold,  as  shown  by  the  follow- 
ing table : 

Winter  Min.  Ther.,  50. 
Summer  Max.  Ther.,  87  lA° . 
Average  Summer  Temp.,  740. 

No  sudden  changes  of  temperature  occur.  In  this  locality, 
epidemics  may  be  said  to  be  unknown.  Pneumonia  and  diph- 
theria— but  few  cases  of  which  ever  occur — are  of  light  nature, 
and  yield  readily  to  treatment  Bilious  fevers  never  occur,  un- 
less contracted  in  malarial  districts  and  developed  by  the  moun- 
tain climate,  and  of  these  the  symptoms  are  of  trivial  character. 
Whooping  cough,  scarlet  fever,  etc.,  rarelv  or  never  prove  dan- 
gerous here.  Of  the  74  minor  cases  reported  by  the  Health 
Officer,  your  committee  beg  to  say  that  probably  not  one  was 
due  to  any  permanent  local  cause. 

The  committee  suggests  that  no  change  be  made  in  the  pres- 
ent admirable  sanitary  system. 

In   conclusion,   the   committee   feels   that  the  thanks  of  this 
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Board   are  due   the"  Health   Officer  for  the   faithful   manner  in 
which  he  has  discharged  his  duties.

Mr.  McNeal  offered  the  following 

FINANCE  REPORT: 

The  Committee  on  Finance  respectfully  report  that  they  have 
carefully  examined  the  matters  and  reports  submitted  to  them, 
and  have  considered  the  financial  affairs  and  needs  of  the  Uni- 
versity in  connection  therewith.  Under  the  action  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  at  last  meeting,  three  distinct  financial  departments 
were  created  : 

i.  The  Theological  Department,  dependent  for  its  support  upon 
the  voluntary  contributions  of  the  Dioceses. 

2.  The  Academic  or  Educational  Department,  dependent  upon 
the  tuition  fees  or  patronage. 

3.  The  University,  as  a  corporation,  dependent  upon  its  rents, 
donations,  or  collections  from  old  assets. 

In  the  Theological  Department  the  receipts  were  $3,330.29, 
of  which  $705.00  was  from  the  North,  and  $1,103.75  sub- 
scribed by  individuals,  leaving  only  $1,521.44  as  the  amount 
contributed  by  the  parishes.  By  later  receipts  the  gross  amount 
to  date  of  August  1st  appears  to  be  $3,466  35.  Of  this,  $120.00 
was  appropriated  to  running  expenses — the  remainder  to  salaries. 
The  amount  estimated  as  needed  for  this  department  was  $5 ,  000. 00. 
The  work  of  the  department  has  been  faithfully  performed,  and 
the  sacrifice  has  been  that  of  the  workers.  Your  committee  be- 
lieve the  Dioceses  should,  by  absolute  undertaking  and  obliga- 
tion, secure  and  provide  for  the  sustenance  of  this  department 
(until  sufficiently  endowed),  as  contemplated  by  the  plan  of  last 
year,  and  suggest,  in  case  the  same  plan  be  continued,  that  a 
committee  of  this  Board  be  appointed,  to  act  in  conjunction 
with  the  Theological  Faculty,  for  the  securing  of  this  end.  A 
resolution  is  appended. 

In  the  Academic  Department  the  fees  of  the  past  year  aggre 
gated  the  sum  of  $10,820.00,  of  which  there  has  been  collected 
the  sum  of  $10,694.73.

The  amount  necessary  to  meet  the  salaries  of  the  Professors 
and  the  Master  and  Teachers  of  the  Grammar  School,  Proctor, 
and  other  officers,  with  necessary  current  expenses,  was,  as  shown 
by  report  of  the  Chairman,  $13,400.00;  from  which  deducting 
actual  receipts,  $10,694.73,  leaves  a  deficit  of  $2,705.27.  This 
deficit  has  been  borne  and  lost  by  Academic  Organization.  It 
has  been  a  part  of  their  sacrifice  for  the  University  for  the  past 
year. 

In  the  Department  of  the  Corporation  the  matter  of  collection 
of  rents  and  all  assets  has  been  vigorously  pressed  during  the 
past  year,  and  we  have  not  only  funded  nearly  the  whole  of  our 
indebtedness  now  unpaid,  but  have  very  considerably  reduced 
our  indebtedness.  The  actual  reduction  does  not  correspond 
with  the  apparent  one. 

By  reference  to  the  report  of  this  committee  at  last  meeting,  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  total  of  unpaid  and  outstanding  indebted- 
ness, to  be  provided  for  by  the  issuance  of  bonds  (excluding 
dues  to  special  funds  of  our  own),  was  $30,000.00,  it  being  then 
estimated  that  immediately  available  assets  could  be  relied  on  to 
pay  the  remainder  of  the  outstanding  debts,  the  report  showing 
over  $4,000  00  thus  to  be  provided  for,  making  over  $34,000.00 
of  debt. 

But,  since  the  adjournment  of  the  Board  last  year,  it  has  been 
developed,  from  time  to  time,  during  last  fall  and  winter,  that 
there  was  an  outstanding  floating  indebtedness  which  did  not 
appear  in  any  shape  upon  the  University  Books,  nor  in  the  re- 
ports of  the  Treasurer.  These  claims  aggregated  over  four 
thousand  dollars.  The  sum  of  $577.79  was  also  paid  out  to 
Professors  and  officers,  being  amount  of  salaries  due  from  July 
20,  1878,  the  termination  of  the  fiscal  year,  to  August  1,  1878, 
the  time  when  the  scheme  for  the  year  1 878-1 879  went  into 
effect. 

Hence  it  appears  that  our  actual  indebtedness,  due  creditors 
other  than  ourselves  for  specified  funds,  last  August,  was  over 
$38,000.00.      Now  it  is  fully  $7,000.00  less. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  $3;  300. 00  of  the  re- 
ceipts were  from  sale  of  two  United  States  Bonds  and  the  Bond 
of  the  Memphis  and  Charleston  Railroad,  the  proceeds  of  which 
were  expected  to  be  invested  in  the  bonds  contemplated  to  be  is- 
sued by  the  Board  at  last  meeting.     This  was  considered  as  a  se- 
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cure  investment  for  said  funds,  but  the  negotiation  having  failed, 
as  soon  as  it  is  possible  to  do  so,  the  Board  should  provide  for  the 
replacement  of  said  funds. 

Your  committee,  in  view  of  the  fullness  of  statement  of  the 
report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Finance  already  presented  to  the 
Board,  and  the  various  schedules  accompanying  it,  have  not 
deemed  it  necessary  to  tabulate,  as  heretofore,  the  receipts  and 
expenditures,  assets  and  liabilities,  as  it  would  be  mere  repeti 
tion  of  what  has  been  already  presented,  and  hence  will  only 
present  such  suggestions  as  occur  to  them  to  be  important,  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Board,  in  connection  with  said  sched- 
ules or  statements  in  the  report  of  the  Finance  Commissioner. 

The  estimated  expenditure  for  the  Department  of  the  Corpor- 
ation for  the  ensuing  year,  as  rendered  in  the  Report  of  the 
Commissioner,  is  $4,350.00.  This  covers  interest  on  our  debt, 
insurance,  taxes,  estimated  repairs,  and  $1,000.00  for  salaries. 
This  includes  no  salary  for  Vice-Chancellor.  On  the  other 
hand,  we  have,  as  sources  of  income,  our  back  rents,  as  per  said 
report,  $3,276.10,  and  the  rents  for  the  ensuing  year  estimated  at 
$2,065.00,  estimated  royalty  from  wood  and  coal,  $229  00,  and 
such  amounts  as  may  be  realized  by  collection  from  our  large 
mass  of  personal  assets,  from  which  latter  item  about  $3,600.00 
in  actual  collections  were  realized  last  year.  This  amount  makes 
up  a  part  of  the  aggregate  of  $8,359.15  shown  in  report  and 
statements  of  Finance  Commissioner  now  before  the  Board,  on 
pages  41  and  44  of  his  report.  The  remainder  of  said  sum  of 
$8,359.15  is  made  up  of  $1,000.00  represented  by  the  cancelled 
note  of  Gen.  Gorgas  and  rents  and  royalty. 

It  can  be  safely  assumed  that  we  can  rely  on  sufficient  income 
from  the  above  sources  to  meet  the  estimate  of  expense  for  the 
present  year,  but,  with  the  annual  culling  and  reduction  of  these 
assets,  the  difficulty  becomes  greater  in  further  collections,  and 
should  the  present  state  of  affairs  continue,  we  could  not  make 
similar  calculations  for  any  future  year. 

These  collections,  however,  must  also  be  relied  on  to  meet  and 
liquidate  our  small  balance  of  floating  indebtedness  represented 
by  the  two  items  of  $450.81  and  $1,395.30  in  the  Commission- 
er's statement  of  our  liabilities.  The  first  item  is  made  up 
almost  entirely  of  small  balances  due  on  the  books  to  students 
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and  others,  some  of  many  years'  standing,  which  have  never 
been  called  for,  and  even  the  present  habitation  of  the  parties 
not  known  to  the  Treasurer,  and  we  have  been  in  no  condition 
to  justify  activity  in  hunting  them  up.  In  the  second  item  is 
included  $138.25  for  Louisiana  taxes,  which  is  covered  in  the 
estimate  of  expenditures  above  made;  $500.00  due  G.  R.  Fair- 
banks; $200.00  due  L.  Pillet;  an  account  of  Mallory  &  Co.  of 
$254.94  for  printing;  an  account  of  H.  Holly  for  $275.00,  and 
five  small  items  to  various  parties,  aggregating  $27.20. 

The  account  of  Mr.  Holly  is  a  claim  for  balance  due  him  for 
furnishing  plans  and  specifications  for  St.  Luke's  Hall.  He  has 
already  been  paid  $600.00.  The  architect  furnished  no  superin- 
tendence whatever,  and  his  charge,  as  understood  by  your  com- 
mittee is  for  furnishing  plans  and  specifications.  Your  commit- 
tee decidedly  believe  that  the  architect  has  already  been  amply 
paid,  and  should  not  insist  upon  additional  compensation ;  and, 
with  this  expression  of  opinion,  recommend  the  reference  of  the 
whole  matter  to  the  Vice-Chancellor.     Resolution  is  appended. 

Your  committee  have  had  before  them  the  reports  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  and  of  the  Trustees  of  Bonds  and  Mortgage 
appointed  at  last  meeting.  They  are  satisfied  that  the  action  of 
the  Executive  Committee  was  necessary  and  wise,  and  approve 
it.  In  view  of  its  importance,  they  concur  in  the  suggestion  in 
the  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  that  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees should  formally  endorse  and  satisfy  the  same,  and  append  a 
resolution  to  that  effect. 

In  regard  to  the  claim  of  Gen.  Gorgas,  for  balance  of  salary 
for  1877-1878,  your  committee  are  of  opinion  that,  by  the  settle- 
ment made  in  August  last,  all  matters  of  account  between  Gen. 
Gorgas  and  the  University  were  finally  closed  and  settled.  It  is 
much  to  be  regretted  that  any  misunderstanding  should  have 
arisen  in  regard  to  this  matter ;  and,  in  view  of  the  long  connec- 
tion of  Gen.  Gorgas  with  the  University,  your  committee  have 
deputed  one  of  their  number  to  write  to  Gen.  Gorgas  in  regard 
thereto,  in  the  event  their  report  be  adopted  by  the  Board. 

In  regard  to  the  matter  of  the  completion  of  St.  Luke's  Hall, 
and  the  communication  from  Mrs.  Manigault,  requesting  definite 
information  from  this  Board  as  to  the  amount  requisite  therefor, 
your  committee  append  a  resolution  instructing  the  estimates  to 
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be  furnished.  They  also  append  a  resolution  providing  for  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  of  this  Board  to  write  Mrs.  Mani- 
gault  on  behalf  of  this  Board  as  to  the  expenditure  and  manage- 
ment of  the  funds  provided  by  her  for  the  building  of  the  Hall. 
This  is  done  in  order  that  she  may  ha^e  no  misapprehension  or 
anxiety  as  to  the  compliance  with  her  purpose  by  the  Board,  and 
that  no  part  of  her  generous  donation  has  been  diverted  there- 
from. On  the  contrary,  the  sum  expended  to  this  date  upon  St. 
Luke's  Hall,  including  obligations  of  the  University  on  account 
thereof,  is  more  than  four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000.00)  in  ex- 
cess of  the  amount  received  from  Mrs.  Manigault. 

Your  committee  append  a  resolution  as  to  the  printing  of  the 
Journals  of  Proceedings  of  this  meeting,  in  response  to  the  sug- 
gestions of  the  Commissioner. 

A  resolution  is  appended  as  to  the  assets  of  the  University  in 
the  hands  of  the  Diocesan  Treasurers. 

A  resolution  is  appended  as  to  our  lands  in  Louisiana. 

A  resolution  is  appended  as  to  the  subject  of  freight  charges 
on  railroads,  in  response  to  our  Commissioner's  report. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  destruction  of  the  mutilated 
bonds  presented  with  the  Commissioner's  report,  and  append  a 
resolution  on  the  subject. 

Your  committee  are  still  much  impressed  with  the  importance 
of  the  suggestions  contained  in  their  report  of  last  year  In  regard 
to  our  old  assets,  and,  in  fact,  all  obligations  now  due,  or  which 
may  be  hereafter  due  the  University,  and  the  necessity  of  a  spe- 
cific description  and  account  of  them  in  book  form.  Said  sug- 
gestions are  on  page  28  of  the  Journal  of  last  year,  and  also  on 
page  31,  resolution  No.  18.  The  book  has  been  procured,  and 
the  obligations  entered  as  suggested,  but  your  committee  are 
sure  that  there  are,  and  have  been  for  years,  inaccuracies  in  the 
aggregates  annually  presented  of  them  in  our  financial  schedules, 
and  their  exact  present  status  can  only  be  ascertained,  and  accu- 
racy and  consistency  preserved  in  our  financial  statements,  by  a 
careful  inquiry  into  all  of  these  claims  and  keeping  a  regular  ac- 
count on  said  book,  showing  all  credits  and  settlements.  If  all 
obligations  due  are  so  entered,  any  committee  of  this  Board 
could    alwavs   more   easilv    verifv   the   correctness    of    financial 
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statements,  and  the  Financial  Department  of  the  University 
would  receive  great  benefit,  as  well  as  save  labor  thereby. 

Your  committee  append  a  resolution  continuing  the  authority 
last  year  given  to  Dr.  Hodgson  in  regard  to  collection  and  com- 
promise of  claims  due  the  University. 

They  also  recommend  that,  in  all  cases  where  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor  has  reason  to  believe  the  claims  in  the  hands  of  any  Dio- 
cesan Treasurer  have  been  neglected,  or  are  not  receiving  such 
attention  as  could  be  given  to  them  here,  then  he  be  authorized 
to  call  for  their  return  to  the  University,  and  that  the  said  Dio- 
cesan Treasurers  be  requested  to  forward  them  to  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  upon  his  call  for  them. 

In  any  event,  if  they  be  not  returned,  the  Vice-Chancellor 
should  call  upon  the  several  Treasurers,  or  any  other  parties 
having  assets  of  the  University  in  hand,  for  a  specific  report  of 
the  same,  giving  the  present  condition  of  each ;  so  that  the  book 
above  referred  to  may  be  completed,  and  show  the  true  and  ex- 
act condition  of  our  assets,  and  may  be  kept  in  said  condition 
hereafter. 

In  regard  to  the  communication  of  Mr.  Van  Hoose  referred 
to  us,  your  committee  are  satisfied  that  the  obligation  of  Mr. 
Van  Hoose  to  the  donors  was  fully  performed  upon  his  delivery 
of  the  subscription  lists  and  papers  in  his  hands  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  that  no  possible  responsibility  for  the  management 
of  the  funds  rests  upon  him.  As  before  stated  in  this  report,  these 
funds  were  intended  to  be  invested  in  the  issue  of  bonds  ordered 
last  August,  the  negotiation  of  which  failed,  and  will  be  securely 
provided  for  along  with  other  funds  of  a  similar  character  in  the 
plan  for  bonds  and  mortgage  hereinafter  recommended. 

Mr.  Van  Hoose,  however,  presented  his  communication  upon 
the  ground  that  he  had  made  representations  for  the  Trustees,  to 
which,  and  the  obligations  thereof,  he  should  call  their  attention, 
and  his  communication  will  be  a  part  of  the  record. 

As  a  fact  in  the  personal  knowledge  of  some  of  the  members 
of  your  committee,  subscribers  of  the  larger  portion  of  the  fund 
to  which  he  refers  are  aware  of  the  disposition  made  of  the 
fund,  and  of  the  way  contemplated  to  secure  it,  and  assent 
thereto ;  and  your  committee  trust  that  the  fund  will  be  provided 
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for  by  the   Board  at  an  early  day,  so  as  to  remove  any  cause  of 
criticism  upon  the  part  of  any  party  interested  therein. 

In  determining  the  policy  we  should  adopt,  so  as  to  faithfully 
carry  out,  administer,  and  secure  the  various  trusts  committed  to 
us  as  Trustees  of  this  University,  not  only  the  chief  and  most 
important  trust  of  preserving  and  building  up  the  institution  it- 
self, but  also  the  special  trusts  designated  by  individual  con- 
tribution thereto,  which,  though  subsidiary  and  of  minor  im- 
portance, are  yet  recognized  as  equally  sacred,  your  committee, 
after  full  consideration,  believe  it  necessary  to  authorize  a  new 
mortgage,  as  suggested  in  the  report  of  the  Commissioner. 
Debts  and  mortgages  are  painful  expressions  to  be  used  in  con- 
nection with  the  University  of  the  South,  but  it  must  be  remem- 
bered that  almost  in  its  beginning  it  raised  $r 0,000.00  on  bond 
and  mortgage;  and,  in  furthering  its  vigorous  development,  being 
without  endowment,  it  increased  its  debt  until  the  mortgage  of 
last  year  became  necessary,  the  extraordinary  financial  depress- 
ion of  the  past  eight  years,  being,  perhaps,  in  part,  an  explana- 
tion of  the  disappointment  of  drafts  upon  hope  and  faith.  This 
latter  mortgage  of  $25,000.00  did  not,  however,  provide  for  all 
our  debts  to  creditors  other  than  the  special  funds  of  our  own, 
to  which  we  are  indebted,  nor  does  it  provide  for  said  special 
funds.  It  is  desirable  that  this  provision  should  be  made,  pend- 
ing the  relief  which  we  have  a  right  to  expect  should  soon  come 
from  the  Churchmen  of  the  Dioceses  interested  in  this  institu- 
tion-— -a  relief  that  should  entirely  cancel  our  obligations,  and  en- 
dow, permanently  and  securely,  this,  the  heritage  of  our  Church 
and  our  people,  the  nursery  of  their  Christian  manhood.  Your 
committee  believe  that  the  circumstances  and  the  necessities  of 
this  present  time  present  to  each  individual  member  of  this  Board 
of  Trustees  (to  the  thirteen  Bishops  first  in  responsibility  as  in 
place,  and  next  to  each  clerical  and  lay  member  hereof)  a  per- 
sonal and  special  appeal  as  an  individual,  to  devote  whatever  of 
his  personal  influence  and  energy  he  may  be  enabled,  through 
self-denial,  to  do  to  the  relief  of  this  University  from  its  em- 
barrassments and  its  permanent  establishment  upon  endow- 
ment 

But   our    present    duty    is    to    provide    for    matters   as    we    find 
them

Your  committee  recommend  the  authorization  of  mortgage 
and  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $50,000.00,  for  the  purposes  above 
set  forth. 

Your  committee  deem  it  proper  to  state,  in  regard  to  the  item 
of  $14,730.27,  purporting  to  represent  Theological  Endowment 
funds  due  to  ourselves,  that  it.  in  fact,  does  not  correctly  repre- 
sent the  Theological  Endowment  Fund,  or  the  actual  amount  of 
funds  due  ourselves.  There  has  been  considerable  confusion 
about  this  matter,  which  can  only  be  rectified  by  careful  exam- 
ination of  the  books,  after  which  full  statement  can  be  made. 
In  this  amount  is  included  $2,300.00  from  United  States  bonds, 
which  was  a  fund  for  Permanent  Endowment  of  Professorships 
in  the  Academic  Department  •  A  considerable  part  of  it  was 
funds  for  theological  education  and  general  purposes  of  that 
department,  but  not  for  endowment.  As  to  all  such  funds,  the 
University  owes,  in  truth,  no  obligation,  having  long  since  more 
than  paid  them  in  sustaining  the  Theological  Department  upon 
University  funds. 

But  there  were  other  funds  subscribed  for  special  purposes, 
which  are  not  included  at  all  in  said  aggregate  of  $14,730.27. 

Your  committee  are  not  now  prepared  to  tabulate  the  exact 
amount  and  character  of  these  funds,  hoping  to  have  such  state- 
ments of  the  same  at  the  next  meeting  as  will  justify  an  exact 
report. 

The  late  Commissioner  of  Finance  has  never  had  his  attention 
called  to  an  investigation  of  this  matter,  nor  has  the  Board  found 
need  or  called  for  such  statement,  as  we  believe,  from  the  late 
Treasurer ;  but  it  is  better  we  should  have  the  whole  matter  tab- 
ulated, so  as  to  treat  properly  the  issue  as  to  these  special  funds  ; 
and  the  Finance  Committee,  upon  the  adoption  of  this  report,

can  have  such  investigation  made,  and  the  matter  presented  at 
next  meeting.  This  will  not  affect  at  all  the  matter  of  the  bonds 
and  mortgage,  as  the  excess  of  bonds  over  our  indebtedness  to 
outside  creditors  can  be  appropriated  to  this  indebtedness  to 
ourselves,  and  held,  as  the  Board  may  order,  for  that  purpose, 
and  the  Board,  at  next  meeting,  can  specially  assign  where  they 
belong. 

The  committee  will  present,  in  a  supplemented  report,  the 
plan  of  bonds  and  mortgage.

The  Finance  Committee  offered  the  following 
resolutions,  which  were  adopted  seriatim,  and  then 
adopted  as  a  whole  : 

Resolved  (34),  That  the  action  of  the  Executive  Committee,  in 
the  matter  of  the  authorization  and  execution  of  the  bond  and 
mortgage  to  the  United  States  Mortgage  Company,  of  New  York, 
for  $25,000.00,  is  hereby  approved,  ratified,  and  confirmed. 

Resolved  (35),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor,  after  obtaining  the  nec- 
essary information  in  such  authentic  manner  as  he  may  think  best, 
inform  Mrs.  Manigault  as  to  the  amount  necessary  for  the  com- 
pletion of  St.  Luke's  Hall  in  the  style  required  by  the  plans  and 
specifications  of  the  architect 

Resolved,  further  (}6).,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  by  this 
Board,  to  consist  of  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee  and  Albert  T.  Mc- 
Neal, who  shall  at  once  write,  and,  on  behalf  of  the  Board,  in- 
form Mrs.  Manigault  as  to  the  management  and  expenditure  of 
the  funds  received  from  her  for  the  building  of  said  Hall  and  the 
present  condition  of  the  same. 

Resolved  (37),  That  Judge  E  D.  Farrar,  a  member  of  this 
Board,  be  requested  to  co-operate  with  the  Vice-Chancellor  in 
investigating  the  condition  of  our  lands  in  Louisiana,  and  that 
he  be  authorized  to  represent  the  interests  of  the  University  in 
regard  thereto,  and  take  such   action  as,  in   his  discretion,  may 
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seem  best  for  the  protection  of  the  said  interests,  and  report  to 
our  next  meeting. 

Resolved  (38),  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  confer  with  the 
Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Finance 
(Bishop  of  Texas)  as  to  what  portions  of  the  Journal  shall  be 
printed,  and  the  number  of  copies,  and  the  Journal  be  printed 
and  distributed  as  said  conference  may  direct. 

Resolved  (39),  That  the  Hon.  Jacob  Thompson,  on  behalf  of 
this  Board,  co-operate  with  the  Vice-Chancellor  in  communica- 
tion with  the  various  railroad  lines  leading  to  this  place,  in  se- 
curing more  equitable  rates  on  freights,  and  in  making  such 
other  arrangements  with  the  roads  as  may  subserve  the  interests 
of  the  University. 

Resolved  (40),  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  examine  and 
destroy  the  bonds  prepared  under  the  resolutions  of  the  Board 
last  August,  delivered  to  the  Board  by  the  Commissioner  of  Fi- 
nance on  presentation  of  his  report,  saving  and  excepting  the 
one  bond  therein  referred  to  as  cancelled  across  the  face  of 
bonds,  and  each  of  the  coupons  in  ink,  though  not  mutilated, 
but  so  preserved  as  specimen. 

Resolved  (41),  That  the  authority  as  to  collection  and  compro- 
mise given  to  Dr.  Hodgson  in  Resolution  No  83,  Journal,  1878, 
be  continued,  and  that  he  carry  out,  as  far  as  possible,  the  recom- 
mendations oi  this  report  as  to  our  old  assets  and  all  obligations 
due  the  corportion. 

Resolved  (42),  That  a  committee,  to  consist  of  the  Chancellor, 
Bishop  of  Texas,  and  Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  be  appointed 
to  co-operate  with  and  aid  the  Theological  Faculty  in  presenting 
the  needs  of  the  Theological  Department  for  the  ensuing  year  to 
the  different  Dioceses. 

Resolved  (43),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  requested  to  com- 
municate with  Mr.  Holly,  architect,  in  regard  to  his  claim  on  the 
University,  and  that  the  settlement  of  the  matter  be  remitted  to 
him. 

Mr.  McNeal  offered  the  following,  which  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands, 
to-wit  : 

Whereas,    In  the  present  depleted  condition  of  the    Univer- 
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sity  Treasury,  it  is  impossible  to  make  such  expenditures  in  the 
way  of  repairs  upon  all  our  various  buildings  as  seem  to  be  re- 
quired ;  and  whereas  the  University  is  the  owner  of  several 
buildings  not  needed  for  University  purposes,  to-wit :  Tremlet 
and  Powhatan  Halls,  Harrison  and  Sharkey  Cottages,  and,  per- 
haps, other  buildings ;  therefore, 

Resolved (44),  That  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands  con- 
sider the  expediency  of  authorizing  the  sale  of  this  property, 
and  report  their  conclusions  thereon. 

Mr.  McNeal  offered  the  following  : 

Resolved  (45),  That  the  suggestions  in  the  Report  of  the  Finance 
Commissioner  in  regard  to  a  Hotel  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Buildings  and  Lands. 

Adopted. 

The  Bishop  of  Texas  offered  the  following : 

Resolved  (46),  That  the  Committee  on  Organization,  to  whom 
the  subject  of  Endowment  was  referred,  be  discharged  from  the 
consideration  of  the  same,  and  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance. 

Carried. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  committee  to  wait  on 
Major  Fairbanks — namely:  The  Bishop  of  South 
Carolina,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Pickett,  and  Col.  Thompson. 

Upon  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kramer,  the  report 
on  the  subject  of  the  Lyman  Medal  was  taken  up 
and  adopted. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  following  committee  on 
the  subject  of  the  Chancellor's  Address — to-wit  : 
The  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  the  Bishop  of  South 
Carolina,  and  Mr.  Miles. 

The  Bishop  of  Texas  moved  that  Major  Fair- 
banks be  invited  to  occupy  a  seat  on  this  floor  dur- 
ing our  session.      Carried. 

The  Board  adjourned  to  meet  at  9  o'clock  a.m. 
to-morrow. 
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SIXTH  DAY 


Friday,  August  8th. 

The  Board  met  and  was  opened  as  usual. 

Colonel  Thompson,  from  the  special  committee 
on  the  subject,  reported  that  they  had  waited  on 
Maj.  Fairbanks,  and  that  he  would  make  his  ac- 
knowledgments to  the  Board  in  person. 

The  Bishop  of  Texas  offered  the  following  : 

The  Committee  on  Organization  beg  leave  to  report  and 
recommend  the  following  resolutions  for  adoption  : 

Resolved  (47),  That  this  Board  approves  the  recommendations  of 
the  Chairman  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board  on  the  subject  of  Degrees. 

Resolved  (48),  That  such  recommendations  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes,  to  report  for  the  action 
of  this  Board  such  alterations  in  the  statutes  as  will  make  them 
comply  with  said  recommendations. 

Resolved  (49),  That  this  Board  is  in  entire  accord  with  the  Heb- 
domadal Board  upon  the  subject  of  erecting  a  suitable  memorial 
to  Bishop  Polk,  and  will  take  the  necessary  steps  to  that  end  as 
soon  as  the  way  seems  clear. 

Upon  motion,  the  resolutions  were  adopted. 

Dr.  Elliott,  on  the  part  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board, 
presented  the  following  paper  on  the  subject  of  the 
action  of  this  Board  with  regard  to  organization  [see 
p.  132,  Vol.  II.  Records],  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Organization. 

Major  Fairbanks  appeared  upon  the  Hoor,  and 
after  some  interesting  remarks,  read  the  following, 
which,  upon  motion  of  Mr.  Whittle,  was  ordered 
to  be  spread  upon  the  minutes  : 

Sewanee,  August  8,  1879. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  : 
Gentlemen  : — -I  desire  to  return  my  sincere  acknowledgments 
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for  the  very  kind  manner  in  which  you  have  expressed  your  ap- 
preciation of  my  poor  services  to  the  University. 

After  so  intimate  a  connection,  in  various  capacities,  with  its 
affairs,  during  a  period  of  twenty-two  years,  it  cannot  but  evoke 
a  feeling  of  sadness  in  taking  leave  of  these  official  relations 
which  I  have  so  long  held  with  the  University,  the  duties  of 
which  have  been  always  to  me  a  labor  of  love. 

Imbued,  at  the  outset,  with  the  enthusiastic  and  hopeful  feel- 
ings with  which  the  founders  of  the  University  were  inspired, 
sharing,  in  a  large  degree,  with  them  in  the  work  of  laying  its 
foundations,  in  interesting  the  public  mind  in  the  project,  in  the 
preparation  of  its  constitution  and  statutes,  and  other  preliminary 
work,  I  never  lost  faith  in  its  future,  even  in  the  dark  hours  of 
civil  strife.  At  the  dawn  of  peace,  my  heart  turned  to  the  pos- 
sibility of  a  renewal  of  this  great  enterprise,  and  associated  with 
others,  and  foremost  of  these  the  present  Bishop  of  Tennessee, 
to  whom  this  grand  scheme  seemed  too  great  a  thing  to  be  aban- 
doned, I  made  my  home  on  this  mountain,  and  have,  for  over 
twelve  years,  given  my  best  thoughts  and  energies  in  a  loyal  de- 
votion to  its  interests,  however  faulty  and  imperfect  these  efforts 
may  have  been. 

The  bright  anticipation  of  success  which  illumined  our  path 
shortly  after  the  inauguration  of  the  schools  of  the  University 
have  become  overshadowed,  and  year  by  year  disappointments 
have  followed  disappointments,  financial  pressure  of  the  severest 
kind,  pestilence  of  unprecedented  extent,  and  other  causes  have 
continued  to  throw  a  cloud  of  depression  over  our  work. 

Retrenchment  has  become  a  stern  necessity,  and  a  strong 
effort  to  preserve  its  organization  has  become  imperative. 

Such  clouds  have  overtaken,  at  one  or  more  periods  of  their 
existence,  all  of  the  older  colleges  in  our  land.  Some  have  per- 
ished, but  man)'  have  survived  to  enter  upon  a  career  of  greater 
strength,  expansion,  and  usefulness.  If  we  are  true  to  our- 
selves, to  our  Church,  and  to  our  country,  this  institution  will 
be  preserved,  and  the  great  plans  of  its  founders  be  accom- 
plished; if  not  in  our  day,  in  the  day  of  our  descendants.  It 
may  be  our  work  to  preserve,  and  theirs  to  enlarge  and  com- 
plete. I  cannot  believe  that  an  institution  which  has,  with  so 
little,   attained  to  so  much — which    has  alreadv   matriculated    a 
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thousand  youths  in  these  years  of  disaster — which  has  received 
so  many  signal  instances  of  providential  aid — is  to  perish,  if 
those  to  whom  it  is  intrusted  shall  faithfully  execute  their  trust. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  assure  you  that  my  interest  in  the 
University  will  continue  unabated,  and  Us  prosperity  will  ever 
be  an  object  dear  to  my  heart. 

I  am,  very  faithfully,  George  R.  Fairbanks. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Hodgson,  accepting  the  office  of  Dean  of  the  The- 
ological Department  and  the  Chair  of  Ecclesiastical 
History. 

Dr.  DeRosset  moved  that  the  Board  proceed  to 
elect  an  Executive  Committee,  to  consist  of  one 
Bishop,  two  Presbyters,  and  two  Laymen,  which 
was  adopted. 

The  election  resulted  as  follows  : 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bannister,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Shoup,  Col.  Jacob  Thompson,  Albert  T.  McNeal,  Esq. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Texas,  the  Board 
proceeded  to  elect  by  ballot  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee, which  resulted  as  follows  : 

The  Bishop  of  Texas,  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Williams,  Messrs.  Thompson,  DeRosset,  and  Whittle. 

Mr.  Whittle  offered  the  following  ; 

Resolved  (50),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  instructed  to  confer 
fully  and  freely  with  the  Executive  Committee  as  to  all  matters 
of  business  upon  which  he  may  require  counsel  and  advice. 

Resolved  (51,)  That  the  general  scheme  submitted  by  Dr.  Hodg- 
son, to  issue  a  new  series  of  six  per  cent,  bonds  to  pay  the  eight 
per  cent,  loan,  and  also  all  other  debts  due  by  the  University,  is 
approved,  and  that  he,  in  conjunction  with  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, is  requested  and  authorized  to  carry  the  same  into  effect; 
P?vvided,  that  the  amount  of  bonds  to  be  issued  shall  not  exceed 
$50,000,  to  become  due  in  not  less  than  twenty  years,  and  to 
bear  not  more  than  seven  per  cent,  interest  per  annum. 

Resolved  (52),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  is  directed  to  use  his  best 
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endeavors  to  dispose  of  all  lands  in  Louisiana  in  which  the  Uni- 
versity is  interested,  and  also  to  collect,  or  have  collected,  as 
soon  as  possible,  all  money  due  to  the  University  from  any  and 
all  sources,  and  reduce  its  assets  to  cash  as  soon  as  may  be ;  and 
to  this  end  he  is  fully  authorized  to  make  all  such  compromises 
and  adjustments  as  he  may  think  best,  paying  such  expenses  and 
commissions  to  collect  the  various  amounts  due  as  he  may  deem 
necessary. 

The  resolutions  were  adopted. 

The  Bishop  of  Western  Texas  moved  to  proceed 
to  the  election  of  the  two  Commissioners  to  act  with 
the  Vice-Chancellor,  as  heretofore  provided,  in 
matters  of  discipline,  which  was  adopted,  and  Dr. 
Elliott  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wilmer  were  chosen. 

The  following  communication  was  received  : 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  : 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  caused  to  be  painted,  by  Robt.  W.  Weir, 
late  Professor  of  Painting  at  the  West  Point  Military  Academy,  a 
portrait  of  my  friend  and  Presbyter,  the  late  Charles  Carroll  Par- 
sons, Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Memphis,  who,  during  the  fear- 
ful pestilence  of  yellow  fever  in  the  summer  of  1878,  laid  down 
his  life  for  the  brethren.  I  beg  the  acceptance  of  this  by  the 
Board.  (Signed)  C.  T.  Quintard, 

Bishop  of  Tennessee. 

The  portrait  was  accepted,  and  the  Secretary 
directed  to  return  the  thanks  of  the  Board  to  the 
donor. 

Mr.  Miles  offered  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Constitution  and  Statutes  with  regard  to  the  subject 
of  alternate  Trustees.

Mr.  Whittle  moved  the  following  as  a  substitute 

for  the  resolution  submitted  by  the  committee  : 

Resolved  (53),  That  the  attention  of  the  several  Dioceses  in  con- 
nection with  the   University  of  the  South   be  called  to  the  fact

that  the  Trustees  elected  from  the  Dioceses  are  often  unable  to 
attend,  by  reason  of  sickness  or  other  cause,  so  that  the  Dio- 
ceses are  rarely  represented  by  a  full  number  of  Trustees,  some 
of  them  often  without  any  representation  at  all,  and  that  they 
be  respectfully  requested  to  take  such  action  as  will  provide  at 
each  meeting  a  full  representation  from  every  Diocese. 

The  substitute  prevailed,  and  was  adopted  by  the 
Board. 

Upon  motion,  the  Board  took  a  recess  till  4 
o'clock  P.M. 


The  Board  reassembled  at  4  p.m.,  the  Bishop  of 
Texas  in  the  Chair. 

Mr.  McNeal  offered  the  following  : 

The  Committee  on  Finance  submit  the  following  supplemental 
report : 

The  action  of  the  Board  in  regard  to  contemplated  bonds  and 
mortgage,  taken  since  the  presentation  of  their  former  report, 
renders  it  unnecessary  for  this  committee  to  present  any  thing 
further  on  this  subject. 

In  regard  to  the  claims  of  C  S  Judd  and  J.  P.  Morton  & 
Co.,  submitted  to  them,  your  committee  deem  the  matter  of 
their  investigation  as  entirely  within  the  discretion  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  and  are  not  prepared  to  make  any  recommendation 
thereon. 

In  regard  to  the  subject  of  endowment  submitted  to  them, 
your  committee  feel  unable,  at  this  time,  to  formulate  any  defin- 
ite scheme  or  plan.  They  thoroughly  appreciate  the  importance 
of  the  subject,  and  the  earnest  suggestions  of  the  Hebdomadal 
Board,  and  would  gladly  respond  to  their  request  to  inaugurate 
such  a  plan  if  they  could  do  so  and  see  their  way  to  its  success- 
ful working. 

The  passage  of  resolutions  merely  would  be  a  poor  response 
to  the  earnest  presentation  of  this  subject  by  the  Faculty,  feeling 
as  warmly  the  importance  of  the  subject  as  they  do — a  feeling 
fully  shared  by  this  Board. 
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We  can  only  pledge  ourselves  to  do  whatever  we  may  or  can 
do  in  furtherance  thereof,  and  to  inaugurate  such  plan  as  soon 
as  we  can  see  our  wav  to  putting  it  into  effect;  and,  further,  to 
request  our  Executive  Committee  to  represent  the  Board  of 
Trustees  in  this  matter,  and  co-operate  with  and  aid  the  Univer- 
sity Commission  in  any  efforts  they  may  be  enabled  to  undertake 
in  this  behalf. 

Resolved  (54),  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  to 
represent  this  Board  as  a  Committee  on  Endowment,  to  confer 
and  co-operate  with  the  University  Commission,  as  above  recom- 
mended. Alex.  Gregg,  Chairman.

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

Judge  Farrar  made  the  following  report  from 
Special  Committee  : 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees,  etc.  : 

The  undersigned  were  appointed  a  committee  to  superintend 
the  destruction  of  the  bonds  which  had  been  previously  issued 
under  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  their  annual 
session  A.D.   1878-9. 

The  bonds  were  found  in  the  possession  of  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor, Rev.  Dr.  Hodgson  ;  were  carefully  counted  by  each 
member  of  your  committee,  which  count  was  verified  by  the 
Vice-Chancellor  and  Maj  Fairbanks,  and  were  found  to  consist 
of  ten  (10)  bonds  for  $1,000  (one  thousand  dollars)  each,  with 
coupons  attached;  twenty  (20)  bonds  for  five  hundred  dollars 
($500)  each,  with  coupons  attached;  and  ninety-nine  (99) 
bonds  for  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  each,  with  coupons  at- 
tached ;  making,  in  aggregate,  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine 
bonds,  representing,  in  amount,  thirty  thousand  dollars,  less  one 
hundred  dollars.  All  these  bonds  were  burned  and  entirely  de- 
stroyed in  the  presence  of  your  committee  and  the  two  gentlemen 
named. 

One  other  bond  for  one  hundred  dollars  ($100),  with  coupons 
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attached,  was  exhibited  to  us  by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  which  had 
been  cancelled  so  effectually  as  to  be  no  longer  a  binding  obliga- 
tion. This  bond,  the  Vice-Chancellor  informed  us,  was  kept  as 
a  specimen,  to  be  preserved  among  the  archives. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.  E    D.  Farrar.

Dr.  DeRosset,  from  the  Committee  on  Organiza- 
tion, made  a  supplemental  report,  with  a  series  of 
resolutions,  which  were  adopted.

Col.  Thompson  presented  the  following  report : 

BUILDINGS  AND  LANDS. 

To  the  Committee  of  Buildings  and  Lands  have  been  referred 
the  Report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands,  the  ap- 
plication of  Prof.  E.  Kirby  Smith  to  purchase  Powhatan  Cot- 
tage and  Gibson  Cottage ;  also  a  resolution  of  this  Board  setting 
forth  the  inability  of  this  Board  to  make  needed  repairs  on  the 
above  cottages,  Tremlet  Hall,  Sharkey  Cottage,  and,  perhaps, 
other  buildings,  and  calling  on  the  committee  to  consider  and 
report  on  the  expediency  of  authorizing  their  sale ;  also  a  reso- 
lution instructing  the  committee  to  devise  some  plan  for  leasing 
lots  for  the  erection  of  a  Hotel,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees. 

These  several  matters  have  been  duly  examined  and  consid- 
ered by  the  committee,  and  they  beg  leave  to  report — 

Tist.  That,  in  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings 
and  Lands,  they  find  nothing  which,  in  their  opinion,  requires 
this  Board  to  take  any  special  action.  Its  main  purpose  and  ob- 
ject seem  to  be  to  give  us  full  information  of  the  condition  of 
University  property.  The  estimate  he  makes  for  repairs  on 
University  buildings  deserves  consideration.  The  Commis- 
sioner submits  an  estimate  for  these  repairs,  including  what  is 
necessary  for  the  fencing  for  park  and  chapel  grounds  and  the 
several  cottages,  as  costing  $325.80.  He  goes  into  detail,  and 
itemizes  each  cottage  and  building  needing  repairs ;  and  he 
allows   $122.05    for    fencing    in    the    park    inclosing    St.     Luke's

Hall — the  heaviest  item  in  the  whole.  But  as  this  whole  sub- 
ject has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and 
as  he  has  submitted  no  estimate,  your  committee  refrain  from 
introducing  any  resolution  making  the  appropriation  designated. 
An  estimate  is  also  submitted  for  completing  St.  Luke's  Hall, 
but  this  matter  has  already  been  referred  to  the  Vice-Chancellor, 
and  no  farther  action  is  necessary.  As  to  insurance  on  St.  Luke's 
Hall  and  the  building  at  the  depot,  it  is  certainly  desirable  it  should 
be  effected,  but  the  doing  it  depends  upon  the  terms  and  the  state 
of  our  finances,  and  the  committee  are  not  now  prepared  to  di- 
rect the  same  to  be  done. 

But  as  to  the  sale  of  Powhatan,  Gibson,  and  Sharkey  Cot- 
tages, your  committee  recommend  that  if  purchasers  can  be 
found  for  these  or  any  other  buildings  or  grounds  on  the  Uni- 
versity Domain,  that  it  is  our  true  policy  to  dispose  of  them, 
provided  these  buildings  are  not  needed  for  University  pur- 
poses, and  provided  the  ultimate  title  shall  revert  to  the  Trus- 
tees, in  conformity  to  the  established  and  settled  policy  of  this 
Board  from  the  beginning.  But  this  matter  must  be  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  with  full  power  to  act  in  the 
premises,  and  the  same  must  be  done  in  relation  to  a  lease  of 
the  necessary  grounds  for  the  erection  of  a  Hotel  and  the  priv- 
ileges to  be  granted  the  same.  To  this  end,  and  to  carry  out 
this  policy,  your  committee  submits  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved  (55),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  order  and  pay  for  any  necessary  repairs  to  the 
University  buildings  and  chapel  fencing,  and  to  sell  any  of  the 
buildings  or  cottages  not  needed  for  University  purposes  at  such 
prices  and  on  such  terms  as  he  may  deem  just  and  proper,  hav- 
ing due  regard  to  the  conditions  of  leases,  as  set  forth  in  our 
past  action  and  the  reports  of  the  committee  on  our  legal  pow- 
ers over  this  domain. 

Resolved  (56),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  empowered  and  au- 
thorized to  lease  any  ground  deemed  necessary  for  the  erection  of 
a  Hotel,  and  to  grant  the  lessee  such  privileges  as  may  be  thought 
proper  for  the  success  of  the  enterprise  and  not  injurious  to  the 
good  government  of  the  University.  J.  Thompson.

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes,  to  whom  it  was 
referred  to  report  such  amendments  to  the  Statutes  as  may  be 
necessary  to  conform  to  the  resolutions  in  relation  to  Degrees 
adopted  by  this  Board,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolution  : 

Resolved  (59) ,  That  "Art.  IX.,  Honors  of  the  University,"  b^ 
amended  as  follows : 

In  Section  3,  after  the  requirements  for  the  Degree  of  Bach- 
elor of  Science,  add  the  following  : 

Master  of  Sciences.  (M.  S.) 

1.  Any  Bachelor  of  Science  or  Bachelor  of  Arts  shall  be 
recommended  for  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Science  who  shall 
have  devoted  to  preparation  therefor  a  period  of  time  deemed 
sufficient  by  the  Scientific  Faculty,  and  who  shall  have,  during 
that  time,  followed  a  plan  of  study  approved  by  the  same  Fac- 
ulty;  and  who  finally,  by  examination  at  the  close  of  that  term, 
shall  prove  himself  possessed  of  appropriate  general  and  special 
knowledge  of  Physical  Science. 

2.  The  general  knowledge  required  shall  be  sound  informa- 
tion as  to  the  history,  aims,  methods,  and  principal  results  of  all 
the  Physical  Sciences. 

3.  The  special  knowledge  required  shall  be  of  one  branch  of 
science  selected  by  the  applicant  as  his  specialty.  In  this  spec- 
ialty the  applicant  must  have  accomplished  an  original  research, 
the  results  of  which  shall  be  presented  in  the  form  of  an  inaug- 
ural dissertation  ;  and  this  dissertation  should  be  of  sufficient 
value  to  be  deemed  by  the  Scientific  Faculty  worthy  of  publica- 
tion. 

In  the  same  Section,  to   "  Class  B  "  add  the  following  : 

8.  Hebrew 

9.  Chaldee  and  Syriac. 
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In  the  same  Section,  add  at  the  end  of  the  Section  the  follow. 
ing  : 

Degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy.  (Ph.  D.) 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  shall  have  the  value  of 
the  degrees  of  Master  of  Arts  and  Master  of  Science  combined. 

Any  Master  of  Arts  of  this  University  who  shall  also  acquire 
the  degree  of  Master  of  Science,  shall  receive,  in  addition,  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy. 

Any  Master  of  Science  of  this  University  who  shall  acquire 
the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  shall  receive,  in  addition,  the  de- 
gree of  Doctor  of  Philosophy. 

The  degrees  of  other  Universities  may  be  accepted  in  prepar- 
ation for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  of  this  University 
in  so  far  as  they  are  bona  fide  equivalents  of  the  degrees  of  Mas- 
ter of  Arts  and  Master  of  Science  of  this  University.

The  Bishops,  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Dean 
of  the  Theological  Faculty,  return  herewith  that  paper  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  desire  to  express  their  appreciation  of 
the  high  degree  of  system  which  has  been  introduced  into  the 
administration  of  the  Theological  School,  and  to  return  their 
thanks  to  the  Dean  and  Faculty  for  their  sacrifices,  faithfulness, 
and  success. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Bishops  to  whom 
was  referred  the  question  of  sacred  studies  : 

Resolved{  60),  That  the  schedule  of  sacred  studies  set  forth  in  the  Cata- 
logue of  1871  for  the  Grammar  School  be  hereafter  required,  to-vvit  :  First 
Form,  Catechism  of  the  Church.  Second  Form,  Ecclesiastical  Year  and 
Outlines  of  Church  History.  Third  Form,  Maclear's  Manual.  Fourth 
Form,  Theophilus  Anglicans. 
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The  Bishop  of  Western  Texas  also  offered  the 
following  : 

The  undersigned  Bishops,  having  had  occasion,  at  the  late 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  Sewanee,  to  examine  the 
manner  of  conducting  Divine  service  at  St.  Luke's  and  St.  Au- 
gustine's Chapels,  desire  to  give  the  assurance  that  the  services 
are  in  strict  accordance  with  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and 
in  no  way  countenance  the  charge  of  Ritualism  made  against 
the  University  of  the  South.

Board  of   Trustees: 


The  mere)'  that  has  spared  us  once  more  to 
meet  together,  demands  a  more  than  usual  ac- 
knowledgment; inasmuch  as  our  Academical 
year,  now  about  to  close,  has  been,  to  many,  a 
year  of  pestilence  and  death. 

Our  mountain  height,  lifting  us,  as  it  docs, 
high  above  the  reach  of  all  malarial  and  con- 
tagious disease,  testifies  to  the  eminent  wisdom 
of  those  Founders  of  our  University  who  placed 
it  on  this  favored  spot  —  a  wisdom  that  will  be 
more  apparent  with  each  revolving  year.  That 
the  patriotic  and  unselfish  labors  of  these  wise 
bathers  should  be  held  in  perpetual  remem- 
brance, is  the  dictate  of  the  highest  reason,  as 
well  as  of  an  affectionate  heart.  It  has  been 
trul\'    said,    "The    world   knows    nothing    oi    its 


greatest  men;"  and  we  are  admonished  in 
Holy  Writ,  that  "the  righteous  should  be  had 
in  everlasting  remembrance." 

As  the  most  worthy  Chairman  oi  our  Heb- 
domadal Board  will,  in  duo  time,  lay  before 
you  a  satisfactory  account  of  the  condition 
and  prospects  of  our  Institution,  you  will  not,  I 
trust,  deem  it  inappropriate  to  this  hour  oi 
cordial  welcome,  if  I  mingle  with  it  some 
reminiscences  of  these  ever -to -be -honored 
Fathers  —  reminiscences  of  thanksgiving,  of 
pride,  of  gratitude,  and  ot  sadness  ;  ot  thanks- 
giving to  Him  who  raised  them  up,  and  fitted 
them  for  the  work  ;  of  pride,  in  the  recollection 
that,  in  the  fullest  sense,  they  were  "of  us;" 
gratitude  for  their  labors  ;  and  sadness,  at  the 
thought   that   we   see   them    no   more. 

If  a  frequent  recurrence  to  first  principles 
be  an  admitted  axiom  in  Political  Science,  may 
we  not  claim  a  like  consideration  for  that 
feeling,  which  looks  back  reverently  and 
lovingly  to  the  first  projectors  and  builders  of 
an  enterprise,  having  for  its  object  both  the 
Good  of  Man  and  the  Glory  of  God?  That 
such  was  the  first  design,  and  has  ever  been 
the  persistent  aim  of  the  Institution  within 
whose  walls  we  are  assembled,  it  would  be 
an  act  of   treason,  in  any  one  of  us,  to  deny. 


With  equal  truth,  may  it  be  said,  that  to 
look  forward  with  hope  to  the  completion  of 
any  cherished  enterprise,  is  the  privilege  alike 
of  tru>  lowest  as  well  as  the  most  favored  oi 
our  race:  but,  with  fond  remembrance,  to 
recall  and  record  the  struggles  oi  those  brave 
pioneers  who  opened  the  way  to  success,  is 
the  privilege  only  of  those  who  are  worth)'  to 
carry   on    their   work. 

"  Hcbc  olim  meminisse   juvdbit" 

In  this  spirit  of  loving  remembrance,  then, 
(and,  I  will  add,  of  strict  justice,  too),  would  I 
now  hallow  this  hour,  by  faintly  sketching  the 
characters  of  that  noble  triumvirate,  Otey, 
Polk,  and  Elliott,  who,  with  all  honor  to 
their  worth)'  co-laborers,  may  rightly  be  called 
the  "'  Chief  Founders  "  of  this   University. 

Of  the  ten  Bishops  who,  twenty-two  years 
a<_>o,  inaupai rated  this  grand  enterprise,  two 
only  remain  to  tell  of  the  bright  hopes,  the 
strong  faith,  the  fervent  prayers,  and  the 
thorough  intermingling  of  hearts,  which  made 
that  an  ever-to-be-remembered  hour.  Those 
two  have  lived  to  see  all  those  fond  anticipa- 
tions blighted,  and  the  infant  of  a  day  old 
crushed  in  its  cradle  by  the  iron  hand  of  war. 
Bitter  thoughts  would  fain  spring  up  hero  at 
the  mention  of  those  buried  hopes.     But,  down, 
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down,  with  every  unkind  memory  oi  that  fratri- 
cidal strife.  We  will  not. impute  to  a  noble 
and  well-meaning,  but  mistaken  foe,  the 
barbarities  of  a  rude  and  untutored  soldiery. 
Let  us,  rather,  bless  God,  that,  from  the  ashes 
oi  those  once  glowing-  expectations,  there  was 
raked  up  a  live  coal,  to  rekindle,  amid  much 
darkness,  the  flame  that  first  burnt  upon  our 
altar.

The  first  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  the  first  pro- 
jector of  our  University,  and  its  first  Chancellor, 
was  a  man  ol  no  ordinary  mould,  and  a  truly 
grand  Bishop.  Born  of  a  soldier  of  '76,  reared 
in  plenty,  but  no  stranger  to  labor,  he  passed 
his  earlier  years,  together  with  the  saintly 
"  Conns,"  under  the  shadow  ol  the  "Peaks  ol 
Otter"  —  no  inappropriate  guardian  ol  their 
nursery  days.  His  appearance  on  entering 
upon  college  life,  gave  promise  of  that  vigor- 
ous intellect,  and  that  sturdy  character,  which 
were  afterwards  to  distinguish  him  as 
Teacher,  Preacher,  and  a  Chief  Pastor  in  the 
Church  of  Christ.  Tall  in  stature,  with  hair 
black  and  straight,  a  ruddy  and  sun-burnt 
complexion,  a  dark,  piercing  eye,  a  striding 
gait,  and,  with  little  regard  lor  either  etiquette 
or  dress,  he  might  have  been  taken,  by  a 
casual  observer,  for  a  favorable  specimen  ol 
the  aborigines  of  our  country.  No  wonder 
that  he  soon  received  from  his  college  com- 
panions the  soubriquet  ol  "  Cherokee."  In 
addition  to  these  distinguishing  personal  traits.

lie  soon  displayed  a  mind  open  and  eager  to 
take  in  all  that  was  high  or  profitable  in  the 
range  of  literature  and  science.  Though  un- 
ambitious of  college  honors,  he  maintained, 
throughout  his  whole  course,  a  high  standing 
in  each  of  his  classes.  The  hours  employed 
by  others  in  acquiring  the  verbal  niceties  ot 
their  daily  lessons,  were  spent  by  him  in  the 
more  expansive  domain  of  History  and  Philoso- 
phy. To  a  taste  for  Music,  he  added  no  small 
skill  in  its  performance.  Day  after  day,  in 
the  hours  ot  recreation,  were  his  fellow-stu- 
dents delighted  with  the  Orphean  strains  of  his 
violin.  But,  from  this  relaxing  enjoyment,  he 
could  turn,  without  effort,  to  the  calls  of  duty. 
From  an  attentive  reading  of  the  best  authors, 
he  came,  while  yet  a  "college-boy,"  to  acquire 
a  strength  and  purity  of  style  that  may  be  more 
easily  praised  than  imitated.  At  his  gradua- 
tion, in  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  he 
was  awarded  the  very  high,  and,  at  that  time, 
the  unprecedented  distinction  of  "  Bachelor  of 
Belles-Lettres." 

In  early  life  he  did  not  enjoy  the  advantages 
ot  the  training  given  by  our  Church;  but  ere 
he  had  attained  to  man's  estate,  she  had  won 
his  heart  by  the  purity  of  her  Doctrine,  the 
sublimity  of  her  Worship,  and   the   unquestion- 


able  evidence  of  her  Apostolic  Authority.  Not 
long  after  commencing  the  business  oi  life,  he 
received  the  sacrament  of  baptism,  at  the  hands 
of  one  who  had  been  his  college  companion, 
and  who,  strange  to  tell,  after  long  years  of 
separation,  received  from  him,  in  return,  the 
authority  to  become  a  Bishop  in  the  Church  of 
Christ.  At  his  first  entering  upon  the  ministry, 
he  added  himself  to  a  little  band  of  missiona- 
ries, who  were  struggling  to  plant  the  Church 
in  the,  then,  most  unkindly  soil  of  this  present 
Diocese.  Here,  through  ten  years  of  privation, 
in  the  school-room  and  the  pulpit,  he  won  for 
himself  a  reputation  that  lifted  him,  through  no 
agency  of  his  own,  or  the  mere  solicitation  of 
friends,  to  the  highest  office  of  the  Priesthood. 
Through  evil  report  and  through  good  re- 
port, in  almost  daily  acquaintance  with  the  "  res 
augusta  domi"  that  only  dowry  of  the  Clergy, 
and  under  more  of  cloud  than  of  sunshine,  this 
Nature's  Nobleman  faithfully  fulfilled  his  high 
commission  ;  until  bending  under  the  weight  of 
growing  infirmities,  distressed  at  the  sight  of 
labors  he  was  no  longer  able  to  perform,  sad- 
dened by  the  calamities  of  a  war  which  he 
zealously  strove  to  prevent,  straitened  in  all 
things  but  the  love  of  all  who  knew  him.  with 
his   home  and   his    I  Hocese   in   the   hands  of  an 
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enemy,  he  lay  clown  to  find,  in  death,  a  greatly 
desired  rest. 

But  long  before  this  termination  of  a  labo- 
rious life,  he  saw  that  religious  culture  was  the 
great  want  of  the  people  of  the  South- West ; 
and  he  was  convinced  that  a  knowledge  of  the 
Church  in  its  Catechisms  and  Creeds,  and  its  life- 
giving  sacraments,  should  be  taught  side  by  side 
with  the  usual  branches  of  both  an  elementary 
and  a  higher  education.  Accordingly,  it  became 
his  privilege  to  be  the  first  to  call  the  attention 
of  our  South-Western  Churchmen  to  the  neces- 
sity of  establishing  such  a  University  as  this.  In 
the  year  1835,  on  a  visitation  to  the  Diocese  of 
Mississippi,  he  suggested  and  recommended  to 
one  of  its  Conventions,  that  "an  Institution,  on 
a  scale  sufficiently  enlarged  to  meet  the  wants 
of  the  South  in  regard  to  Collegiate  and  Theo- 
logical education,  should  be  founded  and  en- 
dowed." And  he  further  expressed  his  belief, 
that  even  then,  '*  united  effort  and  concerted 
action  could  not  fail  to  accomplish  so  desirable 
and  so  much  needed  an  object.'1  In  the  good 
Providence  of  God,  he  was  spared  to  see  his 
wise  counsel  adopted,  in  the  establishment  of 
the   "  University  of  the  South." 

The    narrow    limit    of   time    appropriated    to 
these    words    of     welcome,    will    not    admit    of 
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further  notice  of  this  good  man  and  faithful 
servant  of  Christ,  except  to  add  that  the  Pulpit 
was  his  fort,  his  home,  and  I  may  say  his  throne  ; 
lor  there  he  looked  the  Bishop,  and  there  he 
reigned,  with  no  superior  in  his  day. 

In  both  spirit  and  action,  Bishop  Otey  greatly 
resembled  the  great  "  Rayenscroft, '  whom  he  so 
much  admired;  gentle  at  heart,  a  "very  son  of 
consolation,"  but,  at  the  same  time,  bold,  candid, 
unreserved,  and  uncompromising;  in  manner, 
plain  and  unaffected,  without  guile  or  pretence, 
and  in  no  wise  emulous  ol  being  taken  for  a 
Chesterfield.  Although  a  Southerner  in  every 
fibre  of  his  bod)',  and  every  chamber  of  his 
soul,  yet,  as  a  lover  of  peace,  and,  as  if  with 
prophetic  foresight  of  its  sad  results,  he  depre- 
cated and  mourned  deeply  over  the  dissolution 
of  our  Union.  lie  saw  the  deadly  bolt  of  war 
covered  up  in  the  coming  cloud  when  as  yet  it 
was  no  bigger  than  a  man's  hand  ;  and  he 
prayed  daily,  but  in  vain,  against  it.  When  the 
storm  came  at  last,  the  daily  sight  of  its  many- 
sided  horrors,  bore  heavily  on  his  exhausted 
frame;  and  his  last  prayer  for  his  Church  and 
Country  was  offered  up  amid  the  fiercest  con- 
flicts of  that  fraternal  strife.  Thus  ended  a 
noble  and  laborious  life:  a  life  deserving  a 
more    full   and   lasting   record   than    this   simple 


tribute  of  a  friend  and  brother,  in  casting-  a 
sprig  of  early  and  long-cherished  affection  upon 
his   tomb. 

Let  us  now  turn,  from  the  contemplation  of 
this  wise  projector  ol  our  University,  to  him, 
whose  keen  eye  saw  at  a  glance'  the  blessing  that 
lay  wrapped  up  in  it;  and  whose  daring  and 
hopeful  spirit  was  admirably  adapted  to  bring  it 
into  being,  and  impart  to  it  the  noble  impulses 
of  his  own  hich  nature.

The  first  Bishop  of  the  South-West  was  a  native 
of  North  Carolina,  and,  like  him  of  whom  we 
have  just  spoken,  the  son  of  a  Revolutionary 
soldier.  Born  to  wealth  and  much  indulgence, 
and,  seemingly,  when  "Mars  was  in  the  ascend- 
ant," his  boyhood  was  marked  by  a  wild  and 
reckless  spirit;  a  spirit,  however,  that  needed 
only  the  touch  of  Divine  (irace  to  fit  it,  in  after 
life,  for  the  highest  deeds  of  both  moral  and 
physical  daring.  In  disposition  and  bearing, 
like  another  "Leonidas,"  he  seemed  "born  to 
command."  In  person  and  appearance,  tall, 
erect,  and  even  majestic;  with  a  voice  loud,  but 
not  unpleasant,  a  quick  and  flashing  eye,  a 
conformation  of  features  indicative  of  great 
versatility  of  talent,  and  untiring  energy;  in 
conversation,  fluent,  forcible,  and  attractive  ; 
courteous  and  chivalric  at  all  times;  with  ele- 
vated aims,  and  a  mind  comprehensive  and 
grasping,  this  embryo  Bishop  and  General, 
seemed  eminently  fitted,  even  in  youth,  for  the 
varied  and  widely  differing  duties  to  which  he 
was  afterwards  called.  Though  trained  by 
education  for  the  life  <>f  a  soldier,  he  enlisted,  at 


*  Born  in  Raleigh     N,  C  ,  on  the   loth  dav  of  April,   I  So6. 
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an  early  age,  in  the  service  of  the  Prince  of 
Peace,  and  rapidly  rose  to  the  highest  rank  of 
the  Ministry.  And  a  noble  worker  he  was. 
Whether  on  his  plantation,  or  in  his  missionary 
rounds;  whether  clad  in  his  Episcopal  robes,  or 
in  the  insignia  of  war;  whether  in  the  Pulpit,  or 
at  the  head  of  his  Division;  whether  in  the 
social  circle,  or  amid  the  din  of  battle,  he  was 
the  same  grand  and  impressive  man.  What  he 
was  to  this  University,  those  only  can  ade- 
quately tell  who  were  privileged  to  labor  at  his 
side,  and  hear  his  clarion  voice  cheering  the 
desponding,  and  inspiring  all  around  him  with 
his  own  enthusiastic  spirit.  Catching  eagerly 
at  the  spark  struck  out  by  his  beloved  Brother 
Bishop,  he  fired  with  it  the  mind  of  a  whole 
people.  And  comprehending,  at  once,  the 
adaptedness  of  such  an  institution  as  this  to 
the  wants  of  the  great  and  growing  South-West, 
he  lifted  its  standard  on  high,  and  invoked  to 
its  aid  the  wealth  and  intelligence  of  every 
name,  but  especially  those  of  our  own  Church. 
At  his  first  call,  his  Brother  Bishops  hastened 
to  put  their  voices  and  their  hands  to  die  work; 
and,  very  soon,  every  pledge,  that  could  well  be 
desired,  was  given  for  the  furtherance  of  the 
undertaking.  Of  the  dark  cloud  of  war  which 
soon    overshadowed   those   bright    prospects,    1 
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have  no  words  to  utter,  but  those  of  sad  and 
sorrowful  remembrance.  To  the  memory ,  of 
those  who  fought  and  fell  on  both  sides  of  that 
unhappy  strife,  I  would  render  due  honor;  for, 
among  both,  were'  many  noble  spirits,  conscien- 
tiously contending  tor  what  they  deemed  to  be 
right,  and  deeply  deploring  the  necessity  which 
had  brought  them  face  to  face  as  foes. 

As  for  the  grounds  or  causes  of  that  disas- 
trous and  unnatural  struggle,  I  forbear  to  speak. 
But  if  of  one,  who  then  sealed  his  love  of 
country  with  his  blood,  our  tongues  should,  at 
this  time,  and  in  this  presence,  be  silent,  the 
verv  stones  around  us  would  speak  out. 

That  very  many,  among  the  dearest  friends 
of  Bishop  Polk,  doubted  the  necessity  of  his 
accepting  a  military  appointment,  cannot  be 
denied;  but  the  first  man  is  yet  to  be  found  in 
our  whole  Southern  land,  or  among  the  t ri 1 1  \ 
liberal  of  our  late  toes,  who  questions  the 
purity  of  Ins  motives,  or  his  conscientious  sense 
of  doing  what  was  right.  In  fullest  sympathy 
with  a  highly  excited  people,  he  thought  that  he 
saw  a  political  party  of  great  power,  deter- 
mined to  write  "////////  /////"  in  the  ashes  of  our 
Southern  rights  and  institutions  ;  and  he  trusted 
that,  in  their  defence,  he  might,  excusably,  and. 
for  a  time  only,  exchange  the  pastoral    staff   tor 
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the  belt  and  sword  of  the  soldier.  In  his  hour 
of  doubtfulness  and  hesitancy,  it  such  he  had, 
he  seemed  to  hear  his  neighbors,  and  friends, 
and  countrymen,  calling  to  him, 

<f  How  can  man  die  better. 
Than  facing  tearful  odds 
For  the  ashes  of  his  Fathers, 
And  the  Temples  of  his  Gods  ? 

That  call  he  honestly,  manfully,  and  fatally 
obeyed.  An  All-wise  Providence  saw  fit  that 
he  should  atone  tor  the  error — if  error 'it 
was  —  with  his  own  noble  blood.  We  do  not 
say  that  it  was  such,  but  if  such  it  was,  we  are 
sure  that  the  Recording  Angel  must  have  sym- 
pathized with  the  deed,  as  he  noted  it  down; 
and  we  trust  that  the  blood  of  a  Redeeming 
God  has  blotted  it  out  forever. 

Let  others,  if  they  will,  cast  a  stone  at  the 
memory  of  this  great  Christian  patriot;  wc  will 
cherish  it  in  our  heart  of  hearts,  and  will  inscribe 
it  deeply  on  our  walls,  when  those  walls  shall 
become  worth)'  of  such  a  record.  And,  evil  be 
the  day,  when,  on  an  occasion  like  the  present, 
the  ( )fhcers,  and  Students,  and  Guardians  of  this 
University  shall  cease  to  pay  all  honor  to  the 
memory  of  Leonidas  Polk.  "  Pius  miles,  ct 
for  lis  sacerdos." 


We   turn   now   to   the   third   venerated    name 
that  helps  to  hallow   the  exercises  oi   this  hour. 

Stephen    Elliott,   I ).  I ).,   LL.  D., ::: 

by  his  very  birth,  gave  honor  to  the  State  which 
already  stood  high  among  her  sisters  oi 
the  South.  As  the  first  Bishop  of  Georgia,  the 
least  that  can  be  said  of  him  is,  that  he  nobly 
fulfilled  every  requirement  oi  that  highest  oi 
all  trusts.  Oi  his  early  years  it  may  emphati- 
cally be  said,  that  he  was  trained  in  the  "school 
ot  honor."  (  )t  his  lineage,  we  can  truly  say,  in 
the  language  of  England's  I  )ramatist,  it  was  a 
"happy  breed  ot  men;"  or,  in  the  words  of 
another, 

'•  Mis  tribe  was  God  Almighty's  Gentlemen  " 

Like  his  honored  lather,  whose  name  he 
bore,  he  was  born  to  a  love  of  Letters,  and  lor 
the  adornment  oi  sonal  hie.  (  )n  his  entrance 
upon  manhood,  he  chose  the  Law  as  his  [Voles 
sion;  and  was  fast  advancing  to  its  highest 
honors,  when  he  felt  himself  called  to  a  still 
higher  ministry  in  the  Church  of  Christ. 

Oi   his  faithfulness  and  acceptability,  both  as 
Presbyter  and    Bishop,  it   would  be  needless  for

me  to  speak,  as  there  are  many  present  who 
have  seen  him  in  the  exercise  ot  his  sacred 
office  —  so  humble  ami  devout  in  prayer,  so 
simple,  yet  so  grand,  in  the  Pulpit,  so  impres- 
sive in  administering  the  Ordinances.  (  )i  his 
sermons,  nothing  less  can  be  said,  than  that 
they  were  "  The  Word  of  God  preached \"  in 
style,  pure,  ornate,  chaste,  and  symmetrical, 
as  from  the  hand  of  Apelles,  but  warm  with  a 
life  breathed  into  them  by  the  Spirit  of   God. 

In  form  and  feature,  Bishop  Elliott  was,  both 
physically  and  intellectually,  cast  in  one  of  Na- 
ture's  fi-Esi  and  amplest  moulds.  Possessed  of 
a  sensitive  delicacy,  he  seemed  born  to  be  a 
Leader  in  the  walks  of  Literary  and  Social  life, 
as  clearly  as  his  predecessor  was  made  for  the 
exigencies  ot  a  people  "coming  to  the  birth." 
With  an  elevated  soul,  and  a  mind  vigorous, 
comprehensive,  and  rich  in  both  Art  and  Na- 
ture's wealth,  he  possessed  the  power  ot  ex- 
tracting from  every  object  a  something  sweet 
or  beautiful,  which  straightway  took  its  place 
among  the  furniture  of  his  well-stored  and 
well-ordered  memory. 

In  disposition,  he  was  bouvant  and  happy; 
with  a  sympathy  strong,  pure  and  ardent,  a 
winning  courtesy,  and  a  benignity  that  loved  to 
stoop  to  the   lowest,   without   seeming  to  stoop. 
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In  hours  of  relaxation,  he  was  a  very  child 
among  children  ;  while  in  the  highest  Councils 
of  the  Church,  there  were  none  too  high  to 
withhold  their  reverence.  While  thus  giving 
play  to  the  promptings  of  a  kind  and  gentle 
nature,  it  was  hard  in  those  who  saw  it,  to  re- 
press the  thought,  "Mow  awful  Goodness"  is! 

To  this  native  power  oi  winning  hearts,  was 
added  a  mild  dignity  of  manner,  or,  rather,  an 
unconscious  majesty.  In  his  presence,  one  felt 
himself  "in  an  atmosphere  of  purity,  and  face 
to  face  with  a  deep  spiritual  life."  A  quiet  and 
gracious  pleasantry  gave  a  joyous  zest  to  con- 
versation ;  and  his  daily  intercourse  with  his 
friends  was  made  up  of  "  those!  nameless 
graces  which  no  art  can  teach." 

To  these,  we  may  further  add  an  exquisite 
tact,  a  wonderful  self-possession,  and  a  moder- 
ation or  hatred  of  extremes,  a  virtue  of  too 
rare  occurrence,  hut  indispensable  in  such 
times  of  excitement  as  made  up  the  later  period 
of  his  life.  It  was  this  power  over  self  which 
gave  to  his  whole  character  the  idea  of 
"strength  in  repose;"  of  the  lightning  lire 
hiding  in  the  beautiful  cloud  ;  of  the  giant 
power  of  steam  undeveloped  in  the  rain  drop. 
Bishop  Elliott  was  no  dabbler  in  Politics;  but, 
with  the  keen  and  thoughtful  oaze  of  the  Chris 
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tian  Patriot,  he  could  sec  alar,  and  not  un- 
moved, the  storm  that  was  about  to  break  upon 
his  beloved  South.  I>\  nature,  as  well  as  from 
a  careful  training,  he  was  moderate  and  con- 
servative in  all  his  views.  No  man  ever  held 
in  greater  scorn  the  letters  ol  a  party.  lie 
thought  for  himself:  he  followed  no  Leader;  he 
waited  lor  no  companionship;  and  would  have 
stood  forth  alone,  had  none  gone  with  him,  as 
a  heart)'  " states-rights-man. "  But  then,  this 
was,  in  him,  not  thai  selfish  or  sectional  feeling 
that  would  exalt  the  will  or  the  welfare  of  a 
single  State  over  that  of  the  I  nited  Govern- 
ment; but  that  justifiable  and  constraining 
sense  of  duty,  which  makes  every  honest  man 
and  father  prompt  to  challenge  the  first  foot 
that  would  intrude  itself  upon  the  quiet  of  his 
home.  He  believed  that  the  strongest  guaran- 
ty of  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  General 
Government  was  to  be  found  in  the  just  and 
generous  pride  of  every  citizen  in  his  own  in- 
dividual State.  Such,  and  such  only,  was  the 
"  Head  and  Front  of    his  offending." 

His  grief  at  the  failure  of  our  cause,  the  ap- 
parent destruction  of  our  University,  and  the 
utter  impoverishment  of  our  people,  though  felt 
in  the  lowest  seat  of  life,  was  vented  m  no 
childish    complainings.       I  he    blow    came    upon 
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him  as  the  unlooked-for  bolt  oi  [leaven  de- 
scends on  some  giant  oak  of  the  forest,  whose 
branches  may  apparently  be  unbroken,  and 
whose  foliage  for  a  time  retain  its  verdure;  but 
which,  in  the  succeeding  Spring",  when  each 
neighboring  tree  is  putting  on  its  robes  of 
green,  feels  that  its  life-sap  is  never  to  How 
again.  Even  so  came  the  issue  of  that  mo- 
mentous strife  upon  the  heart  of  Bishop  Elliott. 
He  went,  in  and  out,  among  friends  and  family, 
with  his  wonted  complacency,  and  no  eye  could 
detect  any  diminution  in  the  labors  of  his  Holy 
Office.  But  unseen,  even  by  himself,  the  end 
of  trial  and  of  labor  had  come.  "The  Faith" 
had  been  "kept, "  the  "Fight"  fought;  the 
"course"  was  now  "  finished."  hvan  unlooked 
for,  but  not  unprepared  nor  undesirecl  moment. 


'    God's  finger  touched  him,  and  he  slept." 

In  attempting  to  portray  this  lovely  charac- 
ter, 1  should  not  omit  to  notice  that  amiable 
element  which,  next  to  his  devotion  to  family 
and  friends,  amounted  in  him  to  what  might 
well  be  termed  "a  passion  ."  I  mean  that  love 
of  Nature,  and  of  the  Sciences,  which  lead  to 
a  knowledge  of  the  minutest,  as  well  as  the 
grandest,  of  Natures  works.  1  his  feeling  was 
in   him   no   unreasoning  sentiment,  no   transient 
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emotion,  but  a  constraining  and  abiding  love. 
In  the  humblest  floweret;  the  rudest  mineral, 
the  slowly-creeping  snail,  the  insect  of  an  hour, 
he  saw  enough  to  draw  out  his  soul  in  admi- 
ration and  praise  ol  the  hand  that  formed 
them;  and,  with  true  filial  love,  he  delighted  to 
saw  "  My  bather  made  them  all." 

The  influence  ol  such  a  character  could  not 
but  be  felt  wherever  he  moved.  Whether  in 
his  own  Diocesan  Conventions,  in  the  highest 
Councils  of  the  Confederate  Church,  or  in  the 
United  House  ol  Bishops,  he  was  the  same 
grand  man  ;  made  not  to  prevail  by  force  of 
authority,  but  gently  to  lead  the  minds  of 
others  into  unison  with  his  own.  1  he  heart  of 
your  speaker  has  glowed  with  pride,  as  a 
Southerner,  at  seeing,  whenever  he  rose  in  the 
House  of  Bishops,  the  deep  attention  awa- 
kened at  the  first  sound  of  his  voice,  and  the 
read)'  deference  that  was  paid  to  his   judgment. 

Such  was  the  life  and  character  of  this 
Scholar,  Patriot,  Christian  ;  a  life  beautifully 
-founded,  symmetrical,  harmonious,  well  bal- 
anced ;  a  polished  globe,  turned,  first,  in  Na- 
ture's lathe,  then  smoothed  and  refined  by  the 
nicest  touch  of  Art. 

.And  such  was  the  zealous  Master-workman 
raised  up  of   God  to  clasp  hands  with  (  >tey  and 


Polk  in  the  founding'  and  reviving- of  this  Uni- 
versity. ITiough,  for  a  short  tunc  only,  spared 
to  be  its  Chancellor,  he  was,  from  its  first  in- 
ception, its  most  ardent  and  active  promoter. 
fie  saw  in  it,  at  a  glance,  a  grand  lever  to  lilt 
our  people  to  a  high  intellectual  culture,  and  to 
a  right  knowledge  ol  their  duty  to  (iod;  and, 
with  an  undoubting  confidence,  pronounced  it  a 
work  "founded  on  the  Rock  of  Ages,  and  only 
to  pass  away  with  the  everlasting  hills." 

After  tins  brief  and  imperfect  sketch  of  this 
greater  than  Rome's  boasted  I  numvirate,  how 
plain  is  to  be  seen  the  wisdom  and  goodness  of 
that  Hand  which  raised  them  up,  successively, 
to  their  great  work;  the  one,  with  a  far-seeing 
wisdom,  to  conceive  and  project  ;  another,  with 
resistless  energy,  to  undertake  ;  a  third,  to 
counsel,  refine,  and  complete. 

Whatever  ma)'  have  been  the  respective  in- 
firmities of  these  "  Men  of  God,"  He,  only,  who 
made  them,  can  tell.  Their  record  is  on  high, 
and  their  spirits  are  now  awaiting  together 
their  great  and  final  reward.  If  those  spirits 
are  ever  permitted  to  revisit  the  earth;  and  if 
they  be  now  present  with  us — who  can  dis- 
prove it  D — who  dare  call  them  dead/ — 

"    I  o  live  in  hearts  we  leave  behind  is  not  to  die 
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if,  unseen,  they  hear  my  voice,  may  they  accept 
this  humble  tribute  from  one  who  knew  them  ; 
not  from  the  report  of  others,  but  from  years 
of  intimate  and  loving  communion  ;  heart  to 
heart,  and  hand  to  hand,  in  labors  tor  the 
Church,  and  for  this  child  of  their  faith  and 
their  prayers. 

Young  men,  students  of  this  University,  it  is 
with  no  light  intent  that  I  have  brought  before 
your  view  the  characters  of  these  noble  Foun- 
ders of  our  Institution.  They  are  held  up  for 
your  imitation,  as  well"  as  your  reverential  re- 
gard. They  were,  once,  like  you,  beginners  in 
the  way  of  life;  but  they  were  no  "idlers  by 
the  way,"  no  murderers  of  their  opportunities. 
They  did  not  give  to  thoughtless  sport  the 
hours  allowed  of  God  for  preparing  themselves 
for  the  Battle  of  Life.  And  you,  this  day,  see,  in 
all  these  surroundings,  the  fruit  of  their  labors, 
and  the  heartfelt  tribute  paid  to  their  memory. 
Learn,  then,  like  them,  to  aim  high,  to  walk  in 
none  but  Honor's  path,  to  make- self  subservient 
to  the  general  good,  to  fear  God,  and  to  do 
your  duty  in  that  state  of  life  unto  which  it 
shall  please  Him  to  call  you.  It  the  question 
were  asked,  How  shall  our  Southern  people 
regain  and  retain  the  prestige  or  high  character 
conceded    to    them    before   our   late   disastrous 


war,  what  better  restoration,  can  be  applied 
than  the  daily  study  oi  such  characters  as  have, 
this  daw  passed  in  review  before  us.  i  heir 
names  are  among  our  proudest  and  richest 
inheritances. 

Let  us  all  be  thankful  for  their  bright  ex- 
amples. And  let  us  pledge  ourselves,  the  one 
to  the  other,  that  the  "live  coal,"  which  they 
raked  up  from  our  past  ashes,  shall,  with  the 
help  oi  God,  not  only  live;  but  kindle  and  glow, 
until,  with  its  Electric  light,  it  shall  have  shown 
to  man\'  generations  ol  our  sons  the  way  to 
true  knowledge  and  to  God.

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NOTE. 

The    following    touching    incident    has    been 

related  to  the  writer  by  Bishop  Ouintard,  then 
a  Chaplain  in  the  Confederate  Army,  who  was 
often  and  closely  associated  with  Bishop  Polk 
while  in  the  army  : 

The  day  after  the  battle  of  Perry ville,  Ky., 
the  Confederate  forces  fell  back  to  Bardstown. 
I  was  with  General  Polk  on  the  march,  and 
shortly  after  reaching  Bardstown,  he  came  to 
me  and  said,  "I  would  very  much  like  to  go  to 
the  Church  with  you."  It  was  a  beautiful  little 
House  of  Prayer,  standing  in  a  retired  spot,  and 
so  still  and  quiet,  that  it  seemed  the  very  abode 
of  Peace.  I  obtained  the  key,  and  as  the  Gen- 
eral entered  the  Church  with  me,  I  saw  that  he 
was  greatly  moved  by  the  air  of  calm,  quiet 
sanctity,  which  pervaded  the  Holy  Place  —  so 
different  from  the  noise  and  heat  of  the  battle 
field  of  the,  day  before.  He  threw  his  arm 
around  my  neck  and  said,  "Oh,  for  the  blessed 
days  when  we  used  to  go  to  an  Altar  of  Cod 
in  joy  and  peace !  Can't  we  have  prayers 
here?"  I  at  once  vested  myself  in  surplice 
and  stole,  and  entered  the  Chancel.    He  knelt  at 
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the  Chancel  rail.  I  began  the  service  with  the 
first  petitions  from  the  Litany,  and,  after  using 
suitable  collects,  and  prayers,  and  thanksgiv- 
ing, 1  stood  before  him,  and  placing  my  hands 
upon  his  head,  pronounced  a  benediction  — 
"Unto  God's  gracious  mercy  and  protection  we 
commit  thee.  The  Lord  bless  thee  and  keep 
thee.  The  Lord  make  His  face  to  shine  upon 
thee,  and  be  gracious  unto  thee.  I  he  Lord 
lilt  up  [lis  countenance  upon  thee-,  and  give 
thee  peace,  both  now  and  evermore.  Amen." 
As  I  concluded  the  words  of  blessing,  the  great 
and  good  man  bowed  upon  the  Chancel  rail 
and  wept,  as  a  child  weeps  upon  its  mother's 
breast.

But  the  good  name  ol  Bishop  Elliott  is  not 
thus  to  die.  Already  has  one  ol  his  sons 
caught  up  his  falling  mantle;  and  be  his  zeal 
for  advancement  oi  the  University,  as  well  as 
by  his  labors  on  our  frontier  settlements,  proved 
that   "The  spirit  ol    Elijah  doth  rest  on  Elisha." 

Another  strong  impress  ol  his  race  stands 
prominent  among  the  zealous  Instructors  and 
Upholders  el  our  Institution  ;  and  is  last  win 
ning  tor  himself  a  brighter  and  a  broader  name 
in  the  highest  walks  ol  both  Medical  and 
Physical  Science. 

While  yet  another,  sheltered  by  the  same 
roof,  is,  by  her  magic  pen,  giving  to  Fiction  a 
new  and  unheard  of  charm,  skilfully  and 
strangely  interwoven  of  the  cunning  inventions 
of  a  chaste  imagination,  and  the  sternest  teach- 
ings of    Philosophy  and  Religion.
